Ee! ‘To Mis Excellency Murphy J. Foster, Governor of Louisiana: 
~Srr—The following report embracing the most important: 
- features of the work of the Board of Health of the State of 
Louisiana for the years 1894 and 1895 is respectively sub- 
ates Be ieted 
as QUARANTINE. 


It. is gratifying to report the continued success of our quar- 
- antine operations. It would seem that the feeling of security 
- which prevails among our people is justified by the fact that. 
: it has been so many years since yellow fever has been im- 
_ ported into our city. This continued immunity from yellow 
_ fever has been the factor in making New Orleans a city of 
___ residences instead of a stopping place for a few months only. 
if In past years almost the entire business of this city was done 
In the cool months and with the approach of warm weather 
_ there would be a general exodus of people, believing it neces- 
sary for their safety to leave—what was considered a hot-bed 
of yellow fever—in the summer months. 
_ With the improved system of quarantine this fear no longer 
exists, and our people now remain at home and business con- 
tinues uninterruptedly during the summer. 
The freedom from yellow fever has been of incalculable 
benefit to New Orleans and the whole State of Louisiana. 
Were trustworthy statistics available, I believe they would 
demonstrate a large increase of population of the State. 
In this connection it is to be deplored that we have no 
means of obtaining vital statistics throughout the State, and 
; the system as practised in New Orleans is defective by reason

Once successfully controvert the belief so prevalent through ~ 


out the country that Louisiana is an unhealthy State to live 
in, we would have an influx of immigrants that would aston- 
ish the most enthusiastic believer in the future greatness of 
our State. 


The quarantine operations of the past two years have been 
in line with regulations presented in previous reports, with a 
few modifications in the interest of commerce which appeared 
justifiable, and have proven satisfactory by experience. 


Vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade running to 
ports where medical representatives of the Board are stationed 
have been accorded night inspection on arrival at quarantine 
station, provided the sanitary condition of the ports from 
which the vessel sailed was satisfactory. | 

In former years vessels from’ these ports were not allowed 
to pass the quarantine stations except after daylight imspee- 
tion. This restriction was necessarily a hardship on ‘‘ fruit- 
ers,’’? aS many of them arrived at night and would have to lie 
over till morning, entailing a loss, not only by detention, but 
also in the matter of ripening of the fruit. It was represented by 
parties in interest that it would be a great saving if these vessels 
could be granted an inspection on arrival, night or day, and 
allowed to proceed to the city. As we were in a position to 
keep thoroughly posted as to the health condition of the ports 
of departure, by reason of Medical Inspectors. of our own 
selection being stationed at these various posts, this Board 
granted night inspection to vessels engaged in the tropical 
fruit trade, conditioned on the favorable report of the physi- 
cians at the ports of departure, and the further condition that 
the vessels, on arrival in New Orleans, would have absolutely 
no communication with shore till they had received a daylight 
inspection by the Shipping Inspector in this city. 

While this new regulation is of great advantage to the 
fruit merchants, it is believed that, with the restrictions 


thrown around it, it is thoroughly safe from a sanitary 


standpoint. Should disease develop during the voyage up the 
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river, it would be discovered by the Shipping Inspector prior 
to any communication with shore, and the vessel would be 
remanded to the quarantine station. 

Should there exist at any port any suspicious disease, extra 
precautions would be taken, and a daylight inspection re- 
quired on arrival at quarantine. With such ports (suspicious. 
ports) the following regulations are enforced : 


Vessels loading fruit for New Orleans must not be al- 
lowed to lie at any wharf during the night, but must anchor 
out in the bay, at least one mile from shore, returning to 
wharf at daylight. Wharf must be closed to all traffic other 
than fruit while vessel is loading, and no one, except an ac- 
climated loading crew, must be allowed on board of vessel. 
Loading crew must not be allowed to enter the suspected 
port, but must reside at some isolated point or island, where 
vessels can pick them up on arrival and leave them again on 
departure. While loading, ship’s crew must be kept isolated 
so as not to come in contact with loading crew. 


The policy of the Board in maintaining Medical Inspectors 
in foreign ports has been found absolutely necessary in the 
interest of the public health as well as the fruit trade, and 
has enabled this Board to grant concessions to this branch of 
commerce which would never have been considered otherwise. 
This policy, originating with this Board, has been followed by 
other ports having interests in the fruit trade. 

Believing the tropical fruit trade a source of danger unless. 
surrounded with proper precautions, and that all ports en- 
gaged in this trade have the same interest in protecting the 
public health, this Board, in 1894, issued the following invi- 
tation for a conference of the quarantine authorities of the 
Gulf ports, with the view of securing an understanding and. 
uniformity of regulations: 


As the tropical fruit trade is an industry of increasing 
importance, and as this trade is entirely from countries 
which are quarantined by the Southern States during the sum-. 
mer, I think that it would be advisable for the health authori- 
ties of the States of Florida, Alabama, Louisiana and Texas to 
have a conference before the opening of the next quarantine 
season, with the view of formulating a uniform schedule by 
which this business can be safely conducted. Since New 
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- Orleans has probably had-a larger experience in this linethan ~ 
any other point, I would further advise that the conference G 
be held in this city a day or two before or following February | Bits 
6 (Mardi Gras). . Should these suggestions meet with your Rows 
“approbation, please indicate the same at an early date, and I Me 
- will send out invitations to the different States for the meet- 
-ing. I would be pleased to receive suggestions as to any 
other business bearing on quarantine matters that may be 
Bay considered at the proposed conference.’’ \. *

‘(Tn accordance with a circular letter issued from this office 
some days since, soliciting a conference of the Gulf States 
quarantine authorities prior to the opening of the next quar- 
antine season, for the purpose of discussing matters apper- 
taining to the steadily increasing fruit trade between Central 
American and Gulf ports, and other subjects which might be 
suggested, it becomes my ‘pleasure to invite you to be present 
and to participate in the deliberations of said conference. 

‘¢ As the selection of the date of meeting was left to me by 
all who replied to my circular, I hereby call the conference 
to convene in this city, on Friday, February 2, 1894, at the 
office of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, No. 

63 Carondelet street.’’,

Your committee to whom was referred the consideration 0f 9) 
the several propositions relative to the regulations of the fruit prt 
trade during the quarantine season beg to report as follows: 
First. In order to secure prompt and reliable information — 
as to the existence of yellow fever in the various ports of the 
West Indies and Central and South America, from which fruit 
is Shipped, it is deemed essential that medical inspectors 
should be stationed at said ports with the understanding that — 
the inspectors stationed in the larger towns may have juris- ~ 
diction over smaller places within the district. 
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Second. The duties of the inspectors shall be to report by 
each and every vessel, and if necessary by cable when practi- 
eable, on the sanitary condition of their respective districts ; 
on the existence of contagious or infectious disease within 
the same; on the compliance by vessels with the regulations 
issued for their guidance and to perform such other duties as 
may from time to time be required of them. 

Third. It isrecommended that vessels engaged in this trade 
shall, whenever practicable, be manned by acclimated crews. 

Fourth. In the absence of yellow fever, it is considered 
unnecessary to place any restrictions upon the manner of 
loading vessels, or upon the character of the cargo carried, 
further than to rigidly exclude household effects, personal 
baggage, hides, horns, bones and fertilizers. 

Fifth. After the discharge of the cargo every vessel shall 
be subjected to mechanical cleansing by washing, and after- 
ward thoroughly disinfected. 


Sixth. Inthe event of yellow fever occurring at any fruit 
port, trade at that port may be continued under the following 
additional precautions : 


Each vessel to be required to carry a duly accredited medi- 
eal officer, whose duty it shall be to see that all quarantine 
regulations are strictly carried ont. No member of the crew 
shall be allowed to go on shore nor any one, except an accli- 
mated loading crew, to come on board. The loading crew to 
be kept isolated in a locality sufficiently remote from the in- 
fected district, and while on board the vessel, to be kept sep- 
arate from the crew. Vessels are not to be allowed to remain 
at any wharf or near shore after-sunset, but must anchor in 
the open bay at such distance from shore as may be prescribed 
by the medical officer in charge, and must not return before 
sunrise. Thecargo carried shall be restricted to fruit, rubber 
and specie. Rubber not to be packed in any textile fabrics, 
and specie to be disinfected by immersion in boiling water. 


Seventh. Should avessel having yellow fever on board and 
carrying a cargo of fruit arrive at a quarantine station, the 
eargo may be lightered by acclimated crews or by the crew 
of the vessel, after which the vessel shall be subjected to the 
- usual detention and disinfection. The clothing of the laborers 
_to be disinfected by steam heat after the discharge of .the 
eargo shall have been completed. 

Eighth. Any vessel engaged in the fruit trade which carries 
passengers should forfeit all special privileges and be sub- 
jected to the same quarantine restrictions as other vessels 
carrying passengers. |

Ninth. Inasmuch as the quarantine laws and regulations of 


the United States, as promulgated by the Secratary of the 


Treasury, April 4. 1893, are not in accord with certain of the 
foregoing propositions, it is recommended that such modifica- 
tions be made in said laws as shall make. them to coimeide 
with the views expressed by this Conference.

These resolutions were adopted as the sense of the confer- 
ence, giving the greatest liberality in regulations, without 
committing the individual health authorities to any obliga- 
tion not to enforce more rigid exactions if, in their judgment, 
such should be necessary. 


Realizing that one competent medical man at a port was 
able to represent all interests centring at that port and could 
properly report on health conditions by every ship, whether 
the vessel was bound for New Orleans, Mobile, Galveston or 
elsewhere, thus securing uniformity of reports and lessening 
the expense of maintaining medical inspection service, this 
Board, in 1895, issued the following invitation for a confer- 


ence of health authorities of the Gulf and South Atlantic 


ports interested in the fruit trade: 


DEAR Doctor—Could not the different Southern quarantine 
authorities interested in the tropical fruit trade, by a proper 


understanding, lessen the expense of medical inspection tothe _ 


shipping without weakening our service? Would not one 
medical inspector at each port be sufficient to keep all quaran- 
tine authorities informed as to health conditions of such ports, 
as well as report on the conduct of vessels as to their compli- 


ance or otherwise with the regulations of the port in the 


United States to which she is bound? 

I learned through our representatives last year thatat sever al 
places there were representatives of other Boards. I would 
suggest that we have an understanding to the effect that one 
competent and reliable man at each port should represent all 
of us at that port, and that the expense be prorated in aeccord- 
ance with number of trips of vessels between the “United 
States and ports interested. 

If you think this matter worthy of consideration, there may

_ Although invitations were sent to Galveston, Mobile, Pen- 
- gacola, Tampa, Savannah and Charleston, and also to the 
State health officials in the States in which these ports are 
located, the only representative that put in an appearance at 
an the proposed conference was Dr. R. M. Swearingen, health 
officer of Texas. 

We, on the part of Texas and Louisiana, entered into the 
_ following agreement: 


‘es Terms of Agreement Entered Into Between the 
Louisiana State Board of Health and the Health Officer of Texas, 
| : in order to facilitate the inter-tropical fruit trade and lessen 
the expenses of Quarantine Inspectors at fruit ports. 


: 1. The appointment of the Medical Inspectors will be

rence and approval of the other. 

The man to be appointed to have the following qualifi- 
cations: He shall be intelligent, honest, sober and reliable, 
and possess practical experience in regard to diagnosis of 
yellow fever. .

5. This agreement to be communicated to the health 
authorities interested, whose co-operation will be gladly re- 
ceived by the representatives of the States of Louisiana and 
Texas. 


Could all ports interested in the tropical fruit trade come 
together in a similar understanding, it would save to the im- 
porters about one-third of the expense of maintaining this 
medical service in foreign countries. 


This opinion is emphasized by the statement that in 1894, 
in one little town of less than 5000 population, there were 
four doctors, representing as many boards of health having 
trade relations with said town. One competent medical 
representative would have been sufficient. 


It is to be hoped that in the future this service can be 
arranged in line with the ideas suggested above. 


In past years all vessels engaged in the fruit trade had 
been required after discharging cargo, and before loading for 
their outward trips, to undergo fumigation. 


For this service a fee of $20 was charged. 


In 1895 this board passed a resolution abolishing this Fumie 
gation, provided the vessels were maintained in a cleanly and 
good sanitary condition, and ran only to known healthy ports. 


This change of regulation was of advantage to the fruit 
interests, not only in the saving of $20 on each trip, but also 
in the saving of time to the vessels, each fumigation requiring 
a delay of six or more hours in port. The relinquishing of 
this $20 fee very materially reduced the revenues of the board, 
and as all charges had repeatedly been reduced till the board 
had barely sufficient revenues to defray running expenses, a 
revision of charges had to be made to compensate for the loss 
of the fumigation fee, 

The inspection fee for all ships and steamships entering 
this port had been $30 up to 1890, when it was reduced to $20, 
and the following year was made $15. The charges for in- 
spection of all other vessels were lessened in proportion. 
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. quarantine for the coming season. The efficiency of our ser- 
__ vice has been quite satisfactory in the past. There are some 
modifications, however, that might be made without weaken- 
ing our service, and which would be a benefit to the ship- 
ping. We have been urged to reduce our fees, and have had 
our schedule of charges compared with that | of other ports.. 
I wrote to the authorities in Alabama, South Carolina and 
- Texas, asking for information in regard to the extent of and 
source of revenue for maintaining the stations at Mobile, 


_ Charleston and Galveston. They all have appropriations for. 
quarantine purposes, and are thereby enabled to put their 


_ charges at a nominal sum. None of these ports attempt to 
collect fees sufficient to maintain their stations, and the Board 
of Health of Charleston has, since last August, relinquished 


tween the expenditures and the State appropriation. Our 
charges, by comparison, appear exorbitant, but those who 
have’ been so vigorous in urging this board to make a reduc- 
tion of fees in the interest of ‘shipping,’ I fear do not appre- 
-eiate thoroughly all the facts of: the case. This board has 
not one cent of Ra ey from the State, nor one cent, of 
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the following schedule of charges was adopted. Inspection ti 


“We will soon be called upon to, ae the matter of © 


all charges for disinfection, the city paying the difference be- 
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have to maintain during the summer three other inspection 
stations, viz.: The Rigolets, the Atchafalaya and the Lake 
Charles. The revenues from these stations amount to very 
little, in comparison to the expense of running them. It 
will, therefore, be seen that we are dependent entirely on 
fees to maintain our service, and that the revenues from the 
Mississippi river station have to defray not only the expenses 


of that station, but also, in. large part, the expenses of the 


other stations. 

‘‘T think these facts should be made public by way of ex- 
plaining why the quarantine charges to a ship are greater at 
this port than at any other ports.”’ 


In view of the facts, recited above, that other States make 
appropriations for the maintenance of quarantine, and by so 
doing enable the quarantine authorities to charge nominal 
fees to the shipping, thereby fostering commerce instead of 
taxing it; and in further consideration of ‘the vital necessity 
of the most efficient quarantine service in our State—greater 
efficiency meaning correspondingly greater cost—I would 
earnestly recommend that the State of Louisiana make such 
appropriation for the quarantine service as will enable this 
Board to reduce the fees to an amount that will compare 
favorably with other ports. 

If the Legislature would appropriate $30,000 annually for 
quarantine purposes, the following schedule of charges could 
be inaugurated :

No ship owner or agent should object to such fees, and 
the exorbitant charges of this port on shipping, frequently 
urged against our commerce, would at least be relieved, so far 
as quarantine is concerned. 

A vigorous effort has been made, and I believe will be re- 
newed, to lessen all the charges of this port. Should such 
efforts prove successful, and it should result in any great in- 
crease in the number of ships coming, as has been confi- 
dently stated would be the result, this Board would be ena- 
bled to still further diminish the schedule of fees.

mae the authority in me vested by law, I, Murphy J. Foster, Gov- 


ey ernor of the State of Louisiana, do hereby issue this, my 
Me _ proclamation, to take effect from and after the first day of 
Sy he May, A. D. 1895, that all vessels, together with their crews, 
ig ‘passengers, baggage and cargoes, arriving at the several 
quarantine stations of Louisiana, shall be subjected to in- 
spection and sanitation according to the following schedule, 


Larne to-wit: 

Pikegree First Class—Vessels arriving from non-infected ports. 

1 Second Class—Vessels arriving from suspected ports. 
ea (inter-tropical American and West Indian and Brazilian 


ports and other ports which may be considered suspicious by 
the Board of Health.) 

Third Class—Vessels arriving from ports known to be in- 
‘fected. | 
Fourth Class—Vessels which, without regard to port of 
departure, are infected; that is to say, vessels which have 
yellow fever, cholera or other contagious or infectious dis- 
-eases on board at the time of arrival, or have had same on 

voyage. j 

Vessels of the first class to be subjected to necessary 
maritime sanitation at the Mississippi River Quarantine Sta- 
‘tion without detention of either vessels or persons longer 
‘than may be necessary to place such vessels in perfect sani- 
tary condition: 

Vessels of the second and third classes to undergo the same 
‘treatment as those of the first class, together with detention 
for observation for such length of time after completion of 
‘disinfection as the Board of Health may determine. 

The vessels of the fourth class to be remanded to the 
Lazaretto, there to undergo sanitation and detention of vessels 
and persons such a length of time as the Board of Health 
may determine. 

All vessels arriving from ports known or suspected to be 
infected with cholera shall be-subjected to maritime sanita- 
tion and such detention as the Board of Health may deter- 
“mine. 

Vessels arriving from ports and places belonging to the 
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second, third and fourth classes, as set forth in the above 
schedule, shall not be allowed to pass the Rigolets, the Atcha- 


falaya, or Lake Charles Quarantine Station, or other quaran- 


tine stations which may hereafter be established, without 


having undergone proper maritime sanitation at the Mississippi 


River Quarantine Station. 
Vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade, whose sani- 


tary condition and health record are satisfactory, may be 
allowed to pass the Mississippi River Quarantine Station after 
inspection, subject, however, to such regulations and Sanitary 


- treatment as the Board of Health may prescribe. 


Quarantine officers at the several stations in this State are 


specially charged and required to strictly enforce the execu- 


tion of this proclamation, and the Board of Health in the 


city of New Orleans is requested to prosecute vigorously all 
violators of the same, as well as of the quarantine laws and 
regulations of this State.

Resolved, That vessels from tropical quarantined ports, 
where a United States medical officer is stationed, such ves- 
sels carrying a crew, each of which is acclimated—. e., has 

_ had yellow fever, may be given pratique to come to New Or- 
_ leans.immediately after disinfection at the Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station, under the following additional conditions: 
They shall bring no passengers from such ports. They shall 
not be moored at any wharf in any quarantined port, but lie 
in the open bay; cargoes to be lightered. Only the captain 
and purser, or officer necessary to enter and clear the vessel, 
shall be allowed to go on shore at quarantined ports. Crews 
_ shall not be allowed to sleep on deck while in such ports. 
They must bring certificates from the United States medical 
officer that there has been no unnecessary communication 
between the ship’s crew and the shore, and that they leave 
such port in perfeat sanitary condition. No bedding or house- 
hold effects will be allowed to be brought from any infected 
port at any season of the year.

Srroun INSTRUCTIONS TO OWNERS, AGENTS, MASTERS OF 
VESSELS AND TO PASSENGERS. 


The Louisiana State Board of Health recommends the fol- 
lowing suggestions to agents, owners, masters of vessels and 
passengers for the purpose of facilitating the work of quar- 
ak -antine officers and HEOA ENE the period of detention to a 
minimum: 





















1. That vessels should be stripped during the quarantine 
‘seasons of all woolen hangings, carpets, curtains, and such 
like materials, and upholstered furniture as far as practicable. 
Hair or moss mattresses to be replaced by wire or wicker 
beds. 

2. That, as far as possible, vessels trading with tropical 
ports should be manned with acclimated crews. 

3. Masters of vessels, ship and consular agents are earn- 
estly requested to instruct passengers from quarantinable 
ports to dispense. as far as possible, with baggage which may 
be injured by wetting, or heat (230 deg. I’.) while undergoing 
disinfection. Such passengers are especially warned against 
bringing furs, silks, skins, laces, velvets and other fabrics of 
delicate texture, as they will be compelled to assume all risks 

of injury. 
4, While in ports infected with yellow fever, vessels 
‘should be anchored out in the harbor, when this is possible, 


- 
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and the crew prohibited from going ashore, especially at 
night. 

5. When practicable, cargoes should be loaded in such a 
manner as to allow access to the pumps, and also to enable 
the quarantine officers to pump out and wash the bilge. 

6. For the purpose of avoiding delay and expense at quar- 
antine, owing to the necessity of shifting of eargo for the 
object of disinfection, it is recommended that there be con-— 
structed in all vessels from quarantined ports, an open frame- 
work shaft, fifteen inches.in diameter, from the centre of 
each hatch, ‘thr ough which the fumigating pipe may be intro- 
duced down to the dunnage of the vessel. 

7. Special attention should be given to cleanliness of vessels 
and persons, and provision should be made for all possible 
ventilation of the entire vessel. The best disinfectants, and 
instructions for using same, can be obtained by application to 
the Board of Health or any of its officers. 

8. Masters should, before arrival, see that the bilge is 
thoroughly pumped ‘out and cleansed, and that the entire 
vessel be put in such good sanitary condition as to permit of 
the least possible detention. Fruit vessels, particularly, 
should be kept thoroughly cleansed for the purpose of avoid- 
ing delay at the Quarantine Station. 

9. Vessels observing the above recommendations will re- 
ceive special consideration atthe Quarantine Station, detention 
and cost of cleaning, disinfecting, ete., being materially les- 
sened thereby.

RULES “AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING VESSELS ENGAGED IN 
THE TROPICAL F'RuIT TRADE. ‘ : 


Adopted April 24, 1895. 


All vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade between Cen- | 
tral American, South American and West Indian ports and 
New Orleans will be allowed to pass the Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station without detention longer than is necessary 
for a thorough inspection (either by day or night) by the 
quarantine officers, so long as a properly accredited medical 
agent of this Board certifies that such ports and places are: 
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free from contagious or infectious disease, and provided said 
vessels shall strictly conform to the following conditions: 

Ist. They shall not be allowed to bring to this port bag- 
gage, bedding or household effects of any kind. | 

2nd. After leaving New Orleans said vessels shall not take 
on board passengers during any part of their trip, nor shall 
they bring passengers to this port unless by special permit 
from this Board. 

3rd. They shall carry an acclimated crew, unless imprac- 
tical. 

4th. They shall not touch at any infected or suspected port ; 
and have no communication with any vessel during their 
voyage, except in case of distress. 

Sth. They shall only touch at such ports or stations as are 
- mentioned in their schedule, whieh latter shall be communi- 
cated to the Board of Health. 

6th. They shall be required to make a full disclosure, when. 
arriving at quarantine station, of all the ports and places they 
have visited on that voyage. 

7th. They may take on board a crew of laborers known to. 
be acclimated, and from some healthy point where they per- 
manently reside and remain, the crew being as nearly as 
possible always composed of the same men. ‘The captain or 
other officer may go ashore for the purpose of entering or 
clearing vessels only. Any further communication with 
shore or natives will be considered a violation of regulations, 
and vessels in default will be treated accordingly. 

8th. These vessels shall be cleansed, and, when necessary, 
disinfected in the city of New Orleans after discharge of 
cargo. 

9th. Vessels receiving night inspection at quarantine will 
not be allowed to discharge cargo on arrival at New Orleans 
until after a daylight inspection by the Shipping Inspector 
of this Board, and the captains, owners or agents shall not 
allow any one to go ashore, or to come on board until after 
such daylight inspection. 

Should for any reason a fruit port become infected, or even 
suspicious, vessels to that port will be liable to such: addi- 
tional regulations as the Board of Health may adopt. 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED APRIL 24, 1895. - 


Resolved, That hereafter full quarantine restrictions will be 
imposed on all vessels whose officers wilfully attempt decep- 
tion in regard to any case of sickness, or material capable of 
carrying infection, or wilfully disregard the rules and regu-

With slight modifications, already mentioned, the regu- 
lations for the two years were about the same. 


Owing to the virulence of yellow fever in Rio de Janeiro and 
Santos, in January of 1894, the Board determined to disin- 
fect all ships arriving from these ports. Considering that 
our winter is their summer, it can be readily understood that 
the period most liable to epidemic influences there, would be 
January and February. While the conditions existing at that 
season in New Orleans are not favorable for the development 
and propagation of yellow fever, it was thought best not to 
take any chances on the germs of this disease being intro- 
duced through fomites which might be stored away in a warm 
place and with the approach of summer serve as a focus of in- 
fection. Accordingly, all vessels arriving from these ports 
in the winter of 1894-1895 were disinfected and released with- 
out detention. In future, should the reports from Rio and 
Santos prove favorable, this extra precaution during the win- 
ter months might be omitted. 


RELATIONS TO OTHER HEALTH AUTHORITIES. 


With the exception of a disagreement with the U. S. Marine 


Hospital Service, in two particulars, this Board has been on 
most amicable terms with other health authorities since the 
last biennial report. | 

In January 1894, the local representative of the U.S. 
Marine Hospital Service officially informed this Board of his 
instructions to make monthly inspections of our quarantine 
stations. The feeling engendered on the part of this Board

_ by this attempted officious supervision of our service is fully 
set forth in the following letter authorized by the Board:

be inspected by him ‘‘ monthly or oftener,’’ ‘‘ for the pur- 


pose of ascertaining whether the regulations prescribed by 


the Secretary of the Treasury are being complied with.”’ 


- We would respectfully represent that the maritime quar- 
antine of the whole country, as now practised, originated 
with the Louisiana State Board of Health, and that every im- 
provement which is recognized as such, without a single ex- 
ception, was conceived and put into operation by our ser- 
vice, and adopted by others only after its efficiency was 
demonstrated. When we say adopted by others, we mean 
the United States Marine Hospital Service as well as State 
authorities. 


We have always solicited and encouraged inspection of our 
operations, feeling, as we do, their superiority. But, when 
an official demand is made for ‘‘monthly’’ visits or ‘‘ of- 
tener,’’ with the object avowed, we feel that it is an unneces- 
sary display of an authority which was intended only to 
secure efficiency. We feel that itis an unwarranted espionage 
and reflection on our Board, and would respectfully ask that 
the order, in so far as it applies to the Louisiana Quarantine 
Service, be annulled. 


The een! representative of the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service recognizes the futility of such an inspection, and 
considers it only as as a matter of formality. He could 
familiarize himself with all the regulations of our board by a 
visit to our office. The frequent official visits to our station 
are bound to be considered officious and unnecessary, and are 
calculated to put the two services—the Marine Hospital Ser- 
vice and the Louisiana State Board of Health—in strained 
relations. 

We would disclaim any purpose of criticising the wisdom 
of the order in its. application to any and all stations where 


_ there might be a suspicion of lack of efficiency. 
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Trusting this protest will receive your serious considera- ~

Despite our protest, the formality of visiting our stations 


monthly is regularly indulged in by the surgeon in charge of 


the United- States Marine Hospital in this city. By the ab- 


sence of complaints from the Supervising Surgeon General 


at Washington I infer the reports on our practices and meth- 
ods have proven satisfactory. 


In 1893, after the passage by the United States Counter 
of ‘‘An act granting additional powers and imposing addi- 
tional duties upon the United States Marine Hospital Service,’’ 
the Supervising Surgeon General of that service invited a 
conference of various State health authorities to consider 
regulations governing quarantine. An account of the con- 
ference was given in the the last biennial report of this 
Board. The following is extracted from this account: 


‘‘Another concession secured by the representative of this 
board was in the matter of detention of vessels from yellow 
fever infected ports. 

From experience we feel justified in considering three 
days’ detention amyle time for the incubative period of yel- 


low fever, and hence only detain vessels that length of time - 


after completion of disinfection.’’ 


The following note extracted from ‘‘ Laws and Regula- 


tions for the Maritime Quarantines of the United States’’ 
shows the regulations and the qualifted manner in which our 
advanced practices are recognized: ' 


‘‘Although it is known that the period of incubation of 
yellow fever may be. over three and in some cases more than 


five days, the statistics, in so far as can be obtained, of the 


quarantines of the United States, demonstrate that the three 
days’ detention after completion of disinfection is reasonably 
safe with regard to suspected vessels. To this practice is the 


added requirement that packed effects of passengers, crews — 
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and vessels are to be handled exclusively by quarantine em- 
ployees. While three days is the minimum required under 
the above conditions, it is recommended that five days’ de- 
tention be imposed, as provided for at the National Quaran- 
tine Stations.’’ 


In 1894, without consultation or forewarning, the ‘‘ Laws 
and Regulations for the Maritime Quarantines of the United 
States ’’ were issued in pamphlet, and the above concession 
was carefully omitted. . 


Some time after the issuance of this pamphlet of instruc- 
tions and regulations the Chief Quarantine Physician at the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station received a package of 
certificates of pratique from the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service in Washington, reading as follows: 


ON SRE el ete eee , has in all respects complied with the 
: quarantine regulations preseribed by the Secretary of the 
.  Lreasury, and that, in my opinion, she will not convey quar- 
antinable disease. Said vessel is this day granted free pra- 
tique. . . 


Health (Quarantine) Officer, Port Of 22.0.0: ; 


These certificates were accompanied with the request that 
they be used in granting pratique to vessels. 


The Chief Quarantine Physician very properly informed the 
Supervising Surgeon General that his instructions should 
come through the Louisiana State Board of Health, and that 
he was not in the service of the United States. 


In August, after the quarantine season was more than half 
‘ over, this office received a communication from the Collector 
_——_—s of the Port of New Orleans, stating that instructions from the 
; Secretary of the Treasury forbade the entry of vessels which 
had not complied with the United States Quarantine Regula- 
tions, and that said instructions would be enforced. — 
This matter was laid before the Board of Health, in special 
session convened for the purpose, and the following resolu- 
tion adopted : 
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WHEREAS, This Board has received official information that — 
the Quarantine Regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury 
will be hereafter enforced whereby vessels arriving from in- 
fected ports will be subjected to a five days’ detention after 
disinfection at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, and 
that such vessels willnot be allowed entry at the custom house 
by the Collector of the Port unless provided with a certificate 
showing such disinfection and five days’ detention thereafter : 

Be st Resolved, That we regard such regulations as oppres- 
sive and destructive of the commerce of this port; that as 
Sanitarians we consider th efive days’ detention as unnecessary 
and a retograde step in quarantine practice, for the reason that 
a fourteen years’ experience of this Board under improved ~ 
methods of disinfection, first introduced by this Board, has 
abundantly shown that a three days’ detention has been 
ample to secure this port from the introduction of contagion i 
that we deem the regulation requiring five days’ detention 
after disinfection at ports south of the southern boundary of 
the State of Maryland, and exempting vessels bound north 
thereof from any detention whatsoever, as illegal and in con- 
travention of the Act of Congress which provides that ‘‘ all 
rules and regulations made by the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall operate uniformly, and in no manner discriminate 
against any port or place.’’ | 

Resolved, That the president of the Board be authorized and — 
requested to telegraph the Hon. Secretary of the Treasury, 
asking a suspension of said regulations until such time as this 
Board may be heard before him upon the subject of its re-_ 
peal or modification.

The president and attorney of this board proceeded at 
once to Washington and through the courtesy of our Senators 
and Representatives were introduced to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. This official was not aware that any change in the 
regulations of the preceding year had been inaugurated. We 
were referred to the Supervising Surgeon General of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service, and discussed with him 
the justice of our claims, and while he did us the courtesy to 


- promise to give the matter serious consideration, he ob- 


stinately refused to recommend to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to suspend this order till his decision was rendered. 


On our departure from Washington we were assured by the 
Secretary of the Treasury that our complaint appeared to be 
well founded and would receive due consideration. 


! In the meantime the Louisiana State Board of Health in- 
structed the Chief Quarantine Physician as follows:

On August 16 the following telegram, approving of three ~ 
days’ detention, was received from the Supervising Surgeon 
General U. S. Marine Hospital Service, Dr. Walter Wyman: 


Quarantine Regulations, Art. 8, par. 11, page 30, amended 
so as to read: 


The personnel of the vessel shall be detained five dame from 
completion of disinfection,:or three days if all baggage and 
effects of passengers, crew ‘and vessel are handled exclusively 
by quarantine employees.

During the period of nine days or more all quarantinable 
vessels arriving were detained five days after disinfection, 
a complete and unnecessary loss of two days to each ves- 
sel. It would appear that when the United StateS quar- 
antine regulations are about to be modified in a manner to 
affect the interests of a given port and to come in conflict 
with regulations which have been tried and enforced with the 
highest degree of satisfaction and safety for years, and have 
received the approval of the United States Quarantine author- 


ities (see pamphlet United States Quarantine Laws and Reg- — 


ulations, 1893)—it would appear that common justice, if not 
courtesy, would demand that the quarantine officials of the 
port interested should be notified of such contemplated 
action. 
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If there was no disposition to contend for the rights of a 
State or port, and if there was every willingness to comply 
with the views of the Supervising Surgeon General, United 
States Marine Hospital Service, it would seem but ordinary 

consideration for the local health authorities that they should 
_ be notified of any proposed departure from previous regula- 
tions which would naturally affect the quarantine practices 
and commerce of said port. The local health authorities 
should be given an opportunity to make their rules conform 
to those of the United States Marine Hospital Service in the 
beginning, and not be required to change their rules after 
the qarantine season is more than half over. 


It is to be hoped that the United States Marine Hospital 
Service will desist from further interfering with the quaran- 
tine affairs of the State of Louisiana. When that service is 
- prepared to demonstrate the superiority of its regulations or 
methods, I feel confident this Board of Health will most 
gladly adopt them. Till then let us progress and not retro- 
grade. 

Believing we were acting under State authority only, we 
also rebelled against using the form of certificate of pratique 
prescribed by the Surgeon General, and which entirely 
ignored the State of Louisiana. This objection was also urged 
before the Secretary of the Treasury, and resulted in the fol- 
lowing modified form of certificate being adopted by this 
Board:

Through the medium of this medical mspection and super- 


vision of the fruit trade, this Board of Health was kept — 
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thoroughly posted as to health conditions of all the ports 
with which this fruit traffic is carried on and felt justified in 
relaxing the strict measures of former years. Passengers 
from these ports were, all through the last season, allowed to: 
come to this port on special permission from this office. 


Before closing the subject of quarantine, it may be well to 
suggest that our practice might be modified with benefit to 
ae commerce and an increase to the safety of our port by com-. 
+ * mencing quarantine disinfection on the 15th day of April 
pe each year, and omitting detention till the 15th day of May. 
~~: After this tiine both disinfection and detention should, in my 
-__ opinion, be practised till the 15th day of October, when de- 
_ tention could again be omitted, but disinfection continued till 

the close of quarantine, October 31. This modified method 

would not, of course, interfere with the special discretion 
vested by law in the Chief Quarantine Physician. -It is his. 
_ duty at any season of the year to intercept and detain any 
vessel which is calculated to carry infection. The latter half 
of April is as much of a danger period as the first week of 
_ May. It has been feared that the germs of disease might be 
imported just prior to the commencement of our disinfection 
processes, and, meeting with favorable conditions when the 
weather is warm, as is often the case at this season, develop 
and propagate to the extent of becoming an epidemic. Quar- 
antine being inaugurated after yellow fever finds a lodgment 
in our city would be like closing the stable door after the 
7 horse had gone. It might be argued from precedent that 
quarantine operations commencing from the Ist day of May 
would be safe. We know that yellow fever has been intro- 
duced into this city as early as January. Should the infec- 
tion be introduced as late as the latter part of April, there is 
no reason why it should not spread. For this reason the 
Board of Health should request the Governor of the State to 
issue his annual quarantine proclamation, to date hereafter 
from the 15th of April. 
he agua: of carrying out to an full extent this sugges- 
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tion would be in the matter of omitting detention till May 15, 
and after October 15. The United States regulations require 
that full quarantine measures be enforced from May 1 to 
November 1, and we are required by law to certify that ves- 
sels have complied with the United States regulations. There 
is nothing, however, in the United States regulations that 
would prevent our practising quarantine earlier or later ae 
the specified period. 


This very difficulty suggests the absolute necessity of 
individual States maintaining full control of their quarantine 
operations without being hampered by United States authority 
or other outside regulations. Surely no extraneous authority 
can be as much interested in the safety of a port as the local 
officers who are elected or appointed and continued in office 
in accordance with their ability and zeal in protecting the 
port from imported infection. Again, no extraneous author- 
ity can, with the same consciousness of the prime importance 
of the public safety, weigh and consider the necessities of a 
port from a commercial standpoint, lke those who are 
directly interested in the welfare of said port. We have seen 
already where United States regulations discriminate against 
Southern ports, and. being hedged in by these restrictions, 
we are not allowed to study our own necessities in formulat- 
ing our regulations. 

It is fortunate indeed that the United States supervision of 
local quarantines was delayed till 1893—especially fortunate 
for the Southern ports. 

The difficulty of maintaining our advanced ideas in quar- 
antine on account of the United States authorities justifies 
the conclusion that, had the United States Marine Hospital 


Service come into authority when ten days’ quarantine deten- 
tion was practised, the same regulations would be enforced — 


to-day. 
All quarantine stations are maintained by appropriations 


of funds by a government or by a revenue in the form of a — 


tax on shipping or by both, an approriation and a tax. The 
two factors, in so far as revenue is concerned, in lessening 
the burden on commerce, are the amount of appropriation 
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and the number of vessels applying for quarantine treat- 
ment. — 

AS every quarantine station 1s required to maintain a stand- 
ard of efficiency, it is evident that the greater the number 
of vessels treated at a station the less will be the pro rata of 
expense to each vessel. . 7 

The United States Quarantine Service is sustained by a large 
appropriation by the National Government, and does not charge 
for disinfection or any service rendered a ship. Every vessel 
disinfected at a United States station lessens the number so 
treated at some State quarantine station and thereby makes it 
necessary that the fees at the State quarantine stations should 


be greater to ships applying there for treatment. 


Not content with its ability to perform this work without 


cost to the vessels, the United States Marine Hospital Service 


has issued a circular advising vessels to come to its stations in 
preference to local quarantine stations, holding out the in- 


ducement that no charge is made. This cireular is on a paral- 


lel with the efforts of certain business concerns to secure 
patronage by advertising goods at less than cost prices, with a 
view toward forcing their competitors from the field. 

The act of Congress ‘‘Granting additional quarantine powers 
and imposing additional duties upon the Marine Hospital 
Service’’ (approved February 15, 1893), distinctly specifies 


its purpose to aid local health authorities, in the following 


language: ‘‘That the Supervising Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service shall * * * under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, co-operate with and aid State and 
municipal boards of health in the execution and enforcement 
of therules and regulations of such boards,’? * * * and 
never contemplated the supplanting or the breaking down of 
the several very excellent State quarantines already estab- 
lished. 





SMALL—POX. 


In the year 1894 there were eight cases of small-pox in this 


city, four in January and oneeach in February, March, April 
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and May. As there had been no cases of this disease in ut 
this city for some years past, and the contract with the owner = as 
of the pest-house had expired and had not been renewed, there: 





were no means of properly caring for cases of this character. Pe re 
The mayor of the city was consulted and on representations of — ants 
this Board made temporary arrangements for the proper care anf 


of these cases. Since this time the city authorities havemade | ee \ 
a regular contract with Dr. J. C. Beard, to take charge of all 
eases of small-pox that can be committed to a hospital. 


By strict isolation, thorough disinfection and vaccination we 
were enabled to stamp out the disease, no case oceurring from 
May, 1894, till February, 1895. Our efforts in 1894 in con- 
trolling and stamping out small-pox were eminently successful, 
which fact is attributable to our thorough methods, ably and he 
conscientiously carried out under the supervision of our Chief : 
Sanitary Inspector, Dr. F. W. Parham, assisted by Mr. T. C..

During the year 1894, small-pox was extensively prevalent. 
in Chicago, and in the latter part of that year and early part ae 
of 1895 it appeared in many places in the South. ne ee 

The first case to appear in New Orleans in 1895 was in the 
person of a young man who had been following the races and an 
had recently been in Hot Springs, Ark., where small-pox was 
at that time epidemic. After leaving Hot Springs he had | 
visited Memphis and Mobile, stopping a few days at each 
place and reaching New Orleans about twelve days after his f 
departure from Hot Springs, and developed here a typical case 
of small-pox.

(The long period of incubation of this disease 
makes it an impossibility to thoroughly guard by quarantine = 
restrictions against its introduction, as demonstrated by the at 
above mentioned case.)

to the extent of destruction by fire of all infected articles 
that can not be properly disinfected. Any community that 
will properly enforce the above regulations could justly 
feel aggrieved at being quarantined on account of this disease. 


7 This first case introduced into our city was promptly taken 
fad in hand and no other cases developed from it. 
ie: In the meantime the disease became quite prevalent along 
the Mississippi river from St. Louis down. Cases were re- 
-  peatedly intercepted among the negro roustabouts from the 
steamboats applying to the United States Marine Hospital 
office for treatment, and it is to the repeated introduction of 
_ this disease that the diffieulty of controlling and stamping 
it out in 1895. can be attributed. It is quite certain that in 
the first few cases our efforts in ridding New Orleans of 
small-pox were successful, but later we would hardly get rid 
of those on hand before others were introduced, and with the 
increased number it is probable that the sanitary force failed 
to discover some of the cases. 

In May, 1895, Surgeon General Wyman, of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, was in the city, and on representa- 
tion that most of our cases of small-pox were amongst steam- 
boat employees coming down the river, he offered all assist- 
ance that could be rendered by his service in protecting New 
Orleans against the further spread of this disease. He cheer- 

i fully acquiesced to the suggestion that all steamboat em- 
fs ployees should be vaccinated and re-vaccinated, and gave 
+e orders to that effect. The Marine Hospital surgeons rendered 
bane; valuable service in this line, and in a few weeks the cases 
| from this source, which previously had been so numerous, 
Bi. entirely disappeared. In order to perform this work promptly 
‘aoe the Surgeon General authorized the employment at this port 
3 of two extra physicians, and all outgoing as well as incom- 
ing steamboats were inspected and the crews vaccinated. In 


ek this work the United States’ Marine Hospital Service and 
a i the Louisiana State Board of Health were in thorough accord, 
ae and it is but just to express to the Surgeon General our 
a appreciation of his ready and cordial co-operation. 

i , 
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In the meantime numerous localities in this State, notably Nol Rant, 
railroad cross-tie camps, became centres of infection, and it id 
became evident that in order to guard against a general out— 
break or epidemic of small-pox, unusual efforts would have Dh 
to be made. 

Accordingly this Board appointed an extra corps of phy- 
sicians and sanitary officers, and made a house-to-house can- 
vass of the city, offering and urging vaccination and revac- 
cination free of charge, besides appealing to the medical pro- — 
fession to co-operate in the work of general vaccination. as 
set forth in the following card addressed to all practising 
physicians.

DEAR Doctor—In view of the fact that small-pox con- 
tinues to appear in our city, despite the efforts of this Board 
to suppress it, it 1s now proposed to extend these efforts by 
making a sanitary house-to-house canvass of the city, and 
offering vaccination to all unvaccinated persons, and revac- 
cination to those who have not been recently vaccinated. This 
Board, by resolution, solicits the co-operation of all practi- 
tioners of medicine, to the extent that they advise and prac- 
tice vaccination and revaccination. A supply of fresh vaccine 
will be kept on hand at this office, and will be furnished free 
of charge to the profession in such quantities as may be 
needed.

The Orleans Parish Medical Society gave its moral support 
to our efforts by expressions of approval and the press was 
unanimous in urging the public to be vaccinated. 

At one time there were as many as thirty-four extra 
physicians employed by this Board in the field vaccinating. 


It is readily conceived that the extra service necessitated the a Bhs 
outlay of considerable money. This Board had no funds 
available for the purpose, and to meet this emergency our 
only recourse was to appeal to the City Council for funds. | Tee 


That body came to our assistance by making appro ae 
from time to time, amounting in all to $13,500. 
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The manner in which this fund was expended will appear 
in the financial statement of this Board. 

In addition to the above measures, the Board issued the fol- 
lowing letter, addressed to all superintendents of railroads 
coming into New Orleans: 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 
NEw ORLEANS, August 16, ‘sas. | 

Dear Sir—In consideration of the repeated introduction of 
small-pox into this city after the disease had been stamped out, 
and in consideration of the fact that the cases introduced were’ 
among the negro population, most of them coming from some 
railroad cross-tie camp, I would respectfully ask that you 
have issued to your conductors, section bosses and road mas- 
ters instructions to the following effect : 

1. That no negro excursion into this city will be allowed. 

2. That no passenger with any visible eruption be received 
unless he present a certificate that said eruption is not small- 
pox or varioloid. 

3. That a full report be made to this office of all infected 
cross-tie camps or other localities which may come to their 
knowledge. 

Such information will greatly assist this Board in control- 
ling this disease. Unless we can secure the co-operation of 
all railroads coming into this city I shall recommend to the 
Board to put on quarantine inspection, which will more or 
less interfere with passenger traffic. Trusting you will com- 
ply with this request and give me an early answer, I remain,

’ Every railroad company, without exception, responded to 
this letter with assurances that they would carry out instruc- 
tions strictly, and would render all assistance in their power 
to further the aim and purposes of the Board of Health. 

Despite all these efforts cases have continued to come in 
and develop in our city, and on January 1, 1896, the small- 
pox records show 34 cases in charge of our sanitary force. 

It is interesting to note the dense ignorance of many peo- 
ple and the stubbornness with which they refused to be in- 
fluenced for their own good. 

In the sanitary canvass of our city by the corps of physi- 
cians there were interviewed over 3000 people who had never 
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been vaccinated and refused vaccination; and over 120,000 
who had been vaccinated and refused to be revaccinated. It ae: 
is interesting to note further that all the cases developing’ Tevag. 
among the residents of this city since our general vaccination ss 
have been among those who refused vaecination. 

As long as we continue to have cases brought here from 
other places, these unprotected people will serve as material 
for its further spread. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL. X, 


The ordinance ‘providing for the removal and disposal of i 
garbage by reduction avd cremation, adopted by the City et 
Council in 1893 (hereunto appended), went into force about 
March 1, 1894, the contract having been transferred by the 
original contractor to the Southern Chemical and Fertilizing 
Company. 

This company began its services before it was properly pre: 
pared, and as a result, complaints were loud and from many 
sources. 

The people, in many instances, refused to comply with 
that portion of the ordinance requiring householders not to 
mix their garbage and trash or house-sweepings. These two 
causes necessarily produced friction, and for a time created a 
prejudice against the new system. 

Judging by the few complaints that reach this office now, 
it seems that the service is at present working comparatively 
smoothly. , 

The unsightly open and leaky. carts, in which the garbage 
was formerly collected, have been replaced by water-tight 
iron wagons withcovers. The householde1 has been required _ 
to provide himself with a metallic can with a tightly fitting — 
cover for the garbage proper instead of any old, open and 
dilapidated box, barrel, tin pan or other abandoned recep- reel 
tacle which might be obtained for this purpose. The ashes, © pt 
house-sweepings and trash are placed in any kind of a box. 

The reduction plant, an extensive establishment covering ~ 
an area of 400x500 feet, is located about two miles from the zane) 
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river front and about a mile to the rear of the more densely 
populated part of the city. 

Here the garbage is subjected to the solvent action of 
naphtha, by which the oils and fats are extracted, and subse- 
quently recovered by evaporation of the naphtha; the residue 
is then converted into fertilizers. 

There are also on the grounds two large crematories, in 
which all garbage which is so mixed with trash that it can 
not be treated in the extractors is burned. 

The ashes and house-sweepings are used as fillings for low 
lots. 

This system, if properly pursued, both by the citizens and 
contractors, is far superior to the old methods. 

_ The supervision of this service is only incidentally lodged 
with this Board of Health. 

It is directly under the control of the Commissioner of 
Public Works. 

Any complaint through this office, however, is promptly 
attended to. 

As properly belonging to this subject, the contract between 
the city of New Orleans and Ed.G. Schlieder for the disposal 
of garbage is herewith submitted, together with the several 
city ordinances governing the same:

Whereas, the method of removing and disposing of garb- 
age heretofore used in this city has proved entirely inefficient, 
insufficient and objectionable to the publie as well as to pri-

Whereas, the fast increasing growth of the city and increase 
of population demand the adoption of some modern and 
efficient method of garbage removal, such as is in use in other 
cities of the United States; and 

_ Whereas, the Board of Health has recommended that the 
city of New Orleans take steps to provide some such system. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the 
City of New Orleans, That the Comptroller be and he is here- 
by directed to advertise for ten days, according to law, for 
sealed proposals for the collecting, removing and disposing 


. of all garbage from private residences, business places, 





streets and alleys, and all public places within the limits of 
the city of New Orleans, as described in the garbage districts 
hereinafter enumerated, for twenty years, by some improved 
system similar to those nowin use in other cities of the 
United States. 


Every bidder making proposals under this ordinance shall 
‘state the price per annum, divided into four periods of five 
years each, at which he is willing to contract therefor, under 
the terms of this ordinance. 


All bids received by the Comptroller shall be reported to 
the City Council. 
The City Council shall award the contract to the bidder 
whose price is most satisfactory to them, but this award shall 
not be final until the successful bidder has presented a system 
of disposing of refuse vegetable and animal matter, including 
dead animals, in a manner which is scientific and sanitary, 
disposing of whatever is injurious to health and discomfort- 
~ ing to the human race, at the same time preserving whatever 
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is valuable in the material aforesaid; the City Couneil re- 
joes the right to reject any and all bids. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, etc. That each bidder, prior 
to pobmittiie his bid, shall deposit with the Treasurer the 
sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars in United States 
currency, shall file a receipt thereof with the Comptroller as 
evidence of his qualification to bid. This deposit is required as an 
earnest of good faith upon the part of all the bidders, and all 
deposits shall be returned to all unsuccessful bidders immediate- 
ly after the final award by the Council, and the deposit of the 
successful bidder shall be retained by the Comptroller until the 


notarial contract herein provided for is signed, and said de- — 


posit shall be forfeited to the city of New Orleans in case 
said adjudicatee shall fail to enter into said contract and fur- 
nish the necessary bond. When said contractis signed and 
bond given, the deposit shall be returned to the adjudicatee. 


_Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., That the city of New — 


Orleans, for the purpose of collecting and disposing of all 
garbage, shall be divided into seventeen districts, to be known 
as Garbage Districts, which districts will be as follows, to-wit: 


First—Thalia to Felicity Road, river to Claiborne. 

Second—Thalia to Julia, river to Claiborne. 

Third—Julia to Canal, river to White. 

Fourth—Canal to St. Louis, river to White. 

Fifth—St. Louis to St. Philip, river to Broad 

Sixth—St. Philip to Esplanade, river to Hagan avenue. 

Seventh—Esplanade to Elysian Fields, river to Broad. 

Righth—Hlysian Fields to Enghein, river to Claiborne. 

Ninth—Enghein to Louisa, river to Claiborne, Louisa to 
Poland, river “to St. Claude. 

Tenth—Felicity Road to First, river to Claiborne. 

Eleventh—First to Toledano, river to Claiborne. 


Twelfth—Toledano to Napoleon avenue, river to Dryades. 


Thirteenth—Napoleon avenue to Peters avenue, river to 
Dryades. 

Fourteenth—Peters avenue to Lower Line street, river to 
‘Carondelet. 

Fifteenth—Jackson to river, Atlantic to Powder. 


Sixteenth—Lower Line street to Carrollton avenue, river to — 


Seventh. 
Seventeenth—Carrollton avenue to Upper Line street, river 
to Seventh. 


The above territory shall comprise the limits of the Gar- 
bage Districts of the .city of New Orleans, and the provisions 
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of this ordinance shall apply to same, except as to dead ani- 
mals, which shall be removed by the contractor from places 
wherever dairies or stables are located, outside of said 
limits. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, etc., That the word ‘‘gar- 
_bage’’ as used in this ordinance shall be construed to mean 
house and kitchen offal, and all refuse matter not excremen- 
tal, whether solid or liquid, and composed of animal and 
vegetable substances, including dead animals coming from 
public or private premises of the city and not destined for 
consumption as food. No ashes, dirt or other substance for- 
eign to garbage shall be covered by this contract, except as 
hereinafter provided, as it shall be uulawful for any occupant 
or occupants of any premises in the city of New Orleans, to 
mix any such ashes, dirt or other substance foreign to gar- 
_ bage, with the garbage to be removed from said premises as 
herein provided, under a penalty of not less than five nor 
more than twenty-five dollars for each offence, or imprison- - 
ment for not more than thirty days. 


Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That the contractor 
shall by proper notice in writiug, issued to occupants of prem- 
ises in the several garbage districts, inform the occupant or 
occupants of such premises of the hours when garbage will 
be removed from said. premises, and it will be the duty of 
such occupant or occupants of such premises to have all gar- 
bage ready for removal therefrom at the hours so designated | 
_ by the contractor for such premises, under a penalty of not 
less than ten dollars fine or aapeecament for not more than 
ten days for each offence. 


See. 6. Be it further ordained, ete., That it shall be the 
duty of the contractor to collect and remove from all private 
residences, business places, streets and alleys, and all publi 
places within the limits of the garbage districts aforesaid, all 
slops, offal, garbage, dead animals, in suitable vehicles or 
earts, and other animal and vegetable matter in inclosed 
water-tight metallic vehicles or carts, so that no drippings or 
refuse can be dropped on the streets, alleys or public places 
in the city, to a certain point or points to be approved by the 
City Council, where the said contractor shall have erected on 
land owned or leased by him, a first-class plant, including the 
necessary buildings and machinery for the destruction by fire, 
orthe reduction and conversion of said material so removed 
into merchantable products. Said plant shall have a capacity 
sufficient and ample to promptly and daily dispose of all 


- material so to be removed and collected by said contractor in 
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the garbage districts of the city of New Orleans as aforesaid. | } 
The vehicles or carts above referred to shall each be provided oe 
with a gong of sufficient size to be plainly heard by the occu- yi ith 
pant or occupants of the premises, and said gong shall be 

rung on the approach of such vehicle or cart, as notice to the 
oe of the approach thereof. 


See. 7. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall also he 
the dacs of the contractor to remove from within the said 
garbage districts, all street pilings collected by the Publie 
Works Departments from gutters, ashes, house and ordinary 
street Sweepings, but he shall not be required to remove 
debris from buildings in course of demolition, repair, con-— 
struction, or any eee refuse except that enumerated in this 
ordinance. 


Sec. 8. Be it Rieibe ordained, etc.. That the contractor 
shall, by proper notice in writing issued to the occupants of 
premises in the several garbage districts named, inform the 
occupant or occupants of such premises of the hours when 
said ashes and house sweeping will be collected and removed, 
and it shall be the duty of such occupant or occupants to have 
such house sweepings and ashes placed in a box or barrel at 
some convenient point for the contractor, and ready for re- 
moval at the hour designated by him, under a penalty for 
each omission of not more than $10 fine, or imprisonment for 
not more than ten days. 


Sec. 9. Be it further ordained, ete., That the Commissioner of 
Public Works shall notify the contractor in writing of all 
street sweepings and pilings which are ready for removal, 
and it shall be the duty of the contractor within twelve hours 
after such notice (unless prevented by bad weather) to re- 
move all such sweepings and pilings so designated, under 
forfeit of $10 for every twelve hours he fails to remove ~~ — 
said designated pilings, said forfeit to be deducted monthly 
from the amount due the contractor, in the manner herein 
provided for similar deductions as to garbage, in See.

Be it further ordained, etc., That the said works 
and plant shall, at all times, be subject to the inspection and 
supervision of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, 
and said board shall have supervision of the means and men 
employed in the collection, removal and disposition of said — 
garbage, and if at any time the said collection and removal — 
shall be improperly done or not conducted in a sanitary 
manner, through fault of said employees, said employee 
or employees shall on demand of said Board of Health, be 
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discharged by said contractor, and reliable and competent 
men put in their places. 

See. 11. Be it further ordained, ete., That the said contractor 
shall collect all dead animals daily and all slops, garbage, 
offal and animal and vegetable matter in the city of New Orleans 
daily from all private premises, public grounds, market places, 
restaurants, hospitals, slaughter houses and all other places 
where animals, fowls or game are killed within the afore- 
mentioned garbage districts. 

See. 12. Be it furthered ordained, etc., That the said con+ 
tractor shall hold the city of New Orleans harmless and free 
from all loss, cost or damage that the said city may incur on 
account of the collection of said slops, offal, garbage, dead ani- 
mals and animal and vegetable matter, and the transportation 
and disposal of the same as above set forth. 


Sec. 13. Be it further ordained, etc., Should any com- 
plaint of non-collection or removal of garbage be made to the 
Commissioner of Public Works, which, upon investigation, 
shows that garbage, etc., has not been removed within the 
proper time, the said contractor shall, upon notice by said 
Commissioner of Public Works, immediately send a special 

wagon to remove and collect the same, and on the contractor’s 
’ failure to collect and remove the said garbage within twelve 
hours after said notice, the said contractor shall forfeit the 
sum of $10 for each and every twelve hours that he fails 
to remove said garbage, and such penalties shall be held 
and deducted monthly from the amount earned under this 
contract, by certificates issued to the Comptroller by said 
Commissioner of Public Works. In case said contractor 
is aggrieved by said deductions of said Commissioner of 
Public Works, he may appeal to the Council for relief, but 
the decision by the Council in said matter shall be conclusive 
and binding upon the contractor. 


See. 14. Be it further ordained, ete., That when the con- 
tractor is ready to begin operations under this ordinance, he 
shall notify the Mayor thereof and the Mayor shall thereupon 
issue his proclamation to that effect, notifying the people of 
the city of New Orleans to comply with the terms of this 
ordinance, and it shall thereupon become the immediate duty 
of the occupant or occupants of every dwelling house or 
other building in the city of New Orleans to provide a suita- 
ble metallic, water-tight, covered box, or other covered metal- 
lic vessel, in which said occupant or occupants shall cause to 
be placed daily, all offal, garbage, slops and refuse animal 
and vegetable matter from the premises, and shall place such 
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metallic, water-tight, tivated oe or other metallic covered — 


vessel, in such place as will be most convenient for said con- 
tractor to remove same, and any failure to comply with the 
provisions of said pr oclamation shall subject said occupant or 
occupants to a fine of not more than ten dollars or imprison- 
ment for not less than ten days for each and every day they 
shall fail to provide such box or vessel or comply with 
the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 15. Be it further ordained, etc., That after the procla- 
mation of the Mayor, as aforesaid, it shall be unlawful for 
any other person than the said contractor to collect, remove 
or dispose of from any public or private place, any garbage, 


dead animals or other matter provided for in this ordinance, 
and any person violating this clause of this ordinance shall — 


be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dol— 
lars for each offence, or shall be imprisoned for not more 
than thirty days. 


Sec. 16. Be it further ordained, ete., That within ten days 
from the adjudication of said contract by the City Couneil, 
the contractor must be ready to sign and enter into notarial 
contract before the city notary, and provide and give to the 
city of New Orleans a bond in the full sum of fifty thousand 
($50,000) dollars, with good and solvent security to be ap- 
proved by the Mayor, contingent for the faithful performance 
of each and every covenant and condition of said agreement, 
and any failure on the part of the contractor to sign said con- 
tract and give said bond will forfeit to the city the twenty-five

thousand ($25,000) dollars deposited with the City Treasurer — 


at the time of his bid. 
Sec. 17. Be it further ordained, ete., That the contractor 


shall be ready, in all respects, to enter upon the discharge of © 


his duties under this contract within one year from the date 
of the signing of said notarial act, and any failure on his 
part to be ready, at the expiration of said year, shall subject 


him to a fine of. $100 per day for each and every day after the 


expiration of said year that he fails to begin work under this 
contract. 


Sec. 18. Be it further ordained, ete., That the price which 
the city of New Orleans is to pay ‘the said contractor for the 
services to be performed under said contract, shall be divided 
into sixty equal parts for the first five years, and the same 
ratio shall be the basis of all payments to said contractor for 


each succeeding five years, during the existence of this con-— 


tract, so that payments shall be made monthly on the one- 
twelfth principle. Payments shall be made to said contractor 
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by warrant of the Comptroller on the Treasurer of the city 
of New Orleans, and the city of New Orleans hereby binds 
and obligates itself to appropriate every year during the ex- 
istence of this contract, in the annual budget of receipts and 
. expenditures, the sum agreed to be paid said contractor each 
year. 
Sec. 19. Be it further ordained, ete., That all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances in conflict with this ordinance be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of the Qity of New 
Orleans: 

GENTLEMEN—In accordance with the provisions of Ordi- 
nance ©. 8. No. 7860, under which I had the honor to submit 
my bid for the contract for collecting, removing and dispos- 
ing of all garbage, etc., I beg to present to you the following 
system of disposing of refuse animal and vegetable matter, 
including dead animals, in the manner and form provided in 
said ordinance, to-wit: 


COLLECTION. 


I propose to employ, for the proper use of collecting the 
garbage, etc., substantial metallic carts, wagons, cars or other 
vehicles, so constructed that there will be no leakage of any: 
solid or liquid matter, and only aminimum escape of odor when 
the garbage 1s emptied into them. With vehicles so constructed, 
the hauling of the garbage, etce., through the streets will 
be accompanied by no offence to the senses of sight, smell 
and touch, as is the case at present. 


DISPOSAL. 


At one or more points on land, to be owned or leased by 
me, | propose to erect first-class plants, including the neces- 
sary buildings and machinery, for the destruction by fire, or 
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the reduction and conversion of said material so removed into 
merchantable products. I propose to use one or both of these 
methods, and according as I use the one or the other, the 
garbage will be disposed of as follows: If it be determined to 
destroy it by fire, it will, on reaching the crematorium, be 
dumped direct into properly constructed furnaces, where it 
will be reduced to ashes. If, on the contrary, the garbage 
is to be reduced and converted into merchantable products, it 
will, on reaching the reduction plant, be dumped direct into 
vats, provided with external openings to receive the garbage, 
which openings will be so secured, except during the actual 
dumping, that none of the gases arising from their contents 
can escape, save by the outlets provided for them. By 
means of blowers or air pumps, as may be found most expe- 
dient, these gases will be conveyed through a series of closed 
pipes and chambers, in which they will be subjected to a 
deodorizing process, and ultimately will pass through the 
boiler furnaces, escaping by the smoke-stack, purified by fire 
and perfectly innocuous. 


TREATMENT. 


To reduce the garbage thus stored in the receiving vats to 
an inoffensive and merchantable product, it is necessary 
first to deprive it of its moisture. This is effected by trans- 
ferring it from the vats to metallic vessels, conveniently ar- 
ranged, to which sufficient heat is applied to vaporize the 
moisture, the gases thus generated being carried off and 
treated in the same manner as those from the receiving vats. 
The garbage is thus cooked until it is perfectly dry, when it 
has a sight pungent, but by means disagreeable, odor. By 
means of covered carriers, the contents of the cooking vessel 
are conveyed to an extractor, where by suitable treatment the 
grease is Separated and removed, leaving the residue, known 
as tankage, dry, with practically no odor, and containing val- 
uable fertilizing properties. The grease is employed in the 
manufacture of candles, soap, ete. Dead animals, on reaching 
the works, will be skinned in a room connected with the pipes 
that conduct the gases from the vats and cooking vessels, and 
the carcasses will be cut up and treated similarly to the 
garbage.

DRAINAGE. 


With our salubrious climate this city is capable of being 
made one of the healthiest cities in the Union. That it is not, 
is due in a great measure to lack of drainage. 

Thisis a subject that has commanded the attention of the city 
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government for the past several years. ‘‘An Advisory Board,’’ 
consisting of eminent civil engineers, was created with a view 
of formulating plans for the drainage of New Orleans. It is 
a pleasure to state that this Board has already submitted its 
plans and they have been adopted by the City Council. 

It is to be hoped that the Council will find the means with 
which to begin this work at an early day and push it to a 
rapid completion. 


STREET PAVING. 


This is a subject of great importance to all cities, from the 
standpoint of sanitation as well as commercial convenience. 
Paved streets are necessary to any proper system of drain- 
age. These two important works should go hand in hand. 
With every street paved, the drainage in that immediate 
locality is improved. A few years back, traffic was impos- 
sible in bad weather on many of our main thoroughfares. With 
the growth of ourcity this subject is receiving more attention, 
and it is to be hoped in the near future all of our principal 
streets will be paved. 

In this connection Iam pleased to quote the following state- 
ment from Mayor Fitzpatrick’s message to the City Council, 
Jauuary 21, 1896: 

The improvements of this nature made by the present ad- 
ministration are something that can be pointed to with pride. 
Careful reading of the figures will show that during the past 
four years there have been paved 40.4 miles of streets, or 


uearly one-third of the entire paved streets of the city have . 
been done during this period.

SEWERAGE. 


This much needed improvement to the sanitary condition 
of New Orleans was commenced over a year ago with every 
promise of vigorous and continuous prosecution until the 
sewerage of this city should be an accomplished fact. Great 
and unexpected difficulties were encountered, owing to the 
character of the soil and the tendency to caving. These 


engineering difficulties finally being overcome, we were again: 


encouraged to believe that this great and beneficent work 
would be rapidly pushed to completion. For some reason, 
presumably the lack of funds, the work has been temporarily 
suspended. 

It is to be hoped that the projectors will, at an early daiah 
_ commence operations again, and that nothing further will 
intervene to prevent this city enjoying all the benefits to be 
derived from a first-class system of sewerage. 

A complete exposé of the system proposed and actually 
commenced appears in appendix I.

LEPROSY. 


In 1892 the Legislature enacted a law providing for the 
confinement of all lepers in an institution for that purpose. 

Under this law every parish, through its proper officials, 
was charged with the commitment of these unfortunates in a | 
similar manner as the insane are committed to the Insane 
Asylum, the individual parishes paying all expenses. 

In 1894 further legislation on this subject provided for a 
‘‘Board of Control, Lepers’ Home,’’ and made an appropria- 
tion for the expenses of this institution. 

From 1892 to 1894 the institution was managed by a con- 
tractor, and this Board informed said contractor of all cases 
of leprosy coming to its knowledge, and left the further care of 
the case to him. When the report was made this Board of 
Health felt it had done its whole duty as faras the law justified. 

After the passage of the Act of 1894 the ‘‘Board of Con- 
trol, Lepers’ Home,’”’ took charge of the lepers and removed 
the institution from Orleans parish to Iberville parish, ninety 
miles from New Orleans. 

A question as to the duties of this Board of Health in con- 
nection with the Lepers’ Home having arisen between the 
president of the Board of Control, Lepers’ Home, and the 
_ executive of the Board of Health, the matter was referred to 
the attorney of this Board. His opinion is set forth in the 
following correspondence, which also more fully explains 
the question at issue: 


OFFICE BOARD OF CONTROL, LEPERS’ HOME, 
New ORLEANS, May 5, 1895. 


Dr. S. £. Oliphant, President State Board of Health, New Or- 
leans, La.: 


My Dear Sir—We are anxious to devise some method by 
which cases of leprosy in “this city may be committed and 
properly sent to the Lepers’ Home, in Iberville parish. The 
acts bearing on this point in no’way either permits or obli- 
gates the Board of the Lepers’ Home to in any way act in 
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the commitment or transportation. Their function is fully 
defined as beginning and ending within the ‘‘ Home’? itself. 
It would appear to us that reporting a case of leprosy to your 
local representatives would obligate your attention and action 
as with yellow fever, small-pox, or any other contagious dis- 
ease, for the care of which specific provision is made. Twice 
I have, as the official of the Leper Board, received notice 
from the local Sanitary Inspector that there were cases of 
leprosy in given localities, with a request to investigate. 
This is no part of my duty, and, in fact, would be an unwar-. 
ranted interference on my part with the State Board of 
Health. I enclose a copy of our notice to the sheriffs of the 
different parishes of the State, and a copy of our proclama- 
tion, giving the acts of 1892 and 1894. These clearly define © 
ur duty with regard to the care and control of patients who 
have been sent to us, but do not provide for our official 
recognizance of supposed lepers at large. Itis with a view 
to arrive at a unity of action that lam writing officially to 
you as the representative of the State Board of Health. The 
number of cases here is increasing, and it is highly desirable 
that the offices of the Board of Health and the Leper Board, 
in this instance, should be one. At a conveniently early 
date, I should be glad to confer with you in the matter with ~ 
a view to arriving at some conclusion.

Dr. Isadore Dyer, President Board of Control, Lepers’ Home, 
City: 

DEAR Docror—Your communication of the 5th inst. was 
referred to the attorney of the Board of Health for our opinion 
as to the duties of this Board in regard to committing and 
transporting to the Lepers’ Home people suffering from that 
disease. I quote from the legal opinion obtained : 

‘¢There is no law imposing upon your body the duty of 
condemning lepers and transporting them to the Lepers’ 
Home. On the contrary, the statute, No. 85, of 1892, has 
placed this duty upon judges of district courts and the sheriffs 
of the various parishes, and the expense of transportation, 
etc., of lepers is, in precise terms, imposed upon the local 
authorities the same as in cases#where the insane are dealt. 

with under existing laws. 
_ * * * «There is, however, no imposition of this duty 
upon the Board of Health and there is no warrant whatever 
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for the application of its funds, appropriated by law to other 
sanitary purposes, to defraying the expenses of transporta- 
tion to the Lepers’ Home of persons adjudged to be afflicted 
with the disease in question.’’ 

While this office will most cheerfully co-operate in this 
matter with your Board, to the extent of communicating to 
you all information that may be received concerning cases of 
leprosy, we can not assume functions that are not conferred 
on us by law. 

Without presuming to oppose my opinion against yours 
in regard to the nature of this disease, as a health official I | 
could not class leprosy in the same category as small-pox and 
yellow fever, and requiring the same management and pre- 
cautionary measures for preserving the public safety. From 
an infectious standpoint I have always looked upon leprosy 
in the same light as syphilis. 

I shall be pleased to discuss our relative duties in this 
matter at any time convenient to yourself.

If the local Boards of Health throughout the State, as well 
as the State Board of Health, were charged by law on the 
intercepting and committing of lepers, and the necessary 
- funds provided for this purpose, it is probable this service 
would be more thoroughly performed.

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It will be noted that the immensely large death rate among 
the colored population accounts for the large mean death 
rate. The negroes from a sanitary standpoint are certainly 
not a desirable element of population. They disregard as a 
rule the simplest sanitary measures and seem to be utterly 
reckless as to the danger of disease. Especially bas this 
been noticed in our experience with small-pox. . 

The death rate among the white population will compare 
favorably with other large cities despite the fact that our 
great Charity Hospital is a reservoir into which pour the in- 
digent sick from neighboring Southern States. The deaths 
in this institution alone last year amounted to 1423, more 
than one-sixth of the entire deaths of the city. 

It is believed, and reasonably so, that the estimate of popu- 
lation is rather conservative, and that if facts were obtainable 
our population would amount to at least 300,000, and probably 
even more during the winter months, instead of the 275,000 on 
which the above ratio for 1895 is based. Estimated population 
for 1895: Whites, 195,000, colored, 80,000; total 275,000. 


INSPECTION OF STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


During January and February of 1894 an unusual amount 
of illness prevailed in the Louisiana State University at Baton 
Rouge, and the authorities of that institution, together with 
the Board of Health of that city, requested this Board to send 
representatives for the purpose of examining into the cause 
of the sickness, and to make such recommendations as to san- 
itary improvements as, in their judgment, would remedy ex- 
isting evils. 

The President, and Chief Sanitary Inspector, Dr. F. W. 
Parham, at once went to Baton Rouge and made a very thor- 
ough examination. 

The following is their report: 

NEW ORLEANS, February 12, 1894. 
To the Board of Health, City of Baton Rouge, La.: 
GENTLEMEN—A though the substance of this report of our 


recent inspection of the grounds and buildings of the uni- 
versity has already been verbally communicated to you, we 
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comply with your request to reduce in writing our observa- 
tions and suggestions, which we believe have received full 
recognition and endorsement at your hands. 


As to the nature of the disease which has recently pre- 
vailed on the grounds, we can express no positive opinion, 
since the outbreak was practically at an end when we arrived, 
and we were, therefore, not afforded an opportunity of form- 
ing any definite conclusions. While there seems reason to 
- believe that the disease in question was of an infectious char- 
acter, still we preferto leave the diagnosis in the hands of 
the medical profession of Baton Rouge and confine ourselves 
in this communication to a consideration of the hygienic con- 
ditions as they presented themselves to our observation. 
Whatever the true nature of the disease, we believe you gen- 
tlemen will agree with us, the sanitary conditions are bad 
and demand immediate correction. 

We shall, likewise, say nothing here of the necessary 
measures of disinfection, since officers of this Board, experi- 
enced in such work, have already reached your city, sent up by 
us at the request of the president of the university. 


We proceed, then, at once, to the enumeration of the un- 
sanitary conditions, as follows: 


First—The general Sanitary condition of the grounds.is un- 
satisfactory, owing to the insufficent provisions for drainage 
in certain portions of the ground. This may be easily im- 
proved by construction of drainage ditches. 

Second—The old washhouse is an eyesore and a sanitary 
nuisance, and should be torn down and a new laundry con- 
structed. 

Third—The present dairy arrangements are insufficient and 
defective in a sanitary sense, by reason of (1) propinquity 
of the washhouse; (2) its relations to the dilapidated surface 
closets used by five inmates of the washhouse. 

Fourth—We must also condemn the hospital arrangements. 
Being under the same roof and in juxtaposition with the 
kitchen and sleeping apartments of the residents of the prem- 
ises, infection is much less easily circumscribed and the well- 
being and comfort of the sick are less easily maintained. 

The infirmary should be a separate pavilion, to be used only 
for the care of the sick, and should not be used as a residence 
for employees of the institution. 

Fifth—In this connection, attention is called to the defec- 
tive provisions for discharge of water from the kitchen. 
Foul odors were found issuing from the open end of a large 
pipe, some distance away, where the kitchen waste empties. 
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There should be a continuous pipe to the river, with arrange- 
ments for flushing, and only liquid matters should be dis- 
charged into it; the garbage and other refuse matter being 
otherwise disposed of as hereinafter suggested. 

Sixth—We would advise against crowding too many pupils 
in sleeping apartments. 

Seventh—The water supply must be emphatically condemn- 
ed. Underground cisterns in our soil can not be so construct- 
ed as to prevent seepage, and seepage must be a fruitful 
source of danger to health. Add to this the fact that the 
overflow pipe of these cisterns receives a drainage of the out- 
houses below, and we have acombination of sanitary blunders 
which can only be met with the severest condemnation. 

Personal questioning of the cadets, three of whom were 
present, confirmed the suspicions given by the discovery of 
the cistern pumps, that this water was used, and almost en- 
tirely used, by the cadets. Indeed, as the president informed 
us, this water was chiefly used for drinking purposes by 
nearly everybody on the premises. 

These cisterns should be immediately abandoned as a source 
of drinking supply and should be filled up forthwith. 

It is our purpose, if the analysis of the artesian water jus- 
tifies it, to recommend this water as the potable water of the 
institution. | 
shower baths and closet arrange- 
ments in such close proximity to the sleeping apartments are, 
in our opinion, the chief cause of the unhygienic conditions 
prevailing at the university, because: 1. The discharge pipe 
is disconnected with the overflow pipe of the water supply. 
2. This pipe, if in perfect condition, would be entirely unsan- 
itary, because it discharges on to the surface of the ground. 
3. Besides, it has been broken in several places and would be 
a nuisance on this account. 

The fecal matter lies on the surface: af the ground close to 
the railroad track, which has until recently (when the railroad 
cut a ditch to give it exit into the river) been dammed up 
against it. Here, in summer, this human excrement dries 
more or less, and can then be wafted by well-directed winds 
into both overground and underground cisterns, which we 





found, in some instances, with uncovered openings. Should — 


typhoid fever occur at any time in the midst of such unhygi- 
enic conditions, it might easily spread to the drinking water. 

While such a disease might not, strictly speaking, be con- 
sidered a contagious one, it is certainly capable of propaga- 


tion, through the water supply, contaminated by the dis-— 


charges of typhoid patients. How much harm may come 
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from apparently insignificant causes is shown by a study of 
the famous Plymouth, Pa., epidemic of typhoid fever a few 
_ years ago. Here the excretion of a single typhoid fever 
ease, thrown out during the winter months upon the ice- 
covered bank of a mountain stream, were later carried down 
in the thawing ice and snow, contaminating the water supply 
of a town of 8000 inhabitants. Twelve hundred cases and 
130 deaths were the result. Such a calamity might easily 
have been prevented had the ordinary rules of hygiene been 
observed. . 

So long as such conditions exist, invasion of disease will be 
invited to come and stay. . 

We believe the remedy lies in the introduction of a better 
system of sewerage, to connect not only the barracks build- 
ings, but as well every unoccupied house on the premises, 
the discharge pipe to empty into the river at least five feet 
below the low water level. 

In this connection we would also suggest the advisability 
and feasibility of introducing a comprehensive system of sew- 
erage throughout the city of Baton Rouge. We would also 
suggest that the water of the artesian wells be delivered from 
the well directly to the standpipe, and thence to the city, not 
from a reservoir below the hill. It is quite evident that 
seepage water found its way into the reservoir. These points 
of general sanitation are mentioned here only by reason of 
their bearing upon the general hygienic conditions existing at 
the university. 


Ninth—While we do not desire to condemn overground 
cisterns, we think they should be thoroughly cleaned at once 
and provisions be made by rain-water cut-offs and periodic 
cleaning for the purity of the water supply. Should the 
analysis of the artesian water prove all that we anticipate, we 
would recommend that it be given the preference as a source 
of drinking water. 


Tenth—There were considerable amounts of rotten wood 
about some of the buildings. This should at once be removed 
and replaced by sound material. 


Eleventh—The system of garbage disposal on the grounds 
we found to be highly unsanitary, dumped as it was from the 
bluff from the front of the university. 


This should be either burned or dumped from a boat into 
the current of the river. The same may be said of the gar- 
bage generally of the city, which is disposed of, we are 
informed, by a single cart, and mostly dumped, as we believe 
from observation, into the low swamp just back of the 
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university grounds. From the windows of the room where 
one of the cadets was taken sick this garbage dump could be 
well discerned in all its offensiveness. Close inspection 
revealed fecal matter as a part of this dump. Such a state 
of things, we heartily agree with you, gentlemen, is highly 
disreputable, and should be corrected by some well directed 
legislation of your City Council. Destruction by fire in a 
crematory will best solve the difficulty. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow us to say that the beauti- 
ful situation of the university, its history in the past, and 
its brilliant possibilities for the future, suggest that nothing 
should be left undone which can in any way aid in the ac- 
complishment of the ambition of its founders. It has been 
our province to dwell only on the sanitary aspects. We be- 
lieve your city fathers will foster the interests of this great 
school in every possible way. We believe to this end that 
they should adopt a thorough sanitary code, as suggested by 
your Board, on the following points: 


First—The water supply. 
Second—The disposal of garbage. 
Third—The disposal of sewerage. 
Fourth—The milk supply. 
Fifth—Contagious diseases. 
Sixth—The disposal of the dead. 


In addition to these necessary improvements, we think a 
great work could be accomplished, at comparatively moderate 
cost considering the benefits resulting, by fillmg up the im- 
mense swamp with water turned in from the river. The 
artificial lake thus formed should be provided with locks to 
prevent overflow, and would not only be a great sanitary 
accomplishment, but would prove a pleasure resort to the 
citizens of Baton Rouge, and the means of very healthy and 
popular recreation for the students. 

In accomplishing these sanitary improvements you may 
rely upon the support of the State Board of Health, not only 
in an advisory way, but also by active participation in any 
work you may undertake. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for your very courteous treat- 
ment of ourselves in our recent visit to your city, we desire 
to subseribe ourselves your obedient servants,

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The recommendations contained in this report were at once 
earried out and no further illness appeared in the institution. 


On the 19th of June, 1894, a request from the Board of 
Health and Town Council of Jackson, La., was received, in 
- which this Board was requested to send expert representa- 
tives to that city to investigate a disease prevailing there to a 
great extent and to advise as to the best methods of stamping 
out the said disease. 

Dr. H. Hayward and Mr. T. C. Will, assistant sanitary in- 
‘spectors, were at once dispatched to this city. The follow- 
ing is their report: 


‘¢ After arriving at Jackson, we, in company with Drs. W. 
D. Wall, W. D. Wall, Jr., E. C. McKowen, T. H. Jones, Geo. 
H. Jones, A. Gayden, superintendent Insane Asylum, and J. 
W. Lea, assistant, first visited the outlet of the sewer from 
the asylum. 


From the cesspools within the asylum grounds to the out- 
let of the sewer pipe is about 900 yards; the first cesspool 
eontains 45,000 gallons, the second 15,000 gallons. We re- 
quested Dr. Gayden to flush the sewers while we stood at the 
mouth of the pipe in order to detect, if possible, any foul 
odors. We were told by Dr. Gayden that it usually took 
from 15 to 25 minutes to empty the cesspools, but by actual 
time 57 minutes were occupied in doing it that evening. We 
were unable to discover any foul odors at the outlet proper ; 
on the contrary, the odor of chlorine was very marked. 


There are at present in the asylum 827 souls, 750 of which 
are insane, the others are attendants. 


There is an open sewer, or gutter, extending from the out- 
let to a point known as Cook’s branch (this is only a branch 
in name, as most of the time there is no water in it at all, ex- 
eept that furnished by the sewer). This open sewer, or 
gutter, is about 350 yards in length; that 1s to say from the 
opening of the sewer pipe to where the material is ultimately 
deposited in Cook’s Branch.’’ 


Dr. Gayden informed us that the amount of water dis- 
charged through the sewer pipe was 100,000 gallons daily. 

The cesspools are emptied once in the morning and once in 
the evening. After this material leaves the sewer pipe and 
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discharges into the open sewer, it is then carried by this gutter 
toa point about three-quarters of a mile from town; here 
this material is absorbed by the soil and undergoes fermen- 
tation, and necessarily vitiates the surrounding atmosphere. 
One important feature to consider at this point is, that the 
prevailing winds during summer are south and southeast and 
carry directly into the city all the emanations arising from 
this putrid mass. 

While making an examination at the final point of deposit. 
of this sewerage, we used a stick in disturbing the soil, 
forcing it down some six or eight inches, and found 
a very marked odor of feces; this was not only in close 
proximity to the deposit, but extended for many feet around. 


We omitted to state that this point referred to is nothing 
more than a broad expanse of sand, and this mass flows gen- 
erally over it and is absorbed. 


The asylum is within the corporate limits of the city. The 
sanitary condition of the asylum proper is as near perfect as 
can well be. The sewerage system is a counterpart of that 
of our Charity Hospital. The authorities there have pro- 
tected themselves and its inmates by proper internal sanitary 
precautions, but have lost sight of the health of those living 
outside of their immediate observation. We were told by 
Dr. Gayden that there has been very little sickness in the 
asylum, although some cases of malarial fever and dysentery 
had occurred. 

The city of Jackson is on one hill and the asylum on 
another, with a valley between. The sewerage from the 
asylum is deposited in this valley. 


The asylum is not alone to blame for the sickness in Jack- 
son, which undoubtedly is typhoid fever. 


The next place visited was the Feliciana Female Institute, 
where the first case of fever occurred. The case developed 
the latter part of April; thirteen in all appeared, with two 
deaths. 

At that time there were 155 people in the institution, of 
which 125 were ‘‘ day scholars.’’ The general condition of 
the institute is good. Water supply consists of an under-— 
ground cistern and a well. Closet system is horrible. The 
closet sets on an incline, some 90 feet in rear of the school. 
There is a little gutter running through the centre of the 
closet, which eventually finds its way to a little branch called 
‘‘ Cook’s Creek,’’ which partially belts the town on one side. 
The night soil is deposited into this little ditch and washed 
on by the rains. 
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All the places visited had the same closet system, draining 
directly or indirectly into the same point. We will simply 
mention the places visited where the sick were and are and 
notes taken at that time: 


Mr. P. W. Roberts, 7 in family; one child sick now; gen- 
eral health of family good; general sanitary condition of 
premises good; condition of privy, foul and defective; drains 
in rear, foul; water supply, bored well, 35 feet deep ; 
(sample taken) food supply good. 


Mr. J. W. Reeks, 4in family; one child sick; one died on 
18th inst. Privy defective; water from bored well, 41 feet 
deep; (sample taken) food supply good. 


Mrs. Seward, 3 in family; one girl 15 years old sick now; 
two have been sick; no drainage to premises; privy defec- 
tive; water supply, dug well, 35 feet deep; (sample taken) 
food supply good. 


Mr. James Stratton, 7 in family; one ele now; brick 
house; sanitary condition, good; privy defective ; brick well, 
40 feet deep; (sample taken) water not used in eight months ; 
food supply good. 

Mr. C. Bell; 6 in family; wife died; one sick now removed 

to country ; sanitary condition, good; privy, bad; water sup- 
ply, bored well, 40 feet deep; (sample taken) food supply 
good. 
Dr. A. R. Holcombe, 12 in family; one sick now—the 
doctor himself; two have been sick; sanitary condition of 
premises, bad; privy system, bad; brick cistern, 15 feet 
deep, under ground; (sample taken) food supply good. 

Mrs. M. E. Smith, 8 in family; two have been sick; sani- 
tary condition of premises, good; privy, bad; water supply, 
bored well, 75 feet deep; (sample taken) food supply good. 

Dr. W. D. Wall, 11 in family; one sick now; sanitary con- 
dition of premises, good; privy, bad; water supply, under- 
ground brick cistern, 20 feet deep; (sample taken) food sup- 
ply good. 

Mr. F. T. Worthy, 3 in family; one sick; sanitary condi- 
tion, good; privy, bad; water supply, dug well, 45 feet deep ; 
(sample taken) food supply good. 

Mr. C. D. Smith, (mayor); 6 in family; one sick—the 
mayor; sanitary condition of premises, good; privy, bad; 
water supply, bored well, 45 feet deep ; (sample taken) food 
supply good. 

Centenary College was the last place visited. There were, 
during the session, 75 to 80 students. At this point we found 
no closet. Water supply, underground cistern. 
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The Board of Heatth and Town Council of Jackson met — 
Saturday, 23d inst., to hear the result of our investigation 
and receive such suggestions as we would have to offer. 


The first suggestion was to have the sewer pipe from the 
asylum extended about three-quarters of a mile further, to 
‘¢Thompson’s Creek,’’ which is a comparatively bold little 
stream, having never less than 15 to 18 inches of water, with 
a current of 2% to 3 miles per hour, and during a freshet 
becomes a little river. This creek empties into the Missis- 
Sippi river above Port Hudson. This measure, we are confi- 
dent; will remove one source of trouble. 


The next was to change completely their closet system and 
to be more generous in the use of disinfectants. We sug: 
gested the pail system of closets, urging upon them the ne- 
cessity of closet disinfection, and at stated periods, to remove 
the pails and bury the contents at least 3 or 4 feet deep. 

We further advised them to be more careful in the disposal 
of their kitchen refuse. 

One point which surprised us not a little was the manner 
in which they disposed of the dejecta from the sick. It was 
not treated with any disinfectants, but simply thrown out into 
the closet or allowed to remain around until the servants saw 
fit to dispose of it. 

We urged upon the physicians an early treatment by dis- 
infectants of the feeces and an immediate burial of the same. 

We omitted to state earlier avery important and interesting 
fact in that an imaginary line drawn from the bottom of the 
wells to the point in ‘‘ Cook’s Creek,’’ where the sewerage 
matter is discharged from the asylum, is about on a level. 
There is no doubt in our minds that the water supply is con- 
taminated, which, if the case, is a very important factor in 
the cause of the trouble. 


The samples of water taken have been subjected to analysis. 
by the chemist of this board, Prof. A. L. Metz, and are here- 
unto annexed. Comment is unnecessary. The analysis fully 
bears out our statement as to the cause of the disease. 

We desire to thank the Board of Health of Jackson for 
their uniform kindness and courtesy ; also Prof. Norseworthy, 
Town Marshal Norseworthy and Dr. Philip Jones for their 
much appreciated assistance. *

Dr. Harry Hayward, Assistant Sanitary Inspector Board of 
Health, State of Louisiana: 


DEAR Doctor—Enclosed please find analysis of water from 
Jackson, La. I feel no hesitation in condemning the whole 
water supply, as it is contaminated by the products of the 
decomposition of sewage. The underground cistern of Dr. 
W. G. Wall appears to be the best water, but even this water 
contains an excess of free and albuminoidal ammonia. The 
water from the bored wells of C. Bell and J. W. Reeks, and 
from the dug wells of Messrs. Seward and Stratton, should be 
immediately interdicted, as the results of analysis show them 
to be just a little better than diluted sewage.

Report of the President of the State Board of Health. 73 


Mrat INSPECTION SERVICE. 


This service is calculated to be of inestimable benefit to the 
population of New Orleans by affording protection against 
the sale of diseased or unwholesome meat in our markets. 

While a State law provides an inspector of cattle on the 
hoof, the inspection performed really never amounted to more 
than the counting of the number of animals killed and the 
collection of a fee per head, andat no time being a protection 
against the killing of diseased animals and the sale of the 
meat. | 

The slaughterhouse, from which this city receives its main 
meat supply being situated in an adjoining parish (St. 
Bernard), it became necessary to obtain the co-operation of 
the Police Jury of that parish. This co-operation was heartily 
granted, as expressed in the following resolution adopted by 
that body : | 


Resolved, That this Police Jury agree to and invite the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana to exercise a 
supervision of the slaughtering, and to inspect the meat of all 
the animals slaughtered at the slaughterhouse of the C. C. 
Live Stock Landing and Slaughterhouse Company; to ordair 
any sanitary regulations for said slaughterhouse which the 
said Board of Health may deem necessary and proper, and to 
appoint an inspector to carry out said supervision and inspec- 
tion; the said inspector to be paid by the said Board of 
Health, and to be clothed with all the authority which would 
be placed in him if appointed directly by the Police Jury. 


In conformity with the foregoing resolution of the Police 
Jury of St. Bernard parish, the following rules regulating 
the slaughtering of cattle, etc., were adopted by the Board of 
Health and the aforesaid Police Jury, and are at present en- 
forced in the slaughterhouses of the C. C. Slaughterhouse 
and Live Stock Landing Company, situated in St. Bernard 
Parish, and those of the New Orleans Abattoir Company, 
situated in this city. 

SECTION 1. All livers, lungs (lights), spleens (melts) and 
tongues of beeves and cows, shall be hung on racks, provided 
for that purpose, immediately after the slaughtering and re- 
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moval from the careasses of the animals, and shall there re- 
main until the meat inspector of the Board of Health shall 
have examined and inspected the same, and shall not be re- 
moved therefrom except by the permission of said inspector, 
and all such organs shall be marked by the butchers, on plaec- 
ing them on the rack hereinbefore provided, in such manner 
that the said organs can be easily indentified with the car- 
easses from which they have been removed; provided, how- 
ever, that in the event of the failure of the inspector to make 
such inspection before 6:30 P. M. in summer (April 1 to 
September 80) and 5:30 P. M. in winter (October 1 to 
March 31) each day, sites fas is hereby granted to the 
butchers to remove such organs. 

Sec. 2. At least one inch of the anne or skirt of all 
earcasses of all slaughtered animals shall be left on the animal 
slaughtered, until the meat inspector shall have examined, 
inspected and passed the same, and that the parietal pleuree 
or the lining of the chest cavity, and the parietal peritoneum 
or casing of the abdominal cavity, ordinarily removed in the 
process commonly known as ‘‘ stripping, ’”’ shall be allowed 
to remain upon the careass, and shall not be removed there- 
from by the process known ast | stripping ’’ until after the in- 
pections the meat inspector. 


Sec. 3. No person shall urinate, defecate, or commit any 
nuisance whatsoever in the slaughtering dens of the abattoir, 
or on the premises adjacent thereto. 


Sec. 4. All offal, refuse horns, ete., shall be removed 
daily by 5:30 o’clock P. M. in winter and 6:30 P, M. in the 
summer, and the tubes, buckets or other receptacles i in which 
they are deposited shall be cleansed and disinfected from 
time to time, as the meat inspector may direct, and the floors 
of the slaughtering pens shall beflushed and washed each day 
to the satisfaction of the meat inspector, and the walls there- 
of shall be washed and cleansed as often as the meat inspector 
shall direct. 

Sec. 5. In special cases, when, inthe opinion of the meat 
inspector, the circumstances or necessities of individual cases 
warrant the same, that officer may grant special permits to 
dispense with the observance of any of the foreequnay 
provisions. 

Sec. 6. All animals condemned and rejected by said in- 
spector will remain the property of the butchers, but must be 
delivered by him immediately upon order of the inspector, for 
the owner’s account, to any responsible rendering establish- 
ment situaed within the First Ward of the a: 
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Sec. 7. tIn the event of the rejection of any animal by the 
said inspector, permission is hereby granted to the owner of 
said animal so rejected +o kill another one in order to replace 
same, even after the hours aformentioned. 


In order to more rigidly carry out the foregoing ordinance, 
two assistants to the regular meat inspector, Dr. A. 8. 
Wheeler, were appointed, one for each of the slaughter- 
houses. 

For a full and detailed report of the operations of this 
service, see appendix C. 


DatRy INSPECTION. 


No more essential measure in the proper consideration of 
pure food supply than sanitary supervision of dairies and 
milch cows can possibily be conceived. Aside from wilful 
adulteration, no article of food is so hable to become contam- 
inated by foul effluvia and unsanitary surroundings. Tuber- 
culous cows, or cows suffering from other diseases, can not: 
yield pure and wholesome milk, and should not be allowed to: 
contribute to the supply of that food of all others which is. 
depended upon for the nourishment of children and invalids.. 
The necessity for a pure and wholesome milk supply admits: 
of noargument. Many of our dairies are foul in the extreme, 
and the only test of a cow’s qualification as a milker is gen- 
erally her ability to give milk in quantity, regardless of her 
physical condition. 

The Board of Health, in order to be enabled to get rid of 
the foregoing evils, carefully prepared a bill regulating 
dairies and authorizing their periodical inspection, and peti- 
tioned the Legislature of 1894 to pass it. For some reason 
this bill failed of passage. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, held February 28, 
1895, the president brought the subject up for discussion ani 
suggested as follows: 

This subject has engaged the attention of sanitarians 


throughout the country, and in many large cities the local 
Board of Health has ample authority and means of carrying

out a proper system of inspection. I clipped the following 
from the ‘‘Municipality and County,’’ Buffalo, N. Y 

Health Commissioner Ernest Wende, of the Buffalo (N. 
Y.) department, has hit upon anew plan for effecting the de- 
sired examination, by sending to every dairy that supplies 
the city with milk a circular reading as follows: 

‘Sanitary science has determined a close relationship be- 
tween tuberculosis in animals and man, and in the interest of 
prevention it is deemed important that milk from tuberculous 
cows should not be used. 

‘‘Therefore, for the guidance of the public and the milk 
dealers of Buffalo, the Department of Health proposes to open 
January 1, 1893, a register in which will be recorded all the 
milk herds supplying the city of Buffalo with milk, and the 
fact as to whether they are free from tuberculosis or not, as 
certified to by a trained veterinary surgeon. 

‘‘Dairymen who supply the city are, accordingly, requested 
to have their herds so examined, to obtain a certificate to that 
effect from the examiner and forward the same to this office 
for registration and return. The herds of such dairymen who 
do not comply with this request will be marked ‘ Sus- 
picious. ’: 

‘This register will give the source of milk supply of each 
milkman in this city, will be open to criticism, and public in- 
spection invited. 

‘‘Kindly give this matter your prompt consideration, and 
advise this department of your intention.’’ 

It is believed that the public will refuse to patronize a 
dairy whose cows are unregistered, and so force every herd 
owner to procure a certificate. In addition to this, every 
dealer who sells milk in this city is obliged to furnish com- 
plete detailed data concerning his paraphernalia and modus 
operandi. These precautions are an advance in the line of 
practical protection to the public, and are somewhat ahead of 
the practice in other places, It should not, however, be 
necessary to resort to such methods, for the State should see 
to it that the departments of health are unhampered by lack 
of efficient laws.’’ 

A similar scheme might be attempted here, and if success- 
ful I think it would prove a protection not only to the general 
public but also to the honest and honorable dairymen, whose 
wish is to supply a wholesome milk. 


The Board of Health at once adopted the recommendations 
contained in the foregoing with the proviso that the local 
application of the system be subject to special local regula- 
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tions, and that instead of publishing uninspected dairies as 
‘‘ suspicious”? the Board publish them monthly as ‘‘ non-in- 
spected.’’ 

In accordance with this resolution, Dr. Wheeler, the veter- 
inary surgeon of this Board, was instructed to immediately 
begin the service; a supply of tuberculine was secured and a 
circular letter was addressed to the dairymen asking their 
co-operation. 

Unfortunately the dairymen failed to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered—only two or three having their stock 
examined—the great majority believing that the inoculation 
of their cattle would prove injurious. | 

A full report of this matter is contained in the report of 
Dr. A. 8. Wheeler. (See appendix G.) 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 


Since the publication of the last report the Chemical 
Laboratory of this Board of Health has, by the courtesy of 
the medical department of Tulane University, been accommo- 
dated with spacious quarters in the new Medical College 
building on Canal street. Prof. A. L. Metz, M. D., chemist 
of this Board is also professor of chemistry in the university, 
and the present arrangement has several important advan- 
tages. The valuable service rendered by the chemist in his 
examination of milk and other food products, drinking water, 
etce., will be more fully realized by a careful perusal of his 
poriert: (See appendix E.) 


BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


In the last report of the Board of Health the early 
establishment of a Bacteriological Laboratory was promised. 
This laboratory has now been in practical operation two 
years, and under the able management of Dr. P. H. Archinard 
has been of great benefit to. the medical profession and to the 
public. The continued prevalence of diphtheria in our midst 
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and the importance of aiding physicians in the prompt 
diagnosis of this formidable disease first led the board to 
undertake the duty of maintaining a laboratory where the 
necessary bacteriological work could be systematically carried 
on, and having accomplished the initial object the intention 
of the board is to further extend the usefulness of the 
laboratory in accordance with the requirements of modern 
science. 

The Board of Health is under great obligations to Dr. 
Stanford EH. Chaille, Dean of the Tulane Medical Faculty, for 
accommodating the Bacteriological Laboratory with quarters in 
the new and splendidly equipped Richardson Memorial 
College Building on Canal street. 

The report of the Bacteriologist, Dr. P. E. Archinard, 
giving a full account of the work of his laboratory, will be 
found in Appendix F. 


ANTITOXINE. 


Among the most notable events of the period covered by 
this report has been the introduction of ‘‘ antitoxine”’ as a 
remedy for diphtheria. 

This brilliant and successful apption of serum-therapy 
to the treatment and prevention of a formidable and hitherto 
intractable disease may fairly be classed as one of the most 
signal triumphs of medical science. 

A Diphtheria Antitoxine Commission for the purpose 
of thoroughly investigating the merits of this new treatment 
was formed by the medical profession ofthiscity. This board 
was liberally represented on this commission, and took active. 
steps to advance the investigation. The expense of this com- 
mission was defrayed by subscriptions. This board made an 
appropriation, and the City Council made quite a liberal one 
through this board. After the labors of the commission were 
completed, and its unqualified endorsement of the new remedy 
was made through a published report, there were left of the 
subseribed fund several hundred dollars, which was turned 
over to the Board of Health. 
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This fund was set aside for the purpose of supplying anti- 
toxine gratis to the poor. 

It will be seen from the report of the Bacteriologist (Ap- 
pendix F) that a great number of the poor has been served. 

All antitoxine before being given to the attending physician 
is thoroughly tested in the laboratory, both as to Goi and 
possible noxious qualities. 





SANITARY LAWS AND ORDINANCES. 


For years past it has been a source of great annoyance, 
labor and delay to find the various State laws and city or- 
dinances, bearing on sanitary matters, when any question of 
law has arisen in connection with our work. These laws are 
seattered throughout the numerous enactments since 1855, 
the year in which this Board of Health was established. 
Many of these laws have been repealed and substituted by 
others. Several unsuccessful efforts have been made to 
compile them in a form convenient for reference. 

Thanks to the ability and zeal of Mr. H. Kohlhaase, our 
valued clerk and book-keeper, we are enabled to present in 
this volume (Appendix L) all laws and ordinances bearing 
on sanitary matters. 

The reports of the various departments of our service are 
made part of this report, and are herewith submitted, each as 
a separate appendix, and in the order shown in the subjoined 
list. The most casual examination of these reports can not 
fail to impress your Excellency with the varied and extensive 
range of work undertaken by our board. Much good has 
already been accomplished in the way of sanitary. reform, 
and as our people become gradually educated up to a better 
appreciation of the sanitary necessities of the day, it is hoped 
that every barrier of ignorance and prejudice that now op- 
poses scientific progress will be effectually overcome. Look- 
ing forward with cheerful confidence to the coming of that 
brighter day, I have the honor to remain your Excellency’s

MISSISSIPPI RIVER QUARANTINE STATION, Jannary 1, 1896. 


Dr. S. R. Olliphant, President Board of Health, State of 
Louisiana : 
Sir—I have the honor to present the folldwing report for 
the years 1894and 1895.

SERVICE. 


It affords me great pleasure to state that the work of all the 
officers and employees of this service has been energetic and 
faithful. Without exception the whole corps is entitled to 
commendation for the attention and fidelity they have given 
to their duties. While quarantine is always oppressive and 
burdensome in a more or less degree, I am glad to be able to 
Say we are more frequently the recipients of courtesies than 
curses from those who are so unfortunate as to undergo dis- 
infection and detention at our station. It causes us no small 
degree of satisfaction to hear these encomiums on the prompt 
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and business-like manner in which our service is at present 
conducted. I am also in receipt of several communications 
from agents and commercial houses in New Orleans, thank- 
ing me, and of course through me the service, for what they 
are pleased to term the admirable conduct of our affairs. 


Port EApS INSPECTION STATION. 


I here insert the report of Dr. J. N.. Thomas, the very ef- 
ficient and attentive inspector at Port Eads. The list of ves- 
sels to which he refers are included in the general table pres 
ceding :

Dr. C. P. Wilkinson, Resident Physician, Mississipp River 
Quarantine Station: . 

DEAR Str—I ebeg to hand herewith a classified list of all 
vessels boarded and inspected at the Port Eads Station for 
the years 1894 and 1895, except vessels that have arrived for 
orders and went to other ports. During the past two years 
the number of vessels for orders has largely increased, and 
most of them have gone to Galveston, Pensacola, Mobile and 
Ship Island, in the order named. The bar and the river pilots 
here continued to faithfully observe quarantine regulations, 
and without exception, they all express approval of the ad- 
ministration of quarantine affairs. Under present regula- 
tions public health is thoroughly protected, and theiz various 
interests and the details of their work are not injured or 
hampered by unnecessary restrictions. 

It is a pleasure for me to report that the Jetty Company, 
through their courteous general manager, Mr. Jno. A. Ubs- 
dell, have extended the Quarantine Inspector every favor 
possible. Their boats have been offered and accepted for 
boarding purposes during rough weather and visiting vessels 
at anchor off the bar and in the Pass. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my high appreciation 
of your continued kindness and consideration.

The benefits derived from possession of a well-equipped 
Quarantine Station do not belong alone to the community pro- 
tected by such plant. When some of the West India places 
and ports along the Spanish main first learned of the preva- 
lence of cholera in Europe in 1893 a most vigorous shot-gun 
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quarantine was set up by them against that continent. A 
steamer from Liverpool with cargo for many of these places 
was driven from each at the cannon’s mouth, until, nearly out 
of provisions and water, she made this harbor. The captain, 
on arrival, exclaimed to me, ‘‘ What a blessing it is I can come 
here, find a hospital for my sick, food for my well and disin- 
fection for my ship!’’ 

Another instance: A vessel from Rio had yellow fever 
break out on the voyage. She sought medical assistance at . 
two ports on her way, but was driven from each. Finally 
reaching here with several convalescents on board, she received 
proper medical and sanitary treatment. ‘‘ You have no idea 
what this means to us,” said the captain to me, referring to 
disinfection of his vessel; ‘‘it means getting rid of our dis- 
ease. Now every man can breathe freely and not dread each 
moment that the next will find him down with the fever.’’ 


GENERAL CONDITION. 


I have endeavored to operate this station with a view to 
strictest economy, consistent with efficiency, and have the 
satisfaction of knowing that current annual expenses have 
been brought lower during the past year than ever before. 
The station is also in very good repair. Beyond the ordinary 
wear and tear of use and of weather, every portion is in first- 
class order. 

New HOospirat. 


We are much in need of a convenient adjacent hospital. In 
common justice to a ship every case of fever should be taken 
off as soon as it appears. If the case turns out to be of in- 
fectious character, it can be sent to Lazaretto as soon as diag- 
nosed, and if of simple nature can be treated at this hos- 
pital. 

RECORDS OF VESSELS INFECTED. 


1 have been at some pains to search the record books of the 
past sixteen years, and classify from them those vessels ar- 
riving at the Quarantine Station having had yellow fever on 
board at port of departure, or while on voyage to this port. 
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In my opinion, a vessel arriving without any case of sickness 
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on the voyage, and having had sickness of infectious nature 
while in port of departure, without sussequent disinfection, 
is in every particular as dangerous to a healthy community as 
if arriving with recent cases on board. 

In the following table the columns under the heading 
‘“‘Had Malarial Fever,’’ and ‘‘Had Yellow Fever,’’ no dis- 
tinction is made as to whether the sickness appeared while in 
port or on voyage:

The William. Cliff arrived, and was disinfected August 7, 
1891, afternoon, with two cases yellow fever on board, 
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attacked 5th and 6th August, respectively. Another case was 
found ill early forenoon, August 9th. 

’ The Vesta arrived and was disinfected afternoon, August 
26, 1894. Had on arrival one case yellow fever, ill 
about three days. One man was taken sick within two hours 
after completion of disinfection, and another was found ill 
next morning, August 27, within eighteen hours after com- 
- pletion of disinfection. Both of these cases turned out to be 
yellow fever. 


The Denia arrived and was disinfected forenoon of August 
26th, 1892, and gave no record of having had any sickness 
whatever on voyage or at ports of departure (Cuban ports). 
Within eight hours after disinfection two men were sick, both 
with yellow fever, as subsequently proved. There are many 
good reasons to suppose the Denia may have had cases of 
fever on board at port or on voyage and the fact concealed ; 
but it must not be forgotten that infection has broken out on 
many vessels on arrival at destination which have shown 
absolutely clean health record at port of departure and on 
voyage. 

Referring to the tables we will find that of the 2307 vessels 
disinfected and held for observation three or more days, 2304 
were released without further sanitary treatment and without 
the subsequent appearance of any infectious disease. ‘The 
question arises very pertinently, could not these vessels have 
gone on to pratique immediately atter disinfection, with just 
as much safety to the community, without as with a period 
of detention for observation? ‘The answer, of course, is in 
the affirmative. Whether the experience of the past sixteen 
years is a Safe guide for future action is another question. 
In my opinion, further time and tests to confirm or destroy 
the conclusions derived from recent observation are unneces- 
sary. While it is very probable that future observations will 
confirm the conclusions indicated by past experience that 
awful calamity which might follow upon a mistake must warn 
us not to be precipitate. 
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PERIOD OF INCUBATION. 


Detention of a vessel in quarantine, after completion of dis- 
infection, being solely for the purpose of awaiting the expira- 
ation of the period of incubation of the disease quarantined 
against, it is essentially important for the suecessful admin- 
istration of quarantine that, in the interest of the community, 


this period be not counted too short, and in the interest of 


the vessel and its trade it be not counted too long. 


Ideal opportunities for observing the period of incubation 
of diseases exist where it can be positively learned that a 
healthy man has been subjected to pestilential influences and 
then withdrawn—either by removing him bodily from such 
surroundings or by removing, by disinfection, such surround- 
ings from him, Thereis certainly a very large amount of evi- 
dence gathered from such opportunities tending to prove that 
the incubation of yellow fever does not occupy a period be- 
yond three days, if so long. 


I quote in part from report of Surgeon H.R. Carter, U.S. 


M. H.S., to the. Supervising Surgeon-General, under date — 


Key West Quarantine Station, August 21, 1894: ‘‘I have 
the honor to report case of yellow. fever developing last night 
(August 20). * * * Completion of disinfection of vessel 
being afternoon of August 16. * * * The case would 
then show a period of incubation of four days and two hours.’’ 

Unless Dr. Carter has assured himself that in this ease de- 
ception has not been practised upon him, the value of his re- 
corded observation is nil. If upheld by other cases of like 
long period of incubation they will be proof sufficient, if not, 


it will remain unique, if even that. Further records during — 


the coming summers will be awaited with much interest. 


I referred to deception practised upon the quarantine 
officer. It is not always well to accept as true the statement 


of a man on shipboard respecting points of his disease. | 


Every sailor has an aversion to quarantine hospitals. This 
aversion is emphatically implanted in him, as a rule, by his 
superior officers. Pictures of certain death in such institu- 
tions are held out before him to keep him up, if possible; to 
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be up. and moving about when the quarantine officer comes 
aboard; threats of summary punishment if the ship gets into 
trouble by his blankety blank shamming, etc., are vigorously 
announced to him; hope of future reward for escaping the 
quarantine officer’s detection is slyly held out to him; and as 
arule, while Jack is quite willing to ask for a dose of ‘‘open- 
ing medicine,’’ he is quite unwilling to acknowledge himself 
sick if a stay in the quarantine hospital is in view. The 
captain of a reputable line of vessels trading to this port and | 
the sailor himself denied to me most positively the existence 
of sickness in the latter when the thermometer indicated, in 
his ease, an axillary temperature of 106.5 deg., and in subse- 
quent confessions by the man I learned he had been filled 
with quinine and carefully coached by the captain. 

I personally know Dr. Carter to be a very competent and 
painstaking officer, but unless particular care has been exer- 
eised by him to exclude every possibility of deception in his 
case the hour of attack will ever be a matter of doubt. 


QUARANTINE SEASON. 


Further consideration of the tables will show that actually 

infected vessels have arrived during every month in the year; 
- and the average for March has been as high as May and 
higher than April and September. It has been the custom in 
latter years to disinfect in quarantine every vessel arriving 
which had or had had infectious disease on board, at no mat- 
ter what season she arrived. Such practice cannot be too 
highly commended. It must not be forgotten, however, that 
infection of vessels does not obtain only by actual occurrence 
on board of infectious disease among the crew and passengers. 
Many things besides cargo bronght on board at infected 
places will bring infection on a ship—baggage and many arti- 
eles of purchase brought into cabins and forecastles are often 
ripe with the seedsof disease. All vessels, therefore, from in- 
fected places, if arriving at such seasons of the year as are 
favorable to the spread of disease at port of entry should be 
disinfected on arrival. While it is true that in the past years 
the quarantine period has been fixed from May Ist to Novem- 
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ber Ist with very happy results, I am of opinion that a period 
for our port beginning April 1 and ending October 1 
would be much safer. It is known that yellow fever infec- 
tion lives under favorable surroundings quite a long time. 
An infected article introduced into our community in April 
will certainly be far more dangerous to the people than one 
brought in during October. 


In my humble opinion, the condition of New Orleans is 


quite favorable for the spreading of infection if it once finds 
a lodgement therein. I do not suppose any one will claim 
that the city is very clean. Every man should be patriotic, 
but patriotism does not consist in telling lies or even in shut- 
ting one’s eyes to facts. Also there are now very many 
thousands of its citizens who never have been immune, and 
many whom, I think, have lost their immunity. For these 
reasons every endeavor should be made to carefully review 
our quarantine proceedings, which have been so successful in 
the past, to strengthen any weak placesif found. To actually 
and thoroughly disinfect a ship is a mechanical impossibility. 

Those precautions which are absolutely necessary in re- 
searches in the laboratory of the chemist are impossible of 
employment to the same extent of exactness while chemically 
treating a vessel and contents. 

Kverything physically possible to do may be done in the 
disinfection of vessels, and yet some germ, some contagion 
may escape destruction. 

Every place holding communication with infected ports is 
doing so at some risk, however shght that may be. It de- 
pends upon the diligence, fidelity and intelligence of quaran- 
tine officers how much that risk may be diminished—not how 
absolute the protection may be.

REPORT OF CHIEF SANITARY INSPECTOR. 


Dr. S. R. Oliphant, President Lowisiana State Board of Health: 

DEAR SiR—I herewith submit my biennial report for the 
years 1894 and 1895: 

During the past two years there have been a great many 
improvements in our city—some nearly completed, some in- 
augurated, and others about to be started. Of those nearly 
completed I might mention our rapid transit by electric cars, 
which is considered the most perfect street car system in the 
United States; the raising-and paving of our streets and side- 
walks, and the removal and disposal of garbage, as well as 
the rendering of dead animals; the sanitary condition of our 
slaughterhouses; the inauguration of our sewerage system; 
and, lastly, our proposed drainage system, and a supply of 
filtered or clarified river water for drinking and cooking pur- 
poses. The New Orleans Waterworks Company contracted 
for a system for filtering the Mississippi river water, but the 
plant proved a failure, and the matter is now in litigation. 


In looking over the mortuary report you will perceive the 
death rate is not materially changed in the last few years, 
notwithstanding we had nearly 1800 deaths from lung 
troubles last year. A large percentage of these, as well 
as of those who die in the Charity Hospital from other causes, 
should not be charged to our population, inasmuch as they 
come here from other parts of this country forthe purpose of 
regaining their health or prolonging their lives. The elimi- 
‘nation of these from our death rate would place us in our 
proper hght before the people and among the healthiest cities 
of this country. During the year 1894 we had eight cases of 
small-pox. The first case occurred on January 8 in Algiers, 
and the last case on May 9. Six of these cases were in the 
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First District and one in the Fourth District. In 1895 the 
first case of small-pox occurred on February 28 in the person 
of Wm. Killea, white, aged 22 years, at No. 506 South Clai- 
borne, near Perdido street, and was reported by Dr. W. R. 
Harnan. This case came from Hot Springs, Ark., where the 


disease was prevailing at the time he left there, and developed 


a few days after his arrival here. At this time small-pox 
was prevalent in St. Louis, Cincinnati, Chicago and other 
cities closer to New Orleans. This explains the fact that of 
the succeeding forty cases all but four were traced to impor- 
tation ; and of the two hundred and ninety-eight cases which 
occurred during the year fully 60 per cent. were imported. 

The last case of the year was brought in from Bay St. 
Louis, Miss., on December 31. The spread of the disease is 
due, not solely to the unprotected condition of those refusing 
vaccination and revaccination, but to the conduct of ignorant 
negroes, who fail to report cases occurring in their homes 
and continue to receive their visiting friends. In other in- 
stances, where the patient would not be confined in bed, he 
goes roaming about, scattering the disease. 

In one instance I was: able to trace to a negro named 


William Holmes, who came to the city from a cross-tie camp 


on the Illinois Central road, the infection of three localities 
and fourteen persons. | 

One fact I wish to call your special attention to is that, of 
the seventy-three infected premises that were disinfected and 


fumigated by our sanitary force and the occupants vaccinated, - 


in no instance did a second case oceur after the lapse of the 
incubatory period. | 

Now, in regard to vaccination: It requires no other argu- 
ment than to simply glance over the tables of small-pox and 
vaccination to be convinced, not only of the protective influ- 
ence exerted against the disease, but the prevention of it in 
epidemic form. 


In 1894 our regular inspectors vaccinated 5772 persons, 


while in 1895 they vaccinated 11,481 and the extra physicians 
employed vaccinated 36,184. In addition to these over 20,000 
points were distributed, free of charge, to the general prac- 
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tising physicians of the city, by which it will be seen that 
over 70,000 people were vaccinated during the past year. 

This is a goodly number, being about one-fourth of our 
population, still it is not what it should be; and until we 
have compulsory vaccination enforced in our State by legis- 
lative enactment we will always be more or less subject to 
the ravages of this most loathsome of diseases. In order to 
accomplish this, the good will and co-operation of every phy- 
sician and commercial body of this city and State should be | 
sought, in order to impress upon the next Legislature the im- 
portance of the immediate passage of such a law. 

During the past year we had 269 suspicious cases re- 
ported, which upon investigating proved not to be small- 
pox. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Of this disease, as you will see by the tabulated reports, we 
had 457 cases and 124 deaths, or 27 per cent. in 1894. While 
in 1895 we had 534 cases and 80 deaths, which is less than 
15 per cent., or nearly one-half the mortality of 1894. Is 
this due to the ‘*Antitoxin,’’ or was the disease of a milder 


type? 
SCARLATINA. 


- The records of this disease show that in 1894 we had but 
45 eases and 1 death, and in 1895, 85cases and 5 deaths. The 
disease was generally of a very mild type. 


I wish to call your attention to the difference in the amount 
of work accomplished by our sanitary officers, as will be seen 
by the detailed statements, both in house-to-house and milk 
inspections in 1894 and 1895. In 1895°our force, which is 
totally inadequate for the ordinary work they have to per- 
form, was crippled to such an extent at times that we were 
compelled to abandon our regular work in order to have a 
sufficient number of men to detail for the purpose of quaran- 
tining and handling small-pox cases and disinfecting and fu- 
migating. You will also notice by these statements that the 
total amount of fines imposed in 1885 was $627.50, as against 
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$1839.50 in 1894. While alluding to this subject b would 
suggest that the proper steps be taken to have these fines 
turned over to the Board of Health, as at present they do 
not receive a cent of them. 

Now, Mr. President, you can readily see from the wonderful 
increase in the number of buildings erected during the past 
few years, in what was a large area of unimproved territory, 
and the large increase in our population during the time and 
which is continuing daily, the imperative necessity of at least 
doubling the present sanitary force, if anything like unOrGe® 
sanitary work is to be accomplished. 

The employment of this additional foree will require 
additional funds and the Legislature and City Council should 
make ample provision for them, as there is no way in which 
money can be expended to greater advantage than in pro- 
moting and preserving the health of the public. ( 

Among the improvements taking place in our city I 
alluded to street paving; this is a matter of serious 1mport- 
ance to us from a sanitary standpoint. You are well aware 
that a number of different materials have been used for 
paving purposes, viz.: Cobble stones, different kinds of wood, 
shells, gravel, square block, Belgian block, vitrified brick 
and asphalt. 

From a purely sanitary view I consider asphalt as 
superior to all others, as it makes a smooth surface on which 
filth and germs of disease can find no lodging or breeding 
place. 

Its freedom from noise is another important consideration, 
as nearly every physician can recall cases where the very life 
of his patient depended upon absolute quiet and sleep, 
which could not be é6btained except by the suppression of all 
noises, even to the extent of preventing the passing of 
vehicles upon the street. Next to asphalt as a sanitary pave- 
ment comes the Belgian block, and probably vitrified brick 
(the latter not having had a sufficient trial here to test its 
merits). Streets paved with shells or gravel can not be con- 
sidered sanitary, as the finely-powdered matter that is raised 
from them by the least wind is seattered broadcast, and is 
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the cause of most of the ordinary bronchial and eye troubles 
that prevail in our midst. Covering these shell or gravel 
streets with a layer of asphalt two or three inches thick 
might make a lasting and certainly a sanitary pavement. 
Wooden pavements are not at all adapted to our city, either 
from an economic or hygienic point of view. 


(FARBAGE. 


The garbage plant of this city is considered by those who 
have seen the different plants of this country to be the largest 
and most complete of its kind. The garbage has to be col- 
lected in water-tight and covered carts, and is disposed of in 
a thoroughly sanitary manner. The establishment for the 
rendering of dead animals is perfect and complete in all its 
details. 

The slaughter houses have complied with all our sanitary 
requirements and complaints from their vicinity are things of 
the past. 


SEWERAGE. 


One of the most important undertakings our city has begun 
is its sewerage system. This great project was started about 
eighteen months ago, but the work upon it has been tempo- 
rarily suspended on account of some financial and legal 
matters, which it is hoped will be shortly disposed of and 
work resumed. The following communication from Mr. Geo. 
G. Earl, chief engineer of the company, will show the nature, 
locality and amount of work done up to the present time: 


NEw ORLEANS, February 28, 1896. 
Dr. Finney: 

DEAR Sir—Replying to your request for a statement of the 
amount of work done by the Sewerage Company to date, I 
have the honor to report as follows: 

The main sewer from the pumping station to within one- 
half block of Canal street, and about 700 feet between Canal 
and Common streets, making in all 3650 feet ora little more than 
one-fifth of its entire length, iscompleted. This includes the 
erossing of the Old Basin Canal, and the largest-sized sewer, 
as well as the deepest cutting of the whole work; in short, 
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the most expensive and difficult part. The pipe sewer work 
done to date amounts to 23,000 feet, including the sub-main 
of 24-inch pipe on Canal street, which will receive all the 
sewage of all territory between Lafayette street and Canal 
street, and the sub-main of 18-inch pipe on St. Ann street, 
which collects from the territory between St. Louis street and 
Ursuline street. On the above pipe sewer lines 106 house 
connection lines have been laid, and sixty-six manholes and 
nine flush tanks have been constructed, Beside the above, 
— 5700 feet of 36-inch cast-iron pipe, or all that is needed, has 
been delivered on the line of the outlet from the proposed 
pumping station site, at the location formerly occupied by 
the old parish prison, to the outlet at the foot of Barracks 
street. The site above mentioned for the pumping station 
has been purchased and the old prison building demolished, 
leaving the ground clear for the erection of the pumping 
station. 

The damage done. to property on the line of the main 
sewer has been in most cases very slight as compared with 
the magnitude and importance of the work. A proper regard 
for the lessons of past experience in the prosecution of the 
next 4000 feet of main sewer construction will very greatly 
reduce, if not altogether obviate,» such damages. The 4000 
feet above mentioned being completed, the construction of 
the remainder of the main sewer even involves no serious 
problems whatever. 

The pipe sewer work so far as completed gives evidence of 
no unexpected difficulty, and its rapid and successful prose- 
cution is only a matter of men and ordinarily enh 
methods of sewer construction in wet soils.

DRAINAGE. 


The most important matter that has ever come before our 
people and the authorities of this city is its drainage. Ques- 
tions of health, comfort and prosperity are all combined in 
the highest degree upon this great subject for a satisfactory 
solution. Viewed as a mere question of dollars and cents, 
the advantages of a thorough system of drainage are extreme. 
The city is at present almost shut out from expansion toward 
the rear by the moisture of the ground and the frequent over- 
flows in that section. With good drainage the entire limits 
of the city become dry and desirable for residence purposes, 
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with a great consequent increase in value and a correspond- 
ing increase inthe city’s income. Beyond the ridge the 
effect of the drainage will be remarkable. All that section 
clear to the lake, which is now a dismal swamp is fit only for 
the abode of snakes and frogs and the breeding of mosqui- 
toes and other pests. This soil is composed almost entirely 
- of decayed vegetable matter, and its present condition is un- 
fit for anything. With the proposed drainage system com- 
pleted this large tract of land would not only be reclaimed, 
but would be in a short time converted into the finest truck 
farms in this country. That the proposed system will re- 
claim all this land is guaranteed by the statement of the emi- 
nent engineers who have been studying the problem of the 
perfect drainage of New Orleans for nearly the past three 
years, and who claim to have solved it, namely: Thatit will 
be possible to dig cellars that will be perfectly dry to a depth 
of twelve feet in the lowest portion of the city. 

Lake Pontchartrain when relieved of the drainage of the 
city will have a beach composed of its natural clean white 
sand, instead of the muck which now pollutes its waters on 
this shore. The gain in salubrity would result in the erection 
of handsome residences where thousands of our people would 
sojourn in summer and many would reside all the year 
round. 

The reclamation of the swamps will go far toward ridding 
us of that terrible pest, the mosquito. 

The improvement that will accrue to the health of this city, 
when these swamps shall have been drained and the space 
they now oceupy converted into open stretches of well-tilled 
ground, fanned by the health-giving breezes of the lake, with 
no more marsh to breed malaria, this city can well expect to 
rank among the healthiest on this continent. 

As a matter of personal opinion, arrived at after careful 
consideration, I firmly believe that, within fifteen years after 
the completion of the proposed drainage system, the great 
increase in values resulting from it, and the consequent in- 
erease of the city’s alimony, will have fully provided for the 
payment of the whole cost, to say nothing of the incalculable 
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gain to the individual residents in health, comfort and con 
tentment.

Aside from the labors classified above, much time and at- 


tention was devoted to researches of an original character, 


the results of which were submitted from time to time in the 
form of reports for your consideration and action. 

There is, however, in the opinion of your chemist, a mat- 
ter of grave import, which demand prompt and efficient legis- 
lation, and he accordingly takes the privilege of calling your 
special attention to this subject, viz. : 

1. The well-water supply of the dairies of the city of New 
Orleans. 


THE WATER SUPPLY OF THE DAIRIES OF THE CiTy OF NEW 
ORLEANS. 


In a report which I presented to this honorable body Octo- 


ber 3, 1891, I called attention to the water supply of this city. 
On several occasions since I directed your attention to the 
consideration of the dairy well. I have again and again 
called your attention to the analysis made of the water taken 
from the wells of dairies, and the last time this subject was 
presented to your body the chemical work was corroborated 
by Dr. P. E. Archinard, and dairy well water was strongly 
denounced by this board. 
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Again, after mature consideration, based upon a more vig- 
orous investigation of the subject, [ call your attention to the 
wells and premises of dairies furnishing the milk supply of 
the people of New Orleans. It is my solemn duty to present 
a report of things as I find them, and to urge a remedy. 


-What is the dairy well and its condition in and about New 
Orleans? The dairy well is simply a surface drain; a hole 
dug in the ground, varying from ten to fifteen feet in depth. 
This hole collects and holds in stagnant repose the drainage 
from the stable, the manure pile, and usually the privy. 


The water which is brought forth from the so-called well is 
a solution more or less dilute of foeces and excrementitial 
matter. This is the putrescent and germ-bearing water that 
is utilized in many instances for scouring the milk utensils, 
af for nothing else. I have, on more than one occasion, 
thrown out the suggestion that much of our continued fevers 
of a typhoid type can be traced to the dairy well. The very 
excellent reports of the medical officer of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, of England, warrant me in saying that very 
many of the epidemics of the contagious diseases are due to 
the dairy well or the milk supply. ; 

That our dairy-well water is contaminated with the excre- 
ment of man it is only necessary for-me to recall the fact 
that some time ago I presented to your body an analysis of 
dairy well water that contained one per cent. (1 per cent.) of 
urea (normal undiluted urine contains two and one-half per 
cent.) (24 per cent.): 

Could there be a more direct or formidable vehicle for the 
general spread of typhoid fever? 

In the spirit of health protection, and as a public benefac- 
’ tion, I have diligently pursued this investigation, and I have 
prepared a pictorial record of an existing state of affairs re- 
volting in kind, which I respectfully commend to the care- 
ful consideration of the Honorable Board of. Health. As you 
are the official and authoritative conservators of the public 
sanitation, I have honored the photographic series by dedi- 
eating the same to your honorable body. 

An inspection of the pictures will prove to your satisfac- 
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tion that the people of the city of New Orleans are surrounded 
with some of the most damnable and unsanitary conditions 
ever seen in a civilized community, and particularly in an 
American city at this date of the nineteenth century, and 
under the very eyes of the Louisiana State Board of Healta, 
justly proud in historic record for having accomplished more 


for the health and prosperity of this State, aye, of the whole 


Mississippi Valley, than all other organizations of a like na- 
ture ‘or similar character. ; 

The book of photographs of the suburban dairies of New 
Orleans, which was presented to your body, does not con- 
sist in the pictorial representation of selected worse places; 
but, sad to relate, it presents the dairies at random, and rep- 
resents rather a high average of the best sources of the water 
supply of the New Orleans dairies. 

Through photographie evidence I have laboriously en- 
deavored to relate unhappy facts and to speak of them as they 
are. ‘‘Nothing extenuate nor set down aught in malice.’’ 

From the many pictures which were presented to your hon- 
orable body I have selected a few for this report, to enable 
you to present matters to our legislators in their true light, 
and to impress upon them the absolute necessity of proper 
sanitary legislation. 

Your special attention is directed to the first photograph 


opposite page 115, which represents the premises of dairyman _ 


J. M. Gelé, on Washington avenue, and as they present them- 
selves to the ordinary observer. The photograph opposite page 
115 represents the under side of the bridge and proves conclu- 
sively the source of the drove well water supply, viz: the water 
from the Washington avenue drainage and sewage canal. 


This is one of the dairy wells, yet different from. those 
which we ordinarily see, and the use of well water from such 
a source and of such a character for any purpose whatever 
amounts to indecency nothing short of bestiality. 


The water taken from this pump is liquid filth, a mass of 
living organisms and unfit for any use either for man or 
beast. However, the proprietor tells us that this water is 
sweet, that his animals refuse to drink the water from the 
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other well (which is on the premises) because it is salty, but 
a cursory examination for the cause soon showed that the 
‘premises in question have only one surface drain, and that 
the well and the water taken from this well showed that it 
was seareely any better than diluted urine. 

From time to time we hear glowing accounts of the remark- 
able aid (on paper, in the form of resolutions) we are to re- 
ceive at the hands of the Dairymen’s Protective Association ; 
these good resolves are intended to raise the standard for the 
purity of the milk supply. To illustrate how much benefit. we 
have indirectly received from the extraordinary and wonder- 
ful aid vouchsafed the health authorities by the above-men- 
tioned association, I beg to call your attention to an illustra- 
tion (opposite page 117) of a condition of affairs as they 
actually existed on the premises of the president of said 
association, located on Metairie Ridge: ; 

The manure pile is about six feet from well. 

The privy is about twenty feet from well. 

_ The stable is about sixteen feet from well. 

The curbing of well is about twelve inches above the ground. 

Your attention is also respectfully called to an illustration 
opposite page 117. 

It is a representation’of the premises of J. Barrouquere, 
located corner Bordeaux and South Rampart streets : 

Distance of manure pile to well about three feet. 

Distance of privy to well about ten feet. 

Distance of stable to well about five feet. 

From these few illustrations you will see the necessity of 
interdicting these wells at once. Let it be borne in mind 
that only the initial case of any contagious disease is wanting 
to make any of these dairy wells the foci of an epidemic. 


THE REMEDIES. . 


Force either the city of New Orleans or the New Orleans 
Waterworks Company to lay water mains and furnish the 
dairyman his water supply at a reasonable rate; or compel 
dairymen to have sufficient cistern capacity to withstand a 
drought of three months. 
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If the foregoing suggested remedies are impracticable, then 
legislation must be resorted to and coerce the dairymen to 
move from the city to places where the water supply is pure 
and wholesome. 

_ Ignorance, assumed poverty, or excuses of any kind, in my 
opinion, should not be tolerated or considered where duty 
demands that the public health be protected. 

The plea that no remedy exists must never be considered, 
for the Legislature has authority in the exercise of its police 
powers to make such requirements as are calculated to protect 
the public bealth; further, a Board of Health that has placed 
an efficient safeguard atthe mouth of the Mississippito keep out 
foreign pestilence (and, let it be said, with success and credit 
to the board) possesses the manhood and the ability to find 
the remedy; for there is a remedy, and the public safety and 
the dictates of reason and decency demand that it shall be 
applied.

REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGINT. 


| NEw ORLEANS, La., January 1, 1896. 
Dr. 8. R. Olliphant, President. 


_ In the last ten years no disease has been more closely and 
persistently studied than diphtheria, and with better results. 
Known, as it has been, under a variety of names since the 
time of Hippocrates, it has constantly existed and devastated 
all the countries of Asia, Africa, Europe and America. 
Making its appearance first as an epidemic, but gradually ac- 
climating itself in the places where introduced, it has re- 
mained endemic so much so that none of the large cities of 
the civilized world can boast of being free from it at the 
present time. 

Diphtheria attacks people at all ages, but infancy and early 
childhood seem to have special attractions for it; no social 
condition serves as a barrier to its progress, though the poor 
and those living in bad hygienic surroundings are especially 
liable to it, and with them its victims are greater in number. 
In every 10,000 inhabitants five to ten die annually of it, 
and no disease, with the exception of tuberculosis, makes more 
victims. In Russia the total mortality to the number of 
eases is 40 per cent.; in England nearly 23 per cent.; in 
Switzerland 14 per cent. ; in France from 24 to 50 per cent. 
In the United States the mortality is also very great, and in 
New Orleans it is as great as in Russia. 

Diphtheria is a specific infectious and highly-contagious 
disease, characterized by the production of false membranes 
on the surface of the mucous membranes and of the skin, - 
when the latter is denuded of its epithelium, and a profound 
alteration of the blood and of:the different organs of the 
body. Though, as just stated, the false membranes may ex- 
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tend to all the mucous surfaces and even to the abraided skin 
or the surface of wounds, it is usually limited to the lining 
of the mouth, palate, pharynx and air passages. Asa rule, 
it shows itself first on the tonsils or pharynx, but occasionally 
it makes its appearance first in the nose or the larynx, in- 
volving later on the other parts, but exceptionally is hmited 
to one or other of the two last-mentioned parts. 


The specific infection of diphtheria has been suspected for 
a long time to be a micro-organism. Laboulbene, in 1861, 
thought he had discovered the germ, and Tigri, Hallier, Max 
Jaffe, Rud. Demme, Classen, Oertel, Wassilof, Biihl, Neu- 
man, Tournasi and Kberth all accepted this theory, and many 
of them pointed out different schizomycetes as the causus 
morbi. It remained for Klebs, in 1882, and Loeffler, in 1884, 
to first correctly describe and study the bacillus which bears 
their combined names, the ‘‘ Klebs-Loeffler,’’ and to establish 
beyond the shadow of a doubt its causal relation to the dis- 
ease. The bacillus was found always in the false membranes 
but never in the blood or deep-seated organs of diphtheritie 
patients, and when apphed to the pharynx of susceptible 
animals produced the symptoms of the disease. 

Roux and Yersin, in France, shortly after confirmed the 
experiments of Loeffler, and further showed that this bacillus 
secretes a toxalbumin or ptomaine, which they were enabled 
by filtration through unglazed porcelain to get separated from 


the bacillus. This ptomaine when injected under the skin in 


the rabbit and guinea pig produced the blood poisoning, renal 
and nervous symptoms of true diphtheria. 

Welch and Abbott, in this country, repeated these experi- 
ments with absolutely analogous results, and a number of 
other talented and careful observers have since confirmed 
and accepted the same. 

The Klebs-Leeffler bacillus is a short rod, of about the same 
length, but two or three times as thick as the tubercle bacillus ; 
it stains readily with all the alkaline aniline dyes and by 
Gram’s method, but much more charateristically with the 
alkaline methyl-blue of Loeffler. It is irregular in shape, 
sometimes thick in the centre, at other times bulging at one 
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or both ends, and again somewhat curved. It grows best at 
the temperature of the blood, 99 deg. to 100 deg. F., but can 
grow at temperatures varying from 75 deg. to 105 deg. F. 
So far as known it produces no spores, but possesses great 
vital resistance. It grows artificially on gelatine, agar, glyc- 
erine, milk, white of egg and potato; it grows faster and 
more properly, however, in blood serum prepared according 
to Leeffler’s direction. In this medium, when kept at the tem- 
perature of 100 deg. F., we are enabled sometimes in five or 
six hours to detect a growth with the naked eye, and always 
at the end of twelve hours to have a’sufficient growth for ex- 
amination. 


In the last two years such rapid and satisfactory studies 
have been made in this direction, chiefly through the exer- 
tions of Baginsky of Berlin, Martin of Paris, Park of New 
York, and a score of others, that we are enabled by means 
of bacteriological examination to make an early and absolute 
diagnosis of this disease and differentiate it positively from 


-other non-infectious, and, asa rule benign diseases which 


give rise to exudates in the pharynx, tonsils and respiratory 
tracts. 
No one better than the general practitioner with a large 


practice appreciates the difficulties in many cases of making 


an early differential diagnosis between diphtheria and other 
exudative throat diseases, and, therefore, hails with delight 
any scientific measure which allows him to come to an early 
conclusion, and so save not only many lives in his clientele, 
but in many instances relieves him of great mental anxiety 
and physical worry. 


With the knowledge and appreciation ot those recent dis- 


coveries and investigations at the suggestion and owing to the 


energetic efforts of Dr. F. W. Parham, then chief sanitary 
inspector, and of Dr. Felix Formento, chairman of the labora- 
tory committee, the Louisiana State Board of Health decided, 
in February, 1894, to establish a bacteriological laboratory. 
I was elected bacteriologist of the board. 

By special permission of the Faculty of the Medical De- 
partment of the Tulane University of Louisiana, the thor- 
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oughly and newly.equipped bacteriological laboratory of that 
institution has been used for the purpose of carrying on the 
work. Owing tothe lack of funds, the regular work of this 
laboratory was inaugurated only on the 15th of April, 1894, 
and the amount of material sent and submitted to us for ex- 
amination since then serves to testify better than words as to 
the usefulness of this measure. 

The plan of work is very much the same as that pursued in 
New York with some minor alterations. New Orleans, then, 
next to New York, was the first city to establish such a 
laboratory, an example followed by nearly all other cities of 
the world. 

First a circular letter was sent to all the registered physi- 
cians residing in the parish of Orleans, informing them ofthe 
establishment of this work, telling them of a number of sta- 
tions in convenient places in town: where pure culture tubes 
were deposited and could be obtained free of cost, and giving 
them in detail directions as to the proper method of inoecu- 
lating the tubes when required. | 

The circular letter read as follows: 


LOUISIANA STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
NEw ORLEANS, April, 1894. 


CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION CONCERNING THE USE OF BACTERIAL 
CULTURES FOR THE DIAGNOSIS OF DIPHTHERIA: 


Recent bacterial investigations have shown that a con- 
siderable proportion of the cases of pseudomembranous and 
exudative inflammations of the throat and upper air passages, 
commonly considered as diphtheria, and having the anatomi- 
eal appearance found in diphtheria, are not true diphtheria. 
These cases may be called pseudo or false diphtheria. On 
the other hand, cases of apparently simple sore throat,which 
would ordinarily not excite suspicion of diphtheria, prove on 
bacteriological examination to be real diphtheria. These 
eases are especially dangerous, because although often very 
mild and apt to be overlooked, are nevertheless capable of 
giving rise to serious and even fatal cases of diphtheria. 
Cases of so-called membranous croup are likewise shown to 
be in most instances diphtheria, and are capable of trans- 
mitting the disease. 
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Recognizing these admitted ‘facts, the Board of Health of 
the State of Louisiana has made arrangements to have these 
bacteriological investigations carried on, and has elected Dr. 
P. KE. Archinard, bacteriologist. The doctor will make ex- 
aminations free of charge of all specimens sent him, accord- 
ing to the regulations prescribed in this circular. Physicians 
are urged to send these cultures as early as possible, as the 
bacilli frequently disappear very early in the disease. 


Directions for Making Cultures in Suspected Cases of Diphtheria. 


The patient should be placed inthe best light attainable, 
and, if a child, properly held. In cases where it is possible to 
get a good view of the throat, depress the tongue and rub the 
cotton swab gently, but freely, against any visible pseudo- 
membrane or exudate. 

In other cases, including those in which the exudate is con- 
fined to the larynx, open the mouth and pass the swab back 
till it reaches the pharynx, and then rub it freely against the 
mucous membrane. Without laying the swab down with- 
draw the cotton plug from the culture tube, insert the swab, 


and rub that portion of it which has touched the exudate 


gently back and forth along the surface of the blood serum. 
Then replace: the swab in its own tube, plug up both tubes, 
and return the whole outfit at once to the station from which 
it was obtained. The tubes will be collected in the afternoon 
up to 6 o’clock. 

The diagnosis will be ready by noon the following day, and 
the report left at the address given by the physician. Cases 
which prove fo be false diphtheria will not be noticed by the 
Board of Health. Cases, on the other hand, which prove to 
be true diphtheria will be subjected to the usual rules and 
regulations covering contagious diseases. 

As recent investigations have demonstrated the presence of 
the bacillus in some eases for many days aiter the disappear- 
ance of the false membranes, itis, therefore, desirable in all 
eases of true diphtheria to make a second inoculation before 
disinfection.

The following was sent to every druggist in New Orleans, 
giving each the opportunity, provided he complied with the 
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simple rules therein contained, of having a diphtheria culture 
depot established at his place of business: 


Sir—On account of the recent advances in scientific 
methods, the Board of Health has determined to establish a 
number of of free diphtheria culture depots in the city. The 
proprietor or manager of any drug store who will apply for 
the establishment of same and signify his willingness to 
comply with the following rules will be accepted : 


Rules for Druggists Having Diphtheria Culture Depots. 


The boxes are to be kept in a cool, dry place, and not to be 
handled except when necessary. 

They are to be given only to physicians, or to some respon- 
sible person making the demand for a physician. 

Whenever a box is taken away for inoculation the druggist 
_ must insist that same be returned to him within a reasonable 
time, and in case of failure he must report the fact to the 
bacteriologist, with the name of the person keeping same, 
and the date of his having obtained it. 

The plugs must. never be removed from culture and rod 
tubes in boxes. 

Before delivering boxes the druggist must see that culture 
tube is not dessicated. 

Upon the return of the inoculated box he must see that 
the blank form is properly filled in. 

He must, every day, not later than 7 Pp. m., either telephone 
to No. 734, Dr. P. E. Archinard, that he has .an inoculated 
box, or send same to his residence, No. 1219 North Rampart 
street. 

All druggists wishing to have depots established at their 
stores will please make proper demand, and signify their in- 
tention of abiding by the above rules, not later than July 31, 
at which time a printed list of all depots will be mailed to 
every practitioner of medicine in New Orleans. -

sponded favorably and were, together with the principal 
hospitals, accepted as custodians of the culture tubes. 

The materials required for making inoculations consist of a 
small box, such as children use to carry pencils to school; in

thisbox are enclosed two glass test tubes, whose opened ends 
are stoppered with cotton. One of the tubes is fitted with a 
swab, and the other has the culture medium. 

Inside of the box can be found printed directions as to the 
manner of making diphtheria cultures. 

Whenever a culture box has been inoculated from a ease of 
diphtheria it is returned to the druggist where first taken and 
the Bacteriological Laboratory notified. The box is sent for, 
put in the incubator at 100 deg. F., and in twelve hours is 
ready for examination. As promised in the circular, the 
next morning a report is sent to the medical practitioner in 
attendance, and also a duplicate report to the Chief Inspector 
of the board. Those reports are in one of three forms, ac- 
cording as the case is positively a case of diphtheria or is 
not a case of diphtheria, when it is called pseudo or false 
diphtheria, or thirdly, when in rare instances something hap- 
pens making a diagnosis impossible.

In the laboratory these culture tubes are kept forty-eight 
hours for the purpose of allowing any one interested to verify 
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same. The preparation properly colored and permanently 
mounted and numbered, are kept for future reference. The 
essential parts of the demand blank are entered in a specially 
kept book, and all the cases are registered with their find- 
ings. For this purpose three books are kept; one for the 
positive, one for the negative and one for the doubtful cases. 

The number of tubes examined from 1894 to January, 1896, 
amount to 1584, distributed as follows, and giving the fol- 
lowing results :

Shortly after the establishment of the laboratory the 
great discoveries of Behring and Roux, with reference of 
the serum treatment of diphtheria, were made known to the 
world. | 

In November, 1894, the bacteriologist of the board requested 
a leave of absence, which was granted him, so that at his own 
expense he might visit the centres of Hurope, study the 
effects of the new remedy and report as to its value. On his 
return he made the following report: 


GENTLEMEN—Aftter consultation with my friends, I felt it 
incumbent upon me as Bacteriologist of the Board of Health 
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and Demonstrator of Bacteriology in the Medical Department, 
to personally investigate the new method of treating diph- 
theria by means of serum injections, the success of which 
was being reported daily, both by the medical and lay press. 
For this purpose, some six months ago, I left New Orleans 
and visited New York, after which | embarked for Europe, 
and spent a week in Paris; then went to Berlin and then to 
Hoechst, near Frankfurt. The result of my observations in 
all these places it is my purpose to lay before you to-day, and 
also to answer to the best of my knowledge all questions it 
may please you to address me concerning serum therapy. 

For the sake of simplifying the subject, it will be best to 
divide it into three parts: . 

First, to report the result of my observations into the 
chemical value of the serum; to speak of the production of 
the toxine, and lastly, of the manufacture of the anti-toxine 
serum. | 

In New York, at the time of my visit, there were no patients 
being treated, as the supply of the agent first imported had 
already been consumed. I met, however, Dr. White, the 
resident physician of the Willard—Parker Diphtheria Hospital, 
who told me that he had treated with Behring’s serum twenty 
cases of diphtheria, all of which were bad and almost hope- 
less cases, in the majority of which the larynx was involved, 
with a mortality of five cases. This he considered extremely 
favorable, as the greater number of these twenty cases would 
certainly have died without the serum. 

In Paris I visited twice daily for a week the diphtheria 
pavilion of the Hospital des Enfante Malades, and saw 
treated with serum twenty-nine cases in all. Of this num- 
ber two were tracheotomized soon after admission, and seven 
were intubated ; there were two fatal cases; one of these two 
cases died twenty-six hours after admission, and the other 
had broncho-pneumonia as a complication. 

Neither of the tracheotomized children died, while one 
of the deaths was an intubated case. The serum used was 
from the Roux Laboratory; the amount injected at a time 
was 20 c. c. fora child weighing forty pounds, and propor- 
tionately less for lighter weights. The injections were re- 
peated in full or half doses, in twenty-four hours, or even in 
twelve hours in bad cases; the average number of injections 
were two to a ease, but in some eases five or six doses were 
given. The temperature and condition of the pulse, along 
with other bad symptoms, served as a guide for the repetition 
uf the medicine. The injections were made on the side of the 
abdomen and seemed to be accompanied with little or no 
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pain, the serum being absorbed ina few minutes. Occasion- 
ally, after the injections, the child developed an eruption re- 
sembling measles or scarlet fever, but this was of short dura- 
tion and considered of no importance. Sometimes this eruption 
showed itself only on the sixth or seventh day, but was 
actually of no serious import, and lasted but a few hours. 
The cases there are classified after bacteriological examination 
into those that contain nothing but the Klebs-Loeffler bacilli, 
those that contain the bacilli mixed with staphylococci, and 
those that contain no bacilli but cocci alone. The latter are 
excluded as not being cases of diphtheria, and are not in- 
cluded in the twenty-nine cases above mentioned. Of the 
three other classes those in which the bacilli are mixed with 
the streptococci are considered the worst cases, and as a rule 


the deaths that occur are among these. The two deaths 


above mentioned belong to that class. Occasionally we have 
in association with the bacilli the pneumococcus of Frenkol. 
This is looked upon as specially bad, for we have then as a 
complication broncho-pneumonia. Except in the fatal ter- 
mination of some of the eases, it is not possible, clinically, to 
make a distinction between cases containing bacilli alone or 
those in which the bacilli are in association; the bacterio- 
logical examination has to be solely depended upon for this 
differential diagnosis. 

All the cases are examined before admission to ascertain if 
they show any suspicious symptoms of diphtheria. They are 
unmediately injected with serum and a culture made from 
their throat. Meanwhile, they are kept in the same ward 
with the positive cases, that is, provided they have no measles, 
searlet fever, or some other infectious disease, and it is re- 
markable and goes to show the prophylactic value of the 
serum that none of these false cases have ever developed the 
disease from this exposure. 

Dr. Chaillon has charge of the serum treatment in the 
Paris hospital. 

In Germany I visited the Charité of Berlin, the diphtheria 
pavilion of which is under the charge of Dr. Kossel. There 
were in all, at the time of my visit, twenty cases of diph- 
theria, several with tracheotomy tubes. All were convales- 


eing, no deaths occurring in the two days of my stay. There 


had been, I was told by an American gentleman . who had 
been a daily attendant at the place, only two deaths in as 
many weeks. Dr. Kossel informed me that since the begin- 
ning of the serum treatment some time in March or April 
last, the number of deaths had amounted to nine; he could 
not, however, give me the total number of cases treated, as 
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he had not as yet tabulated them. The serum used in this 
hospital is the Behring serum; ten cubic centimeters of No. 
2 are injected; they seldom have reason to repeat the dose. 
The injections are made in the back, below the shoulder 
blades. 

The Kaiser und Kaiserin Infections Krankheitshaus in 
Berlin, the diphtheria service of which is in charge of 
Dr. Baginsky, was then inspected by me. I found this 
the largest and best hospital of the kind of all those I 
visited in Europe, though, except as to size, in no way su- 
perior to the New York hospital. I was shown through by 
Dr. Baginsky, and saw a number of diphtheria cases. The 
total number of cases treated in the hospital for November, 
1894, was 120. with a mortality of 13 per cent. as compared 


with 53 per cent. in 1893, when the number of cases was — 


about the same. The doctor is a great clinician, understands 
the disease thoroughly, having had charge of the special hos- 
pital for a number of years, and a great believer in the serum 
treatment. When asked in what its benefits show itself 
chiefly, he said in the reduced mortality and the shortening 
of the disease, and also in this: formerly in cases of laryn- 
geal diphtheria, intubation having been resorted to upon ad- 
mission, it was often found necessary later to perform trache- 
otomy; since the inauguration of the serum treatment, how- 
ever, the latter operation was never necessary after the first 
twenty-four hours. 

In this hospital, in mild cases, ten cubie centimeters of No. 
1 is injected immediately after admission; in more severe 
cases ten cubic centimeters of No. 2, and in extreme cases, 
twenty cubic centimeters of No. 2 or ten cubic centimeters of 


No. 3, when the latter can be obtained. The injections are — 


sometimes, but rarely, repeated, the doctor preferring large 
doses at first to smaller repeated doses. The injection is 
never made more than twice. Heis guided.in his dosage and 
in the repetition of the same, more by the general aspect and 
grouping together of the symptoms of the case than by the 
temperature, remarking that the worst cases of diphtheria are 
attended with little or no rise in temperature. The serum 
used here was at first Aronson’s, but lately, owing to the 
failure of that supply, Behring’s serum has been used. 


To obtain serum, as you all know, it is necessary first . 


to obtain toxine, a toxalbuminen secreted by the bacilli. Ex- 
perience has shown that this is secreted in greater quantity 
in old cultures which are given a free supply of air. In 
practice in New York, as well as in Berlin and in Paris, the 
Roux method is followed. A virulent culture, of which one- 
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tenth cubic centimeter is capable of killing a guinea pig of 
500 grammes in twenty-four to forty-eight hours, is planted 
anew in first bouillon and kept at a temperature of 37 deg. 
C.; after one day’s growth twenty to forty cubic centimeters 
of this second culture is introduced into 500 grammes of ster- 
ilized bouillon in a Fembach flask of two ltres’ capacity. 
These fiasks are flat-bottomed and provided with a double- 
glass tubulature, one at the top and the other about one and 
one-half inches from the bottom. 

In both of these tubes a stopper of cotton wadding is in- 
troduced before sterilization. A constant current of moist air - 
is made to enter the flask at the top and to make its exit at the 
bottom one, the whole apparatus being kept at a temperature 
of 37 deg. C. for from three to four weeks. At the end of 
that time the bouillon is covered with a heavy scum made up 
of the detritus of dead bacilli, and there is also a heavy de- 
posit of the same nature at the bottom of the flask. The 
bouillon is then filtered through a specially-arranged Cham- 
berlain filter of unglazed porcelain, known as the Martin 
filter, and the strength of the filtrate tested on guinea pigs. 
To be accepted as sufficiently strong in. toxine, one-tenth 
eubic centimeter of the filtrate must kill a 500-gramme ani- 
mal in from twenty-four to forty-eight hours. 

The Germans classify their toxine according to the quantity 
required to kill one kilogramme of animal in the required 
time, as follows: Toxine, 0.2, toxine, 0.25, or 0.3, ete. 

To manufacture this toxine special apparatuses are neces- 
sary, and can now be obtained from most ‘European dealers 
in bacteriological instruments. 

In Paris the toxine is manufactured for use in the serum 
plant by Dr. Martin, Dr. Roux’s assistant, who takes special 
pains to exhibit its detail to any well-accredited visitor. In 
the German plants, on the contrary, the manufacturing is in 
the hands of dealers, who employ their own, no doubt com- 
petent, bacteriologists. These, when you present yourself 
with letters of introduction, are pleasant enough, and allow 
you to visit their well-equipped special laboratories, but 

you are hurried through and little time given you to observe, 
and no explanations are given. 

When the toxine has been fully tested and found of 
sufficient strength—that is, 0.1 ¢.c. (1-10 ¢.c.)—if it is able 
to kill a guinea pig of 500 grammes, it is ready for use in 
immunizing the animals which are to furnish the anti-toxine 
serum. | 

Of all animals used for this purpose the horse is considered 
the best. Firstly, because it is able to withstand sufficiently 
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large doses of the toxine without too great reaction, and 
secondly, because large quantities of blood can be periodical- 
ly abstracted from it without bad effects. 

Smaller animals, as the rabbit and guinea pigs, give, when 
immunized, a very active serum, but this can only be obtained 
in quantities too Small to be of practical benefit, and again, 
they are so susceptible to the poison that immunization with 
them is difficult. The same applies to dogs, sheep and goats, 
though to a lesser degree. Cows are harder to immunize, 
because more susceptible to small doses of toxine, and give 
less powerful serum and in smaller quantities than horses. 

To immunize a horse it is necessary to begin, first, by in- 
jecting subcutaneously at the collar-bone, or at the shoulder, 
with asmall dose of pure toxine, say half a cubic centimeter, 
or, better still, with one cubic centimeter of toxine alternated 
with a half cubic centimeter of Gram’s iodine solution. This 
generally rises to local oedema and swelling, and is to a con- 
siderable extent accompanied with fever and cramps in the 
extremities. At the end of two or three days at most, how- 
ever, these phenomena subside, and on the fifth or sixth day 
the original dose is repeated with little or no reaction. A few 
days later the pure toxine, orone and a half cubic centi- 
meters, and a half cubic centimeter of Gram’s solution is 
given, and so on, every fifth day, and progressively larger and 
larger doses of the poison are introduced until the animal can 
stand 80 to 100 cubic centimeters of toxine with no general 
reaction. It is to be noticed that, as the doses ace increased, 
the general reaction is less, though the local cedema is 
greater, but this quickly disappears, ° 

When a horse has been injected in this manner with no 
less than 500 grammes of toxine, his serum is tested, and 
when that is found to beof not less than 50,000’ power, a 
large supply of it is drawn and made ready for use. Some- 
times 100,000 power can be obtained, but this is rare. 

To test the serum, a quantity equivalent to 1-50,000 part of 
the weight of an animal must protect it fully from a fatal 
dose of toxine or bacilli introduced in it at the Same time, or 
immediately afterward. When this occurs, the serum is ac- 
cepted, otherwise the animal from which it is obtained must 
be further immunized. 

To obtain the serum from an immunized horse; after cut- 
ting off the hair over one of the jugular veins, the parts are 
washed with a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, its skin is 
slightly cut and a special sterilized trocar introduced, point 
downward, in the vein, pressure being made on the vessel 
from below with the hand, the canula of the trocar, fitted to a 
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sterilized rubber tube in the matter connected with a steril- 
ized glass jar, into which the blood is collected. After the 
bleeding the canula is quickly withdrawn, and the hand- 
making pressure is sunultaneously removed from the vein. 
The animal, if things have been properly and carefully per- 


formed, is no worse for the bleeding, unless this has been ex- 


cessive. From four to six hters of blood can generally be 
abstracted from an average-sized horse at each bleeding and 
the bleeding can be repeated every twenty or thirty days, the 
animal, meanwhile, on every third of fourth day receiving a 
large dose of toxine. The jars in which the blood is collected: 
(well protected from external contamination) must be placed 
in an ice chest, and the blood allowed slowly to separate into 
its serum and clot. At the end of twenty-four hours the 
serum is drawn off by means of a Pasteur pipette and put up 
in twenty gramme sterilized bottles, to each of which a small 
piece of burning camphor’is added, and it is then ready for 
use. 

The Germans do not classify their serum according to its 
protective power on animals, but according to the amount re- 
quired to neutralize a given quantity of normal toxine. They 
have three preparations. The weakest, No. 1, can neutralize 
600 times its weight of normal toxine; No. 2, 1000 and No. 3, 
1500. No. 3, which is equivalent to 1-100,000 of the French, 
is very rare. Of the most common, Nos. 1 and 2, the latter 
is stronger than the 1-50,000 of the French, and is better. 

From the above it will be seen that, to judge of the value 


- of a given serum, it is only necessary to test it on animals in 


conjunction with a normal toxine. Experiments on the human 
being must necessarily be in some instances unsafe, and at 
all times very unsatisfactory. I believe this will show the 
necessity of a well-equipped laboratory for the preparation 
of toxine, and if to this is added a well-provided stable, the 
manufacture of anti-toxine can be easily made. ALI this, 
however, should be under strict medical supervision. Our 
markets will soon be flooded with different brands of serum, 
of greater or lesser value and purity, all of which will re- 
quire to be thoroughly tested before they can be accepted for 
medical use. 

In Franee they have taken time by the forelock, and already 
a law has been prepared, and in a short time will be passed, 
making it a crime, punishable by both fine and imprisonment, 
for any one to manufacture serum outside of the Paris plant, 
which will be a government institution. I think that in this 
matter, in which our profession and the public have taken 
such deep interest we should not lag behind, but should 
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come forward and establish our own plant and manufacture 
our ownserum. This is the most desirable and the safest. 
Imbued with these ideas, and being determined to have serum 
manufactured in New Orleans, I have purchased in Europe, 
-at my own risk, all the necessary laboratory outfit for the 
manufacture of the toxine, so as to procure the serum. 
Meanwhile, as such a plant can only furnish serum in a few 
months, I made arrangements to obtain from Germany, start- 
ing from the 15th of this month, twenty to thirty tubes every 
two weeks, and in France I have the formal promise of Dr. 
Roux that from the middle of January I will be able to obtain 
a moderate amount of the preparation at regular intervals. 

Were it possible in man, as it 18 always feasible in animals, 
by inoculation to obtain cases of pure diphtheria, and to be- 
gin the treatment in the very beginning of the disease, I be- 
lieve it would bea great rarity to hear of a death from diph- 
theria; as it is, owing to the inewitable complications often 
found associated with the disease, and also on account of the 
lateness of the time when the treatment is applied, in a very 
large proportion of the cases, lam afraid that we must always 
look for a certain number of deaths from the dreadful scourge. 
However, as the experiences in Paris and Berlin have fully 
demonstrated, the number of fatal cases can be and will be re- 
duced to figures ten times smaller than they were two or three 
years back. :

_ Meanwhile a commission of physicians was appointed in 
New Orleans to study the effects of the antitoxine treatment. 

Our bacteriologist was: made the guardian of the serum for 
this commission, and it became incumbent on him to test the 
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serum on lower animals. After three months of laborious 
work the report of the commission was made, and declared 
favorable to the use of the serum in all cases. The remainder 
of the fund appropriated by the City Council and the Board 


of Health and collected from private sources for the purpose > 


of purchasing serum for indigent cases was turned over to the 
Board of Health to further carry on those provisions. 

The board accepted the trust and the Bacteriological Labora- 
tory was instructed to carry on this work. Accordingly the 
following circular was issued by the Board to physicians :

DeaR Docror—Your special attention is called to the faet 
that the Board of Health is furnishing Diphtheria Antitoxine 
Serum free of charge to reputable physicians, for use on in- 
digent cases. This service will be continued as long as the 
funds justify. 

By special arrangements with Messrs. I. L. Lyons & Co., 
these gentlemen will always keep on hand a limited supply of 
Board of Health well-preserved antitoxine, to be sold for the 
use of those able to pay for same For the free serum appli- 
cation must be made to Dr. P. EK. Archinard, at the laboratory 
of Tulane University, and all demands must be accompanied 
with a diphtheria culture tube made from the throat of 
patient.

We are sorry to see this fund is nearly exhausted, though 
afew doses of serum are still on hand. 

It might be well here to state the good results of the serum 
treatment of diphtheria. 

Whenever antitoxine has been used all the world over, 
beneficial effects have always followed its introduction and 
the mortality has desrepsed to the extent that there has been 
only one death from diphtheria where formerly there were 
two or three deaths. . 

In New Orleans a medical commission organized to test the 
value of this treatment concludes its report as follows: Of 
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250 patients treated with serum, 21 died, a mortality of 8 2-3 
per cent., whereas, during the same time there were 80 other 
eases of the disease in the city which were not inoculated with 
serum, either through negligence or want of confidence in the 
agent; of those 80, 18 died, or nearly 25 per cent. From this 
we are free to conclude that in the 250 cases treated with 
antitoxine, and of which 21 died, the mortality without serum 
would have been 63; in other words, forty-two young lives 
were saved in the city of New Orleans during the last six ' 
months by the use of antitoxine. Can any one estimate the 
valus of these forty-two lives? 


SPECIAL WORK OF LABORATORY. 


Besides the above, in a number of instances, the laboratory 
has made in conjunction with the chemist of the board the 
examination of contaminated water and adulterated milk and 
has at times furnished valuable information. all of which has 
been presented in special reports to the board. 

In a number of cases for the meat inspector, organs and se- 
-eretions of diseased and dead animals have been examined 
bacteriologically. 

In conelusion, Mr. President, the usefulness of this labora- 
tory might be greatly increased if depots were established 
where physicians could obtain the material for preserving the 
sputum of their tubercular pauper patients and those suffer- 
ing from other contagious diseases and send same to the 
_ laboratory for examination. 

This would, of course, require a greater outlay of apparatus 
and the corresponding expense of a greater sum of money, 
but all of this would redound to the benefit of the people. 

I wish to commend my assistants, Dr. O. L. Pothier, who 
acted from April, 1894 to March, 1895, and Dr. John J. Ar- 
ehinard, from March 1, 1895 to date,and James A. Archinard 
my clerk and messenger, for their proficient work and the 
great help they have given me in this tedious and at times

NEw ORLEANS, Feb. 138, 1896. 
To the President-and Members of the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN—The subject of meat inspection, as well as the 
correlative branches of dairy inspection, and the general sub- 
ject of infectious diseases in animals, are decidedly in their 
infancy, not only in our State, but throughout the civilized 
world. 

The subject of meat inspection, however, has already at- 
tained a degree of perfection in some parts of the United 
States, and almost all over Europe, that it justly commands 
the respect not only of the Sanito-Medical and Veterinary 
fraternities, but its practical value is pep nnine to receive 
‘public endorsement. 

The chemical inspection of milk is almost universal, and it 
constitutes a very necessary regulation, especially from a 
commercial standpoint, and one that can not be too vigor- 
ously enforced; after all it is only partial. It starts at the ? 
end of the problem with the milk, and often many hours after 
leaving the cow. Whereas it should start with the producer of 
the milk, with the cow and her environment. | 

With the above introductory remarks I shall treat in this 
report first, of our meat inspection, then of the question of 
milk inspection, especially with reference to Bovine Tuber- 
culosis and the various methods of its repression in our dairy 
herds, and finally of the various infectious diseases in our 
domesticated animals, which I have encountered in my 
private practice and as a public functionary. 


Meat INSPECTION. 


As you well know, there are four public slaughter houses 
supplying the bulk of the meat to our city.’ In addition to 
these sources, considerable dressed meat is shipped from the 
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West, and I am informed this trade is rapidly increasing, 


much to the chagrin of our local dealers. 


Unfortuately two of our local slaughter houses are not under 
the control of this board; the one in Carrollton and the one 
in Algiers, as these two thus far have obstinately refused to 
defray the expenses of an inspection service. 


The Western meat all bears the stamp of government in- 
Spection, and this board has no supervision over it, ex- 
cept as to its condition upon arrival here. 


All that I have seen, and that, too, in the hottest weather, 
was in a perfect state of preservation. Rumors have reached 
me from time to time that spoiled meat was being introduced 
into our markets from these Western establishments. After 
probing into these reports, making personal inquiries and 
sending my assistant to almost every market in town to ex- 
amine this meat as offered for public sale, I failed to find any- 
thing wrong with it. 

However, a diligent watch should be kept over all our 
markets, and a full corps of trained inspectors should be 
placed in charge of this work, not only to look after all im- 
ported meat, and meat smuggled into the markets, but also to 
examine fish, vegetables, and especially game and poultry, 
which are often sold like fruit on the ‘‘ Dago stands,’’ ranged 
in little piles and costing in an inverse ratio according to the 
degree of decomposition. 


The expense of the meat inspection service in Paris is 336,- 
000 franes, or $67,200. There are seventy-nine veterinarians, 
and twelve ‘‘ surveillants,’’ or lay inspectors, making a total 
of ninety-one inspectors. 


This force is under the supervision of the Prefect of 
Police; it it subdivided according to the municipal districts, 
and inspects both at the slaughter houses and markets, which 
are fitted up with microscopic laboratories and every con- 
venience and facility for conducting efficient work. 

During my absence the Crescent City Abattoir Co. completed 
and put into operation its new refrigerator and killing pen. 
The work has been done in a thorough and substantial man- 
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ner, no expense being spared, and much eredit is due this 
company for this real improvement. Judging from the zeal 
with which the butchers seem to avail themselves of this 
acquisition forebodes success in the company’s undertaking. 

The refrigerating of meat certainly improves it in some un- 
explainable way, not to mention its influence in retarding de- 
composition. The best piece of pork I ever ate had been re- 
frigerated for ninety days. 

The New Orleans Abattoir Company shows under its new 
administration every symptom of prosperity, and their hams, _ 

‘corned beef and sausages are finding a ready market in this. 
city and in the neighboring country. 

Before leaving this subject I desire to draw your attention 
to a matter that needs your consideration : 

What I refer to is the absurd and defunct practice of the 
liberal application of the bellows to the calves and yearlings. 

This custom, I believe, exists in no other part of the world 
except New Orleans. At all events, whether it be permitted 
anywhere else or not, it should be stopped here. 

It is not only a gross deception on the public to fill the 
areolar tissues with air, which simulates fat and makes a piece 
of veal look like what it is not, but, as I shall demonstrate in 
a moment, it deceives the inspector. Furthermore, blowing 
the calves hastens decomposition, as the foul exhalation of 
the slaughter houses which is pumped into the tissues of our 
meat, is a perfect hot bed for the ‘‘bacterium termo,’’ and 
the other-saprogenous ferments. 

In addition to this survival of antebellum days, it is ceustom- 
ary to leave the hides on to keep the meat clean until it 
reaches the markets. 

The result is every calf-being inflated tothree or four times © 
its normal diameter, and the hide being unremoved, that — 
their bloated carcasses look as much alike as peas in a pod, 
and to inspect them is simply out of the question. 

In short, it is an unnecessary, absurd, antiquated, unsani- 
tary and deceptive and disgusting habit that should be 
immediately repressed. ens 

The butchers may allege that the meat will get dirty, that

TRICHINA. 


I regret to acknowledge that in my effort to inspect our local 
abattoir it has been impossible to carry out any systematic ex- 
amination for this most dreaded of parasitic diseases in hogs. 
It would require the entire time of at least one man to do this 
work anything like justice. 
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In the agricultural report of 1893 of the United States gov- 
ernment, under the heading of ‘‘Meat Inspection,’’ 1,960,069 
hogs were examined for trichina; of these 60,108 were af- 
fected, or 3 1-20 per cent. 

There is no reason why our hogs should not be affected to 
the same extent. These figures should command our atten- 
tion and lead to some definite action by our board. 


Dartry INSPECTION. 


The subject of the ‘‘ Sanitary Inspection of Dairies,’’ and 
Veterinary Inspection of the dairy cattle is now agitating the 
entire civilized globe, and thus far nothing positive has been 
determined as to the best method for carrying out this work, 
and it is still in an experimental state. 

The pages of veterinary literature are crowded with innu- 
merable suggestions. pertinent to this subject. All are eager 
to map out the best way to eradicate diseases from the dairy 
herds, and to formulate a system of inspection in keeping 
with the scientific light, and the advanced ideas of the age. 

The principal drawback thus far, the world over, is owing 
to the enormous cost of furnishing an adequate and satis- 
factory service. 

Other minor reasons, such as the ignorance among the 
dairymen themselves as to the real intention of those endeav- 
oring to abate the existing evils. The farmers and dairymen 
have thrown every obstacle in the way of amelioration. 

This subject of Dairy Inspection has a two-fold signifi- 


cance, viz.: The protection of public health and the guarding 


of public wealth. Whatever contributes to conserve the vast 
capital invested in a country’s enormous milk-supplying 
apparatus is no insignificant factor in the welfare of public 
wealth. 

The State can ill afford to be apathetic in allowing her 
dairy herds to be enervated by diseases, and her public 
health menaced from this source. 

The public should demand a thorough sanitary control over 
one of its most important and dangerous articles of diet. 

The milk producers should demand that their herds be pro- 
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tected from the various contagious diseases to which, through 
no carelessness on their part, they are exposed. 

It would not be amiss here for me to borrow from Dr. L. 
Coit’s report before the New Jersey Board of Health; he goes 
on to say: | 


‘‘Ithas been claimed that 20 per cent. of all who are born 
to man in large centres of population die during the so-called 
nursing period. 

‘¢That there is a general lack of robust health in city 
children, most of whom are fed on milk contaminated with 
stable filth. 

‘¢ That there is a lack of physical resistance in city children 
to epidemic disease, resulting from a want of suitable food 
to conserve their highest development. 

‘¢That ignorance and greed in those engaged in the pro- 
duction of milk prevails; and its delicate nature is disregard- 
ed in the commercial expedients for its sale. 

‘That micro-organisms are found in all milk after it is 
drawn, but never in the healthy udder. 

‘¢That these bacteria and micrococci are found in such 
countless numbers that milk which contains 100,000 in a cubic 
centimetre (fifteen drops) is considered remarkably clean. 

‘¢That milk before it spoils contains in the same amount 
probably 500,000,000 of germ, which may represent as may 
as forty different varieties. 

‘¢That the records of infectious, contagious endemics have 
often shown them to be indigenous to the dairy. 

‘¢ That so-called cholera infantum and the summer diarr- 
heeas among children are now regarded by authorities to be 
wholly due to milk infection. 

‘¢That nearly 30 per cent. of all deaths in many large cities 
from all causes and in .all periods of life are infants of the 
first year. 

‘‘That it has been claimed that 60 per cent. of hand: fed 
babies perish before they are five years of age. 

‘¢ That the mortality from nutritional disorders, directly or 
indirectly, during the first year comprises nearly 90 per cent. 
of the whole.’’ 
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I shall read to you directly a list of questions which was 
submitted to a number of dairymen, and from the informa- 
tion obtained from the answers to these questions it was my 
intention to formulate a scheme which would cover all the 
points embraced therein. Furthermore, those who contem- 
plate undertaking the dairy business in the future, or those 
who are public-spirited enough to make the necessary im- 
provements in order to keep abreast of the times, would 
be enabled to comply with every sanitary regulation, and 
could avail themselves of every safeguard against endanger- 
ing the public health and jeopardizing their own capital 
invested. 

In fact, no one should be allowed to embark in the dairy 
business without complying with all the regulations and re- 


quirements of the board as regards the light, ventilation, ete., 


to be provided for by law. 
This board should be prepared to furnish, free of charge or 


at a nominal fee, plans and specifications for the construction — 


of dairy barns, or else should have the right to withhold a 
permit unless proper respect were paid to the fundamental 
principles of hygiene. [I had hoped to present to you to-night 
the scheme referred to, with the plans of a model dairy barn 
and surroundings as adapted to this climate and soil, but I 
must ask for further time. 

The following are the interrogatories to which I alluded a 
moment ago: ,

Number of cows, bulls, calves, horses?

. Size of cow lot? 
12. Number of openings in barn; position of same, and 
size of each (square feet)? 
13. How many acres of pasture (if any)? 
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14. Kind of water and quantity for drinking; kind of water 
for washing utensils and udders? 

15. Is there milk room, is it wire-screened and separate 
from dwelling house and barn? 

16. Is separator used, or is cream skimmed? 

17. Is areator used? 

18. Is strainer used? 

19. Are cans protected from sun by covered wagons? 

20. Are cattle groomed? 

21. How often fed? 

22. What is fed and in what quantity? 

23. Is stable swept and all cows in barn; when sweeping is 
done? 

24. Where is manure pile situated? 

25. What disposition is made of manure? 

26. Is there any particular breed of cattle? 

27. Is milk delivered in cans or bottles? 

28. Are milker’s hands and cow’s udders washed before 
milking? 

29. How far above ground is barn floor? 

30. Are any members of dairyman’s family or employees 
sick; if so, what disease? 

31. Are rope or chain halters used or stanchions? 

32. Are cows placed back to back or head to head? 

33. Are cows tested with tuberculin; how many reacted, 
ete. ? 


As to this last question, which is admittedly one of the 
most important involved in the dairy problem, the consensus 
of opinion, both in Europe and in this country, much time 
having been spent in trying to arrive at a satisfactory solu- 
tion, is that the great white scourge will have to be gradually 
weeded out. It can never be eradicated or stamped out by 
the same drastic and aggressive measures applicable to such 
diseases as charbon or pleuropneumonia, although it is among 
our milk cattle to an alarming extent, and has been for years 
past, and it is steadily on the increase. 

We certainly have no authority, nor do we ever wish for 
such autocratic power, to destroy the dairyman’s sole means 
of bread-winning because his herd is diseased, unless the State 
reimburse him for any loss sustained in its confiscation for 
the public health. | 

During the months of May and June, 1895, I inspected, with 
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the assistance of Mr. L. H. Gardner, Jr., twelve dairies, and 
used tuberculin in three of these on sixty-four cows. Thirty- 
one of these reacted, or forty-eight per cent. Two of the 
dairies were made up of well-fed, well-kept graded Kentucky 
and Holstein cows, the remaining dairy contained Creole 
cows exclusively. The percentage of cows which reacted in 
the first dairies was forty. The percentage of the Creole cows 
which reacted was fifty-nine. 


These dairies were specially selected because I expected 
there would be an unusually low reaction from the general 
condition of the cows and good appearance of the dairies. In 
this I was disappointed, as the above figures will show. The 
percentage ran so high I hesitated for the time being to carry 
my experiment any further, especially as my next step would 
- lead me into those dairies where the cows were half starved, 
and where filth and neglect prevailed. The above figures 
should speak for themselves, and should not need any further 
comments. 


Are we to let this matter drop here, or is it your determina- 
tion to push this work any further? 


As to the reliability of the tuberculin employed in these 
investigations there should be no conjecture. I, afterward, 
at the bidding of this board, purchased seven cows at the 
Crescent City Slaughterhouse, art had been sent there to 
be butchered, by one of our local dairymen. 


Three of these reacted, and on post mortem showed unmis- 
takable signs of tuberculosis. The remaining four that failed 
to react were sound. 


Furthermore, I took special pains while in Paris last sum- 
mer to visit the Pasteur Institute, where my reagent was 
manufactured. I also visited the commercial agent in Paris, 
from whom the material was ordered, and found ree 
perfectly satisfactory. 


Two hundred and forty thousand dollars ropneanes the 
total monetary value of our city cows, at the rate of $30 per 
cow; 25 per cent. of this, or $60,000, would be necessary to 
compensate these people in order to undertake this work on 
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a wholesale basis, or $30,000 if only half compensation were 
allowed. | 

Not that $60,000 is one dollar too much to devote to one of 
the most important sanitary improvements of the day, but I 
am firmly convinced that a less radical method, and one 
equally as thorough, although extending over a longer period, 
would be preferable, insofar as unavoidable mistakes are less 
apt to occur, and injustice is less apt to be done. 


Massachusetts, with her $100,000 appropriation for the ex- 
termination of tuberculosis, has decided to employ much more 
temperate methods than she started with. 


On the first of last September Paris was to inaugurate a 
system of dairy inspection, and her efforts in this direction 
will be watched with the greatest interest. No definite plans 
had been worked out when I was there, but the thoroughness 
and discretion which are displayed in all such undertakings 
in the Old World makes me confident that we may, expect valu- 
able suggestions from them. 

The most rational basis for starting this work is good drain- 
age, ventilation and general sanitary improvement. 

The open air life of pastures sometimes effects almost a cure, 

A dairy upon strictly sanitary principles has been estab- 
lished at Independence, Mo. Sterilized milk and prepared 
milk, combinations on physicians’ prescriptions, will be a 
feature of the undertaking. A veterinarian has been 
engaged to direct the sanitary arrangements and to have su- 
pervision over the physical welfare of the cattle. 

One of the most practicable and inexpensive suggestions 
for weeding out tuberculosis comes from W. Goodman of 
Dorpat. aoe 

His method is to inoculate all the cattle and to separate 
those that do and those that do not react. Of course, the 
more complete this separation the more efficient the remedy. 

All the calves henceforth are to be raised on the milk of 
healthy cows. Then test every year all the calves and new 
comers, and separate these in the same manner. To start 
with, all the barns should be thoroughly disinfected, and 
there should afterward be no communication between the 
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well and sick. Thus, inch by inch we may expel the enemy 
from every lurking place. Prof. Goodman met with most 
flattering results on trying this method. 

Whereas, 1n 1891, the calves that were undiscriminately 
fed, showed 41.73 per cent. diseased and uncertain; those 
during 1891-92, and 1892-93, being fed exclusively on sound 
milk, showed 13.34 per cent. and 14.10 per cent. respectively 
of deceased and uncertain. | 

Another consideration of paramount importance in main- 
taining the soundness of a dairy herd is in the careful selec- 
tion of a hardy breed. What is desirable is an animal with 
a good constitution and with good milking qualities. 

Most of the students of functional gymnasties consider that 
an addition of the Cotentin or Norman is to be desired to 
infuse robustness into the ordinary dairy stock. 

The Cotentin resists tuberculosis, and is, in the words of 
another, ‘‘one of the most healthy, hardy, vigorous, gentle, 
large and useful dairy-and-beef-combined breeds of the world. 
The Norman cows at maturity attain 1200 to 1600 pounds 
the oxen reach from 2200 to even 4000 pounds. The head 
is, like the bones, large; the body long and deep, the hips 
broad, the legs short and stout, the skin thick but mellow, 
the coat red roan, spotted about the head and shoulders; 
some have white faces and some a cream fawn.’’ I sawa 
fine herd of the latter color at Suresnes; they were used to 
supply a sanitarium at that place. 


‘‘The udders are large, deep and broad, but placed high 
up, though yielding a large flow of milk—twenty, twenty-five, 
thirty or even forty quarts per day. The Isequay butter 
brings, at the Halles Centrales at auctionin Paris, the highest 
price the year through. 

‘‘The veal from Normandy stock is the largest and best in 
Paris.’’ 

The Swiss ‘‘Simmenthal’’ would also fulfill the same 
purpose as the Norman, having many of the same qualities. 
I was also fortunate to see some prize winners of this breed 
during the agricultural fair at Berne last September. 

By following these suggestions and by working along these 
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lines with care and discrimination we would gradually ex- 
tirpate tuberculosis from our dairies without shaking the 
foundations of the dairy interests, or trampling upon the 
rights of person or property. 
This work should be started at the earliest moment, just as 
soon as sufficient funds can be realized to undertake it in 
: anything but a perfunctory manner, and to carry it out to a 
successful issue. 


GLANDERS. 


Since my last biennial reportto this board, February, 1894, 
sixteen horses and mules have been inoculated with mallein 
by myself; four reacted and were destroyed, and the necrop- 
sies in each ease Showed decided glanderous lesions. There 
were several other cases so well marked as not to require 
inoculation; five of these were destroyed and two died. 

This makes an aggregate of eleven cases; nine of these 
were horses, two mules. 

The mallein used in two cases was prepared by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; in the other fourteen cases it was 
bought of I. L. Lyons, and obtained from the Pasteur labor- 
atory of Paris through their agent in New York. 

The following is a copy of an ordinance which emanated 
from this board on the subject of glanders, June 28, 1893: 


Be it ordained by the Council of the City of New Orleans, That 
no person or persons shall bring into or within the hmits of 
the city of New Orleans any animals sick with glanders. It 
is made the duty of the officers of the police force, and also 
of all owners or persons in charge of animals, including 
veterinary surgeons, to promptly report to the Board of 
Health any case or cases coming to their knowledge of animals 
sick with glanders, as also every case which may be regarded 
as suspicious, or exhibiting symptoms of said disease. 

It is further ordained, That whenever any animal is pro- 
nounced glandered by the Veterinary Surgeon of the Board of 
Health, or by any other graduated and reputable veterinary 
surgeon, the Board of Health shall order the killing of such 
animal and the disposition of the carcass in such manner as 
said Board of Health may deem safest. All animals sus- 
pected of glanders shall be isolated, at owner’s expense, in 
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such manner as the Board of Health may designate, until the 
true condition of the animal is established. Any owner of 
any animal having cause to suspect the same to be glandered, 
or any veterinary surgeon treating any animal so suspected, 
who shall fail to report immediately such suspected case to 
the Board of Health, shall for each such neglect, or failure to 
thus report, be fined in a sum not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars, or imprisoned not exceeding thirty days; and any owner 
not submitting any animal suspected of being glandered to 
investigation and proper inspection by the Veterinary Sur- 
geon of the Board of Health for ascertainment of its condi- 
tion, or not isolating a suspected animal as the Board of 
Health may direct, or removing or killing or disposing of any 
glandered or suspected animal in a manner contrary to the 
directions and intendments of this ordinance, shall for each 
offence be fined not more than twenty-five dollars or im- 
prisoned not more than thirty days. 

All ordinances in conflict with this ordinance, and all upon 
thei me subject matter, are hereby repealed.

DIPHTHERIA. 


One authentic case of diphtheria in a dog has come under 
my observation during the month of May, 1894. .The diag- 
nosis was confirmed in this case by Dr. P. E. Archinard, the 
Bacteriologist of this board. <A report of this case was made 
to the board, and was published in the Veterinary Magazine, 
August, 1894. | 


RABIES. 


I know of but two cases of dumb rabies occurring in the 
dog within the last two years ; both were destroyed by myself. 


OsTEO PoRosIs. 


Although oeteo porosis, or big head, can not be strictly 
classed among the infectious diseases, yet its behavior some- 
times would entitle it to that rank. Hundreds of horses 
succumb to this intractable affection annually—some few 
recover. Among the agriculturalists of Switzerland this 
malady goes by the name of ‘‘maladie du son,’’ or bran 
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disease, and the Swiss always withhold bran whenever a case 
developes. 
One fact is certain, and that is that I have had more cases 


of big head among the horses of the fire department than in 


all the rest of my practice, and these horses are accustomed 
to receive large rations of bran. 

I have had one genuine case in a mule recently, which had 
to be destroyed finally. This is the oTLY. case inamule I 


have seen recorded. 


TETANUS. 


The number of horses and mules affected with tetanus, 
especially of the traumatic form, in our city is legion; this, 
of course, is due to our unswept streets and the nails to 
which our draught animals are exposed. Perhaps about 25 
per cent recover (7). 


CHARBON. 


This disease, which is so prevalent and often so fatal in 
our alluvial parishes during favorable seasons, has also re- 
ceived considerable attention in my capacity as a private 
practitioner. 

The form of the disease which prevails with us is charbon 
bacteridien, and not symptomatic charbon, as is commonly 
supposed, that is, aS far as our mules and horses are con- 
cerned. 

Summer before last (1894), I inoculated about 500 mules to 
produce immunity against this disease, and with most gratify- 


‘ing results. 


This being a prophylactic measure, I should like to see its 
introduction become general throughout our State, as it is in 
many parts of Kurope. 

‘‘In France alone in the year 1893, 281,333 sheep were inoc- 
ulated, and 38,154 beef and cows. Sixty-nine hundredths of 
one per cent. of sheep and eighteen hundredths of one per 


‘cent. of beef and cows died after inoculation, while ten per 


cent. of sheep and five per cent. of beef and cows succumbed 
to charbon during the years before the introduction of vacci- 
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nation.’’ The above figures are quoted from Nocard’s ‘‘Les 
Maladies Microbiennes.’’ 

Two inoculations have to be made about twelve days apart, 
and it is wise to re-inoculate every spring, as the immunity 
lasts only about twelve months. 


MALARIAL AND TYPHOIDAL FEVERS. 


There has been considerable loss during the past summer 
among city mules and horses that were placed on pasture. 
The liver is the principal seat of this disease. One case 
that came under my observation, showed a liver weighing 
thirty-three pounds, or three times the normal. I think it is 
the same disease as is known in the West as the bottom 
disease. It is very fatal and does not respond to treatment. 


ACTINOMYCOSIS. 


There has always been more or less actinomyecosis at our 
abattoirs, but the manner of slaughtering and dressing in 
vogue has made it impossible to determine the number or 
percentage of cases. All the cases that have come under my 
observation, however, have been of a purely local character, 
with more or less emaciation due to interferance of mastica- 
tion by tumors on the upper and lower jaws, and have not 
been condemned. Since the live stock inspectors have placed 
an embargo on actinomycostic cattle, it has almost disappear- 
ed from our slaughter houses. 

There have been many cases during the past fall of malig- 
nant, though not so fatal, influenza with pulmonary complica- 
tions, which it seems to me comes closer to Mosselman and 
Liénaux’ definition of typhoid fever than any I have ever seen. 

‘‘The mooted question as to the identity of equine and hu- 
man typhoid fever is now settled; Eberth’s bacillus does not 
occur in the equine disease and its inoculation to the: horse 
remains without effect.’? Mosselman & Lienaux Veterinary 
Microbiology (p. 312). 

On these last two diseases I hope to throw. more light at 
some subsequent time.

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APPENDIX H. 


To the Honorable Board of Health of the State of Lowisiana: 


GENTLEMEN—Since I have the honor of serving as attorney 
for this board, the legal busniess confided to my care, in your 
interest, has been considerable and important. The sys- 
tematic war inaugurated against the vending of adulterated 
milk has resulted in a very large number of prosecutions be- 
fore the Recorders’ Courts, the great majority of which have 
resulted in convictions and the impositions of fines. There 
was, at the beginning of my term, a resolute and organized 
resistance to the enforcement of sanitary legislation providing 
for milk inspections, and many of the cases were brought up 
on appeal and otherwise to the Supreme Court of this State. 
This circumstance was, in one respect, fortunate, for it led to 


the final judicial settlement of many constitutional questions 


involved. Objection was made that the milk inspectors of 
this board were without authority to demand a sample of the 
milk being sold on the street; this being, as was contended, 
a search and seizure and a taking of private property without 
compensation made, all forbidden by the Constitution. It was 
also urged that taking such samples, analyzing them and 
using the result of such analysis in evidence against the one 
forced to furnish same was compelling a person to furnish 
evidence against himself. All of these important issues 
were repeatedly and elaborately discussed, orally and by 
brief, and the decision was in all the cases favorable to the 
positions taken by this board. The principles established 
were that all persons selling food to the public earry on a 
business of quasi-public character; that the municipal au- 
thority has the right to regulate and control the sale thereof 
reasonably, and in the interest of public health; that, among 
other regulations, it may provide for inspection; that such 
inspection may be at any reasonable time or place; that the 
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cost of such inspection may be laid upon the owner of the 
property inspected, and that taking without compensation of 
a sample, sufficient for chemical analysis, is nothing more 
than imposing a fair expense or cost of inspection upon the 
owner of the property subjected thereto. 

In the same litigations another question of importance 
was also determined ‘involving the right of the municipal 
authority to fix a reasonable standard of excellence up to 
which all milk sold must.come, under penalty ofa fine. This 
is an important point, since it introduces the element of cer- 
tainty into these prosecutions, and enables the courts to deter- 
mine speedily, and justly also, whether the milk sold, or 
offered for sale, is fit or not fit for human consumption. | 


It has also been determined by all the recorders that both 


the owner of the dairy and the wagon driver are responsible 
for the sale of adulterated milk; this on the ground that such 
sale is a wrongful act, the perpetration of a public nuisance, 
rendering all directly or indirectly participating herein re- 
sponsible. The same principle has been applied in the case 
of other sanitary nuisances. 

In the case of the Board of Health vs. Maginnis Cotton Mill 
the Supreme Court recognized your honorable body as vested 
by law with the authority to adopt upon its own authority 


sanitary ordinances, and determined, also, that the Board of - 


Health could stay the course of a public nuisance by writ of 
injunction. 
Your honorable body, as also its various officers, has had 


occasion to frequently call upon me for legal advice in the — 


face of grave emergencies, and questions have been presented 
for speedy solution involving the most delicate principles of 
constitutional right. The condition of affairs at this par- 
ticular moment, when the board is laboring strenuously to 
avert an epidemic of small-pox, render it, I consider, useful 
to make public the conclusion I have had occasion to announce 
upon some points, at least, relative to the treatment of per- 
sons sick with or suspected of being affected by this dreaded 
malady. Where the inmate of a house is taken with a dan- 
gerously infectious disease, this board can at once quaran- 
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tine the premises, place guards to prevent for the time 
further ingress or egress, put up flags or other danger sig- 
nals. It can, if it deem in any case that such quarantine is 
impracticable, or will not prove a sufficient safeguard, and if 
the life of the sufferer be not thereby endangered, order such 
sick person removed to the pesthouse, and employ compul- 
sion if needed to enforce such removal. It is its duty, im- 
mediately upon the removal, recovery or death of the patient, 
to thoroughly disinfect and purify the premises, going even 
to the extent, if considered essential, of ordering the paper- 
ing on the wall to be removed. Articles, such as blankets, 
-matresses, etc., which have come into actual contact with the 
person of the small-pox patient, and which can not be surely 
ridded of the virus, must be destroyed. 

For such destruction neither the Board of Health nor any 
of its members or officers are responsibe in damages, nor 1s 
anything owing by your body for alleged value of the arti- 


'. cles destroyed. 


The reasons for this non-lhabilty on the part of the Board 
ot Health to pay for infected articles »destroyed are obvious. 
In the first place, the Legislature has not imposed such obli- 
gation upon the board and has not placed at its disposal any 
fund out of which such payments could be made. Furthermore, 
it is not the act of destruction which deprives the sufferer of 
his property, but the disease with which he or his have been 
unfortunately visited. A blanket, for instance, in its normal 
condition has a value. Some person may need it and be will- 
ing to pay the price demanded. But if the blanket be hope- 
lessly poisoned wih deadly virus no purchaser can be hon- 
estly had, and the article is absolutely without commercial 
value. Finally, sucha blanket is not only, as a consequence 
of its hopeless infection, deprived of actual value, but it be- 
comes a menace to its owner, to his family and to all stran- 
- gers to whom it might in succession pass if its retention or 
alienation be tolerated. Such an article is more dangerous 
than a rabid dog, for it is not of a few instants merely ; 
moreover, men can see and know the condition of a mad ani- 
mal and have their chance of escaping. 
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To say, therefore, that the the health authorities, in de-. 


stroying articles infected beyond remedy, are destroying 
property is to grossly mistake the case. So, too, the claim that 
the owner of a thing which, by agencies over which the pub 

lic authority has no control, has been rendered a menace to 
proprietor and stranger, can justly claim of the public, upon 
its destruction, the original value, is utterly indefensible. 

If parties in reduced circumstances are in such cases to be 
made whole, to have the damages occasioned them by the 
original visitation repaired, such relief is to be extended sole- 
ly from considerations of charity, and not of naked justice. 

Believing it may be further useful to the public, I present 
herewith, in the shape of brief syllabi, some of the principles 
settled by recent judicial decisions in behalf of this board. 

The labors of the undersigned, as attorney in behalf of this 
board in its continuous efforts to secure the public health and 
safety, have been greatly facilitated by the fidelity to duty 
and untiring energy of my brother officers each in his de- 
partment. The efficient co-operation especially of the vari- 
ous sanitary inspector has so fortified my hands as to 
enable me to secure in almost every proper case the infliction 
of a just penalty for violations of health ordinances. 

In fact, it may be truly stated, that through the prompt 
and rigid action of your inspectors and other officers in all 
cases where the health laws have been violated, your honor- 
able body has become a terror to all evil-doers in this line. 

By reason alone of the wholesome fear in which this board 
is held by the careless or evil-disposed in the matter of the 
public health, has it been possible to accomplish the truly 
vast results attained in this large metropolis with a pecuniary 
allowance meagre enough to shame a city of only 10,000 
inhabitants.

A grant of power conferred by the Legislature in the char- 
acter of a municipal corporation to pass and enforce ordi- 
nances to suppress and punish the sale of adulterated drinks 
is not recalled by a subsequent general statute providing for 
the prosecution of the same offence throughout the State. 
Hence, an ordinance of the city of New Orleans, adopted 
under a power to punish the sale of adulterated drinks and 
which punishes the adulteration of milk for sale, is not abro- 
gated by Act No. 82 of 1882, which defines and punishes the 
adulteration of drugs, food and drinks.

2. The Legislature may delegate to municipal corporations 
power to adopt and enforce ordinances on matters of special 
local importance though general statutes exist relating to the 
Same subjects. The same act may constitute a crime against 
the public law of the State and also a petty offence against a 
municipal regulation. The two offences in such a case being 
different each may be punished without violation of the con- 
stitutional prohibition against placing a person twice in 
jeopardy for the same offence. 

3. Violations of municipal ordinances constitute a class of 
offences that are in general throughout the country proceeded 
against summarily, and the right of trial by jury can not be 
constitutionally demanded.

men to furnish evidence against themselves, as taking private 
property for public use without compensation and without due 
process of law, as depriving them and their property of the 
equal protection of the law, and denying them protection in 
person and property from unreasonable researches and seiz- 
ures and authorizing invasion of the same, without warrant 
founded on oath or affirmation. , 

2. The ordinance is not unreasonable, vexatious and op-

1. The Board of Health is given the power and has im- 
posed upon it the duty of preserving and promoting the public 
health, and to that end is invested with authority to sue for 
the removal of public nuisances. 

2. The Board of Health of the State of Louisiana has power 
to adopt ordinances, tending to the preservation of the public 
health, and to fix penalties for their enforcement. 

3. Allowing the contents of a water closet to flow into the 
public gutters of a city constitutes a nuisance per se. 

4. A civil action on behalf of the public will lie if the nui- 
sance is public. 

5. A nuisance per se may be abated which affects the 
health, and under proper limitations and restrictions a writ 
of injunction may be issued, and this, although there be a 
municipal ordinance imposing a fine upon the act com- 
plained of. 

6. The functions of that writ, in behalf of the public, 
should only be exercised on the broad grounds of preventing 
irreparable injury, interminable litigation, and the protection 
of a public right. Their exercise is subject to the same perils 
and liabilities as an individual, if the thing abated is not in 
fact a nuisance.

The Board of Health is a portion of the State government 
discharging governmental functions. In default of special 
legislative warrant, said board can not be sued, or held in 
damages, for loss or injury to a vessel, by being grounded, 
while such vessel is in charge of a tug, owned by the board 
and employed in quarantine service. 





APPENDIX I. 


The New Orleans Sewerage Company, working under a 

franchise granted by the city in Ordinance No. 6142, C.5., 
has made considerable progress in its work. 
- This company, of which Dr. Joseph Holt is president, and 
Mr. Geo. G. Earl chief engineer, has matured its plans upon 
progressive though conservative lines. It has had them care- 
fully reviewed by Mr. Rudolph Hering, the eminent sanitary 
and hydraulic engineer of New York, and by Major B. M. 
Harrod, whose name in New Orleans needs no introduction. 
These two having approved them, the plans were submitted 
both to the City Council and to the Board of Health, with a 
full discussion of the same, and were by both bodies ap- 
proved. 

The franchise granted was for what is known as the Sepa- 
rate System; that is, it provides only for the removal of 
household wastes, storm water being excluded. The system 
as adopted deals with these liquid domestic wastes and with 
the seepage of ground water entering it, as well as witha 
considerable quantity of water introduced for flushing pur- 
poses, including some storm water from roofs at the heads 
of the system, where it will be a most effective flushing 
agent. 

The question of disposal of sewage for New Orleans, with 
the Mississippi river carrying the waters from half a con- 
tinent swiftly past her shores, was not difficult. This stream, 
unused for city supplies below, would afford sufficient dilu- ~ 
tion for the sewage of a population of many millions. It 
only remained to choose a point along its banks where a 
direct, powerful current would seize and bear away to the 
Gulf whatever entered it. At the foot of Barracks street such ~ 
a point is found. Here, and for a long distance beyond, is a 
direct, erosive current, without eddies or any chance of 
stranding or deposit. Here is located the 36-inch cast-iron 
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outlet pipe or force main. It discharges twenty-five feet be- 
low the low water level of the river, its end projecting, prac- 
tically, from a submerged precipice of clay, since the river a 
very few feet further out is over 100 feet deep. 


From this point the force main follows Barracks street to 
Rampart, Rampart to St. Ann, and St. Ann to the Pumping 
Station, which is located upon the site made historic by the 
old Parish Prison, whose warped and time-eaten walls have 
been demolished to give place to it. 


The buildings here will be neat and substantial, with at- 
tractive and well-kept surroundings, and to the uninitiated 
will give no evidence of their purpose. For the territory 
first to be sewered (from Lafayette avenue or Enghien street 
to Louisiana avenue, and practically from the river back to 
Claiborne street, or 140 miles of sewers) a total pump and 
boiler capacity sufficient to deliver 46,000,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours, against a head of sixty feet is provided. 
A maximum fiow of only 29,000,000 gallons is anticipated 
from this area, but since the retention of sewage at all is not 
proposed, a capacity of over 50 per cent. in excess of that re- 
quired is given to ensure continuous discharge despite the 
-posssible temporary disablement of any pumping unit. The 
pumps are direct-acting steam pumps similar to those used in 
ordinary waterworks practice, except that their valves will 
give amore capacious water way so as to prevent clogging 
by paper or rags that may reach them, They are four in 
number; one of 6,000,000 and one of 10,000,000 gallons 
capacity in twenty-four hours. (These two have already 
been contracted for of H. R. Worthington, Brooklyn, and 
will be the first erected), and two each of 15,000,000 gallons 
capacity. Owing to the depth from which the sewage must 
be lifted, these pumps are set some twelve feet below the 
ground level. They take their suction from the receiving 
chamber, forcing the sewage thence into the 36-inch force 
main under sufficient pressure to overcome the head due to 
the highest flood waters in the river and to impart a velocity 
of 64 feet per second to the sewage passing through said 
force main. 
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The receiving chamber, into which all the sewage enters 
before it is taken up by the pumps, is 100 feet long, 20 wide 
and 30 deep. It is covered over with a substantial brick arch 
whose top is some 9 feet below the surface, and has a side 
channel through which the sewage can be conducted to the 
proper compartment for either pump at will, thus allowing 
the cleaning of compartments not in use. 


It will be readily seen that this receiving chamber has no 
reservoir capacity. The flow from the length of sewers under 
consideration would fill it in less than 15 minutes. As the 
sewage enters it must be withdrawn, as it should be. All the 
sewage enters at one end of this chamber, and in entering 
passes through a coarse screen, the purpose of which is to 
intercept as far as possible those articles which should not, 
but do, enter sewers. From this screen daily will be col- 
lected a barrel or two of bottles, rags and general miscel- 
laneous matter which should in each case have caused a stop- 
page in the pipes of the house where it was introduced, but 
somehow has failed to point the lesson of a proper use of 
sewers which seems to be only learned through plumber’s 
bills when finally the phenomenal luck which carries such 
articles through house pipes has failed. 


From the receiving chamber the large main sewer leads 
up St. Ann street to Robertson street. It 1s semi-elliptical 
in section, 5 feet 4 inches horizontally by 6 feet 8 inches 
vertically, inside measurements, and its bottom is 24 feet 
below the surface. At Robertson and St. Ann streets the 
junction or ‘‘ Bell Mouth’’ is located by which the flow from 
the up-town and down-town main trunk sewers is brought to- 
gether. The sewer serving the lower part of the city is at 
this point elliptical in section, 3 feet by 4 feet 6 inches, in- 
side dimensions, and 20 feet deep. It gradually decreases in 
size and depth as it extends along Robertson street to St. Ber- 
nard avenue, and thence along Urquhart street to Lafayette 
avenue, the lower limit of the territory that will drain to the 
Orleans street pumping station. 

The main trunk sewer serving the upper part of the city is 
D feet. 2 inches by 6 feet 5%¢ inside dimensions, semi-ellip- 
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tical in shape, with the small end down so as to concentrate 
the smallest flow into the most efficient form for producing 
velocity. Its route is along Robertson and Locust streets, 
erossing under both navigation canals to Josephine street, then 
in a zig-zag course to Carondelet and Seventh streets, thence 
out Carondelet street to Louisiana avenue, gradually decrease 
ing in size and depth until, at Louisianaavenue, it is only 4 feet 
by 5 feet inside and 15 feet deep. The grade of this sewer 
is 1 foot in 2000 feet to the New Basin Canal, where a copious 
supply of water for flushing purposes can be obtained, and 
1 foot in 1537 feet from the New Basin Canal to Louisiana 
avenue, giving a fall of over 9 feet from the upper to the 
lower end in a distance of 17,500 feet. 

At Louisiana avenue this sewer is still large enough to 
receive the sewage of all the territory above it within the 
present city limits, and when all is closely built up. Said 
territory will ultimately be drained to a central pumping sta- 
tion within its own area and its sewage lifted into this trunk 
sewer to be carried to the receiving chamber at Orleans and 
Marais streets. 

The intention in the design of the trunk sewers above de- 
scribed has been to make them of ample capacity for the 
future need of all the territory between the upper city line 
and Lafayette avenue, and practically between the river and 
Broad street, assuming a population within the area of 500,- 
000 people. Roughly speaking, all sewage below Louisiana 
avenue will flow by gravity to the receiving chamber, while 
all above this point will be lifted into the main trunk sewer. 
It will thus be seen that the proposed plans contemplate no 
future enlargements within their area to cover ultimate needs. 


At various points along the line of the main sewer the sub- 
mains enter, varying in size from 15 to 30 inches in diameter 
and in depth from 9 to 16 feet. 


These in turn will decrease in size and depth as the terri- 
tory which they serve decreases, finally terminating in 8-inch 
lateral lines, which are, so to speak, the unit of the system. 
No pipe less than.8 inches will be used for street sewers and 
these will have a minimum grade of 1 foot in 833 feet, and 
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will nowhere be less than 5 feet 8 inches in depth at their 
shallowest end, thus ensuring unbroken grades below exist- 
ing gas and water mains and giving proper and continuous 
fall to 6-inch house connection branches, for the entrance of 
which proper sealed openings are left as the sewer is con- 
structed. 

MANHOLES. 


At each street intersection and at each change of grade or 

_ direction on all sewers, manholes are placed to allow in- 
spection, cleaning and removal of obstructions (should any 
occur), thus avoiding the necessity of tearing up the streets | 
to get access to the sewers. 


FLUSHING. 


The arrangement of the sub-mains and laterals is so ad- 
justed as to allow the greater part of the sewers to be flushed 
by the diversion of the stream furnished from a flushing main 
along the river front, which will give a supply of clean water 
under a strong head capable of completely filling at will, for 
as long as desired, any lateral sewer connected either directly 
or indirectly with it. This arrangement is unusual and far 
superior to the common method of flushing small sewers by 
means of flush tanks; 7. e. brick reservoirs at their heads 
holding about 200 gallons of water which are arranged to fill 
slowly with a very small stream, say once or twice in 
twenty-four hours, and when filled are automatically dis- 
charged of this water, through the connected sewer, in a few 
seconds. 

Where it has been found necessary to resort to flush tanks 
in the New Orleans work, better grades have been uniformly 
given than where the more effective method of flushing is ap- 
plicable. 

VENTILATION. 


Ample space for the free movement of air is allowed by so 
proportioning and placing the sewers that the line maximum 
flow of sewage will not more than half fill laterals and sub- 
mains, nor more than two-thirds fill the main trunk sewer; 
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and since no entering sewer will be submerged above its flow 
lines by the sewage passing it, the ventilation will be nowhere 
obstructed and fresh air currents will move throughout the 
entire system, leaving no length of unventilated pipe from the 
main sewer to the most remote house drain. No traps are 
placed upon house connection lines, and the sewers breathe 
freely through the extension of the soil pipe above the roof 
of each house connected thereto, while water seal traps pre- 
vent the entrance of air from the sewers into the house, and 
proper ‘‘back vents’’ ensure a circulation of air through every 
foot of each pipe in the house system. 


VELOCITY. 


A velocity of two feet a second in a running sewer running 
half full is the minimum allowed by good practice, in order 
that suspended matter may be carried along and not de- 
posited at low stages of water, and that a scouring effect 
may be produced by the maximum flow. Starting with a fall 
that will produce this velocity in the eight-inch sewers, the 
grades are so arranged as to give a constantly-increasing ve- 
locity as the sewer increases in size, until in the main sewer, 
when two-thirds full, the velocity will exceed three and one- 
half feet per second. 

This increasing velocity is given because a flushing dis- 
charge that will be effective in the smaller sewers will, as the ° 
size increases, and the distance from its source, have become 
only an inconsiderable increment to the flow and of very 
small effect. 

These velocities will carry sewage from the most remote 
parts of the system and deliver it into the Mississippi river 
in less than four hours from the moment of its discharge into 
the sewer. 

This prompt and rapid disposal does not allow time for 
putrefactive changes to commence, and the character of the 
liquid called sewage, discharged from the houses promptly as it 
is created by domestic use, and with the waste water therefrom, 
diluted by the seepage or ground water, which is estimated to 
furnish a flow of 1,000,000 gallons per square mile per day, 
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and further by the water furnished for flushing purposes, 
will really be about one part solid matter to 1000 parts water . 
(except for the solid matter already present in Mississippi — 
river water, which often carries a far greater proportionate 
load of solids in the form of silt than sewage contains). 

To sum up,then: Accessibility, dilution, uniformly acceler- 
ated motion, free and ample ventilation, and prompt final 
disposal at an unexceptional point of discharge where infinite 
further dilution and immediate removal are certain, are the 
factors composing the plan which has been adopted for the 
sewerage of New Orleans. 

No departure from usual good practice in flat cities, where 
a gravity outlet is unavailable has been found necessary, and 
consequently there is nothing which is not familiar to san- 
itary engineers and of undoubted successful operation.

mS 7 4 
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STATE LAWS. 


Sections of the Constitution of the State of Louisiana of 1879 Relating 
to Public Health. 


ARTICLE 118. There shall be a sheriff and coroner elected by the 
qualified voters of each parish in the State, except the parish of Or- 
leans, who shall be elected at the general elections and hold office for 
four years. - 


e 


The coroner shall act for and in place of the sheriff whenever the 
sheriff shall be the party interested, and whenever there shall bea 
vacancy in the office of sheriff, until such vacancy shall be filled; but 
he shall not during such vacancy discharge the duties of tax collector. 

ART. 120. The coroner in each parish shall be a doctor of medicine, 
regularly licensed to practice, and ex-officio parish physician; pro- 
vided, this article shall not apply to any parish in which there is no 
regularly licensed physician who will accept the‘oflice. 


ArT. 147. There shall be one coroner for the parish of Orleans, who 
shall be elected every four years by the qualified electors of said parish, 
and whose duties shall be regulated by law. He shall be ex-officio city 
physician of the city of New Orleans, and receive an annual salary of 
five thousand dollars, and no more. He shall be a practising physician 
of said city, and a graduate of the medical department of some uni- 
versity of respectable standing. He may appoint an assistant, having 
the same qualifications as himself, atan annual salary not exceeding 
three thousand dollars. The salaries of both coroner and assistant to 
be paid by the parish of Orleans. 

ART. 163. The General Assembly shall make it obligatory upon each 
parish to support all infirm, sick and disabled paupers residing within 
its limits; provided, that in every municipal corporation in a parish 
where the powers of the police jury do not extend the said corporation 
shall support its own infirm, sick and disabled paupers. 

ART. 170. The regulation of the sale of alcoholic or spirituous liquors 
is declared a police regulation, and the General Assembly may enact 
laws regulating their sale and use. 

ART. 178. The General Assembly shall provide for the interest of 
State medicine in all of its departments, for the protection of the people 
from unqualified practitioners of medicine, for protecting confi- 
dential communications made to medical men by their patients while 
under professional treatment and for the purpose of such treatment; 
for the establishment and maintenance of a State Board of Health. 

ArT. 248. The police juries of the several parishes and the consti- 
tuted authorities of all incorporated municipalities of the State shall 
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alone have the power of regnlating the slaughtering of cattle and 
other live stock within their respective limits; provided, no monopoly 
or exclusive privilege shall exist in this State, nor such business be 
restricted to the land or houses of any individual or corporation; pro- 
vided, the ordinances designating the places for slaughtering shall 
obtain the concurrent approval of the Board of Health or other sani- 
tary organization. 


AcT No. 336. 
An Act to Establish Quarantine for the Protection of the State. 


SECTION 1. Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana, in General Assembly convened, That there shall be 
a quarantine established below the city of New Orleans, on the River 
Mississippi, at a distance of not less than seventy miles, by the river, 
from the city; that the Board of Health to be elected under this act is 
hereby authorized to locate the quarantine ground, to receive the trans- 
fer of the necessary land in the name of the State, and to draw upon 
the Treasurer of the State for the necessary amount, out of the fund 
appropriated under this act; provided, the consent of the Governor of 
the State is given to said purchase. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That there shall be a Board of 
Health composed of nine competent citizens of the State, to be elected 
as follows: Three by the Council of New Orleans, on joint ballot, and 
six to be appointed by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate; the said members shall be selected in reference to their 
known Zeal in favor of a quarantine system. All the members of the 
board shall be commissioned by the Governor for the term of one year, 
after having filed and subscribed in the office of the Seeretary of State 
an Oath well and truly to enforce and comply with the provisions of 
an act entitled, ‘An Act to Establish Quarantine for the Protection of 
the State,’’ and in case of neglecting or failing to comply with the above 
required oath within ten days after their OPO or election their 
oftice shall be considered vacated. 

SEec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of. Health shall 
meet once a month from the first of November to the first of June, and 
once a week from the first of June to the first of November, and as often 
as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health shall 
meet and organize on the third Monday in April, and elect, out of their 
own number, a President, whose duty it shall be to reside in New Or- 
leans and superintend the different Quarantine Stations of the State; 
and it shall be his duty to visit them as often as the Board of Health 
shall deem necessary. He shall have the power to issue, during the 
adjournment, to constables or the sheriff, all orders and warrants pro- 
vided by the provisions of this act, and shall report to the Attorney 
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General all violations of the same. It shall be his duty to lay before 
the board at each meeting the business to be transacted, and a book in 
which he shall enter copies of all letters written by him, orders and 
warrants issued and a detail of all his acts. He shall present at each 
meeting all communications forwarded to him, and a report of the Res- 
ident Physician and Treasurer, and perform such other duties as shall 
be assigned to him by the Board of Health. He shall only be removed 
by impeachment and shall receive a salary of two thousand dollars a 
year. 


SEC. 5. Beit further enacted, etc., That four members of said board 
shall form a quorum; provided, however, that no contract for building 
Shall be entered into without the consent of the majority of the board. 


SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health shall 
authorize the Resident Physician to employ, in case of need, an Assistant 
Physician at the Quarantine ground on the Mississippi river, who shall 
act as his deputy, and whose salary shall not be more than two thou- 
sand dollars a year. The Board of Health shall have power to employ 
nurses and assistants to attend the sick, and such other persons as may 
be necessary to carry out proper quarantine regulations, and to fix their 
compensation; to fix the number of days of quarantine for vessels 
liable to it under sections ninth and thirteenth of this act, not to be 
less than ten days; to determine how said quarantine shall be per- 
formed, and to make out all legal regulations not provided by this act, 
nor contrary to the same, and necessary to carry out a proper system of 
quarantine, and to enforce the same by a fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars; to make rules and regulations for preserving good order 
and police within the limits of the Quarantine ground, and to impose 
penalties for the breach thereof; to contract for the necessary buildings 
at the Quarantine grounds; to appoint a Secretary who shall act as 
treasurer, whose salary shall be fifteen hundred dollars a year, and who 
shall furnish security in a sum of ten thousand dollars. It shall be his 
duty to keep a minute of the proceedings of the board, and all vouchers 
and expenditures made by authority of said board. The Board of 
Health shall have power to remove or cause to be removed any sub- 
stance which they may deem detrimental to the health of the city of 
New Orleans, and the commissioners of the streets shall execute their 
orders whenever not in conflict with the ordinances of the city or the 
laws of the State; to pass and enforce sanitary ordinances for the city, 
provided the same are approved by the Council and published as city 
ordinances; to define the duties of officers employed by them, and im- 
pose additional duties to officers appointed under this act; to issue war- 
rants to any constable, police officer or sheriff in the State; to appre- 
hend and remove such person or persons as can not be otherwise 
subjected to the provisions of this act, or who shall have violated the 
same, and whenever it shall be necessary so to do, to issue their war-

rant to the sheriff of the city or parish where any vessel may be, having 
violated the provisions of this act, commanding him to remove said 


vessel to the Quarantine Ground and arrest the officers thereof, al! - 


which warrants shall be executed by the officer to whom the same shall 
be directed, who shall possess the like powers in the execution thereof, 
and be entitled to the same compensation as if the same had been duly 
issued out of any court of the State. The Governor shall appoint a 
police ofticer to be designated as marshal, who shall be under the con- 
trol of said Board of Health, and reside at said Quarantine Station, on 
the Mississippi river, whose duties and powers shall correspond to 
those of a sheriff or constable, so far as regards the execution of war- 
rants and arrests of persons for violation of said quarantine regula- 
tions, and for said services shall receive the annual allowance of one 
thousand dollars. 


SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That there shall be a Quarantine 
Station at some point on the Rigolettes and another on the Atchafalaya 
river, two miles below Pilot’s Station, at the mouth of Wax bayou; 
the Board of Health is hereby empowered and it shall be their duty to 
locate them agreeably to the provisions of this section; but the provi- 
sions of this act shall only apply to the station at the Rigolettes from 
the day of the issuing of the proclamation of the Governor, as provided 
by section 13, declaring any port on the. lake shore or on the Gulf 
of Mexico to be an infected place, and shall remain in full force until 
suspended by a vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board of 
Health. The provisions of this act shall apply to and be enforced at 
Quarantine Station on the Atchafalaya river, from the first day of May 
to the first of November of each year, and also when the Governor 
shall have issued his proclamation, as provided by the thirteenth sec- 
tion, and in such a case shall remain in full force until suspended by a 
resolution voted for by two-thirds of the members of the Board of 
Health. There shall be no permanent building erected at Pilot’s 
Station on the Atchafalaya river, but the Board of Health shall use as 
hospital for the reception of the sick, hulls and cabins of steamboats. 
The Board of Health shall employ an officer, whose duty it shall 
be, and who is hereby empowered, to require from captains of vessels, 
steamboats or crafts having passed the station at the Rigolettes, or on 
the Atchafalaya river, the permit of the Resident Physician. The Board 
of Health shall appoint a Resident Physician for each of the two Quar- 
antine Stations on the Rigolettes and onthe Atchafalaya, and such other 
persons as may be necessary ; provided, their salary shall run only during 
such time as they shall thus be employed, aud shall in no case exceed 
for the time they shall have been thus employed the salary of the same 
officers at the Quarantine Station for the same space of time on the 
Mississippi. 

SEC. 8. Beit further enacted, etc., That the Resident Physician of the 
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Quarantine Ground shall receive a salary of five thousand dollars 
($5000), and shall be appointed by the Governor of the State, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, and removable at pleasure. 
It shall be his duty to visit every vessel coming from any port and en- 
tering the mouth of the Mississippi river. He shall require the captain 
of every vessel thus inspected to pay the following fees: For every 
ship, bark or sea-going steamer, the sum of twenty dollars, and fifteen 
for all other vessels; provided, nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to any vessel or craft going from New Orleans to sea and return- 
ing without having touched at any port, or at the quarantine, towboats 
excepted. ‘To all vessels not coming from any infected district, as pro- 
vided by section thirteen, or not having on board patients affected with 
cholera, yellow fever, pestilential, contagious or infectious diseases, or 
not in a foul condition, a certificate to that effect shall be given. It 
shall be his duty to return tothe Secretary of the Board of Health a week- 
ly list of vessels by him inspected, together with the amount collected 
for such inspections, which shallforma fund for fhe support of the 
quarantine. 


SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Resident Physician shall 
have the power, and it shall be his duty, to detain at the Quarantine 
Ground, with their cargoes, crews and passengers, all vessels coming 
from an infected district, as provided by section thirteen, or in a foul 
condition, or having on board persons affected with cholera, yellow 
fever, pestilential, contagious or infectious diseases, during such time 
as he may deem necessary—not less than ten days—to compel the cap- 
tain to land the sick at the Quarantine Ground, to fumigate and cleanse 
all such vessels, and to submit to such rules and regulations as will be 
hereafter provided by the Board of Health, and that all costs incurred 
for vessels found in a foul condition, including the sum of five dollars 
for the support of each and every sick person landed at the Quarantine 
Station, shall be borne by the captain and owners, and shall be paid to 
the Resident Physician, before a certificate, as provided by section eight, 
shall be given. 


SEC. 10. Beit further enacted, etc., That the Resident Physician shall 
have such other powers as may be delegated to him by the Board of 
Health, not contrary to the provisions of this act, and necessary to 
carry them into effect. It shall be his duty to remain at the Quaran- 
tine Ground, attend the sick and perform allsuch other duties as may 
be required of him by the Board of Health. 


SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health shall 
appoint a Treasurer for the Quarantine Ground on the Mississippi river, 
with a salary of fifteen hundred dollars ($1500) per annum, and who 
shall furnish security in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000). It 
shall be his duty to attend to the finances, collect all sums of money 
due by vessels in a foul condition, account and pay over to the Secre- 
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tary of the Board of Health all monthly balances in his hands, and 
shall receive and deliver the freight of all vessels ordered to be un- 
loaded, and perform such other duties as the Board of Health shall re- 
quire of him. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Board 
of Health shall deposit in bank all moneys paid over to him and shall 
keep a correct account of the same. He shall, moreover, present at 
each meeting of the board a statement of its affairs, and cause his ac- 
counts to be approved by the Auditor of Public Accounts every three 
months, and shall act as commissary for the purchase of provisions and 
supplies, and shall deposit in the bank all moneys paid over to him and 
perform such other duties as the Board of Health may assign to him. 


Sec. 13. Be it further enacted. etc., That the Governor of the State 
shall issue his proclamation, upon the advice of the Board of Health, 
declaring any place where there shall be reason to believe a pestilen- 
tial, contagious or infectious disease exists, to be an infected place, 
stating the number of days of quarantine to be performed. It shall be 
the duty of the Resident Physician to give timely notice to the Board 
of Health of the necessity of such proclamation. After such proclam- 
ation shall have been issued, all vessels arriving in the port of New 
Orleans, or at the Rigolettes, or the Atchafalaya station, from such in- 
fected place, shall be subject to quarantine, and shall, together with 
their officers, crews, passengers and cargoes, be subject to all regula- 
tions passed by the Board of Health, provided by this act. Every 
master of a vessel subject to a quarantine or a visitation, arriving in the 
port of New Orleans, who shall refuse or neglect either—first, to pro- 
ceed with and anchor his vessel at the place designated for quarantine 
at the time of his arrival; second, to submit his vessel, cargo and pas- 
sengers to the examination of the physician, and to furnish all neces- 
sary information to enable that officer to determine what quarantine 
shall be fixed for his vessel; third, to remain with his vessel at the 
Quarantine Ground during the period assigned for her quarantine, 
and while there to comply with the directions and regulations pre- 
scribed by this act, or by the Board of Health, or with such directions 
prescribed for his vessel, crew and cargo and passengers, by the Resident 
Physician, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be punished by a 
fine not exceeding two thousand dollars ($2000), or by imprisonment 
not exceeding twelve months, or by both, at the discretion of the 
court. 


SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, etc., That every person who shall violate 
the provisions of this act by refusing or neglecting to obey or comply with 
any order, prohibition or regulation made by the Board of Health in 
the exercise of the powers herein conferred, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of 
the court by which the offender shall be tried. It shall be the duty of

the captain of every towboat towing a vessel subject to quarantine or 
visitation to leave such vessel at the Quarantine Ground, and to inform 
the captain of the penalties attending a non-compliance with the 
provisions of this act. | 

SEC. 15. Be it further enacted, etc., That the captain of any sea-going 
vessel, steamboat or towboat violating the provisions of this act or the 
rules and regulations established or to be established by the Board of 
Health, shall be considered guilty of a misdemeanor and sentenced to 
pay a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars and imprisonment not 
exceeding one year. 


SEC. 16. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Resident Physician shall 
report to the Attorney General all violations of this act; and it shall 
be his duty to prosecute all persons thus offending; to collect the fines 
and remit the amount thereof to the Secretary of the Board of Health, 
whose duty it shall be to keep a separate book for fines collected, to be 
approved of every three months by the Attorney General, who shall 
receive such compensation as the board may fix for his services. 


Suc. 17. Be wt further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
Harbor Masters in their respective districts to demand of the captain 
of every vessel arriving from sea to New Orleans the permit of the 
Resident Physician, and to report to the Secretary of the Board of 
Health all vessels having entered the port without such permit. 

Srmc. 18. Be it further enacted, etc., That from the first of May to the 
first of November, all towboats plying from the mouth of the river to 
New Orleans shall be liable to inspection and quarantine, and it shall 
be the duty of the different Harbor Masters to require from the captains 
of said towboats the certificate of the Resident Physician, as provided 
by section eight, which certificate shall not be granted before a deten- 
tion of at least five, days; provided, nothing herein contained shall be 
so construed as to apply to towboats plying between New Orleans and 
the Quarantine ground, and no further. 

SEc. 19. Be it further enacted, etc., That the captain of any towboat or 
steamboat who shall receive on board of his boat freight, goods or pas- 
sengers from a vessel liable to inspection or quarantine, or who shall 
receive goods or passengers from the Quarantine Ground, without the 
permission of the Resident Physician, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding two thousand dollars ($2000), and by imprisonment, at the 
discretion of the court; and all violations of the provisions of this act 
at the quarantine station on the Mississippi river and at the Rigolettes 
shall be tried by the Criminal Court of New Orleans, and all violations 
of this act at the station on the Atchafalaya river shall be tried by the 
District Court of the parish of St. Mary. 

Src. 20. Be it further, enacted etc., That the Board of Health shall 
catise such extracts of this act to be made as they may deem necessary 
for the information of masters of vessels arriving in this State, and 
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shall cause a sufficient number to be printed and delivered to the 
pilots, to be distributed to the masters of vessels as before provided. 

SEC. 21. Be further enacted, etc., That every pilot, or any other per- 
Son acting as such, shall deliver to the master of every vessel inward 
bound one copy of the printed extract from this act, which shall be 
furnished him by the Board of Health; and any pilot refusing or 
neglecting so to do, or aiding or landing any passenger or other per- 
son, contrary to this act, shall forfeit one hundred dollars for every 
offence. 


SEC. 22. Be tt further enacted, etc., That every person who shall go 
on board of any vessel while performing quarantine, without the per- " 
mission of the resident physician or his assistant, shall forfeit the sum 
of fifty dollars. 


SEC. 23. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Quarantine Stations shall 
be known by that name, and their limits shall de designated by the 
board placed on the boundaries, on which shall be printed in large let- 
ters: ‘* These are the limits of the Quarantine Station.”’ 

SEC. 24. Be it furter enacted, etc., That the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars ($50,000) be and is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be paid to the Secretary of the 
Board of Health, on a resolution of the majority of the board, payable 
by instalments; provided, that the second and third instalments shall” 
not be paid until the accounts of the secretary of the Board of Health 
shall have been audited and approved by the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts for former disbursements. 

SEC. 25. Be it further enacted, etc., That the buildings to be erected 
at the Quarantine Station shall consist of—at the station on the Missis- 
sippi river—of two separate buildings, as hospitals for the sick, of a 
small house as residence for the officers appointed under this act, and 
of a well ventilated store for the reception of the freight of such infected 
vessels as the Resident Physician may deem necessary to cause to be 
unloaded. The buildings at the Rigolettes shall be constructed of 
wood, and consist of an hospital for the sick and of astore for the freight 
of vessels and steamboats ordered to be unloaded. At the Atchafalaya 
station a good shed shall be provided for the freight of vessels ordered 
to be unloaded. The Board of Health shall receive the transfer of such 
lands as may be necessary at the Rigolettes and on the Atchafalaya 
river, in the same manner and under the same conditions as are re- 
quired by section one, and all plans, specifications and contracts for 
the above bulldings shall be submitted to and approved by the Goy- 
ernor of the State; provided, that the cost of said buildings shall in no 
case exceed the amount hereinbefore appropriated. 

SEC. 26. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
Council of New Orleans, within ten days after the passage of this act, 
to elect three members of the Board of Health, as provided by section 
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second of this act; and all acts, resolutions and ordinances passed by 
them after the expiration of the delay herein prescribed, and before the 
election of the members of the board to be elected by them, shall be null 
and void. 

SEC. 27. Be tt further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health and their 
successors, is hereby created a body corporate, under the name of the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, to sue and be sued under 
that title. 

SEC. 28. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws in- 
consistent with the provisions of this act be andthe same are hereby 
repealed. 

SEC. 29. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

Act No. 279. 


An Act Supplementary to an Act Entitled ‘‘An Act Relative to Quaran- 
tine,’? Approved March 15, 1855. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That the Board of 
Health of the State of Louisiana shall authorize the Resident Physician 
of the Quarantine Station to employ an assistant physician, whose 
salary shall be two thousand dollars. The Board of Health shall have 
power to employ nurses and assistants to attend the sick, and. such 
other persons as may be required to carry out proper quarantine duties, 
and to fix their compensation. Also, to make all needful rules and 
regulations for the maintenance of quarantine, and to impose fines not 
exceeding five hundred dollars for contravention of established rules. 
The Board of Health shall have power to remove, or cause to be re- 
moved, any substance which they may deem detrimental to the health 
of New Orleans, and the Street Commissioners shall execute their 
orders whenever not in conflict with the ordinances of the city or the 
laws of the State; to pass sanitary ordinances for the city; provided, 
such are approved by the Council and published as city ordinances; to 
define the duties of the officers appointed by them; to issue warrants 
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to any constable, police officer or sheriff in the State, to issue their war- 

rants to the sheriff of the city of New Orleans, or of any parish where 

any vessel may be, to have such vessel, if they deem it necessary for 

the protection of health, removed to the Quarantine Station. The fees 

of said officer shall be paid by the* Board of Health. The Board of 

Health shall have power to extend the period of quarantine, should it' 
be deemed necessary by them. . 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Resident Physician at the 
Quarantine Station on the Mississippi river shall receive an annual 
salary of five thousand dollars ($5000) and shall be appointed by. the 
Governor of the State, with the consent of the Senate, and shall be re- 
movable at will of the Governor. It shall be the duty of the Resident 
Physician, or his assistant, to visit and inspect every vessel entering the 
port of New Orleans through the Mississippi river. Vessels free from 
disease, not in a foul condition, and not from an infected district (which 
shall be decided upon by the Resident Physician), shall be furnished 
with a certificate of health and allowed to proceed to the city. The 
Resident. Physician shall require for every certificate thus fur- 
nished the following fees: Every sailing vessel of 1000 tons and over 
shall pay thirty dollars ($30); every ship of 1000 tons or less shall pay 
twenty dollars ($20); every bark shall pay fifteen dollars ($15); every 


brig shall pay ten dollars ($10); every schooner shall pay seven. 


dollars and fifty cents ($7.50); every steamboat (towboats excepted) 
shall pay five dollars ($5); every steamship from Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi or Texas shall pay ten dollars ($10); every steamship from 
other ports shall pay twenty dollars ($20). The Resident Physician 
shall return to the secretary of the Board of Health a weekly list of all 
vessels inspected by him, as well as all fees collected by him, which 
shall form a fund for the support of quarantine. 


SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That all vessels in a foul condition, 
or vessels whose crews or passengers are suffering, or have suffered 
while on the voyage, from contagious, pestilential or infectious dis- 
eases, shall be detained by the Resident Physician at the Quarantine 
Station such time, not less than ten days, as may be deemed by him 
necessary. The Resident Physician shall have power, at his discretion, 
to grant permits to persons acclimated and healthy, to proceed to the 
city. He shall have power to compel the captains of vessels to land 
their sick at Quarantine, and to employ such means of purification of 
the vessel as may be directed by the Board of Health, and require the 
captains or owners of said vessels to defray the cost of purification. 


The captain or owners of vessels shall pay five dollars for such sick ~ 


person landed; nor shall a permit be issued until the payment of the 
same to the Resident Physician; which money shall be appropriated 
to hospital expenses. 

SEec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That in cases of emergency the 
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Board of Health shall have the power to issue proclamation of quaran- 
tine, without reference to the Governor, and to enact all needful regu- 
lations for the enforcement of the same. 

Src. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That vessels out ten days from in- 
fected ports, presenting clean bills of health, not having nor having had 
sickness on board, and which are not in foul condition, shall be per- 
mitted to pass to the city after thorough fumigation by disinfecting 
agents; to effect which purpose the Resident physician shall detain 
said vessels as long as he may deem necessary. The Resident Physi- 
cian shall, in all such cases, require evidence under oath; and he shall 
by this act be invested with the power to administer oaths whenever 
he may deem this necessary to attain the objects of quarantine. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That the office of assistant mar- 
shal, as created under the act relative to quarantine, approved March 
15, 1855, be and the same is hereby abolished. 

Sro. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws con- 
trary to the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed,

An Act to Amend an Act Entitled ‘*‘An Act to Establish Quarantine for 
the Protection of the State.”’ 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of. Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That the title of an 
act entitled ‘‘An Act to Establish Quarantine for the Protection of the 
State,’ approved March fifteenth, eighteen hundred aud fifty-five, be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: ‘‘An Act to Establish. 
Quarantine for the protection of the State; to create a Board of Health, 
and to define its powers and duties.”’ 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That section second of said act be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: There shall be a 
Board of Health composed of nine competent citizens of the State, 
three to be elected by the Council of New Orleans, on joint ballot, and 
six to be appointed by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. The said members shall be selected with reference to 
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their known zeal in favor of a quarantine system. The members of 
said board shall be commissioned by the Governor for the term of one 
year, after having subscribed and filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State an oath well and truly to enforce and comply with the provisions 
of said act and this amended act; and in case of neglecting or failing 
to comply with said required oath within ten days after their appoint- 
ment or election, their office shall be considered vacant. The said 
board shall have the power to appoint sanitary inspectors, not to ex- 
ceed six in number, one for each of the four districts of the city of New 
Orleans, and one for the city of Jefferson, and one for the portions of 
the parishes of Orleans and Jefferson situated upon the right bank of 
the Mississippi river, which said inspectors for the said four districts of 
the city of New Orleans shall be in place and in lieu of the four health ~ 
officers now appointed by the Council of New Orleans. The annual 
salaries of each of said inspectors shall not exceed the sum of two 
thousand four hundred dollars, and said salaries shall be paid by the 
respective cities and parishes for which said inspectors shall be ap- 
pointed, the parish of Orleans, right bank of the Mississippi river, pay- 
ing two-thirds and the parish of Jefferson, right bank, paying one- 
third of the salary of the inspector appointed for said portions of said 
parishes. Said inspectors shall be subject to removal at the pleasure 
of said board. 


SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., 'That section six of said act shall 
be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 


Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc.,-That the Board of Health shall 
have the power to employ nurses and assistants to attend the sick and 
such other persons as may be necessary to carry out the proper quaran- 
tine regulations, and to fix their compensation, to fix the number of days 
of quarantine for vessels liable to it under sections 9 and 13 of this act, 
not to be less than ten days; to determine how said quarantine shall be 
performed, and to make all legal regulations not provided by this act, 
nor contrary to the same, and necessary to carry out a proper system 
of quarantine, and to enforce the same by fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars; to make rules and regulations for preserving good order 
and police within the limits of the Quarantine Ground, and to impose 
penalties for the breach thereof; to contract for the necessary buildings 
at the quarantine grounds; to appoint a Secretary who shall act as 
Treasurer, whose salary shall be fifteen hundred dollars a year, and who 
shall furnish security in the sum of ten thousand dollars. It shall be 
his duty to keep a minute of the proceedings of the board and all 
vouchers and expenditures made by authority of said board. The said 
board shall have the power.to remove or cause to be removed any sub- 
stance, matter or thing which they may deem detrimental to health, 
whether such substance, matter or thing be in the cities of New 
Orleans or Jefferson, or in the parishes of Orleans or Jefferson, on the 
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right bank of the Mississippi river; and the respective Street Commis- 
sioners of said cities and Police Juries of said parishes shall, without 
delay, execute the orders of said board with reference to the removal 
of such substance, matter or thing, and the expenses necessarily in- 
curred in making such removal, as well as those incurred for the 
purposes of disinfection and removal of sick persons, shall be borne 
respectively by said cities, and said portions of said parishes from 
which such removal or wherein such disinfection shall take place. The 
said board shall have power to pass and enforce by adequate fine, not in 
any case to exceed fifty dollars, sanitary ordinances for and within the 
cities of New Orleans and Jefferson, and the parishes of Orleans and 
Jefferson, on the right bank of the Mississippi river, and for the pur- 
pose of enforcement of said ordinances, as well as of this act and the 
act entitled ‘‘An Act to establish quarantine for the protection of the 
State,’’ and the amendments thereto; the said board shall have power 
to sue in its own name in any civil court having competent jurisdiction, 
for any fines or pecuniary liabilities imposed by said ordinances, or by 
said acts or amended acts; and said fines or moneys so recovered shall 
become a portion of the funds of said board. 

And should any street commissioner, or street contractor, or any per- 
son contracting or employed to clean the streets, after having been duly 
notified, neglect or refuse to obey any necessary sanitary order or ordi- 
nance of said board coming within the purview of this act, such street 
commissioner or street contractor, or person contracting or employed 
to clean the streets, shall be held personally liable the same as if the 
matter or thing complained of was by his original fault. The board 
shall have control of the sanitary police within the aforesaid cities and 
the said portions of the aforesaid parishes where such sanitary police 
is upon duty; which force shall at all times consist of not less than one 
officer for each of the four districts of the city of New Orleans, one for 
the city of Jefferson and one for the parishes of Orleans and Jefferson, 
on the right bank of the Mississippi river; and, in case of actual or 
threatened epidemic, said board shall have power to call upon the 
Board of Metropolitan Police for such additional sanitary police force 
as said Board of Health shall deem proper. The Board of Health shall 
have power to define the duties of officers employed by them and 
impose additional duties to officers appointed under this act; to issue 
warrants to any constable, police officer or sheriff in the State; to ap- 
prehend and remove such person or persons as can not otherwise be 
subjected to the provisions of this act, or who shall have violated the 
same, and, whenever it shall be necessary so to do, to issue their war- 
rant to the sheriff of the city or parish where any vessel may be having 
violated the provisions of this act, commanding him to remove said 
vessel to the quarantine ground and arrest the officer thereof; all which 
warrant shall be executed by the officer to whom the same shall be 
directed, who shall possess the like power in the execution thereof and 
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be entitled to the same compensation as if the same had been duly 
issued out of any court of the State.

Act No 68. 


An Act to authorize and empower the Board of Health of the State of 
Louisiana to detain and disinfect, and to pass after disinfection, 
vessels from infected ports at and from Quarantine Station, in lieu 
of a time of quarantine detention in certain cases, and to repeal 
conflicting laws. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Louisiana, in General Assembly convened, That the Board 
of Health of the State of Louisiana be and is hereby authorized and 
empowered, at its discretion, at any time to cause the detention at 
Quarantine Stations, for purposes of disinfection and fumigation, and 
to disinfect, fumigate and purify any or all vessels from ports in which 
yellow fever usually prevails, or from ports where other contagious or 
infectious diseases are reported to exist, and after such disinfection, 
fumigation and purification at quarantine, to permit the passage to the 
city of New Orleans of such vessel or vessels, without any prescribed 
time of detention, when it is satisfied that the same have been properly 
and sufliciently disinfected and purified so that said vessel or vessels 
may safely be permitted to pass without damage to the public health or 
risk of contagion. , 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws 
conflicting with this act be and the same are, so far as respects the op- 
erations of this act, hereby repealed, and that this act shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

. An Act to reorganize and render more eflicient the Board of Health of 


. 


the State of Lonisiana; to define its powers and prescribe its duties 
and those of quarantine and other officers under its control; to pro- 
vide for its expenses, and for the recording of births, deaths and 
marriages in the parish of Orleans, and to provide penalties for the 
enforcement of this act and for violation of the same, and for the 
ordinances and orders made in pursuance thereof. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Louisiana, in General Assembly convened, That the Board 
of Health of the State of Louisiana shall hereafter consist of nine mem- 
bers, four of whom shall be appointed by the Governor, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and five of whom shall be elected 
by the Council of the city of New Orleans. They shall hold their office 


‘for four years, unless sooner removed for cause. The members first 


appointed shall be so designated that the term of two of those ap- 
pointed by the Governor and two of those elected by the Council 
of New Orleans shall expire in two years from the fifteenth day of 
March, 1877, and the time of the two ochers appointed by the Governor 
and the three others elected by the Council shall expire:in four years 
from said date. At least one of the members of said board appointed 
by the Governor and two of the members elected by said Council shall 
be regularly licensed physicians, resident in New Orleans. And there- 
upon the Governor shall issue to each of them a commission for his re- 
spective term of office. At any meeting of said board five members 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the said board shall proceed 
to organization at its first meeting in the month of April of each alter- 
nate year, by electing one of its own number to ‘be President, and a 
suitable person to be Secretary and Treasurer, whose powers and duties 
shall be those now prescribed by law for said officers, and such other 
powers and duties as may be herein devolved upon them. The Presi- 
dent of said board shall receive an annual salary not exceeding the sum 
of twenty-four hundred dollars, and the Secretary and Treasurer shall ° 
receive an annual salary not exceeding the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars, to be paid out of the funds of or appropriations of said board. No 
other member of said board shall receive any pay or compensation 
whatever. 

SEC, 3. Be it further enacted, etc., Tnat said board shall have power 
and authority to make all needful rules, regulations ‘and ordinances 
upon the subject of vaccinnation within the parish of Orleans; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this act shall be construed to render vaccinna- 
tion in any case compulsory; the board shall encourage vaccination 
and shall furnish pure fresh vaccine matter to the district sanitary in- 
spectors and city physicians for the purpose of gratuitous vaccination, 
and the furnishing of such vaccine matter shall be paid by the said 
Board of Health.

SEc. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the said board shall have 
power and authority, on the concurrence of the City Council, to pro- 
vide for, protect and preserve, by adequate means, the health and 
salubrity of the city of New Orleans, and, in the exercise of such 
power and authority, may, with the assent of the City Council, incur 
such necessary and reasonable expense as occasion may warrant, which 
expense shall be paid by the city of New Orleans, after approval of the 
same by said board out of the budget appropriation as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and no expense beyond such budget may or shall be incurred 
chargeable upon the city of New Orleans. It shall hereafter be the 
duty of said board to forward to the Mayor and City Council annually 
and. in time to be included in the budget of expenses of the city of 
New Orleans an estimate of the probable sum required to meet the ex- 
penses aforesaid for the ensuing year and other expenses provided for 
in this act, to be paid by the city of New Orleans, and said estimate 
shall include the salaries of the sanitary inspectors appointed under 
existing laws for the different districts of said city as well as the rea- 
sonable expenses of said sanitary inspectors for rent of office and sta- ° 
tionery for their official duties, and the said board shall also, at the 
same time, make to the City Council a detailed statement, verified by 
the oath of the president and secretary thereof, of all fees, forfeitures 
and sums of money which have been received by the said board during 
the past year, as well as an estimate of the probable receipts for the 
ensuing year; and it Shall be the duty of the Mayor and Council of the 
city of New Orleans, after considering such report and estimate, to 
make such appropriation as may be by them deemed necessary for the 
expenses of said board and place it in the annual budget of expendi- 
tures. And should the fees, fines, forfeitures and sums of money which 
have been received by the said board under the provisions of this act 
during the year exceed the expenses of said board, the said excess 
shall be paid to the Administrator of Finance of the city of New 
Orleans. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health, through 
its president or other proper oflicer, shall have power and authority to 
call uponthe police authorities for necessary aid and assistance in en- 
forcing any of the authority or powers conferred.upon it by this act, as 
well as enforcing any ofits orders, rules and regulations. _ 


And it shall be the duty of the police authority to render to the 
Board of Health such necessary aid and assistance, when so called upon, 
by the use of the police force, as may effectually accomplish the inten- 
tions of this act, and of the orders, regulations and ordinances of said 
board. 


SEC. 6. Beit further enacted, etc., That the said board shall, in any 
civil suit or proceedings in which it may be a party, obtain all writs, 
appeals or other process, without being compelled to furnish bond. 
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SEC. 7. Be further enacted, etc., That the said board. shall have 
power and authority to establish quarantine stations upon any of the 


approaches of the city of New Orleans whenever, in its discretion, such 


stations may be rendered necessary to protect the health of the city of 
New Orleans, or the State, and to make all needful rules and regula- 
tions with reference to the management and police of such stations. It 
shall regulate the duties and obligations of masters of vessels and other 
persons there arriving, and any master of a vessel or other person who 


shall violate any of the rules, ordinances or regulations of said board 


made with reference to the management or police of such stations, or to 
vessels or other means of conveyance or transportation at or arriving at 
such stations, or shall evade or refuse visitation of the proper health or 
quarantine officer, or shall refuse to allow such quarantine officer to in- 
spect, disinfect or fumigate such vessel or other means of conveyance 
or transportation, shall be liable to said board in a sum not exceeding 
five hundred dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by civil 
suit wherever such offender, vessel or means of conveyance may be 
found, and said board shall have lien and privilege for the payment of 
said liability on such vessel or other means of conveyance or transporta- 
tion, to be conserved by writ of provisional seizure, in which case bond 
shall be givenin amount to be determined by the judge issuing the 
writ, and the release bond shall be for an amount not exceeding six 
hundred dollars. All quarantine physicians and other officers and em- 
ployees for quarantine stations, both for those now existing or that may 
be established hereafter, excepting the Mississippi Quarantine Station, 
shall be appointed and their salaries fixed by said board. 


SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That the president of said board be 
ex-officio recorder of births, deaths and marriages for the parish of Or- 
leans, but shall, as such, be under the general direction and control 
of said board. All fees collected by him shall be paid into and be part 
of the funds of said board. The said board shall prescribe such blanks 
and forms as it may deem necessary for procuring vital statistics in 
said parish, and enforce the use of the same; and the president of said 
board shall cause to be prepared and shall keep suitable books of 
record for said oftice, which shall be carefully preserved in fire-proof 
buildings or vaults. , 


SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
attending physician or midwife, at the birth of any child in the parish 
of Orleans, to report the same to the office of the Board of Health 
within twenty-four hours of the same; and it shall be the duty of the 
father, or, in his default, of any person present at the birth of any 
child, to report within twenty-four hours from the date of said birth, 
at the office of the Board of Health, such birth, which report shall be 
recorded in presence of two witnesses, and shall as nearly as possible 


show the date, hour, street and number thereof of such birth, the sex 
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of the child and its name, the names of the father and mother, their 
nationality, age, occupation and residence, and the name of said wit- 
ness. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, etc,, That every death in the parish of 
Orleans shall be reported at said office within twenty-four hours after 
it has occurred; such report shall be made by the nearest relative or 
the husband or wife of the deceased, if present in the parish; otherwise 
by the executor, if designated, or landlord of the deceased, or the offi- 


ciating undertaker. It shall be the duty of coroners to report all - 


deaths coming to their official notice, and of the president, manager or 
superintendent of any State, parish, municipal, charitable or bene- 
volent institutions; said report shall contain, as far as possible, the 
full name, sex, age, occupation, residence, color or race and nativity 
of the deceased, the cause of death, the street and number where it 
occurred; shall show whether the deceased was married or unmarried, 
the name of surviving spouse, if any, and where residing; also the 
name, age and residence of the declarant, and his relationship, if any, 
to the deceased, and such other particulars as may be required by said 
board. No body shall be removed from said parish until a permit shall 
have been obtained by the president of said board, under his official 
seal, showing that the requirements of this section have been complied 
with. : 

SEC. 11. Be tt further enacted, etc., That every marriage celebrated in 
the parish of Orleans shall be recorded in said office. Such record 
shall show the full names of the contracting parties, their age, 
nativity, date of license of marriage and by whom issued, the names of 
the parents or tutors of the contracting parties, the name of the officer, 
priest or ecclesiastic celebrating the marriage, with the date of its 
celebration and the names of the witnesses thereto, and any such facts 
as the board may judge necessary for vital statistics. It shall be the 
duty of the officer, priest or ecclesiastic celebrating any marriage to 
return the license authorizing such marriage to said officer after having 
endorsed on such license the date of such celebration; these licenses so 
returned shall be preserved among the papers of said board. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
president of said board to cause the registry of any-marriage celebrated 
prior to the passage of this act, on production of a certificate, duly 
attested, of the celebration of such marriage, and in case of the loss of 
such original certificate, such registry shall be made on the production 
of the affidavits of the contracting parties and at least one of the wit- 
nesses present, or of the officer, priest or ecclesiastic celebrating such 
marriage, and a certified copy of such registry shall be prima facie 
evidence of such marriage. . 


SEC. 13. Be it further enacted, etc., That there shall be collected for 
the recording, under this act, of any birth or death, the sum of fifty 


a 
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cents, and like fee for any certificate of such record, and fer recording 
any marriage the sum of one dollar, and like fee for certificate of the 
recording of the same. 

SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall not be con- 

strued so as to deprive the Board of Health of any powers or authority 
' it has under existing laws, and that all acts or parts of acts in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed.

Act No. 14. 


‘To provide for the disposition of offal, garbage, night-soil and dead 
animals within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and Saint Ber- 
nard, and to provide for the disposition of offal, droppings of 
slaughter-houses, and dead animals in said parishes. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That from and after 
the passage of this act it shall not be lawful for any person. firm, com- 
pany or corporation, acting under any city or parish ordinance, or 
‘under any laws of this State, to cause or allow to be dropped from any 
wharves or landings within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St. 
Bernard, any offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals. That it shall 
be the duty of all persons, firms, companies or corporations engaged in 
removing offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals to provide, or 
cause to be provided, suitable boats at each nuisance wharf or landing, 
designated for the purpose by the proper authorities in the above- 
mentioned parishes, in which boats all offal, garbage, night-soil or 
dead animals shall be dropped. That it shall further be the duty of 
said persons, firms companies or corporations to-cause such boats to be 
towed daily to the lower limits of the city of New Orleans, there to be 
‘ emptied in the Mississippi river. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all boats used for the purpose 
of receiving night-soil shall be water-tight, and provided with proper 
appliances for emptying the same; they shall be covered with air-tight 
decks and batches upon which pipes of heavy sail-cloth, or any other 
suitable material, shall be adapted, and through which night-soil shall 
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be dropped. An air-hole shall be provided in each of said boats for the 
escape of gases; on all such holes there shall be kept constantly burn- 
ing.a charcoal furnace of sufficient capacity to consume all gases escap- 
ing therefrom, or any other proper appliance approved by the Board 
of Health. 


Sec. 3. Beit further enacted, etc., That it shall not be lawful for any — 
person, firm, company or corporation slaughtering animals, or dispos- 
ing of the same in any manner, within the parishes of Orleans, Jeffer— 
son and St. Bernard, to empty into the Mississippi river, from wharves 
or landings, any offal or droppings of said animals, or any dead animals. 
It shall be their duty to provide suitable boats, into which shall be emp- 
tied-all such offal, droppings or dead animals, and to cause the same to 
be towed daily to the lower limits‘of the city of New Orleans, there to 
be emptied into the middle of the Mississippi river. 


Src. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., 'That all persons violating any of 
the provisions of this act, or causing the same to be violated, shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor, and shall be punished by fine and imprison- 
ment, at the discretion of the court; all fines not to exceed five hundred 
dollars, and imprisonment not to exceed thirty days. Thatit shall be 
the duty of the Board of Health to prosecute all persons violating any 
of the provisions of this act. Any resident of the parishes above-men-, 
tioned shall have a right to enjoin any and all from performing or caus- 
ing to be performed any action contrary to the provisions of this act; 
he shall further be dispensed with furnishing any bond therefor. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That it is the true intent of this act 
that none of its provisions shall be construed to interfere with facto- 
ries of tallow, oil and fertilizers; provided, such factories shall comply 
with the police and sanitary ordinances of the parishes in which they 
are situated. 


SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, or in conflict therewith, are hereby 
repealed and that this act shall take effect from and after its passage.

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Inspection of Illuminating Oils. 


ACT of “OR 1877. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, That in every city 
and town of this State of not less than two thousand inhabitants, except 
the parish of Orleans, the Mayors, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Councils of the said cities or towns, shall, within thirty days after 
the promulgation of this act, appoint one or more suitable persons to 
be gaugers and inspectors of coal oils and of all illuminating fluids or 
oils derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum, and of all fluids 
commonly known in commerce as naphtha, deodorized naphtha, gaso- 
line or benzine, or by any other similar name; the said person or per- 
sons shall, before entering upon the discharge of his or their duties, be 
duly sworn to perform truly and faithfully all the duties required of 
gaugers and inspectors under this act. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., ‘That in and for the city and parish 
of Orleans the Board of Health of this State shall appoint one or more 
suitable persons to be gaugers and inspectors in and for said city and 
parish, who shall subscribe to an oath in accordance with the pro- 


“visions of this act, and who shall likewise bind themselves to perform 


such other duties as may at any time be required of them by said Board 
of Health, for the better execution of the purposes of this act. That 
the said gaugers and inspectors shall hold their offices during one year, 
and shall be removable for cause by the Mayor or Board of Health, as 
the case may be. That within ten days of their appointment they shal 
furnish bond in the sum of three thousand dollars, with good.and sol- 
vent security, for the faithful performance of their duties, in favor of 
the Mayor or Board of Health, as the case may be. They shall receive 
such salaries as may be fixed by the Board of Health in the parish of 
Orleans, and in all other parishes by the Mayors and Councils of the 
different cities and towns. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That it is hereby made the duty of 
gaugers and inspectors appointed under this act, upon notice received 
in writing from parties interested, to ascertain: first, the correct num- 
ber of gallons of oil or fluid each barrel or vessel contains; secondly, 
to inspect all coal oils or illumination fluids or oils derived wholly or . 
in part from coal or petroleum, and to ascertain by Tagliabuco’s 
pyrometer, or by any other proper instrument approved by the Board 
of Health, the flashing point of such oils or fluids in degrees of Fah- 
renheit’s thermometer, and to mark upon each barrel or vessel contain- 
ing such oils or fluids, in plain and distinct letters, characters or 
figures, by stencil plate or otherwise, as the Board of Health may 
direct, the name of the gauger and inspector making such inspection; 
the place and date of such inspection; the number of gallons and the 
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flashing point, in degrees, as aforesaid, of the oils or fluids contained 
in said barrels or vessels. . 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That upon such inspection being 
complete, the gauger and inspector shall furnish to the parties requir- 
ing such gauging and inspection a certificate of the same, made in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be delivered to the Board of Health. 
That in the parish of Orleans said board shall collect a fee of one- 
quarter of one cent per gallon of fluid gauged or inspected, other than 
in barrels, and twelve and one-half cents per barrel for gauging, 
inspecting oil, and replacing bung; provided, that the provisions of 
this act shall net apply to any oils destined for sale or consumption 
beyond the limits of the State, and that all such oils be branded by 
the seller ‘‘ For export beyond the limits of the State.”’ 

Src. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That it is hereby declared unlawful 
for any person, firm, company or corporation, to sell or expose for 
sale, or dispose of, except as a common carrier, any coal oil or illumi- 
nating oil or fluid, derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum, 


until the same shall have been gauged and inspected and marked, as 


provided in Section 3 of this act; and any person, firm, company or 
corporation violating any of the provisions of this section shall be liable 
to a penalty not to exceed the sum of two hundred dollars for each and 
every offence, and shall be debarred from any suit at law to recover the 
price of such oils or fluids from the purchaser thereof. 

Src. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That hereafter it shall not be lawful 
for any person, firm, company or corporation to sell, give or deliver 
except as a common carrier, or offer or expose for sale, any coal oil or 
illuminating oil or fluid, derived wholly or in part from coal or pe- 
troleum, whose flashing point shall be at less than the temperature of 
one hundred and twenty-five degrees, to be ascertained as provided in 
section 3 of this act, unless the barrelsor vessels containing the same 
. shall have been stamped with stencil or otherwise, in large letters, 
and ina conspicuous place, ‘‘ Explosiveand Dangerous,”’ at the time 
of its inspection. Any person, firm, company or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding the sum of two huudred dollars for each and every offence. It 
is further provided, that in the event of any injury or damage to person 
or property resulting from or caused by such oil or fluid not so stamped, 
the party thus suffering shall have a right of action in damages 
against the person, firm, company or corporatlon selling, giving or de- 
livering such oil or fluid, for the fullamount of such injury or damage, 
together with all cos s of court; provided, this shall not apply to com- 
mon carriers; provided further, that such injury or damage shall not 
have been the result of gross negligence or carelessness. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That from and after this date it 
shall not be lawful for any person, firm, company or corporation to sell, 
give or deliver, except as a common carrier, any illuminating oil or 
fluid, derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum, and known 
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commonly in commerce as naphtha, deodorized naphtha, gasoline or 
benzine, or by any other name, unless the same shall have been in- 
spected, in the manner provided for illuminating oils or fluid in section 
third; and it shall further bethe duty of all gaugers and inspectors, 
besides gauging and inspecting such oils or fluids, to stamp the same 
with stencil or otherwise, in conspicuous letters, with the words, ‘‘Kx- 
plosive and Dangerous;”’’ and any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion violating this section, or any part thereof, shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of five hundred dollars for each and every offence. They shallalso 
be liable for injury or damage, as provided in section sixth of this act. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That in all parishes except the 
parish of Orleans, it is hereby made the duty of the District Attorney 
or his assistant, of the parish in which any violation of this act shall 
have been committed, to bring suit, in the name of the State of Louisi- 
ana, in any court of competent jurisdiction, against the offender for the 
recovery of penalties incurred under this act. Im the parish of Orleans 
the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana shall prosecute, in its 
own name, before any court of competent jurisdiction, all parties 
guilty of any offence under this act. All penalties or fines collected 
under the provisions of this act in the city of New Orleans shall be 
paid into the treasury of the Board of Health and become a part of its 
funds; and all fines collected under the provisions of this act in the 
cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge shall be paid to the Shreveport 
Charity Hospital and the Baton Rouge Charity Hospital, for the use of 
said institutions. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That in order to more effectually 
carry out the provisions of this act, and to prevent violations of sections 
5, 6and 7, the Board of Health in the parish of Orleans, and the dis- 
trict attorneys or their assistants in other parishes may, at the time of fil- 
ing any suit, or during its progress, obtain a writ of injunction forbidding 
and restraining the defendant in such action from doing or suffering to 
be done any of the acts on account of which such action was brought, 
and said District Attorney and Board of Health shall be dispensed with 
furnishing the bond required by law for issuing such writ. 

SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act, or inconsistent therewith, are hereby repealed, 
and that this act shall take effect from and after its passage.

To authorize and regulate the cleaning of vaults and privies; provid- 
ing for the use of odorless apparatus; to fix the limits of rates and 
charges: to establish penalties, and to repeal all laws in conflict 
herewith, and to repeal and to revoke all exclusive privileges here- 
 tofore granted, and the exclusive privileges granted to the New 
Orleans Sanitary and Excavating Company. 


SECTION 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened, ‘That 
it shall be lawful for any person or persons to engage in the cleaning 
of vaults or privies and remove all foecal and stercoraceous matter in 
the city of New Orleans; provided, application be made and permission 
obtained from the City Council and Board of Health of said city, who: 
shall require of the applicant or applicants good and solvent security 
in the sum of five hundred dollars for the faithful performance of his 
or their duties, and the faithful observance of the laws and city ordi- 
nances in reference to the subject. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., 'That it shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons to clean and remove from any privy or vault the 
foecal and stercoracecus matter deposited therein when in a liquid 
state, otherwise than by some odorless apparatus. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the City Council and Board 
of Health shall designate the odorless apparatus to be used, selecting 
such as is best adapted to secure the objects contemplated by this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the person or persons 
engaged in the cleaning of privies, vaults, etc., sha'l be entitled to 
charge for the cleaning for every privy vault, etc., in the city 
of New Orleans, not to exceed the following rates: For vaults of 
houses inhabited by two or four persons, viz.—seven dollars. For 
vaults of houses inhabited by five or ten persons, viz.—ten dollars. 
For vaults of houses inhabited by twelve or more persons, viz.—twelye 
dollars. For vaults of houses inhabited by keepers of furnished rooms 
where three or ten roomers are accommodated, ten dollars. For same 
class of houses where more than ten roomers are accommodated, 
fifteen dollars. For vaults of boarding-houses where more than five 
persons are accommodated, ten dollars. For vaults of boarding- 
houses where more than ten persons are accommodated, fifteen dollars. 
For vaults of boarding-houses where more than twenty-five persons are 
accommodated, twenty-five dollars. For vaults of hotels of more than 


twenty-five rooms shall be charged at the rate of one dollar for each - 


and every room. For vaults of public and charitable institutions, fifty 
dollars. For vaults of houses used for stores or any mercantile busi- 


ness, twelve dollars: provided, that this section shall apply only to 


corporations. 
SEc. 5. Be tt further enacted, etc., That no person or persons engaged 
in the cleaning and removing from privies, vaults, etc., foecal matter 
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and stercoraceous matter shall dispose of or dump the foecal and 


‘stercoraceous matter taken from them, except in such manner and 


places as the Board of Health and City Council or any law of the State 
may direct, and any violation of this law shall be considered a misde- 
meanor, and shall subject the person or persons so offending to a fine 
not more than five hundred dollars, and imprisonment not to exceed 
thirty days in the Parish Prison, at the discretion of the court. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall take effect from 
and after the passage thereof, and that all laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict therewith, and all exclusive privileges granted to the New Orleans 
Sanitary and Excavating Company, heretofore granted, are hereby 
repealed and revoked.

“To create a Board of Health in and for the cities of Shreveport and 


Baton Rouge. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Louisianain General Assembly convened, That the corporate 
limits of the cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge shall constitute the 
Shreveport and Baton Rouge sanitary districts. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That within five days after the pass~ 
age of this act the Governor shall, by and with the consent and advice. 
of the Senate, appoint two regular practising physicians and one other: 
person for a term of four years, and the Mayor, by and with the con-. 
sent and advice of the City Councils of the cities of Shreveport and Baton 
Rouge, shall appoint one regular practising physician and one other 
person for a term of two years, all such appointees being residents of 
said cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge, and such persons shall con- 
stitute a Board of Health for the cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That immediately after their ap- 
pointments said persons shall proceed to the City Halls, of the cities of 
Shreveport and Baton Rouge, and shall organize by the election of a 
president and health ofticer, who shall be secretary of the board. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the president of said board 
shall preside and preserve order at the meetings of the board. The 
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secretary shall be subject to the direction of said board, keep and 
authenticate its acts, records, papers and proceedings; preserve its 
books and papers, and conduct its correspondence. Said board shall 
design and adopt a seal, and use the same in authenticating its pro- 
ceedings. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., Whenever any building, erection, 
excavation, business, pursuit, or thing, or sewerage, or drainage, or 
ventilation thereof in said district shall, in the opinion of said board, 
whether as a whole or in any particular, be in a condition, or in effeet, 
dangerous to life or health, said board shall file among its records 
what it shall regard as sufficient proof to authorize its declaration that 
the same, to the extent it may specify, isa public nuisance, or dan- 
gerous to life and health; said board may thereupon enter on its ree- 
ords the same as a nuisance, and order the same to be removed, abated, 
suspended, altered or otherwise improved or purified as said orders 
shall specify, and shall cause said order, before its execution, to be 
served on the owner, occupant or tenant thereof, or to some of them 
who may appear most directly interested in its execution; provided, 
said parties are in said district, or can be found, and said service can 
conveniently be made; and if any party so served before its exe uiion 
is commenced, or within three days after such service, or atie npted 
service, apply to said board, or to the president thereof, to have said 
order or its execution stayed or modified. it shall then be the duty of 
said board to temporarily suspend or modify said order, save in cases 
of imminent danger of pestilence, when said board may exervise ex- 
traordinary power: and to give such parties, as the case in the opinion 
of the board may require, a reasonable opportunity to be heard before 
said board, and to present facts and proofs, according to the ru es of 
said board, against said declaration and the execution of said or ier or 
modification, according to the rules of said board, and the board shall 
enter on its minutes such facts and proofs as it may receive and liere- 
after may rescind and modify, or reaffirm its said declaration and re- 
quire execution of said original, or of a new or modified order, to be 
made in such form and effect as it may finally determine. 


» SEC. 6. Be tt further enacted, etc., Said board inay order or cause any 
excavation, erection, vehicle or water craft, building, place, passage, 
premises, regarded by said board as in a condition dangerous or detri- 
mental to life or health, to be purified, cleaned, disinfected, altered or 
improved, and may also orderany substance, matter or thing being or left 
in any street, alley, excavation, building or erection, place or grounds, 
whether such place may be public or private.and which said board 
may regard as dangerous or detrimental to life or health, to be speed. 
ily removed to some proper place. Thesaid board may require the City 
Council to execute, through its police, any orders referred to in this 
act, and said board shall have power to enforce any and all the previ- 
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sions of this act by mandamus and injunction in any of the courts of 
the present judicial district and in which the city is located. The 
judges in said district shall, upon application of said board, issue writs 


-of mandamus and injunction to enforce any of the provisions of this 


act. 


SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That for the purpose of the provi- 


sions of this act, notice may be served upon one or more part owners, 
-occupants, tenants or lessees of the subject matter to which any order 
of the board relates; and if said order is not complied with, or com- 


plied with as the board may deem reasonable within five days of such 


service or attempted service, or within any shorter time, which in case 
of pestilence the board may have designated, or is not thereafter speed- 


ily and fully executed, then any such order may be executed as any 
other order of the board, through the City Council or any of the courts 
of the judicial district; and if personal service can not be made, by 
reason of the absence from the city, or inability to find such persons 
therein, then service may be made through the mail, or by a copy left 
at the residence or place of business of the party sought to be served, 


and the expense attending the execution of any and all orders of the 


board under this act shall be aseveral and joint personal charge against 
each of the owners and part owners, and each of the lessees or occu- 
pants of said building, business place, property, matter or thing to 
which said order relates, and in respect of which said expenses were 
incurred, and also against every person or body who was bound by law 
or contract to do that, in regard to such business place, street, alley, 
matter or thing or property, which said order requires. And said ex- 


penses shall also be a privilege onthe property and rent and compensa- 


tion due or to grow due for the use of any place, room, building, 
premises, matter or thing to which said order relates; and also, a privi- 
lege on all rent and compensation due or to grow due, for the cleaning, 
disinfecting or removing any matter or thing from any street or alley, 
or premises, the failure to do which by the party bound so to do, or the 
doing of the same, in whole or in part, by order of said board, was the 


cause or occasion of any such order or expense. 


Src. 8. Be further enacted, etc., That the said board or the party who 
has, under its orders, or that of the City Council acting thereunder, 
incurred said expense or has rendered service for which payment is 
due, as the rules of said board may provide, may institute and main- 
tain a suit against any one herein declared liable for expenses, as afore- 


said, or against any person, firm or corporation owing, or who may 


owe such rent or compensation for the expenses so incurred under any 
order aforesaid. And only one or more such parties liable or interest- 


ed may be made parties to such action as the board may elect. But 


the parties made responsible, as aforesaid, for such expenses shall ‘be 


liable to contribute or make payment, as between themselves, in re- 
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spect of such expenses, according to the legal or equitable obligation 
between them. . 


SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., Said board may enact such by- 
laws, rules, regulations. as it may deem advisable, in harmony with the 
provisions and purposes of this act, and not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution or laws of the State. And upon complaint of any citizen of 
said city, against any person for a violation of any rule, sanitary regu— 
lJation, or ordinance, or order made to any magistrate or judge having 
‘jurisdiction, such magistrate or judge shall order the arrest of any 
person against whom such complaint was made, as in any other case 
of violation of city ordinance, and may after such arrest proceed to 
try such persons for such alleged offence. If such person shall, upon 
trial, be found guilty, her or she may be fined in any amount not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars ($25), and the payment may be enforced in 
the same manner as is usual in other cases where fines are imposed. 

SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, etc., Said board shall cause to be kept 
a general complaint book in which may be entered, by any person in 
good faith, any complaints of a sanitary nature which such person 
thinks may be useful, with the name and residence of complainant, 
and may give the name of the person or persons complained of, 
and the date of the entry of the complaint; and the board shall cause 
the facts in regard to such complaints to be investigated and the ap- 
propriate remedy to be applied. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, etc., ‘That it shall be especially the 
duty of said board to offer every facility for general and thorough vac- 
cination in the cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge, and it shall be 


the duty of the health officer of said board to vaccinate gratuitously all 


persons who may apply to him, and said board shall have and keep on 
hand constantly, from the first of November to the first of May, a suit- 
able supply of fresh and pure vaccine matter. 


SEC. 12. Be tt further enacted, etc., That the health officer shall be 
ex-officio the register of births, deaths and marriages for the cities of 
Shreveport and Baton Rouge, but shall as such be under the general 
direction and control of said board. All fees collected by him shall be 
paid into and be part of the funds of said board. He shall cause to be 
prepared and shall keep suitable books of record of said office. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
father, or in his default, of the physician or widwife present at the 
birth of any child, to report, within twenty days from the date of such 
birth, at the office of said health officer, such birth, which report shall 
be recorded in presence of two witnesses, and shall, as nearly as pos- 
sible, show the date, hour, street and number in said city, thereon, of 
such birth, the sex and name of the child, the names of the father and 
mother, their nationality, age, occupation and residence, and the names 
of said witnesses. 
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Src. 14. Be it further enacted, etc., That every death in said city shall 
be reported at the office of said health officer within forty-eight hours 
after it hasoccurred. Such report shall be made by the nearest rela- 
tive, or the husband, or the wife of the deceased, or the. officiating un- 
dertaker. It shall be the duty of the coroners to report all deaths com- 
ing to their official notice, and of the president, manager or superin- 
tendent of any State, parish or municipal, charitable or benevolent in- 
stitution, to make due report of all deaths eccurring in such institu- 
tution; said report shall contain, as far as possible, the full name, sex, 
age, occupation, residence, color or race, and nativity of the deceased ; 
the cause, the street and number thereon of said death, shall show 
whether the deceased was married or unmarried, the name of surviving 
spouse, if any, and where residing, and such other particulars as may 
be required by said board. Nobody shall be buried within or removed 
from said city until a permit shall have been obtained from said health 
officers, showing that the requirements of this section have been com- 
plied with. For every failure to comply with the provisions of this 
section the persons therein designated shall be fined not exceeding 
ten dollars ($10). 


SEC. 15. Be it further enacted etc:, That every marriage celebrated in 
said city shall be recorded in said office; such record shall show the 
full names of the contracting parties, their age, nativity, the date of 
license or marriage, and by whom issued; the names of parents of 
contracting parties; the name of the officer, priest or ecclesiastic 
celebrating the marriage, with the date of its celebration and the names 
of the witnesses thereto. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the Parish 
Court to forward a certified copy of the license authorizing such 
marriages to said office after having endorsed on such license the date 
of such celebration. These licenses so returned shall be preserved 
among the papers of the board. 


SEC. 16. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of said 
health officer to cause the registry of any marriage celebrated prior to 
the passage of this act, on production of a certificate, duly attested, of 
the celebration of such marriage, and in case of the loss of such original 
certificate such registry shall be made on the production of the 
affidavits of the contracting parties and of at least one of the witnesses 
present, or the officer, priest or ecclesiastic celebrating such marriage, 
anda certified copy of such registry shall be prima facie evidence of 
such marriage. It shall be the duty of all persons charged with 
making any returns specified in this act to return with such reports 
the fees designated in this act, and it is hereby made their duty to 
collect such fees. 

SEC. 17. Be it further enacted, etc., That there shall be collected by 
the physician or midwife for the recording under this act of any birth 
or death, the sum of twenty-five cents, and like fee for any certificate 
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of any such record. And for recording any marriage the sum of fifty 
cents. and like fee for certificate of recording of the same. 

SEC. 18. Be it further cnacted, etc., That the fees arising from the re- 
cording of births, deaths and marriages under this act, and all moneys 
recovered as penalties for violating any of the orders, rules, regula- 
tions or ordinances of said board, or derived by said board from any 
other source, shall constitute the funds of said board. Such funds shall 
be kept by the treasurer, and shall be disbursed, under the direction of 
the board, to meet their necessary expenses. In case said fund shall 
be insufficient to meet all the necessary expenses of said board, such 
deficiency shall be a debt of and be paid by the cities of Shreveport 
and Baton Rouge to an amount not exceeding twelve hundred dollars 
($1200) per annum, except in case of an epidemic, when an extraor- 
dinary expenditure may be required, in which event the city author- 
ities shall have equal voice with the Board of Health in assessing the 
amount deemed necessary to meet the emergency. 

SEC. 19. Be it further enacted etc., That the said board shall cause to 
be kept by its proper officers an accurate register of all its acts and pro- 
ceedings, and especially showing the number and nature of the orders 
issued by it or its health officer, and whether the same have been com- 
plied with or not; the number and nature of offences against the or- 
ders, rules, regulations and ordinances of said board, and the penal- 
ties inflicted therefor; the number, age and sex of persons gratuitously 
vaccinated by the officer of said board, and the number of births, 


deaths, and marriages registered under this act. Said register shall be 


kept in aform to. be prescribed from time to time by the Board of 


Health of the State of Louisiana, and it shall be the duty of the secre-— 


tary of said board to prepare and to forward, upon forms to be pre- 
scribed and furnished by said State Board, in the city of New Orleans, 
a report of all the matter and things required as aforesaid to be kept in 
such register, together with such other matters and things as may be 
of local or general interest, or may be required by said State Board; 
and special reports shall be made from time to time when required by 
said State Board. 

SEC. 20. Be it further enacted, etc. That this act shall take effect from 
and after its passage, and that all acts and parts of acts contrary to 
this act are hereby repealed.

To prevent the adulteration of articles used as food; to prevent the 
sale of unwholesome and tainted provisions, the slaughtering of 
cattle, ete., for food when in an unhealthy condition, and to pre- 
vent the landing of diseased animals within certain prescribed 
limits. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
iana, That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to adulterate, 
to sell or offer for sale in the State of Louisiana, any article of food 
and sustenance knowing the same to be adulterated. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to sell or offer for sale any tainted provisions or stale 
vegetables, or other articles of food, the same being in a condition 
of decomposition, or unfit for food. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to slaughter for food and offer for sale any cattle, 
hogs or sheep, the same being in an unhealthy condition. 

SEC. 4. Be tt further enacted, etc., That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons, railways , steamships, steamboats, water or other 
craft to discharge at any of the depots, wharves or landings within the 
city of New Orleans or any city within the State of Louisiana, or less 
than two (2) miles distant therefrom cattle, swine or sheep forwarded 
through them or shipped on their own account when the same is known 
to be in a diseased condition. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, eic., That any person or persons violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a, 
misdemeanor, and for the first offence shall be punished by a fine of 
twenty-five dollars ($25) or three (3) months’ imprisonment, and for a 
second or subsequent offence shall be punished with a fine of fifty dol- 
lars ($50), or not less than six (6) months’ imprisonment, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. , 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Secretary of State, imme- 
diately upon the passage of this act, shall notify all sheriffs, chiefs of 
police and other executive officers throughout the State, to take cogniz- 
ance thereof and enforce its provisions. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Lou- % 
isiana, That, from and after the passage of this act, it shall be unlaw- | 
ful for any person to practise dentistry in the State of Louisiana unless 
said person has graduated and received a diploma from the faculty of | 
a dental college, chartered under the authority of some one of the 
United States or of some foreign government, or shall have obtained a 
certificatefrom a board of examining dentists, duly authorized by this 
act to issue such certificate. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the board of examining den- 
tists shall consist of five dental graduates, practitioners of dentistry, 
who are members in good standing of the Louisiana State Dental 
Society, and have been practising in the State of Louisiana for a 
term of not less than three years. Said board shall be elected by the 
State Dental Society to serve for two years. The president of the said 
Louisiana State Dental Society shall have DOWeE to fill all vacancies in 
said board for unexpired terms. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty’ of this 

board, first, to meet annually at the time of the meeting of the Louisi- 
ana State Dental Society, or oftener, at the call of any three members 
of the said board, and after. thirty days’ notice thereof; secondly, to 
grant a certificate to any applicant who shall furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence of having graduated or received a diploma from any incorpor- 
ated dental college without fee, charge or examination; thirdly, to 
grant certificates to all other applicants who may undergo a satisfac- 
tory examination, also without fee or charge of any kind; fourthly, to - 
keep a book in which shall be registered the names of all persons to 
whom such certificate shall be granted. 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the book so kept shall be a 
book of record, and a transcript from it, certitied to by the officer who » 
has it in keeping, shall be evidence in any court of the State. 4 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That three members of said board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, and should a 
quorum not be present on the day of meeting, those present may ad- 
journ from day to day until a quorum be present. . 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That two members of said board ihe 
may grant a certificate to any applicant to practise until the next au- 
thorized meeting of the board when they shall report the fact, and - | 
such temporary certificate shall expire, but such temporary certificate ee 
shall not be granted after the board shall have refused a certificate. | 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person who shall, in 
violation of this act, pretending to bea regular practitioner of dentistry, 
practise dentistry in the State of Louisiana, shall be liable to indict- 
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ment, and on conviction shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than three hundred dollars; provided, that nothing in this act 
shall apply to regular physicians and surgeons. 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That one-half of all fines collected 
shall enure to the Louisiana State Dental Society, and the other half 
to the educational fund of the parish in which the offence was com- 
mitted. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That dentists who are in practice 
in this State at the time of the passage of this act shall be exempt from 
the provisions made in the first section thereof.

Act No. 40. 


To amend and re-enact Section 1 of Act 14 of 1877, entitled ‘* An act 
to provide for the disposition of offal, garbage, night-soil and dead 
animals within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St. Bernard, 
and provide for the disposition of offal, droppings of slaughter 
houses and dead animals in said parishes.’ 


SECTION. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That section 1 of Act 14 of 1877 be amended and re-enacted 
so as to read as follows: That from and after the date of the passage of 
this act it shall not be lawfulfor any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion, acting under any city or parish ordinance, or under any laws of 
this State, to cause or allow to be dropped from any wharves or land- 
ings within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St. Bernard any 
offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals; that it shall be the duty of 
all persons, firms, companies or corporations engaged in removing 
offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals, to provide or cause to 
be provided suitable boats at each nuisance wharf or landing, designated 
for the purpose by the proper authorities in the above-mentioned par- 
ishes, in which boats all offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals 
shall bedropped; that it shall be the duty of said persons, firms, com- 
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panies or corporations to cause such boats to be towed daily to 
the lower limits of the city of New Orleans, there to be deposited in 
the middle of the Mississippi river. It is further provided that sewage 
. and night-soil in the liquid may be conducted into the Mississippi 
river beyond low water mark, and not less than twelve feet below said 
low water mark, through iron pipes controlled by means of steam 
pumps, and at such points and under such conditions as may be ap- 
proved by the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana; provided, 
they shall obtain the consent of the City Council to dig up the streets; 
and provided further, that they replace the streets in the same condi- 
tion as they were before said pipes were laid; and provided further, 
that said pipes shall not be placed in such a manner as to discharge 

into the river above the suction pipes of the Waterworks.

‘To fix and regulate quarantine charges at the Mississippi River Station, 
to establish a lien and privilege on vessels inspected in favor of the 
Board of Health for the same, and to provide for their enforcement 
and collection by provisional seizure. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Lou- 
isiana, That the resident physician at the Quarantine Station on the 
Mississippi river shall require for every inspection and granting certifi- 
cate the following fees and charges: For every ship, thirty dollars 
($30); for every bark, twenty dollars ($20); for every brig, ten dollars 
($10); for every schooner, seven dollars and a half ($7.50); for every 
steamboat, towboats excepted, five dollars ($5); for every steamship, 
thirty dollars ($30). 

SEC, 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health shall have 
a special lien and privilege on the vessels so inspected for the amount 
of said fees and charges, and may collect the same, if unpaid, by suit 
before any court of competent jurisdiction, and in aid thereof shall be 
entitled to the writ of provisional seizure on said vessels. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and all laws 
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and parts of laws on the same subject matter, not in conflict and con 
sistent herewith, are continued in full force and effect.

ACT NO. 82. 
An Act to define and punish adulteration of drugs, food and drink, pro- 


viding for stamping articles manufactured, sold, or offered for 


sale, within this State, and prescribing punishment for its viola- 
tion, and prescribing certain duties of the Board of Health relative 
to samples, and their analysis and fees therefor. 


SECTION lL. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
tana, No person shall, within this State, manufacture, have, offer for 
sale or sell any article of food or drugs which is adulterated; and any 
person violating this provision shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars for the first offense, and not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for each subsequent offense. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., An article shall be deemed adul- 
terated within the meaning of this act in the case of drugs, if, when sold 
under a name recognized in the United States Pharmacopeeia, its 
strength or purity fall below the professed standard under which it is 
sold. 

And in the case of food or drink, if any substance has been mixed 
with it, so as to lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength, or if 
any inferior or cheaper substance or substances have been substituted, 
wholly or in part, for the pure article, or to mix any substance in food 
or drink sold, or to sell the same so mixed, which, by its use will affect 
to any extent the public health or injure the health of the consumer of 
said food or drink. 

SEC. 3. Beit further enacted, etc., No person shall manufacture, sell 
or offer for sale within this State any drugs, groceries, such as sugar, 
coffee, tea, butter, cheese or any other article to be consumed as food or 
drink, unless the package when sold at wholesale, or the package from 
which it is taken, when sold at retail, be stamped in plain large letters, 
showing the true quality and kind of the articles sold within the mean- 
ing of this act; and every person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conyiction 
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pay a fine not less than twenty-five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, 
or be sentence to imprisonment for not more than ten days, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. ) 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person who knowingly 
sells.any article of food or drink with a stamp as provided aforesaid, 
and the article so sold is not the article it purports to be, or is of in- 
ferior quality, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall pay a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., The State Board of Health shall 
take cognizance of the interests of the public health as it relates to the 
sale of food and drugs and the adulteration of the same, and make all 
necessary investigations and inquiries relative thereto; and at any time, 
when in their judgment necessary, they shall chemically analyze any 
drug or drugs, articles of food and drink, and shall publish the results 
of their analysis, together with the name of the article or articles 
analyzed, in case the same be deleterious to the public health, and to 
warn the public against its consumption. | 

On application of any citizen, they shall also analyze the article or 
articles presented for analysis by him, but in this case he shall pay 
such fees, for said analysis, as the Board of Health may fix. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., On application of the Board of 
Health through the officer, to be selected by them, every person manu- 
facturing or selling any article of food or drugs, shall be bound to fur- 
nish a sample of the said articles so manufactured or sold to the said 
Board of Health, sufficient in quantity to serve the purpose of analysis, 
under a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered before 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall take effect sixty 
days after the promulgation thereof.

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Act No. 85. 


Enlarging the powers and the duties of the Board of Health in the 
city of New Orleans, requiring the inspection of allbuildings and 
premises within the city limits, enforcing cleanliness and ade- 
quate water supply on all premises; to provide fines and penalties 
for violation of the provisions of this act and the enforcement there- 
of, and for the payment of moneys received as fines to the Board of 
Health. 

Due and legal notice having been given as provided by Article 48 of 
the Constitution of the State of Louisiana of the intention to apply for 
the passage of this act. 

SECTION 1. Be zt enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That from and after the passage and promulgation of this 
act it shall be and is hereby made the duty ofthe Board of Health in 
the city of New Orleans, to make, or cause to be made, a thorough and 
complete inspection of all buildings and premises within the limits of 
the city of New Orleans, occupied or used as dwelling houses, boarding 
houses, tenement houses, lodging houses, hotels or private residences, 
and ascertain whether such premises, and the grounds, alleys, yards and 
enclosures on said premises are kept cleanly, and free from filth, gar- 


bage, putrid or fermentable matter and noxious growth, and matter 


tending to injure or impair the health of the occupants, or those resid- 
ing in the vicinity, andalso to ascertain and determine whether such 
premises have, or possess, sufficient or adequate water supply, or means 
of water supply necessary for health and cleanliness, as provided in this 


act, and for that purpose, and to that end, any member of the Board of 


Health, or any person or persons designated or authorized by the 
Board of Health, shall have the right to enter upon and inspect such 
premises, between the hours of 9 A. M. to4 P. M., on any day, and as 
frequently as said Board of Health shall deem He coasary to enforce and 
carry out the provisions of this act.. 

Sec. 2. Re it further enacted, etc., That it shall be and is hershey made 
the duty of the owner of any premises or building, situated within the 
limits of the city of New Orleans, described or referred to in section 1 
of this act, to provide and furnish every such premises and building 
with adequate water supply, by means of either suitable hydrant con- 
nection with the system of public water supply, or waterworks in said 
city, or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and storing at least 
200 gallons of water for each and every habitable room in the buildings 
on said premises, excluding in such estimate all rooms not in the main 
building, or buildings, on said premises, unless such room, situated in 
a wing or outhouse, shall be used as a sleeping room orfor lodgers, and. 
in case there shall be any stable, or place for stabling animals, on said 
premises, in actual use for said purposes. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That in all cases where the owner 
or owners of the property and premises, referred to in this act, shall 
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not reside in the city of New Orleans, or where such property shall be- 
long to an estate, succession or corporation, it shall be the duty of the 
agent or representative of the owners thereof, or the person who shall 
have charge of said property for the owner thereof, or who shall collect 
the rent of such premises, if the same are under lease, to provide and 
furnish to such premises the adequate means of water supply by hydrant 
or cistern at the expense of the true owner or owners thereof, upon 
notice of any deficiency in that respect as provided in this act; and in 
case such person, or representative of the owner, shall fail or neglect 
to supply the same to such premises after due notice thereof, as pro- 
vided in this act, such person shall be liable to all the fines and penal- 
ties prescribed in this act. 


SEC. 4. Be tt further enacted, etc., That when the Board of Health 
shall be satisfied, from the inspection provided for in this act, that any 
building or premises has not been, by the owner or owners thereof, 
furnished and provided with the adequate means of water supply re- 
quired by this act, and that any building or premises is deficient in that 
respect, the Board of Health shall cause the owner of such premises, or 
the agent or representative of said owner in the event said owner is not 
a natural person, oris not at the time within the city of New Orleans, 
to be notified of such defect and deficiency in water supply on such 
premises, and if such premises shall remain so deficient in means of 
water supply more than fifteen days, after such notification, malicious- 
ly or through negligence of the owner thereof, the owner of such pre- 
mises, or the person who represents such owner or owners, shall be 
liable to a fine of $25, and the further fine of $10 for each and every 
month during which such person shall allow such premises to so re~ 
main deficient in means of water supply. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of every 
person occupying any premises within the limits of the city of New 
Orleans to keep such premises and all buildings, yards, stables, grounds, 
alleys and outhouses in such condition of cleanliness as not to endan~ 
ger the public health or the health or comfort of the occupants of such 
premises or those living in the vicinity thereof; and it is hereby made 
the duty of the Board of Health to cause frequent inspection of such 
premises to be made to ascertain whether said premises are in a proper 
condition of cleanliness, and if, upon such inspection, it shall be ascer- 
tained that such premises are notin such proper condition of cleanli- 
ness as not to endanger the health of the occupants of those living in 
the vicinity, the occupant of such premises shall be notified thereof 
and required to place such premises at once in a proper sanitary con- 
dition and state of cleanliness; and in case any person so notified at 
any time shall maliciously or through negligence fail or neglect to 
cause and place said premises in such proper condition of cleanliness , 
within ten days after such notification, as directed by any person ap- 
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pointed for that pnrpose by the Board of Health, such person shall be 
subject to a fine of twenty-five dollars for each and every offense, to 
be enforced as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 6. Be it further enacted etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
Board of Health to cause all persons guilty of or charged with any 
violation of the provisions of this act to be arrested and taken before 
the Recorder’s Court having jurisdiction of offenses against the ordi- 
nances and regulations of the city of New Orleans, or such tribunal as 
may hereafter be created, having such jurisdiction to hear and deter- 
mine offenses prescribed by the ordinances and regulations of the city 
of New Orleans, and said court shall hear and determine such charge 
and complaint in a summary and prompt manner; and if such court 
shall find the accused guilty of any offense described in this act said 
court shall condemn such offender to pay the sum prescribed by this 
act asa penalty for such offense, and in the event that such fine is 
not at once paid and satisfied, with costs, it shall be the duty of such 
court to remand the offender to the Parish Prison in said city until such 
fine and cost are paid; provided, that no person shall be detained and 
kept in custody for the non-payment of any such fine longer than ten 
days for each fine or offense, and it shall be the duty of such court to 
keep a separate bookin which shall be entered the true and exact amount 
of all fines recovered for violations of this act, the date when the fine 
was imposed and when collected, and shall pay the same over to the 
secretary of the Board of Health and take his receipt therefor, which 
shall be his voucher for such payment.

AcT No. 92. 


To provide for the organization of Local Boards of Health in the 
State of Louisiana. 

SECTION 1. Be tt enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Lou- 

isiana, 'That the municipal authorities of all incorporated towns, where 

boards of health do not now exist, be empowered to constitute them- 


elves local boards of health, for the exercise of the following powers — 
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and functions, so far as they may not conflict with the laws of the 
State: To pass ordinances for the exclusion and repression of conta- 
gious and infectious diseases; for defining and abating nuisances dan- 
gerous to the public health; for regulating drainage and ventilation 
with reference to human habitations and places of business and public 
resort; for the collection and recording of vital statistics; for estab- 
lishing penalties by fines not exceeding one hundred dollars, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding twenty days; for raising and appropriating 
funds for the purpose of carrying out the above objects. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That any municipal authorities, 
having constituted themselves a board of health by formal procedure 


under this act, shall choose a suitable registered physician as their 


executive, officer, to be styled health officer, whose duties shall be de- 
fined and compensation provided for by said authorities. 

SEC. 3. Be tt further enacted, etc., That the police jury in each par- 
ish be empowered to constitute itself a board of health in and for its 
parish, with the same powers named in section 1 of this act, and with 
the provisions of section 2 for carrying out said objects. 

SEC. 4. Be tt further enacted, etc., That local boards of health, both 
those now existing and those which may be hereafter created, shall be 
auxiliary to and act in harmony with the State Board of Health, and 
shall make reports annually in the month of January to said State 
Board of Health, located at New Orleans, exhibiting their organization 
and asynopsis of their operations during the previous year, the same 
to be embodied in the annual report of the State Board.

To provide for the punishment of person or persons removing, tearing 
down or destroying small-pox or yellow fever flags in premises 
where such cases may be. ! 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Lou« 
isiana, That any person or persons removing, tearing down or destroy- 
ing small-pox or yellow fever flags, when placed upon doors, gates or 
any conspicuous place of any building in the State by duly authorized 
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officers of the Board of Health, or any ofticers of the Crescent police, 
shall be fined not less than five ($5) nor more than twenty-five ($25) 
dollars, and in case of default of payment shall be subjected to im- 
prisonment of not less than five nor more than twenty-five days, or 
both, at the discretion of the court. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all cases in violation of the 
above shall be tried before any recorder’s court of the parish of Or- 
leans.

ACT NO. 56. 


To provide for the supply of water to the city of New Orleans, by the 
New Orleans Waterworks Company, in cases of the municipal tax- 
ation of said company; to authorize provision to be made for the 
payment of water supplied and to be supplied; to provide for ob- 
taining a supply of clear or filtered water by the New Orleans 
Waterworks Company, and to enable the city of New Orleans to 
contract for the same; to regulate the payment of taxes imposed 
on said company contrary to the exemption given in its charter and 
to put into effect section 11 of Act No. 33 of Acts of 1877, E.8., in 
instances of refusing or contrary to the exemption therein. 

WHEREAS, Due notice and advertisement has been given and made of 
the intention to apply for this act pursuant to each 48 of the Consti- 
tution of the State; and 

WHEREAS, The New Orleans Waterworks Gan ran is being sub- 
jected to municipal taxation, notwithstanding the exemption from 
taxation granted by its charter in consideration of water to be supplied 
to the city of New Orleans; and 

WHEREAS, It is possible and desirable to furnish the inhabitants of 
New Orleans with clear or filtered water from the Mississippi river: 
therefore, 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
tana, That in all instances of the taxation of the franchises or property 
of the New Orleans Waterworks Company for any year or years by or 
for the city of New Orleans, or for municipal purposes, whether such 
taxation be for past or future years, and the said company be in any 
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manner obliged to pay, notwithstanding the exemption granted in 
section 11 of Act No. 33 of Acts of 1877, E.8., then, in all such in- 
stances, the said city of New Orleans is hereby empowered and required 
to pay the said company the value of all the water the said company 
has supplied or shall supply during any year or years for which said 
taxes have been or shall be levied, to or for the use and purposes of the 
city of New Orleans, its public buildings, markets, or for streets, gut- 
ters, extinguishment of fires or other public purposes. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That in all instances of such taxa- 
tion, contrary to said exemption, or any future year or years, the city 
of New Orleans shall provide in its budget, or shall set apart and ap- 
propriate a sum sufficient to pay for the said water supply for said year 
or years; and unless this be observed and done, the said company shall 
not be compelled to deliver water for the uses and purposes aforesaid. 

SEC. 3. Be it furthér enacted, etc., That any taxes already imposed for 
any year, contrary to said exemptions, shall not be exacted, nor any 
penalty or interest accrued be demanded thereon, or any begin to run 
until said city shall have provided for the payment of the water sup- 
plied in said year, or provision made therefor by remedy at law or 
equity. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That to secure the inhabitants of 
New Orleans, and to the use. of the city, a supply of filtered or clear 
water, the city of New Orleans be and is hereby empowered to contract 
with the said company, and determine upon terms and conditions, and 
fix a price for obtaining from said company such supply of clear or 
filtered water. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That nothing in this act shall be 
construed as in any manner abridging or otherwise affecting any of the 
rights, franchises and privileges heretofore granted to said company; 
but all such rights, franchises and privileges shall continue and belong: 
to said company. ” 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws incon-. 
sistent herewith be and are hereby repealed, and this act shall have 
effect from and after its promulgation.

To authorize the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana to locate a 
lower and supplemental Quarantine Station in the neighborhood of 
Southeast Pass, and to erect suitable buildings thereat; to provide 
for the detention of infected vessels thereat; to authorize the Goy- 
ernor of the State to obtain and enter into a lease on the part of 
the State from and with the Secretary of War of the United States, 
or other proper authority, for a sufficient and suitable portion of 
ground for said purpose for a term of years, and to solicit the per- 
mission of the Secretary of the Treasury to employ the services of 
Col. John W. Glenn, Superintendent Construction of United States 
Custom House building, in the superintendence of the erection of 
the necessary buildings thereon. 


WHEREAS, Experience has shown that great danger exists from the 


accumulation of infected vessels at the present Mississippi Quarantine 
Station, whereby disease may be communicated therefrom to the ad- 
joining shores and to other non-infected vessels passing in close 
proximity thereto; and, whereas, the dictates of humanity and Chris- 
tianity alike, preclude the arbitrary exclusion of infected vessels in 
distress from the waters of the State, if other means of protection to 
the public health can be adopted; and, whereas, such infected vessels 
can be established and their necessities relieved by placing them in 
quarantine at a station in Southeast Pass, there to undergo the neces- 
sary detention, purification, fumigation and disinfection. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, Vhat the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana be and 
hereby is authorized to establish a Quarantine Station in the Southeast 
Pass, at such point as such board may select, for the purpose of deten- 
tion, purification, fumigation and disinfection of such infected vessels 
as said board may order to said station. 

SEC. 2. Be it enacted, etc., That the Board of Health be and is hereby 
authorized to erect such suitable wharves and other buildings as said 
board may deem fit, at the location to be selected by it for the equip- 
ment and proper service of said station; provided, not more than five 
thousand dollars be expended for the construction of wharves and 
other buildings; provided, that the expense of establishing said Quar- 
antine Station shall be paid out of the sum appropriated for quarantine 
purposes in the general appropriation bill of the regular session of 
1884. 

SEC. 3. Be it enacted, etc., That all the provisions of laws now exist- 
ing relating to quarantine service and its performance at the present 
Mississippi River Station, together with the penalties thereunder for 
the violation of the same, shall exist and extend in full force to all 
persons and vessels, masters, pilots, towboats and others in connection 
with the quarantine service at said lower or supplemental Quarantine 
Station, and said Board of Health shall have power to pass all needful 
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regulations in relation thereto to carry out the purposes of this act and 
to secure a proper performance of quarantine. 

SEC. 4. Be it enacted, etc., That the Governor of the State of Louis- 
iana is hereby requested and authorized to obtain and enter into a 
lease with the Secretary of War of the United States, or such other 
authority as may be necessary in the premises, for a term of years, of 
lot No. (30) thirty, containing (20) twenty and (78.100) seventy-eight 
one-hundredth acres, having fourteen chains front on the Southeast 
Pass of the Mississippi river, being a portion of the land lying on the 
south side of said pass allowed by the President of the United States 
for military purposes, by order dated June 7, 1875; said lot being dis- 
tant about two miles from the head of the passes, or such other lot in 
said tract or in said neighborhood as it may be possible to obtain for 
the erection of suitable buildings thereon for the use of said lower 
supplemental Quarantine Station. 

Suc. 5. Be tt enacted, etc., That the Governor of the State of Louis- 
iana be hereby requested and authorized to solicit from the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States permission to employ the services 
of Col. John W. Glenn, superintendent of the United States Custom 
House building, to superintend the erection and construction of the 
necessary wharves and buildings at said lower or supplemental quar- 
antine station.

or may derived from the quarantine revenues or the sale of the 
property, hereinbefore provided. . 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That all sums of money which may 
be collected hereafter, or which may be due for past services accruing 
from the fees for quarantine inspection, disinfection and fumigation, shall | 
coustitute a special trust fund, to be knownasthe Louisiana Quarantine 
Trust Fund to be exclusively applied to the maintenance and support 
of the quarantine system of the State, and should any amount for any 
one year or period of years be collected in excess of the quarantine ex- 
penses the Board of Health shall adjust and fix its budget for the 
ensuing year to make such pro-rata decrease and deductions in the rate 
of charges for inspection and disinfection as shall bring the revenues 
from the quarantine system within the amount exclusively and abso- 
lutely necessary to sustain the quarantine system; and it shall not be 
lawful to appropriate any sums of money derived from the quarantine 
charges to any other purpose than the maintenance and support of the 
quarantine system, and the payment of the salaries and expenses con- 
nected therewith, as at present administered. : 
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SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Board of Health of the 
State of Louisiana shall, in its discretion, adopt all necessary rules and 
regulations to carry into effect the details of this act, and shall be and 
is hereby authorized to adopt all additional needful regulations for the 
government of the new Quarantine Station, when established, in the © 
same manner and with the same full power and authority as is now 
vested in it for the government of Quarantine Stations under existing 
laws. .

To prohibit the sale in this State of oleomargarine, butterine or other 
substitutes as butter, and to provide a penalty for the violation of 
the same.

be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of the 
court.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis - 
jana, That whoever shall knowingly sell or offer for sale, ship or place, 
upon the market for sale, either by sample, hogshead, barrel, package 
or otherwise, any sugar or molasses adulterated with glucose or any 
foreign substance, without branding or stamping it as such in clear, 
legible letters, shall be punished by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, and by a fine of not less than two hundred dollars nor more 
than one thousand dollars for each offense, recoverable before any 
court of competent jurisdiction; one-half of the fine for the benefit of 
the informer and the other half for the benefit of the Charity Hospital 
of New Orleans. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That whoever shall employ plan- 
tation brands to sell adulterated sugar or molasses shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, on conviction thereof, shall be punished as provided 
for in section 1 of this Act.

For the better protection of the State of Louisiana in prohibiting 
the introduction or use of infectious or contagious substances, 
matters or things claimed to be infectious or contagious (vaccine 
virus excepted) capable or claimed to be capable of transmission 
by inoculation, except under a special permit from the Board of 
Health of the State of Louisiana, and to provide for the arrest and 
removal to the lower Quarantine Station of any person or persons 
who have introduced such infectious or contagious matters into the 
State of Louisiana, and their detention at the lower Quarantine 
Station at the discretion of Board of Health of the State of Louis- 
iana, and for the seizure and destruction of such infectious or con- 
tagious matters, substances or things. © 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
tana, That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to introduce 
or attempt to introduce into or use in the State of Louisiana any sub- 
stance, matter or thing which, in the opinion of the Board of Health 
of the State of Louisiana, may produce a liability to contagion or in- 
fection of any disease among the population of the State of Louisiana 
whether the same shall be in the form of bacteria, germs, microbes, 
virus (vaccine virus excepted), or other substances, matters or things 
containing, or supposed or claimed to contain, the elements of any 
contagious or infectious disease, disorder or malady, or whether the 
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same be claimed to be, or really is, for the purpose of inoculation, or 
any other purpose, unless the person or persons so introducing the 
said substance, matter or thing shall have obtained, prior to said intro- 
duction, the permission, in writing, from the said Board of Health of 
the State of Louisiana, which permission shall specify the manner,

To protect the health of operatives and employes in manufactories, 
workshops, laboratories and other places in which substances. ma- 
terials or compounds are used, manufactured, compounded, pre- 
pared or handled, which are poisonous or detrimental to their 
health, to authorize the Board of Health to enact such regulations 
as will more perfectly protect said operatives and employees from 
injury to their health, and providing penalties for the violation of 
such rules and regulations when established.

AcT NO. 31. 


Fixing the salary of the Assistant Resident Physician at the Quarantine 
Station on the Mississippi river. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That from and after the passage of this act the annual 
salary of the Assistant Physician at the Quarantine Station on the 
Mississippi river shall be three thousand dollars, payable monthly, as 
now provided by law. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all acts or parts of acts in 
conflict with the provisions of this aet are hereby repealed. !

AcT NO. 85. 


An act to prevent the spread of leprosy, and to provide for the treat- 
ment of same, and for isolation of persons afflicted with said’ 
disease, and penalties for non-compliance with the provisions of 
this act. 


SECTION 1. Be tt enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Lowi- 
stana, That whereas, the disease known as leprosy, which is contamin- 
ating and dangerous to the public health and welfare, exists in this 
State, and that persons afflicted with said disease are permitted to be 
at large, thus endangering public health. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all persons afflicted or suffer- 
ing with said disease of leprosy shall be confined in an institution 
isolated and used for the treatment of said disease, and it shall bea 
misdemeanor for any one to harbor a leper or lepers, and the penalty 
to be imposed upon any one harboring said leper or lepers and refusing 
to commit them to the care of said institution, shall, on conviction 
before any committing magistrate in this State, be subject to a fine of 
not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars, or impri- 
sonment for a term not exceeding thirty days; said fine shall go to the 
support of said institution, and said party so found to be a leper shall be 
committed to said institution. That whenever itshall be made known to the 
judge of the District Court, by the petition and oath of any individual, 
that any person afilicted with leprosy within his district ought to be 
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sent to or confined in said institution, it shall be the duty of said judge 
to issue a warrant to bring before him in chamber said person so 
afflicted with leprosy, and after proper inquiry into all the facts and 
circumstances of the case, if, in his opinion, he ought to be sent or 
confined in said institution, he shall make out his warrant to the sheriff 
of the parish, commanding him to convey said leper to said institution, 
for which duty the sheriff shall have the right to demand the same 
fees as are now allowed by law for the conveyance of insane persons to 
_ the State Insane Asylum, which shall be paid out of the parish treasury 
upon the order of the District Judge, and likewise all other expenses 
previously incurred in bringing said person before the District Judge. 
SEC. 3. Be tt further enacted, etc., That the buildings and institution 
situated in the city of New Orleans, in this State, now used or that 
may hereafter be selected or directed to be used for the care of and 
treatment of leprosy, under a contract with the city of New Orleans, 
by virtue of Ordinance No. 5785, passed and adopted on the 31st day of 
March, 1891, shall be the institution to which lepers shall be sent and 
committed under the penalties provided for in section 2 of this act.

AcT No. 80. 

To provide for the appointment of a Board of Control for the Leper 
Home, and to provide for the care and treatment of persons so 
afflicted with leprosy. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
iana, That a Board of Control for the Leper Home, consisting of seven 
members, to be appointed by the Governor of the State, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, whose duty it shall be to provide 
for the proper care, treatment and maintenance of all persons in the 
State of Louisiana who are now or may hereafter be afflicted with lep- 
rosy, and for that purpose they shall be authorized to arrange for a 
contract with any responsible physician, skilled in care and treatment 
of such disease, for the care, treatment and maintenance of all such 
persons so afflicted; that said board shall have power to remove for 
cause said contracting physician, and annul his contract, and to enter 
into anew contract with any other physician, in accordance with Act 
No. 85 of the Session of 1892. 
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SEC. 2. Beit further enacted, etc., That the sum of’ five thousand ~ 


dollars be and the same is hereby set apart for the purposes of 
repairing or constructing and improving such buildings as may be 
necessary for the purposes of said institute. 


SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the sum of ten thousand dol-: 


lars per annum be and the same is hereby appropriated for the purpose 
aforesaid, and the Auditor is hereby authorized to warrant monthly 
for the said amounts on theorder of the President of said board, 
countersigned by the Secretary of same. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That as soon as practicable after 
the appointment of said board they shall meet and organize by select- 
ing-a President and Secretary, whose duties shall be prescribed by said 
board. All vacancies, whether by death, resignation or otherwise, on 
said board, shall be filled by the Governor. 

Sec. 5. Be tt further enacted etc., That the amount of appropriation 


provided for herein shall take effect and be available from and after the ~ 


organization and appointment of said board, and whose salaries shall 


be fixed by said board. and after the election of said physician having 


been certified to by the Secretary of State. 
SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed.

To amend and re-enact sections 1, 2, 4 and 7 of Act No. 32 of 1880, en- 
titled *‘ An Act to regulate the practice of dentistry in the State 
of Louisiana,’’ approved March’ 18, 1880, and to provide for its 
enforcement. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 


Louisiana, That section 1 of Act No. 32 of 1880, approved March 10, 
1880, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That from and after the passage of this act it shall be un- 
lawful for any person practising dentistry in the State of Louisiana, 
unless said person has graduated and receiveda diploma from a recog- 
nized faculty of a dental college, chartered under the authority of some 
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one of the United States, or shall have obtained a certificate from a 
Board of Examining Dentists duly authorized by this act to issue such 
certificates, and all such certificates must be registered with the Board 
of Health. 


SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That section 2 of Act No. 32 of 1880, 
approved March 10, 1880, be hereby amended and re-enacted so as to 
read as follows: 


Sec. 2. That the Board of Examining Dentists shall consist of five 
dental graduate-:, practitioners of dentistry or medical graduates, 
practitioners of dentistry or medical graduates practising dentistry, 
who are members in good standing of the Louisiana State Dental 
Society, and have Leen practising in the State of Louisiana for a term 
not less than three years. Said board shall be appointed by the 
Governor at the recommendation of the Louisiana State Dental Society, 
two members to serve for one year and three members to serve for two 
years, and thereafter all vacancies occurring in said board shall be filled 
by appointment fortwoyears. The president of the said Louisiana State 
Dental Society shall have power to fill all vacancies in the said board 
for any unexpired term. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That section 4 of Act No. 32 of 
1880, approved March 10, 1880, be amended and re-enacted so as to 
read as follows: 


Sc. 4. That all dentists practising in the State of Louisiana register 
their names and addresses with the State Board of Health froma cer- 
tificate from the State Board of Dental Examiners, or with the clerk of 
the District Court for the parish in which he resides upon the aforesaid 
certificate, the clerk of said court to forward at once the name and 
address of the person registered to the Louisiana State Board of 
Health. That the said board shall keep a book of record and shall 
publish a list of all the registered practitioners of dentistry once a year 
in the official journal of the State, or in any daily newspaper published 
in the city of New Orleans, a fee of one dollar shall be charged for 
such registration. 


Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That section 7 of Act No. 32 of 
1880, approved March 10, 1880, be and the same is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 


Sec. 7. That any person who shall in violation of this act pretending 
to be regular practitioner of dentistry, practise dentistry in the State 
of Louisiana, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than three hun- 
dred dollars, or be imprisoned not less than thirty days, nor more than 
three months, or both, at the discretion of the court; provided, that 
nothing in this act shall apply to registered physicians and surgeons. 

Sxtc. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
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district attorneys throughout the State to see that the provisions of this 
act be strictly enforced. 
SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act be and are hereby repealed.

AcT No. 49. 


To regulate the practice of Medicine, Surgery and Midwifery; to 
create State Boards of Medical Examiners, and to regulate the 
fees and emoluments thereof; to prevent the practise of Medicine, 
Surgery and Midwifery by unauthorized persons; and to provide 
for the trialand punishment of violators of the provisions of this 
act by fine or imprisonment, or both; and to repeal all laws or 
parts of laws in conflict or inconsistent with this act. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That from and after the promulgation of this act no person 
excepting those already engaged under existing laws in the practice of 
medicine, surgery, midwifery and dentists shall practise medicine in 
any of its departments within the State of Louisiana, unless such per- 
son shall possess all the qualifications required by this act. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That after the promulgation of 
this act any person before entering upon the practice of medicine in 
any of its branches, dentists excepted, shall present to the Board of 
Medical Examiners, as hereinafter constituted, a diploma from a 
medical college in good standing; said standing to be determined by 
the board, and shall pass a satisfactory examination before the board 
upon the following branches, to-wit: Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry, 
Principles of Medicine, Obstetrics, Physical Diagnosis, Surgery, 
Materia Medica and Hygiene. ‘The person shall also satisfy the board 


that he or she is twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, | 


and possesses at least a fair primary education. If said diploma and 
examination are satisfactory to the board they shall issue to such per- 
son a certificate in accordance with the facts. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Medical Examiners herein 
provided for shall consist of two boards—one of physicians and surgeons 
recommended by the Louisiana State Medical Society and one of physi- 
cians and surgeons recommended by the Hahneman State Medical 
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Society. There shall be five members of each board,-any three of 
whom shall constitute a quorum, for the purpose of holding an exam- 
ination and granting a certificate. All the members of both boards 
shall be graduated physicians and practitioners. 

The board, composed of physicians and surgeons recommended by 
the Louisiana State Medical Society, shall examine all applicants who 
propose to practise any other than the homeopathic system of medicine, 
and the board composed of physicians and surgeons recommended by 
the Hahneman State Medical Society shall examine all applicants who 
propose to practise the homeopathic system of medicine. The certiti- 
cate of either board shall be conclusive proof of the efficiency of the 
applicant examined by said board. All examinations held by the 
boards and the answer of the applicants shall be in writing, and shall 
be filed and kept as records. All members of both boards shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the State from a list of names presented by 
the Louisiana State Medical Society and the Hahneman State Medical 
Society, and the Governor shall have the right to remove any or all the 
members thereof for inefficiency or for neglect of duty, and to fill all 
vacancies occurring in these boards from names recommended by their 
respective societies. 


Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That the first Boards of Medical 
Examiners appointed under this act shall meet and organize within 
thirty days from the date of their appointment, and shall name one 
member to serve for the term of two years, one member for the term of 
three years, one member for the term of four years, one member for the 
term of five years and one member for the term of six years, deciding 
by lot or agreement among themselves as to their respective terms. At 
the expiration of the above terms each member shall be appointed by 
the Governor for the term of six years from names recommended by 
their respective State Medical Societies. 


SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That every person practising mid- 
wifery in this State, on the passage of this act, shall within ninety days 
thereafter register with the Secretary of the Board of Health in the 
parish of Orleans, and with the clerk of the District Court in the other | 
parishes of the State, in the manner provided for physicians, giving her 
age and length of time, and the place or places during, and at which, 
she has been engaged in said practice and make affidavit thereto, and 
shall pay to the Secretary of the Board of Health in the parish of Or- 
leans, or to the clerk of the District Courtin other parishes of the State, 
as the case may be, a fee of $1. Said Secretary of the Board of Health 
of the parish of Orleans, or clerk of the District Court, shall issue a cer- 
tificate to the one so registering, in accordance with the facts herein set 
forth, upon a blank form to be furnished by the State Board of Health, 
which shall entitle the holder to practise midwifery in the parish in 
which said certificate is issued. The clerks of the District Courts of

the several parishes of the State, Orleans excepted, shall annually, on 
the first Monday in January, make returns to the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health in the parish of Orleans of all such certificates on record 
in his office. 

All persons beginning the practice of midwifery in this State after 
the passage of this act shall appear before one of the State Boards of 
Examiners, and submit to such examination in midwifery as the board 
shall require, and if such examination is satisfactory the said board 
shall upon the receipt of five ($5) dollars issue a certificate the same 
as provided for midwives in practice at the time of the passage of this 
act, which certificate shall be registered as in the manner provided for 
midwives in practice at the time of the passage of this act, but for such 
registration with the Secretary of the State Board of Health, or with 
a clerk of a District Court, the holder of said certificate shall be re- 
quired to pay a fee of fifty (50) cents only. This section does not ap- 
ply to the so-called midwife of rural districts and plantation practice, 
who, in the sense of this act, are not considered as practising mid- 
wifery as a profession. 


SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Boards of Medical Ex- 
aminers are authorized to elect such officers and form such by-laws ag 
may be necessary for the efficient operation of the boards. 

The boards shall have a common seal, and the president and secre- 
tary of their respective boards shall be empowered to administer oaths 
in the taking of testimony upon any matters pertaining to the duties o¢ 
said board. 


SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That the regular meetings of the 
boards shall be held at least twice in each year in the city of New Or- 
leans, but the presidents of the boards may call special meetings else- 
where in the State whenever the boards may deem it necessary or ex- 
pedient; the call to be issued by the secretary and signed by the presi- 
dent. . 


SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That to prevent delay and incon- 
venience, one member of a Board of Medical Examiners may grant a 
permit, after satisfactory examination to any applicant, and shall 
report thereon to the board at the next regular meeting; such tem- 
porary permit shall not continue in force longer than until the next 
regular meeting of the boards, but such temporary permit shall in no 
case be granted within six months after'the applicant has been refused 
a permit by the boards. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That the certificates issued in ac- 
cordance with section 2 of this act shall be recorded in the office of the 
clerk of the District Court of the parish in which he or she re- 
sides, who shall make this recordation in a book to be kept for that 
purpose only, and also certify to such recordation by an endorsement 
on the original certificate, which the holder thereof shall transmit 
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or deliver tothe State Board of Health; and the clerk recording the 
same shail be entitled to afeeofonedollar. Such certificate transmitted 
or delivered to the State Board of Health shall entitle the holder to be 
placed on the list’ of registered physicians and surgeons, the publica- 
tion of which, is hereinafter provided for. Said Board of Health 
shall preserve such certificates, and a copy thereof, signed by its sec- 
retary, shall be received as evidence in the courts of this State; and 
for such copy a fee of fifty cents shall be paid. Until such recorda- 
tion is made the holder of such certificates shall not exercise any of 
the rights or privileges therein conferred to practise medicine. 


SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, etc., That itshall be tthe dnty of the 
State Board of Health to publish annually in the official journal of the 
State (and if there be no such journal, in one of the daily newspapers 
published in the city of New Orleans) a list of the registered physi- 
cians and surgeons in the State and their residences: and such published 
list shall be received in evidence by the courts of this State as proof 
that the physicians and surgeons therein named are duly registered, as 
required by law, and the said State Board of Health is hereby required 
to strike from said list ‘the name of any person whose certificate may 
have been revoked by the State Board of Medical Examiners, as herein 
provided for. 


SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, etc., That the members of said Boards of 
Medical Examiners shall receive, as a compensation for their services ten 
($10) dollars per day during their session, and, in addition thereto, their 
hotel and traveling expenses by the most direct route to and from their 
respective places of residence, to be paid out of any moneys in the 
treasury of the boards, upon the certificate of the president and secre- 
tary. The boards are empowered to demand a fee of one ($1) dollar for 
the issuing of each certificate. The fee for examination shall be ten 
($10) dollars. If the applicant fails to pass a satisfactory examination, 
and no certificate is issued to him, or her, five ($5) dollars only for his 
or her fee isto be retained. The fee for certificate of temporary per- 
mit shall be five ($5) dollars, to be paid into the treasury of the 
boards, said fee to be accredited to the applicant when he applies to 
the board for a permanent permit. 


SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, etc., That any itinerant vendor of any 
drug, nostrum, ointment, or application of any kind, intended for the 
treatment of disease or injury or who may, by writing, print or other 
methods, profess to cure or treat disease or deformity by any drug, 
nostrum, manipulation or other expedient in this State, shall, if found 
guilty, be fined in any sum not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars and 
not exceeding one hundred ($100) dollars for each offence, ,to be re- 
covered in an action of debt before any court of competent jurisdiction 
or shall be imprisoned for a term-of not less than ten (10) days or 
more than thirty (30) days, or be both fined and imprisoned. 
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SEC. 13. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person shall be regarded 
as practising medicine, in any of its departments, within the meaning 
of this act, who shall append the letters M. D. or M. B. to his or her 
name or repeatedly prescribe or direct, for che use of any person or 
persons, any drug or medicine or other agency for the treatment, cure 
or relief of any bodily injury, infirmity or disease. This act shall not 
apply to farmers and planters when exclusively practising, without 
compensation, on their employees and tenants. 


SEC. 14. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person practicing medi- 
cine, in any of its departments, in this State, without first having ob- 
tained the certificate herein provided for or contrary to provisions of 
this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not less than fifty ($50) dollars, or 
more than one hundred ($100) dollars, or by imprisonment in the par- 
ish jail for a period of not less than ten (10) days or more than ninety 
(90) days or by both fine and imprisoment for each offence. It shall be 
the duty of the respective District Attorneys to prosecute violations of 
the provisions of this act before any court of competent jurisdiction. 


Sec. 15. Be it further enacted, etc., That the said boards shall have 
power to revoke any permit or certificate issued by them whenever it 
shall appear that the physician thus licensed has been convicted of 
immoral conduct before a competent court. 


SEC. 16. Be it further enacted, etc., That any practitioner of medicine, 
in any of its departments, failing to comply with the requirements of 
this act shall not be exempt from injury or military duty, nor be per- 
mitted to collect any’ fees or charges for services rendered, nor be 
allowed to testify as a medical or surgical expert in any court in this 
State, nor execute any certificate as a physician or surgeon, nor to hold 
any medical office nor to be recognized by the State or parish or 
municipal corporation as a physician or surgeon; nor shall be entitled 
to enjoy any of the privileges, rights or exemptions granted to physi- 
cians or surgeons by the laws of this State. 

SEC. 17. Beit further enacted, etc., That this act shall not apply to 
any commissioned surgeons of the United States army, navy or marine 
hospital service, to physicians or surgeons from other States or territo- 
ries in actual consultation with a registered physician of this State; 
nor to any physician actually practising in this State before the passage 
of this act, and in accordance with then existing laws. 


SEC. 18. Be it further enacted, etc., That the said boards shall report 


to the prosecuting officer of the State of Louisiana all persons violating 
the provisions of this act. They shall report, annually, to the Goy- 
ernor of the State upon the condition of the practice of medicine in the 
State, its reeommendations for the improvement of the practice, as well 
as a record of the proceedings of the board during the year, together 
with the names of all physicians or surgeons to whom the said beard 
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shall have issued certificates during the year, in accordance with the 
provisions of section 2 of this act. } 
SEC. 19. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall not be lawful for the 
» State Boards of Medical Examiners, or any member thereof, in any 
manner whatever, or for any purpose, to charge or obligate the State of 
Louisiana for the payment of any money except as provided for in Act 
44 of the acts of 1882 relating to the publication of registered physi- 
cians, etc., and the said boards shall look alone to the revenue derived 
from the operation of this act for the compensation designated in 
section 11 of this act. And if said revenue is not sufficient to 
pay each member in full, as per section 11, then the amount thus 
received shall be prorated among the members. But if, at the end of 
’the year, there should be a greater revenue derived than sufficient 
to defray the expenses of the board at all their sessions for the year, as 
provided in section 7, such surplus shall remain in the treasury, to be 
used in the expenditure of the board during the succeeding year. 
SEC. 20. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict with this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

, PUAOTS NO. 1b, 

To prevent the tearing up of public streets, except under certain con- 
ditions and to promote the public health; also to provide penal- 
ties for its violation. 

SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Louis- 
tana, That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, contractor or cor- 
poration to tear up any street in any city for the purpose of laying 
tracks, sewer pipes, gas or water pipes, or other work of like character 
which might necessitate digging and overturning of the earth of said 
streets, from May 1 to September 1 in each year, except under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

Provided, that the contractor, builder or persons carrying on such 
work shall not tear up, interrupt or obstruct more than three blocks 
of any mile of street at one and the same time; provided, that per- 
mission be first obtained from State Board of Health to conduct such 
operations during such season under its supervision. 

Suc. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That any contractor, foreman of 
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contractor, superintendent or other persons who shall violate this law 
shall be forthwith arrested, and on conviction shall be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100), or imprisonment for not less than 
sixty days at the discretion of the court for each offence.

ACT No. 147. 


Constituting the police juries of the different parishes of the State, 
live stock sanitary commissions with authority to enact and en- 
force ordinances and regulations for the suppression of glanders, 
farcy and other contagious’ or infectious diseases afflicting live 
stock. 

SECTION. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Louisiana, That the police juries of each and every parish in the 
State of Louisiana is hereby empowered to organize and act as a Live 
Stock Sanitary Commission with authority to enact and enforce ordi- 
nances and regulations for the suppression of glanders, farcy and other 
contagious and infectious diseases affecting live stock, as may 
seem needful and necessary, and it shall be the duty of said 
police juries acting as Live Stock .Commissions, when 
in their judgment it is necessary to employ a_ veter- 
inary surgeon to co-operate with them in determining whether or not 
there exists contagious diseases among the live stock of their respective 
parishes, and whenever in the opinion of said Commission and veterin- 
ary surgeon the public safety demands the destruction of any animal or 
animals affected with an incurable, contagious or infectious disease, 
then such killing shall be done under the order and direction of said 


commission and veterinary surgeon, and without compensation to the 


owner or owners of such animals. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of any 
person who discovers or suspects, or has reason to believe that any 
domestic animal belonging to him or in his charge, or that may come 
under his observation belonging to others if affected with any contagi- 
ous disease to without delay report such fact or belief to the police 
member of his ward and to the president of the police jury, and any per- 
son or persons as above specified, who shall neglect or refuse to notify 
the proper authorities as above specified and designated of the exist- 
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ence of any contagious or deadly disease that may have been brought 
to his knowledge, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 

tion thereof shall be fined in a sum not less than ten or more than one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned and worked on the public roads not 
less than ten nor more than ninety days or both, at the discretion of 
the court. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person who wilfully hin- 
ders, obstructs or otherwise disregards or evades such sanitary regula- 
tions as provided for in this act, or violates any of the rules and regu- 
lations that may be enacted in any of the parishes as herein authorized 
for the restriction and stamping out of any disease among live stock as 
aforementioned, or who shall resist the orders of the parish live stock 
commission or any officer acting under authority of same in the dis- 
charge of their duty, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished in the same manner as provided in the pre- 
ceding section. 

SEC. 4. Be tt further enacted, etc., That any person who knowingly 
shall bring into any parish of this State of Louisiana any animal 
affected with any contagious disease such as glanders, farcy, or any 
animal which has been exposed to any such disease, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, on conviction of same, shall be fined in a sum not 
less than one hundred nor more than five hundred dollars, with the 
addition of all damage that may have occurred in consequence of such 
importation. 

Src. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act be enforced from 
and after its passage and that all laws in conflict herewith are repealed.

HEALTH ORDINANCES. 





PUBLIC MARKETS. 


ORDINANCE NO. 4155, C. S., AS AMENDED BY ORDS. 4724, 5917 AND 6691. 


* * * * 8 * * * * 


Sec. 3. That all kinds of meat, fowl, game, fish, vegetables, and all 
other perishable articles of human food, may be bought and sold at all 
the markets, except that no fish, fruit or vegetables shall be sold in the 
beef market of the Second District, and that no fresh meat of any kind 
shall be sold in the vegetable market of the same district, and that no 
fish, crabs or shrimp shall be sold in any market after 10 o’clock A. M., 
between the Ist day of May and the Ist day of October. 


* * * * * * * * * 


Srec. 8. That the markets of this city shall be open at the dawn of 
day, and shall close at 12 o’clock M., all the year round.

SEC. 9. That during the half hour immediately after the closing of 
the markets the occupants of stands and stalls are required to scrape, 
wash and cleanse the same, so as to keep them in the highest state of 
cleanliness.

Sec. 12. That all persons are forbidden to stand, sit or lie on any of 
the stalls or stands of the said public markets.

Src. 13. No person or persons shall expose. sell or offer forsale in 
any public market of this city any stale or unwholesome meat, or the 
flesh of any animal which was sick, wounded or overheated, or run 
down by dogs or otherwise, at or before the same was slaughtered, or 
which died from disease, accident, casualty or other means than the 
usual manner of slaughtering animals for food; nor shall any person 
sell or expose or offer for sale in any of the public markets of this city 
any putrid, rancid or unsound meat, fish, eggs, poultry, vegetables and 
fruits, or any unwholesome or adulterated articles offood; nor shall 
any person sell or expose, or offer for sale, the fleshof any dog, cat or 
any unclean animal, or the flesh ofany calf, pig or lamb which was 
slaughtered under the age of four weeks. 
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Sec. 16. That each and every occupant of fruit, vegetable, meat and 
fish stands or stalls in the several public markets of the city are hereby 
required to furnish a covered tub or barrel, to be placed under or at 

‘such place as will be most convenient to their respective stands or 
stalls, in which they shall deposit all refuse, offal, waste or cast-off 
articles in which they may be dealing as occupants of said stands or 
stalls, and under no circumstances shall any such occupants of any such 
stands or stalls be permitted to place any of such refuse, offal, waste or 
cast-off articles on the floors or flags of said markets under the penal- 
ties stipulated in section 32 of this ordinance.

Sec, 24. That occupants of stalls and stands shall furnish, under the 
penalties stipulated in section 32 of this ordinance, a sufficient num ber of 
covered barrels or tubs to contain the daily offal from the stands and 
stalls in the said markets, and all occupants of stands or stalls are re- 
quired to throw such offal into the covered barrels or tubs thus fur- 
nished, and that the superintendent of the district for cleaning the streets 
shall cause the same to be disposed of, as in the case of other daily 
offal, by 2 o’clock ep. mM. No offal or refuse from any meat, fish, fruit, 
‘or vegetable stall or stand shall be thrown on the floor of the market, 
or into the gutters or streets, under the penalties stipulated in section 32 
of this ordinance. 

That during the half hour immediately after the closing of said mar- 
the butchers or other persons hiring or occupying their respective 
stalls. stands and tables shall be bound to scrape, wash and cleanse the 
same, so as to keep the said stalls, stands and tables in the highest state 
of cleanliness, and every person neglecting to comply punctually with 
the terms and conditions of this section, or who shall not quit the said 
' market at the hour specified, shall be subject to the penalties stipulated 
in section 32 of this, ordinance.

SEC. 32. That any person who shall be found guilty before the Re- 
corder of the district in which the offence is committed of any viola- 
tion or evasion of any of the provisions of this ordinance, for which a 
penalty is not otherwise provided, shall be fined not more than twenty-— 
five dollars ($25), and in default of the payment of the fine imposed, to 
imprisonment in the parish prison for a term not exceeding thirty 
(30) days. 

Sec. 33. That each day any party shall continue to violate the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall constitute a separate offence.

No. 7607 COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED MAY 23, 1893. 


An ordinance providing for the establishment of private markets un- 


der certain conditions and regulations, and providing for the punish- 
ment for the violation of the same. 


SECTION 1. Be it resolved, That hereafter it shall not be lawful for 


any one to set up or establish a private market for the sale of meats, 
fish and vegetables, or other comestibles, except upon complying with 
the regulations or conditions imposed under this ordinance. | 


SEC, 2. That the private market building used for such purpose shall 
not be less than ten by fifteen feet in superficial area, sixteen feet in 
height from floor to ceiling, disconnected from any other building, and 
separated therefrom by a distance of not less than three feet six inches;

pavement. ‘That after the hour of 12 mM. of each day there shall be no 


sales made; that before 1 o’clock Pp. M. of each day the stalls and stands. 
in said private markets are required to be washed and cleaned, so as to- 
keep them in the highest state of cleanliness. That after the said hour 
of 1 p. M. the said private markets shall be subject to the inspection of 


the police officers of this city, whose duty it is to inspect the same and 
report any violations of the provisions of this ordinance. 


Sec. 3. That no private market shall be established within 2100 feet.

Src. 4. That any person desiring to establish a private market shall, 


upon complying with the provisions above set forth, as to location and 
construction, evidenced by a certificate to that effect from the City 
Engineer, shall obtain a license therefor. 

That whoever shall violate the conditions of this resolution 
shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $25, or to imprisonment in the

Be it resolved by the Council of the City of New Orleans, That from 
and after the first day of May to the first day of October all stalls or 
stands where fresh crabs or shrimps are sold in the various markets of 
the city be required to be closed by 10 o’clock A. M. each and every 
day. 
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fie it further resolved, That the selling of fresh shrimps-and crabs by 
peddlers upon the streets be forbidden under all circumstances during 
the months above stated. 

Be it further resolved, That for every violation of the above ordinance 
there shall be a fine of not less than ten ($10) or ten days’ imprison- 
ment, nor more than twenty-five dollars ($25) or thirty days’ impris- 
onment, punishable before the Recorder of the district in which the 
offence is committed.

SALE OF POISONS AND ADULTERATIONS OF FOOD AND 
DRINK. 


ORDINANCE NO. 7516.—ADOPTED DECEMBER, 1861. 





SECTION 1. No person shall sell or offer for sale any poisonous 
drugs, medicines or chemicals used for medical purposes, except on the 
prescription of a physician, nor unless the receptacle or package con- 
taining such drugs, medicines or chemicals be marked ‘‘Poison’’ in 
plain and conspicuous characters. 

SEC, 2. Patent medicines, household remedies, etc., compounds for 
the destruction of rats, insects, bugs, of a poisonous character, may be 
sold without a physician’s prescription to persons of full age and sound 
mind, and personally known to the vendor. ‘These articles shail 
always be labeled ‘*Poison.”’ 
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Sec. 3. All druggists, peddlers, hawkers, and all other persons deal- 
ing in or selling poisonous substances, shall keep a special book, opened 
at all times to the proper authorities, in which they shall regis- 
ter the name, age, residence and profession of the person to whom any 
poisonous substance is sold; also the date of sale, the quantity sold, 
the use it is intended for, whether sold upon a personal acquaintance 
with the buyer or upon a physician’s: prescription. ‘The latter shall 
always be carefully preserved. 

Src. 4. The penalty for the violation of this ordinance, or of any of 
its sections, shall be a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars, 
recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was 
committed; or in default of the payment of the fine ajc not 
exceeding thirty (30) days, for each and every offence. 


No. 4951, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 16, 1890. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That section 4 
of Ordinance No. 7516, A. S. \Jewell’s Digest, p. 75, Art. 18), relative 
to sale of poisons be amended to read as follows: 

That whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars or imprisoned in the 
parish prison for a term not to exceed thirty days, or both, or im- 
prisonment in the said parish prison for a term not to exceed thirty 
days in defaultof payment of the fine, to be imposed by the Recorder of 
of the district where the offence is committed; provided, that the fine 
shall not exceed twenty-five dollars for each offence nor the imprison- 
ment more than thirty days. 


No. 6022, A. 8., JUNE 25, 1879. 


Sec. 4. No person shall sell, or offer for sale, any poisonous drugs, 
medicines or chemicals, except on the prescription or written order of 
a physician; nor unless the receptacle or package containing such 
poisonous drug, medicine or chemical be ee ‘Poison’’ in plain 
and conspicuous characters. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not sissies: 
thirty days for each and every offence. 


No. 5553, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 4, 1891. 


Resolved, That Ordinance No. 6022, A. S., be and is hereby amended 
as follows, viz.: Strike out all of section 3 and insert in lieu thereof 
the following, viz.: ‘*Section 3. No person shall adulterate or cause

or exchange said drug without such prescription shall, on conviction 
before any of the Recorders, be fined not more than twenty-five dollars. 
or suffer imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 


ORDINANCE NO. 750, C.S.—ADOPTED JUNE 17, 1884. 


That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to keep such an 
establishment as is commonly designated as ‘*a joint’? where opium 
is smoked or otherwise used. Any person or persons keeping such an 
establishment, as well as all those found therein, either as visitors 
through curiosity or in the act of using or smoking opium, shall be 
arrested, and, on conviction before any of the Recorders, be fined not 
less than ten dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or 
both. 


ORDINANCE 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE, 25, 1879. 


Sec. 2. No person shall sell, or offer or expose for sale in public or 
private, any blown, stale, decaying, putrid, rotten or unwholesome pro- 
visions, vegetables, fruits or tainted meats or fish, or any impure or un- 
sound food, or any drink liable to be injurious to health, or the flesh 
of any animal that has died of disease, or which was diseased when 
killed. 


No. 4969, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 16, 1890. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That section 2 
of ordinance No. 6022, A. 8S. (Jewell’s Digest, p. 74, Art. 8), relative to 
sale of putrid meats, vegetables, be amended to read as follows: 

That whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars or be imprisoned in the 
Parish Prison for aterm not to exceed thirty days, or both, or be im-. 
prisoned in the said Parish Prison for a term not to exceed thirty days, 
in default of the payment of the fine, to be imposed by the Recorder of 
the district wherein the offence is committed; provided, that the fine 
shall not exceed twenty-five dollars for each offence, nor the imprison- 

ment more than thirty days. 
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No. 6533—ADMINISTRATION SERIES,—ADOPTED JUNE 22, 1880. 


An ordinance to prevent the sale of adulterated articles used as food, 
to prevent the sale of unwholesome or tainted provisions, the 
slaughtering of animals when in an unhealthy condition, and to 
prevent the landing of diseased animals within the city limits. 


Be it ordained, 1. That no person shall sell or offer for sale in the city 
limits any article of food and sustenance knowing the same to be adul- 
terated, tainted, stale, or in a condition of decomposition, or unfit for 
human food. 

2. That to prevent meat being sold in an unhealthy condition, no 
person or persons or corporation shall slaughter for human food and 
offer for sale in this city, until previously inspected, any cattle, hogs or 
sheep. 

3. That no person or persons, railways, steamships, steamboats, 
water and other craft, or common carriers, shall discharge or land at 
any of the depots, wharves or landings within the city, any cattle, swine 
or sheep, forwarded through them or shipped on their account, when 
the same is known to be in a diseased condition. 

4, That any person, persons or corporation, violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be fined for the first offence not less than 
$15, and imprisoned at the discretion of the Recorder not more than 
ten days, and for the second and subsequent offences not more than 
$25 and imprisoned not over thirty days. 


ORDINANCE NO. 421, C. S.—ADOPTED AUGUST 28, 1883. 


SECTION 1. That from and after the passage of this ordinance it shall 
be unlawful to blow any veal or mutton, except by means of a bellows. 

Src. 2, That the blowing of any animal over fifteen months old is 
hereby prohibited, as also the sale or offering for sale in any of the pub- 
lie or private markets the meat of any animal that at the time of 
slaughter was not four weeks old. 

Sec. 3. That any infraction of this ordinance will be subjected to 
penalties provided for in Article 24 of general ordinance, entitled:

No. 10,086, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 11, 1894. 


An ordinance making it unlawful for any person to adulterate, or cause 
to be adulterated, any molasses, syrup, or other liquid saccharine 
matter, or selling, buying or causing to be bought, or disposing of 
in any way or manner, any molasses or other saccharine matter 
adulterated with zinc, tin, or other chemical injurious and dele- 
terious to public health, and providing a penalty for the violation 
of this ordinance, or any part thereof. 

ARTICLE 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, 
That it shall be unlawful for ahy person or persons to adulterate, or 
cause to be adulterated, any molasses, syrup, or other liquid or sacch- 
arine matter with zinc, tin, or any other chemical injurious or dele- 
terious to public health. 

ART. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to engage, 
employ, or hire any one to adulterate any molasses, syrup, or other 
liquid or saccharine matter, with zinc, tin or other chemical deleteri- 
ous and injurious to public health. 

ArT. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to sell, 
cause to be sold, buy or cause to be bought, to dispose of, or cause to 
be disposed of in any way or manner, any molasses, syrup, or any 
liquid, or saccharine matter, adulterated with zine, tin, or any other 
chemical injurious or deleterious to public health. 

ArT. 4. That any party or parties arresting, or causing to be arrested, 
any person or persons violating this ordinance, or any section thereof, 
shall receive one-half of the fine imposed by the Recorder. 

ART. 5. That any person or persons violating any section of this or- 
dinance shall be fined not less than ten dollars or twenty days’ 
imprisonment in the Parish Prison, and not more than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) or thirty days’ imprisonment in the Parish Prison 
for each and every offence. Said fine or imprisonment to be imposed 
by the Recorder in whose district the said violation occurs. 

ART. 6. That all ordinances, or parts of ordinances, in conflict with 
or inconsistent with the provisions of this article, be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and this ordinance shall take effect from and after this 
passage. 


PRIVIES—DISPOSITION OF FGCAL MATTER—NUISANCE 
WHARVES. . 


No. 4077, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 7, 1877. 


SECTION 1. Any privy hereafter constructed shall be not to exceed 
two feet below the surface of the ground, and be walled with brick or 
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stone, laid in cement with sharp sand, its whole depth, with water-tight 
bottom, and said wall shall be raised at least one foot above the surface 
of the ground, and shall be so constructed as not to have any issue or 
opening on any street, way, yard or place; nor shall it be within three 
feet of any street or way, and shall, if built adjacent to any wall, 
whether a party wall or otherwise, be separated therefrom by solid 
masonry of not less than two feet in thickness, laid in cement, and 
thoroughly water proof; and shall have a flue or ventilator sufficient 
for ventilation, extending above the surrounding windows or communi- 
eating with a chimney. 

Any person building or causing any privy to be built in contravention 
of this section, or any part of it, shall be liable to a fine not to exceed 
twenty dollars. And the court before which suit may be brought for 
violation of this section, or any part of it, shall, in rendering its judg- 
ment, order such privy to be reconstructed in accordance with the pro-. 
visions of this section, within a reasonable time, and in default of such 
compliance with such order, the party so failing to comply shall be: 
subjected to like penalty and punished as in the first instance; and the 
Board of Health may cause such order to be complied with at the ex- 
pense of the person ordered as aforesaid, said expense to be recovered 
in any court of competent jurisdiction at the suit of said board. —

Whenever, in the opinion of the proper officer or officers of 
the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, any privy or privy vault 
shall be ina condition such as to require the same to be deodorized or 
disinfected, he or they shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
owner or tenant of the premises, where such privy or privy vaults may 
be, to deodorize or disinfect such privy or privy vault within a delay 
of thirty-six hours; and for any refusal or neglect to obey such notice, 


within said time, such offender shall be liable to a fine not exceeding ~ 


the sum of ten dollars. 


SEC. 7. No person or persons engaged in the cleaning and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., of foecal matter, shall dispose of or dump the 
same except from the. nuisance wharves established at the head 
of ; provided, that parties engaged in the manufacture of 








commercial fertilizers may receive and use such fcecal matter by 


special permit and under the regulations prescribed by the Board of 
Health. ; 


In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of nuisances, 
the Board of Health will cause reinspection to be made after the- 
expiration of the time allowed for compliance, and no party concerned. 
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will be acquitted of the order until satisfactory compliance shall have 
been made. 

Resolved, That all ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with 
this ordinance be and are hereby repealed. 


No. 6022, ADMINISTRATION SERIES, ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879—Asg 
AMENDED BY ORDINANCE No. 2962, C. S8., ADOPTED MAy 22, 1888. 


SEC. 17. Whenever any privy vault shall be found defective or leaky, 
the Board of Health, through its proper officers, may order the same to 
be emptied and repaired, or to be rebuilt. 

Sec. 19. The emptying of privy vaults shall be made between the 
hoursof 5a.M.and8 p.m. At least twenty-four hours previous to 
such emptying the contents of the vault shall be thoroughly deodorized 
by means of copperas and carbolic acid, or other agents approved by 
the Board of Health, and immediately afterward the vault shall be 
again deodorized with lime and carbolie acid. 

SEC. 20. No privy shall be emptied otherwise than by some odorless 
apparatus approved by the Board of Health and the City Council, and 
the solid matter shall be placed in air-tight barrels, under a tent, with 
the aid of such disinfecting measures as may be approved by the Board 
of Health. 

Sec. 21. Whenever, in the opinion of the proper officers of the Board 
of Health, any privy vault may require disinfecting or deodorizing, the 
same shall be done by the owner or tenant of the premises, upon an or- 
der therefor, within thirty-six hours. 

SEC. 22. No person or persons engaged in the cleansing and remoy- 
ing from privies, vaults, etc., of foecal matter, shall dispose of or dump 
the same, ‘‘except by depositing the barrels unopened, containing 
such matter in barges or other craft moored at the wharves provided 
for such purposes, same to be towed to a point below the city limits and 
there emptied in mid-stream, barrels to be thoroughly deodorized 
before being returned to the point of departure;’’ provided, that par- 
ties engaged in the manufacture of commercial fertilizers may use such 
foecal matter by special permit, and under regulations prescribed by the 
Board of Health. 

SEC. 23. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of 
nuisances, the Board of Health will cause reinspections to be made 
after the expiration of the time allowed for compliance; and no per- 
sons concerned will be acquitted of the order until satisfactory com- 
pliance shall have been made. 

SEC. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of.the district wherein the offence was committed ; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days for each and every offence. 

SEc. 36. Any vidangeur, agent or employee ofa vidangeur, or any 
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other person who shall convey through any street or public way of the 
city of New Orleans, any excrement not thoroughly deodorized as re- 
quired by sections 3 and 4 of Ordinance No. 4077, A. 8.; shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in default of paying 
such fine, such offender shall suffer imprisonment in the parish prison 
not exceeding thirty days. Any person who shall convey through said 
street or public way other ordure, fouland (or) offensive matter, ex- 
cept in air-tight barrels, so as not to be offensive to smell or injurious 
to health, shall be subject to a like penalty, and suffer in the same 
manner as prescribed above. 


No. 8025, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—AMENDMENT TO ORDINANCE 
4077, ADMINISTRATION SERIES, ADOPTED AUGUST 29, 1882. 


WHEREAS, The introduction of many large factories and the pros- 
pect of more has made it necessary and useful to revise and amend as 
dinance 4077 as above; therefore, 

Be it ordained, That in cases where a system of one or more ‘‘vats ”’ 
or ‘‘ receiving tanks ’’ connecting with privies shall be constructed on 
premises, such as factories, foundries, mills, refineries, large mercantile 
establishments or offices, exchanges, banks, schools, colleges, asylums, 
hospitals, prisons, courts, halls, barracks or other places requiring the 
presence of considerable numbers of workmen, employees, officers, 
residents or other persons, then in such cases, and by previous consent of 
the Board of Health had and obtained, as by plans submitted to said 
board, such ‘‘vats’’? or “receiving tanks’’ may be constructed, but 
they shall not severally exceed in inside depth eight feet below the 
street level surface of the ground nor have a superficial area to each 
‘¢vat’’ or ‘* tank ’’ exceeding sixty-four square feet, nor a greater con- 
taining capacity than 4000 gallons. In all other essential particulars they 
must, in the interest of the public health as to locality, seclusion and 
facility of emptying, be conformed to such regulations as may be made 
regarding same, and especially to the terms and conditions set forth in 
section 1 of Ordinance 4077, Administration Series as aforesaid. 

Provided, that no ‘‘vat’’ or ‘‘ receiving tanks ”’ in use shall be al- 
lowed to remain unclean for a longer period than six (6) months, 
and shall be cleaned oftener when considered necessary by the 
Board of Health according to law. Pipes emptying into vats or tanks 
to be placed according to grades given by the City Surveyor. 

Be it further ordained, That except as hereinabove specially provided, 
Ordinance 4077, A. S.. shall be and remain in full force and effect.

An Crdinance to Amend Ordinance No. 4077, A. S., and Ordinance

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Beit Ordained, That Ordinances Nos. 4077 and 8025, A..S., relative to 
privies and privy vaults, be and are hereby amended so as to read in 
addition to the provisions therein contained, as follows: 


That whenever and wherever it can be conclusively shown to the 
Satisfaction of the Board of Health that said ‘‘vats’’ or ‘receiving 
~ tanks’’ are to contain only urine and the overflow from privy vaults, 
permission may be granted by the Board of Health to construct them 
of wood, the sides and bottoms to be of three (3) inch cypress boards 
free from all defects and laid so as to be water tight, the construction 
of which, when completed, shall be inspected and approved by the 
said board, through its inspectors. 

That all ‘‘vats,”’ ‘treceiving tanks,’’ or other receptacles for human 
or animal excrement, shall contain a square or circular opening, or man- 
hole, at least sixteen (16) inches in diameter, which shall be covered by 
a close-fitting and adjustable cap of iron or wood, which opening or 
man-hole shall be adjusted and placed so as to admit of a thorough 
inspection of said vats, tanks or receptacles, by the sanitary oflicers of 
the Board of Health, and that said man-holes or openings shall be so 
placed within sixty (60) days from and after the passage and official 
promulgation of this ordinance; and this ordinance and the amendments 
therein contained shall apply to ‘‘vats”’ used for the collection of excre- 
ment of animals in stables. 


That all proprietors, owners or agents failing to comply with the 
provisions of this ordinance within the delay hereinbefore fixed, shall 
be liable to the pains and penalties already fixed by Ordinance No. 
4077, A.S., the provisions of which ordinance, as well as those of No. 
8025, A.S., are hereby continued in full force and effect, except in so 
far as they conflict with the provisions of this ordinance. 


No. 1368, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 10, 1885. 


Ordinance amending Ordinance 4077, A. S., relative to Privies. 

Be it ordained, etc., That Ordinance 4077, A.S., be and is hereby 
amended as follows: In section 1, line 17, after the word ‘‘ chimney,’’ 
add ‘ All privy vaults built within ten feet of any house shall be sup- 
plied with an adequate flue for ventilation, said flue to extend above 
adjacent windows.

No. 3387, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 7, 1888. 


Be tt ordained, etc., That Article 23, of Jewells’ Digest, page 77, and 
Ordinance 4135, A. §., section 2 of Ordinance 4077, A. S., be amended 
and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 
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Whenever any privy vault shall be filled within one foot of the sur-— 


face thereof, or whenever the Board of Health, through its proper 
officers, shall so order, such privy shall be emptied by the owner, 
agent or tenant, within forty-eight hours after notice, under a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in default of payment of the 
fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty days in the parish prison; pro- 
vided, that in all cases when the tenant or lessee shall have assumed in. 


writing the obligations of emptying said privy vaults, the penalty shall_ 


be inflicted upon the tenant or lessee, and not upon the owner, lessor 
or his agent. 


ORDINANCE 6462.—ADOPTED May, 1880. 


That no privies shall be emptied without a permit from the Board of 
Health, directed to the owner, agent or tenant of the premises, under a 
penalty not exceeding $25. 


No. 4955, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 19, 1890. 


Be it ordained, That Ordinance No. 6462, A. 8. (Jewell’s Digest, p. 
77, Art. 26), relative to privies be amended to read as follows: 

That whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed $25, or be imprisoned in the parish prison

No. 4552, COUNCIL SERIES.--ADOPTED MAy 27, 1890. 


An Ordinance Granting Privileges to the Girard New Process Sanitary 
Company (Limited) to Remove Focal Matter in the City of New 
Orleans. 

That in accordance with section 22 of Ordinance No. 6022, A. §&., 
_ authorizing the issue of special permits for the removal of foecal matter 
for fertilizing purposes, permission be and is hereby granted to the 
Girard New Process Sanitary Company, Limited, to operate its patent 
odorless apparatus within the city of New Orleans, and remove the con- 
tents of same as often as necessary, or when so ordered by the Board of 
Health, by wagons, ina harmless and odorless manner, to a point or 
points beyond the resident portion of the city, to a point or points 
along the line of the Belt, [linois Central, Mississippi Valley and Shell 
Beach Railroads; such location or locations, when selected for the 
manufacture of said foecal matter into commercial fertilizer, to be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Health and City Council, the City 
Council hereby approving property known as ‘*‘ Old Government Yard,”’ 
on track No. 5 of the Illinois Central Railroad, and also in the rear of 
‘the Standard Oil Depot, along the New Canal, as one of the depots for 
manufacturing purposes. The condition of the boxes and all other 
apparatus used by the said Girard New Process Sanitary Company, 
Limited, in the conduct of its business, being subject to regulations of 
the Board of Health, as provided for in section 22 of Ordinance No. 
6022, A. S., above referred to. 

That nothing contained herein shall be so construed as granting an 
exclusive privilege or in any manner abrogating the provisions of Ordi- 
nances Nos. 4077 and 6022, A. §., and Ordinance No. 225, C. 8., and 
provided, that the charges of the said Girard New Process Sanitary 
Company, Limited, shall not exceed the common rates now in vogue 
for excavating privy vaults by the various excavating companies doing 
business in this city. In such cases where no vaults have been pre- 
viously used the rate shall not exceed one ($1.00) dollar per capita per 
year for each inmate. 


GARBAGE AND OFFENSIVE REFUSE. 


ORDINANCE NO. 3112, O. S.—ADOPTED DECEMBER, 1856. 


No person shall suffer stagnant water to remain on his premises, or 
in any lot owned by him; and any person who shall fail, after sixty 
days’ notice given to him by the Street Commissioner, to fill up his said 
lot or premises so as to cause the water to run off into the streets and 
not on the adjacent lots, shall be fined in the sums hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

It shall be unlawful to fill up, or partly fill up, any lot with manure or 
or other offensive or deleterious matter. 
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Any person or persons, committing any of the offences, or violating 


any of the provisions herebetofore named, shall be fined not less than 
ten nor more than fifty dollars, and in default of the payment of the 
penalty he shall be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days. 


ORDINANCE 3310, A. S.—ADOPTED NOVEMBER, 1875. 


That the burning of brush, grass or other materials within the cor-, 


porate ae of the vity of New Orleans, between the hours of 5 Pp. M. 
and 5 A. M., be and the same is hereby prohibited. 


Each person violating this ordinance, shall, for each offence, be a 


ject to arrest and to a fine of not less that ten dollars nor more than — 


fifty dollars, collectible by the Police Justice of the district in eth | 
the offenee was committed. 


ORDINANCE NO. 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SECTION 7. No person shall keep, throw or deposit any offal, filth, 
foul or offensive matter, corrupt.or putrid matter, or any shells, hay, 
straw, kitchen stuff, paper, cloth, vegetable matter, or any substance 
whatever, that may be offensive to smell, or injurious to health, or 
liable to become so, in any yard, lot, space or building, sidewalk, 
gutter, drain or canal, or shall permit the same to be done or to remain; 
provided, that ordinary refuse and sweepings from stores. dwelling- 
houses and other tenements, and kitchen offal, shall be deposited in 
tubs, boxes, barrels or other suitable receptacles, and be placed on the 
outside of the banquettes, convenient for removal by the offal carts. 


Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days for each and every offence. 


ORDINANCE No. 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SECTION 8. The Administrator of Police shall, upon complaint of 
the Board of Health, remove or cause to be removed, any foul or offen- 
sive matters whatever, to such place or places as may be selected by 
said board, at the expense of the owner of said matter, or the occupant 
or owner of the premises where the same may be. 

SEC. 10. No person shall impede or obstruct the flow of water in any 
gutter, canal, pipe or other conduit used for draining within the limits 
of New Orleans. 

SEC. 16. No person shall commit a nuisance in any public street, 
Square or other place. whereby the purity of the atmosphere is liable to 
suffer. 
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Src. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance, shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty 

days, for each and every offence. 


ORDINANCE NO. 6022, A. S.— ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SECTION 11. No person shall deposit or dump manure, offal or other 
foul and offensive matters on any lots, enclosure, open areas or streets; 
provided, that the City Council shall designate certain localities to be 
used as dumping grounds for such matters, or direct such matters to be 
burned, when practicable. 

SEC. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed ; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
deys, foreach and eve ryoffence. 


ORDINANCE NO. 923, C. S. 


That it shall be unlawful for the occupants of any house, hotel or 
boarding-house in the city to empty or cause to be emptied from their 
galleries, or from any other part of the building, into the street, water 
or refuse matter, under a penalty of twenty-five dollars, and in default 
of payment, be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days. 

Adopted by the Council Sept. 23, 1884. 


ORDINANCE NO. 4788, A. S.—AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 4334, 
C. S., ADOPTED MARCH 6, 1890. 


That from and after December 12, 1878, it shall be unlawful for any 
pers¢n or persons to keep or deposit any offal, ashes, cinders, filth, foul 
or offensive matter, corrupt or putrid water, or any shells, hay, straw, 
kitchen stuff, paper, vegetable matter, any substances of any kind that 
may be offensive to smell or injurious to health, or liable to become so, 
in any yard, lot, space or building, or to throw the same on any side- 
walk, or in any gutter, street, drain or canal, or cause the same to be 
done, or to permit or suffer any servant, employee or member of the 
family so todo. That upon being notified by the Administrator of Im- 
provements, or by any of his assistants or foreman, or by any member 
of the Crescent City Police, it shall be the duty of the occupants or own- 
ers of the dwellings, stores, offices, buildings or lots before which or in 
which the said stuff may be found, to immediately remove the same. 

That it shall be the duty of the ward superintendents or foreman em- 
ployed under the direction of the Administrator of Improvements, and 
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of all the members of the Crescent City Police, to make against any 
person or persons violating the foregoing section, on affidavit before 
the Recorder of the district whose jurisdiction the offence is committed, 
and upon conviction the offender shall be fined not more than twenty- 
five dollars nor less than ten dollars, one-half of the fine shall be paid 
to the party herein specified, making such affidavit and complaint, and 
in default of payment of fine, be imprisoned for a period of time not 
exceeding thirty days, nor less than five days. 


No. 5678, eae SERIES.— AMENDATORY OF ABOVE, ADOPTED OC- 
TOBER 6, 1891. 


An Ordinance amending Ordinance No, 4788, C. S., relative to cleanli- 
ness of streets and gutters, ete. ‘ 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That section 
3 of Ordinance No. 4788, C. S., Art. 131, page 341, of Jewell’s Digest. 
be and is hereby amended as follows, viz. : 


‘‘'hat it shall be the duty of the occupants of all dwellings, 
offices, stores or buildings of every character, to put or cause to be 
put, the ordinary refuse, sweepings, ashes, cinders, kitchen offal and 
all small domestic dead animals coming from said buildings or premises, 
into suitable receptacles, to have the same placed on the outer edge of 
the banquettes, immediately in front of their premises, except when 
said buildings, etc., are near alleyways which will permit of wagons 
passing through, in which case said offal, etc., may be placed in such 
alleyways, convenient to be taken off by the offal carts. All other ar- 
ticles enumerated in section 1 shall be removed by the occupants of said 
buildings, stores, etc., at their own expense.”’ 


All persons violating the provisions of this section shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in default of payment of 
said fine to imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days; said 
fine or imprisonment to be imposed by the Recorder of the district 
within whose jurisdiction the offence is committed. 


No. 3684, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED APRIL 22, 1889. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans— 

SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person to throw into 
any street or canal, within the limits of the city, any slops, or any 
animal, vegetable, fruit, scrap, refuse, trash, paper, wood, tin, iron, 
garbage, manure, dirt, offal, ashes or debris. 

SEC. 2. That any person violating the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine not less than $10 nor more than $25, one- 
half of said fine when collected to go to the informer, or in default of 
the payment of said fine by imprisonment not exceeding thirty days. 
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No. 7860, COUNCIL SERIES. 


An ordinance to provide for the collection and disposal of garbage, etc., 
by the adoption of a system therefor, and the entering into a con- 
tract therefor for twenty years, and providing penalties for the 
violation of this ordinance. 

WHEREAS, The method of removing and disposing of garbage here- 
tofore used in this city has proved entirely inefficient, insufficient and 
objectionable to the public, as well as to private citizens; and 


WHEREAS, The fast increasing growth of the city, and increase of 
population, demand the adoption of some modern and efficient method - 
of garbage removal, such as is in use in other cities of the United 
States; and 

WHEREAS, The Board of Health has recommended that the city of 
New Orleans take steps to provide some such system. 


SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New 
Orleans, That the Comptroller be and he is hereby directed to adver- 
tise for ten days, according to law, for sealed proposals for the collect- 
ing, removing and disposing of all garbage from private residences, 
business places, streets and alleys, and all public places within the 
limits of the city of New Orleans, as described in the garbage districts 
hereinafter enumerated, for twenty years, by some improved system 
Similar to those now in use in other cities of the United States. 


Every bidder making proposals under this ordinance shall state the 
price per annum, divided into four periods of five years each, at which 
he is willing to contract therefor, under the terms of this ordinance. 

All bids received by the Comptroller shall be reported to the City 
Council. 

The City Council shall award the contract to the bidder whose price 
is most satisfactory to them, but this award shall not be final until the 
successful bidder has presented a system of disposing of refuse vege- 
table and animal matter, including dead animals, in a manner which is 
scientific and sanitary, disposing of whatever is injurious to health and 
discomforting to the human race, at the same time preserving whatever 
is valuable in the material aforesaid; the City Council reserving the 
right to reject any and all bids. 


SEC. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., That each bidder, prior to sub- 
mitting his bid, shall deposit with the Treasurer the sum of twenty-five 
thousand ($25,000) dollars in United States currency, shall file a re- 
ceipt thereof with the Comptroller as evidence of his qualification to 
bid. This deposit is required as an earnest of good faith upon the part 
of all the bidders, and all deposits shall be returned to all unsuccessful 
bidders immediately after the final award by the Council, and the de- 
posit of the successful bidder shall be retained by the Comptroller until 
the notarial contract herein provided for is signed, and said deposit 
shall be forfeited to the city of New Orleans in case said adjudicatee 
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shall fail to enter into said contract and furnish the necessary bond. 
When said contract is signed and bond given, the deposit shall be re- 
turned to the adjudicatee. 


SEC. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., That the city of New Orleans, for — 


the purpose of collecting and disposing ofall garbage, shall be divided 
into seventeen districts, to be known as Garbage Districts, which cuattiCMs 
will be as follows, to-wit: 


First—Thalia to Felicity Road, river to Claiborne. 
Second—Thalia to Julia, river to Claiborne. 
Third—Julia to Canal, river to White. 
Fourth—Canal to St. Louis, river to White. 
Fifth—St. Louis to St. Philip, river to Broad. 

* Sixth—St. Philip to Esplanade, river to Hagan avenue. 
Seventh—Esplanade to Elysian Fields, river to Broad. 
Kight—Elysian Fields to Enghein, river to Claiborne. 
Ninth—Enghein to Louisa, river to Claiborne, Louisa to Poland, river 

to Si. Claude. 

Tenth—Felicity Road to First, river to Claiborne. 

Eleventh—First to Toledano, river to Claiborne. 

Twelfth—Toledano to Napoleon avenue, river to Dryades. 
Thirteenth—N apoleon avenue to Peters avenue, river to Dryades.. 
Fourteenth—Peters avenue to Lowerline street, river to Carondelet. 
Fifteenth—Jackson to river, Atlantic to Powder. 
Sixteenth—Lowerline Street to Carrollton avenue, river to Seventh. 
Seventeenth—Carrollton avenue to Upperline street, river to Seventh. 


The above territory shall comprise the limits of the Gar- 
bage Districts of the city of New Orleans, and the provisions 
of this ordinance shall apply to same, except as to dead animals, 


which shall be removed by the contractor from places wherever dairies 


or stables are located, outside of said limits. 

SEC. 4. Be it further ordained, etc., That the word *‘ garbage’’ as used 
in this ordinance shall be construed to mean house and kitchen offal, 
and all refuse matter not excremental, whether solid or liquid, and 


composed of animal and vegetable substances, including dead animals 


coming from public or private premises of the city and not destined for 
consumption as food. No ashes, dirt or other substance foreign to 


garbage shall be covered by this contract, except as hereinafter pro- . 


vided, and it shall be unlawful for any occupant or occupants of any 
premises in the city of New Orleans to mix any such ashes, dirt or 
other substance foreign to garbage, with the garbage to be removed 
from said premises as herein provided, under a penalty of not less than 
five, nor more thon twenty-five dollars for each offence, or inp 
ment for not more than thirty days. 

SEC. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That the contractor shall by 
proper notice in writing, issued to occupants of premises in the several 
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garbage districts, inform the occupant or occupants of such premises 
ef the hours when garbage will be removed from said premises, and it 
will be the duty of such occupant or occupants of such premises to have 
all garbage ready for removal therefrom at the hours so designated by 
the contractor for such premises, under a penalty of not less than ten 


dollars fine, or imprisonment for not more than ten days, for each 


offence. 


SEC. 6. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
contractor to collect and remove from all private residences, business 
places, streets and alleys, and all public places within the limits of the 
garbage districts aforesaid, all slops, offal, garbage, dead animals, in 
suitable vehicles or earts and other animal or vegetable matter in 
enclosed water-tight metallic vehicles or carts, so that no drippings or 
refuse can be dropped on the streets, alleys or public places in the city, 
to a certain point or points to be approved by the City Council, where 
the said contractor shall have erected on land owned or leased by him, 
a first-class plant, including the necessary buildings and machinery for 
the destruction by fire, or the reduction and conversion of said 
material so removed into merchantable products. Said plant shall 
have a capacity sufficient and ample to promptly dispose of all 
material so to be removed and collected by said contractor in 
the garbage districts of the city of New Orleans as aforesaid. The 
vehicles or carts above aeferred to shall each be provided with a gong 
of sufficient size to be plainly heard by the occupant or occupants of 
the premises; and said gong shall be rung on the approach of such 
vehicle or cart, as notice to the occupants of the approach thereof. 


SEC. 7. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall also be the duty of 
the contractor to remove from within the said garbage districts all 
street pilings collected by the Public Works Department from gutters, 
ashes, house and ordinary street sweepings; but he shall not be re- 
quired to remove debris from buildings in course of demolition, repair, 
construction or any other refuse except that enumerated in this ordi- 
nance. 


SEC. 8. Be it further ordained, etc., That the contractor shall, by 
proper notice in writing issued to the occupants of premises in the sey- 
eral garbage districts named, inform the occupant or occupants of such 
premises of the hours when said ashes and house sweepings will be 
collected and removed; and it shall be the duty of such occupant or oc- 
cupants to have such house sweepings and ashes placed in a boxor 
barrel at some convenient point for the contractor and ready, for re- 
moval at the hour designated by him, undera penalty for each omission 
of not more than $10 fine or imprisonment for not more than ten days. 


SEC. 9. Be ct further ordained, etc., That the Commissioner of Public 
Works shall notify the contractor in writing of all street sweepings and 


pilings which are ready for removal, and it shall be the duty of the 
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contractor, within twelve hours after such notice, unless prevented by 
bad weather, to remove all such sweepings and pilings so designated, 
under forfeit of $10 for everv twelve hours he fails to remove said des- 
ignated pilings, said forfeit to be deducted monthly from the amount 
due the contractor in the manner herein provided for similar deduc- 
tions as to garbage in section 13 of this ordinance. 


SEC. 10. Be it further ordained, etc., That the said works and plant 
shall, at all times, be subject to the inspection and supervision of the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, and said board shall have 
supervision of the means and men employed in the collection, removal 
and disposition of said garbage; and, if at any time, the said collection 
and removal shall be improperly done or not conducted in a sanitary 
manner through fault of said employees, said employee or employees 
shall on demand of said Board of Health be discharged by said con- 
tractor and reliable and competent men put in their places. 


SEC. 1]. Be it further ordained, etc., That the said contractor shall - 
collect all dead animals daily and all slops, garbage, offal and animal 
and vegetable matter in the city of New Orleans daily from all private 
premises, public grounds, market places, restaurants, hospitals, slaugh- 
ter houses.and all other places where animals, fowls or game are killed 
within the aforementioned garbage districts. 3 


SEC. 12. Be tt further ordained, etc., That the said contractor shall 
hold the city of New Orleans harmless and free from all loss, cost or 
damage that the said city may incur on account of the collection of said 
slops, offal, garbage, dead animals and animal and vegetable matter, 
and the transportation and disposal of the same as above set forth. 


SEC. 13. Be it further ordained, etc., Should any complaint of non- 
collection or removal of garbage be made to the Commissioners of 
Public Works, which, upon investigation, shows that garbage, etc., has 
not been removed within the proper time, the said contractor shall, 
upon notice by said Commissioner of Public Works, immediately send 
a special wagon to remove and collect the same, and on the contractor’s 
failure to collect and remove the said garbage within twelve hours after 
said notice, the said contractor shall forfeit the sum of $10 for each and 
every twelve hours that he fails to remove said garbage, and such 
penalties shall be held and deducted monthly from the amount earned — 
under this contract, by certificates issued to the Comptroller by said 
Commissioner of Public Works. In case said contractor is aggrieved 
by said deductions of said Commissioner of Public Works, he may 
appeal to the Council for relief, but the decision by the Council in said 
matter shall be conclusive and binding upon the contractor. 

SEC. 14. Be it further ordained, etc., That when the contractor is 
ready to begin operations under this ordinance, he shall notify the 
Mayor thereof, and the Mayor shall thereupon issue his proclamation to 
that effect, notifying the people of the city of New Orleans to comply 
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with the terms of this ordinance, and it shall thereupon become the im- 
mediate duty of the occupant or occupants of every dwelling house or 
other building in the city of New Orleans to provide a suitable metallic, 
water-tight, covered box, or other covered metallic vessel, in which 
said occupant or occupants shall cause to be placed daily, all offal, 
garbage, slops and refuse animal and vegetable matter from the 
premises, and shall place such metallic, water-tight, covered box, or 
other metallic-covered vessel, in such place as will be most convenient 
for same contractor to remove same, and any failure to comply with 
the provisions of said proclamation shall subject said occupant or 
occupants to a fine of not more than ten dollars or imprisonment for 
not less than ten days for each and every day they shall fail to provide . 
such box or vessel or comply with the provisions of this section. 


SEC. 15. Be it further ordained, etc., That after the proclamation of 
the Mayor, as aforesaid, it shall be unlawful for any other person than 
the said contractor to collect, remove or dispose of from any public or 
private place, any garbage, dead animals, or other matter provided for 
in this ordinance, and any person violating this clause of this ordi- 
nance shall be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dol- 
lars for each offence, or shall be imprisoned for not more than thirty 
days. 


SEc. 16. Be it further ordained, etc., That within ten days from the 
adjudication of said contract by the City Council, the contractor must 
be ready to sign and enter into notarial contract before the City Notary, 
and provide and give to the city of New Orleans a bond in the full sum 
of fifty thousand ($50,000) dollars, with good and solvent security to 
be approved by the Mayor, contingent for the faithful performance of 
each and every covenant and condition of said agreement, and any 
failure on the part of the contractor to sign said contract and give said 
bond will forfeit to the city the twenty-five thousand ($25,000) dollars 
deposited with the City Treasurer at the time of his bid. 


SEC. 17. Be it further ordained, etc., That the contractor shall be 
ready, in all respects, to enter upon the discharge of his duties under 
this contract within one year from the date of the signing of said no- 
tarial act, and any failure on his part to be ready, at the expiration of 
said year, shall subject him to a fine of $100 per day for each and every 
day after the expiration of said year that he fails to begin work under 
this contract. 


SEC. 18. Be it further enacted, etc., That the price which the city of 
New Orleans is to pay the said contractor for the services to be per- 
formed under said contract shall be divided into sixty equal parts for 
the first five years, and the same ratio shall be the basis of all pay- 
ments to said contractor for each succeeding five years during the exist- 
ence of this contract, so that payments shall be made monthly on the 
‘one-twelfth principle. Payments shall be made to said contractor by 
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warrant of the Comptroller on the Treasurer of the city of New Or- 
leans, and the city of New Orleans hereby binds and obligates itself 
to appropriate every year during the existence of this contract, in the 
annual budget of receipts and expenditures, the sum agreed to be paid 
said contractor each year.

Orleans, That section 9 of an ordinance of the Common Council of the 
city of New Orleans, known as Ordinance No. 7860, C.S., entitled: 
“‘An ordinance to provide for the collection and disposal of garbage, 
etc., by the adoption of asystem therefor, and for the entering into a 
contract therefor for twenty years, and providing penalties for the 
violation of said ordinance,’’ approved August 3, 1895, be amended 
and re-ordained so as to read: 

SEC. 9. That the Commissioner of Public Works shall notify the 
contractor in writing of all street sweepings and pilings which are 
ready for removal, and it shall be the duty of the contractor, within 
twelve working hours after such notice (unless prevented by bad 
weather) to remove all such sweepings and pilings so designated, 
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under forfeit of ten dollars for every twelve working hours he fails to 
remove said designated pilings, said forfeit to be deducted monthly 
_ from the amount due the contractor, in the manner herein provided for

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, That 
section 4 of Ordinance No. 7860, Council Series, adopted Agust 1, 1893, 
be amended so as to read as follows, to-wit: 

SEC. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., That the wo1d ‘‘ garbage,’’ as 

used in this ordinance, shall be construed to mean house and kitchen 

offal, and all refuse matter, not excremental, whether solid or liquid, 
and composed of animal or vegetable substances, including dead 
animals, comin from private or public premises of the city, and not 
destined for consumption as food. . 

Provided, that it is hereby made the duty of every owner, lessee or 
occupant of any premises upon which any animal shall die, or be found, 
to notify immediately the contractor under this ordinance of the 
presence of the body of such animal on the premises on which it shall 
die or be found; 
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Provided, however, that upon the failure of such owner, lessee or 
occupant, to give such notice, the contractor shall have the right to re- 
move the body or bodies of such dead animal or animals as soon as the 
presence thereof is known to the contracter; and 


Provided further, that the owner or owners of such dead animal or 


animals shall be allowed a delay of three hours, in the months of No- | 


vember, December, January, February and March, and a delay of one 
hour in the months of April, May, June, July, August, September and 
October, from the death of such animal or animals, to make any dis- 
position of the same which shall not create a nuisance, and shall not 


be detrimental to the public health or proper sanitation, and which — 


shall be otherwise lawful; after which delay it shall be lawful for the 
said contractor to take possession of such dead animal or animals, 
under the provisions of this ordinance and the contract made there— 
under. 


The provisos just stated shall not apply to the bodies of dead ani- 
mals which shall have died or be found in any street or alley, or on 
any sidewalk, square, park or other public place, but as to the dead 
bodies of such animals the contractor shall have the right to take pos- 
session of and remove the same under the provisions of this ordinance, 
after the same shall have remained one hour, at any time of the year, 
in such street or alley, or on such banquette or public place, pending 
which the owner shall have the right to remove the dead body in such 
manner as shall not create a nuisance or be detrimental to the public 
health or sanitation, and be otherwise lawful; that after the removal 
of such animal by the owner, from any street or alley, square, park or 
other public place, he shall have one hour from the time of such re- 
moval to make any disposition of the same in such manner that the 
same shall not become a nuisance or be detrimental to the public health 
or sanitation, or in any manner otherwise lawful, at the end of which 
delay the contractor shall have the right to take possession of and 
remove such dead animal or animals under the provisions of this or- 
dinance and the contract made thereunder. 


That the provisions of said Ordinance No. 7860, Council Series, refer- 
ring to dead animals, shall be construed with reference to and controlled 
by this amendment thereof. 


No ashes, dirt or other substance foreign to garbage shall be covered 
by this contract, except as hereinafter previded, and it shall not be 
lawful for any occupant or occupants of premises in the city of New 
Orleans to cause any such ashes, dirt or other substance foreign to 
garbage to be removed from said premises, in such manner as herein 
provided, under a penalty of not less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty-five dollars for each offence, or imprisonment for not more than 
thirty days.

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REMOVAL AND RENDERING OF DEAD ANIMALS. 


No. 7241, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED JULY 26, 1881. 


An ordinance relative to the removal and rendering of dead animals 
within the city of New Orleans. 


SECTION 1. Beit ordained by the Common Council of the city of New 
Orleans, That hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, to remove, for the purpose of rendering, 
or to render, the remains and carcass of any dead horse, mare, mule, 
ox, steer, cow, calf or ass that may be found within the limits of the 
city of New Orleans, except such as are lawfully slain for the purpose 
of human food, unless such removal and rendering is done under and 
in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

SEC. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., That before any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, shall have the privilege of removing or 
rendering the remains and carcasses of dead animals above mentioned, 
they shall make application to the Mayor of the city of New Orleans, 
which application shall set forth the locality to which the remoyal is 
to be made, where the rendering is to be done, and the nature of the 
apparatus to be used in such rendering. If the Mayor is satisfied with 
the locality and the sufficiency of the apparatus to be used, he shall, 
upon the applicant’s furnishing bond in the sum of five thousand 
dollars, with good and valid security, conditioned upon the faithful 
compliance with all the provisions of this ordinance, issue to said 
applicant a license to remove and render dead animals, which license 
shall be personal and not transferable. That all such establishments 
so licensed shall be and remain under the control and supervision of 
- the Mayor of the city of New Orleans, and the licenses so granted shall 
be revoked and withdrawn at any time, when, in the opinion of the 
Mayor, sueh establishments become nuisances and injurious to the 
public health of the city of New Orleans, or the proprietors thereof 
fail in a strict compliance with all the provisions of this ordinance. 

SEC. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall be the duty of per- 
sons or companies licensed, as in the foregoing section, within five 
hours after being notified by the Chief of Police, or any member of the 
Crescent City Police, or any sanitary inspector, or any authorized 
agent of the Board of Health, to remove the carcass of any of said 
animals, the same to be conveyed away in the most inoffensive manner 
possible, causing them to be covered with tarpaulins or otherwise. 
The drivers of teams conveying away said carcasses shall not stop on 
the way, unless detained by some unforeseen accident, under a penalty 
of not less than $5 or more than $25 fine, for each offence, or impris- 
onment not exceeding ten days, to be enforced against the driver be- 
fore the Recorder of the district in which the offence occurs, The 
dead animals removed or rendered under the provisions of this ordi- 
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nance shall be s0 removed and rendered without any cost or expense 
whatever to either the city of New Orleans or the owner of such 
carcass. 


SEC. 4. Beit further ordained, etc., That it shall be the duty of the 
police department to notify the person or company, their officers or 
agents, the locality of whose licensed rendering establishment is nearest 
to the place where any such carcass may be found, of the whereabouts. 
of such carcass, and if, within five hours of such notification, the per- 
son or company does not remove such carcass, they shall be liable toa 
fine of not less than $10, nor more than $25, or to imprisonment for 
ten days; and in case the person thus delinquent is an incorporated 


company, the president thereof shall be the person on whom the pen- 


alty shall be imposed. 
SEC. 5. Beit further ordained, etc., That none of the products of ren- 


dering any carcass, specified in section 1 of this ordinance, shall be 


employed or utilized for purposes of human food, and that all grease 
_and other products, except such as are manufactured as fertilizers, 


rendered or manufactured, or packed for use or transportation to or 


from market in the city of New Orleans or elsewhere, shall be branded 
on each and every package with a burning brand, as follows: ‘‘Product 
of Dead Animals, New Orleans.’’ Any violation of the provisions of 
this section shall ipso facto cancel the license granted as provided in 
section 2 of this ordinance, and operate as a forfeiture of the bond 
given as herein provided, the amount of such bond being hereby fixed 
as a penalty in the nature of liquidated damages to ensure compliance 
with the provisions of this section. 


SEC. 6. Be wt further ordained, etc., That it shall be the duty of each 
and every proprietor of any of the above-named animals, or persons 
having such animals in his custody or under his control, within three 
hours aiter the death of such animal, to cause the same to be removed 
to some licensed place of rendering, or within the same time to notify 
the nearest police sanitary officer of the whereabouts of said carcass, 
and permit the same to be removed by the licensed person notified as 
provided in this ordinance, without delay or hindrance, on due appli- 
cation for that purpose by the licensee, his agents or servants. 

SEC. 7. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be adjudged guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof before the Recorder of the district 


in which the offence is committed shall be fined in a sum of not less — 


than twenty-five dollars for each offence, or imprisoned not less than 
thirty days. 

SEC. 8. Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances and parts of 
ordinances contrary to the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 
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No. 9917, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED OCTOBER 30, 1894. 


Be it ordained, That any person or persons conveying or carrying in 
any manner any dead animal or animals through the streets of this 
city shall, and itis hereby made their duty, to convey the same in vehi- 
cles or wagons suitable for the purpose, and covered so as to shut out 
from view all sight of the carcass of dead animal or animals aforesaid;

Src. 5. No distiller, brewer, or keeper of any workshop, manufactory 
or laboratory, or warehouse keeper, or owner, or soap-boiler, chandler 
or any other per-on, shall have, keep or use, produce or store, within 
the limits of the city of New Orleans, foul, fetid, putrid or offensive or 
injurious matters, substances, odors or vapors liable to injure health, 
and on complaint of the Board of Health, unless the evil complained 
of be at once discontinued, the Administrator of Police shall order such 
places to be forthwith closed, and such business stopped, the continu- 
ance of which is liable to injure health. 

SEC. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 


ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 


before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed ; 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days for each and every offence. 


ORDINANCE No. 434, C. 3,0 ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 11, 1883.

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the limits of the city of New Orleans, foul, fetid, putrid or offensive or 
injurious matters, substances, or odors or vapors liable to injure 
health, and on complaint of the Board of Health, unless it be at once 
discontinued, his Honor, the Mayor of the city of New Orleans, shall 
order such places to be forthwith closed and such business stopped, 
the continuance of which is liable to injure health. 


ORDINANCE NO. 785, C. S.—ADOPTED JULY 22, 1884. 


SECTION 1. That from and after the passage of this resolution it will 
be unlawful for any person or persons to keep for sale in any close 
building, occupied in part as a dwelling place, fish, fruit, vegetable or 
fowls; and it shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and Pub- 
lic Buildings to cause all such articles to be removed to a public or 
private market by the owner or owners thereof, within twenty-four 
hours after notification served upon the keeper of any such establish- 
ment, by the said commissioner, through his proper officer. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this resolution shall, upon conviction, be 
subject to a fine of not more than twenty-five dollars for each and every 
offence, and, in default of payment, to imprisonment in the Parish 
Prison for a period of not over thirty days. Said fine or imprison- 
ment to be enforced by any court of competent jurisdiction within the 
corporate limits of the city of New Orleans. 

Sec. 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


HIDES, PELTRY, BONES AND RAGS. 


ORDINANCE 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, 
That no person shall bring or cause to be brought into the limits of the 
city of New Orleans any hides, bones, peltry, rags, or other articles 
whatsoever, which may tend to produce infection, or in any way to in- 
jure or endanger health. 

Src. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed; 
or, in default of the payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days for each and every offence. 


INFECTIOUS OR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


No. 14, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED APRIL 14, 1870. 


An ordinance granting additional authority to the Board of Health to 
protect the health of the city. 
Whereas, That loathsome and infectious disease, small-pox, is on 
the increase; and, whereas, energetic and effective measures ought to 
be made use of to secure the disappearance of said disease: 
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SECTION 1. Be it ordained, That the Board of Health shall have au- 
thority to remove to hospital or other place, for treatment, any person 
or persons suffering from small-pox, whenever such removal shall,. in 
the discretion of said board, be deemed necessary for the proper treat- 
ment of such person or persons, or for the prevention of the spread of 
“said disease. : ; 

Sec. 2. That the Board of Health shall have authority, at its dis- 
cretion, to prevent access to or egress from, or cause to be vacated, any 
infected building, place or locality, and to fumigate or otherwise dis- 
infect such building, place or locality, whenever in the discretion of 
said board such action shall be deemed necessary to prevent the spread 
of said disease. 

Src. 3. That the Board of Health shall have authority to disinfect or 
destroy by burning or otherwise, any infected clothing, bedding, or any 
substance or material, whenever in the discretion of said board such 
action shall be deemed necessary to prevent the spread of said disease. 

Sec. 4. That the expenses incurred in the necessary performance of 
any of the duties named in this ordinance shall, after their approval by 
the Board of Health, be borne by the city of New Orleans; provided, 
that no contract fixing the price for the future keeping, maintenance 
and attendance upon small-pox patients shall be valid, without the 
previous approval of the Administrator of Police and the Mayor. 

SEC. 5. Be tt further ordained, etc., That all ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith be repealed, so far as they may so con- 
flict, and this ordinance shall take effect from and after its passage. 


No. 6046, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED JULY 8, 1879. 


An ordinance for the further protection and preservation of the public 
health. 

Be it ordained, etc., That the Board of Health may, at its discretion, 
regulate or prevent access to or egress from, or cause to be vacated, any

Be it further ordained, etc., That the Board of Health may disinfect 
any infected clothing, bedding or other substances, whenever, in the 
discretion of said board, such action shall be deemed necessary to pre- 
vent the spread of disease. 


No. 4916, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED FEBRUARY 18, 1879 


An ordinance amending section 21 of Ordinance No. 235, New Series, ap- 
proved August 2, 1866 (Art. 435 of Leovy & Luzenberg’s Digest of 
the Laws and General Ordinances of the city of New Orleans, edi- 
tion of 1870). 
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ARTICLE 455 (21). The coroner or coroners, or his or their deputies, 
masters of any water-craft, boarding or lodging house keepers, princi- 
pals or masters of any boarding schools or seminary, and all practitioners 
of medical, surgeons, obstetricians or physicians, apothecaries, chem- 
ists, druggists, midwives and all persons who use or pretend to use 
medical, obstetrical or surgical means for the treatment of disease, 
disorder or lesion, are hereby required, each, any, or all of them, as the 
case may be, to report to the Board of Health, of the State of Louisi- 
ana, all cases of contagious, infectious, epidemological diseases, espe- 
cially cholera, yellow fever, trichiniasis, typhus or ship fever, small- 
pox, diphtheria or any of the grades of such diseases, or any others that 
may be specified by the Board of Health, or may be generally adjudged 
contagious or infectious, within twenty-four hours after the same may 
come under their treatment, cognizance or supervision. And the 
penalty for offending against this section, or any portion thereof, shall 
not be less than $25 for each and every offence, and in default of pay- 
ment thereof the offender shall suffer imprisonment not to exceed 
thirty days. 


ORDINANCE 6022, A. S., ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SEC. 26. The Board of Health may remove, or cause to be removed, 
to hospital or other place of treatment, any person or persons suffering 
from small-pox, whenever such removal shall, in the discretion of 
said board, be deemed necessary for the proper treatment of such 
person or persons, for the prevention or spread of said disease.

Sec. 27. All practitioners of medicine, masters of any water-craft,

of the Board of Health, all cases within their cognizance of Asiatic

ORDINANCE NO. 85, C. 8.—ADOPTED JANUARY 23, 1883. 


Sec. —. That any parent, guardian, tutor,or other person having 
charge or control] of any child or children, who shall allow or permit 
any such child or children to go from any house or building infected 
with typhoid, yellow fever or scarlet fever, diphtheria, cholera, small- 
pox, or other contagious or infectious disease, to attend any public or 
private school or any place of amuse:nent, or to travelin any street car 
or public vehicle, shall be punished by a fine of five dollars, or in de- 
fault of payment thereof by five days’ imprisonment in the parish 
prison, on conviction thereof, before any Recorder or public magistrate.

An ordinance to prevent the spread of contagious, infectious or pesti- 
lential diseases in the city of New Orleans. 


SECTION 1. Be tt ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, 


‘That no parent, tutor or custodian of any child or minor (having power 


and authority to prevent) shall permit any such child or minor to be 
unnecessarily exposed, or to needlessly expose any such minor or 
child to the taking or to the infection of any contagious disease, 

SEC. 2. Be it ordained, etc., That no householder, whether the owner 
of the premises, or any part thereof, or possessor or occupant thereof 
by lease or otherwise, shall allow or permit, contrary to the order of 
the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, any person or persons to 
visit any person who may be sick or confined on said premises with 
any infectious or contagious disease, saving and excepting such person 
or persons as may be actually necessary and essential to the proper care 
and attention of said sick person or persons. 

Src. 3. Be it ordained, etc., That every householder occupying uN 
ises or any portion thereof, either as owner or possessor, or occupant, 
under lease or otherwise, shall obey and conform to all instructions and 
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orders of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, relative to the 
disposition of the clothing, linen, expectorations or defecations of per- 
sons confined onsaid premises with infectious or contagious diseases, 
as well as those relating to the treatment of the sick room or the sick 
room utensils, in which said persons may have been confined with 
contagious or infectious diseases; and it shall be the duty of the at- 
tending physician in each and every case to notify the said house- 
‘holder or person having charge of said room of said rules and regula- 
tions. 


Src. 4. Be it ordained, etc., That there shall not be a public or chureh ~ 


funeral of any person who has died of any contagious or infectious dis- 
ease, but the funeral of such person shall be private; and it shall not 
be lawful to invite, or permit at the funeral of any person who has died 
of any infectious or contagious or pestilential disease, or at any services. 
connected therewith, any person whose presence is not absolutely and 
essentially necessary, or to whom there is danger of contagion thereby: 


Src. 5. Be it ordained, etc., That no owner, driver, agent or other 
person having, owning, or being in charge of any carriage, cab, hack, 
cart, wagon, or other conveyance or vehicle, shall permit or allow the 
placing therein, or the carriage thereby, of the corpse or dead body of 
any person or persons who have died of contagious, infectious or pesti- 
lential diseases; provided, that this section shall not apply to hearses. 


SEC. 6. Be it ordained, etc., That every principal, teacher or assistant 
teacher of any and every private or public school, on observing that 
any child or children, pupils of said school, present symptoms of any 
contagious, infectious or pestilential disease, shall send said child or 
pupil to said pupil’s or child’s domicile and residence, with instruc— 
tions to the parent or parents, tutor, guardian or other person in charge 
ef said pupil, child or children, to have the said pupil or child, or 
pupils or children, examined by the family physician, and said instrue- 
tions shall be in writing, and in no case shall said child or children, 
pupil or pupils, so sent home be allowed to attend said school there-. 


after until there shall be produced and filed with said principal, teacher, — 


or assistant teacher, a certificate from a licensed physician that said 
child or children, pupil or pupils, are not suffering from any. contagious. 
infectious or pestilential diseases. 


SEC. 7. Be it ordained, etc., That no principal, teacher or assistant 
teacher, shall permit or allow any child, children, pupil or pupils, to- 
attend school from any house in which contagious, infectious or pesti- 
lential diseases, may prevail at the time, or may have prevailed ante- 
cedent thereto, until such time as all danger of infection shall have: 
passed. 

SEC. 8. Be it ordained, etc., That the phrase and words ‘ infectious, 
contagious or pestilential diseases,’ used in this ordinance, shall be 
held and construed to include and mean all such sickness, affections or 
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diseases or phases thereof, of an infectious, contagious or pestilential 
nature (more especially referring to cholera, yellow fever, small-pox, 
diphtheria, ship or typhus, spotted, relapsing and scarlet fevers) and 
also including any new disease of any infectious, contagious or pesti- 
lential nature, and also any other disease publicly declared by the Board 
of Health of the State of Louisiana dangerous to the public health, and 
of a contagious, infectious or pestilential nature or character. 

Src. 9. Be it further ordained, etc., That no person shall retain, ex- 
pose, or allow to be retained or exposed, the dead body of any human 
being to the peril or prejudice of the life or health of any person. 

SEc. 10. Be it further ordained, etc., 'That all dead bodies shall be in- 
terred within twenty-four hours after death during the summer, and 
thirty-six hours during the winter months, unless permission is ob- 
tained in special cases from the Board of Health to withhold them from 
burial for a longer period. In the case of death from a contagious or 
infectious disease the Board of Health shall be empowered to require 
and enforce the earlier burial of the corpse. 

Src. 11. Be tt ordained, etc., That any person or persons violating any 
provision of this ordinance, or failing to comply with any provision 
thereof, shall be fined a penalty of not more than twenty-five dollars 
for each and every offence, or in default of payment thereof shall be 
imprisoned in the Parish Prison not exceeding ten days, at the discre- 
tion of the Recorder before whom such case may be tried. 


ORDINANCE No. 7734; A. S.—ADOPTED APRIL 11, 1882. 


SECTION 2. That the Mayor and Administrator of Public Buildings 
be and they are hereby authorized to erect temporary hospitals at 
appropriate localities, and cause the nevessary ambulances to be built, 
and that said hospitals, etc., be placed under the jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Health, Coroner and Police Surgeon. 


No. 7794, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED May 6, 1882. 


WHEREAS, The space or portion of ground described in the sketch 

annexed hereto, made by the City Surveyor, now forming part of the: 
Lower City Park, to-wit: all that portion of said park which lies to the 

west of Orleans Canal, up to what is known as the grounds used by the 
Orleans Rifle Club, fronting on the new Metairie Road, and extending 
back the whole depth of the park as per original plans, is wholly use— 
less and unsuitable for park purposes, and the remaining tract or tracts 
of land dedicated for such purpose are in every way as ample and ser- 
viceable for the construction of said: park as the entire ground, as 
originally laid out, would be;

Beit resolved, By the Mayor and Administrators of the city of New 
Orleans acting in the respective capacities of Common Council for the 
city of New Orleans and as successors to the Park Commissioners, ac- 
cording to the provisions of Act No. 87 of the acts of the Legislature of 
Louisiana of 1877, that the piece or portion of ground above described, 
west of said Orleans Canal, as per sketch of this date, by the City Sur- 


veyor, made part thereof, be detatched from said Lower City Park ~ 


and be no longer considered a part of said park. 


Resolved, That said piece or portion of ground, or so much thereof 
as necessary, be and the same is hereby dedicated as a site for a small- 
pox hospital, for the treatment of indigent, or such other small-pox 
patients, the care of which falls upon the corporate authorities and 
the remaining portion shall be used and laid out as cemeteries. 

Resolved, That the Mayor be and is hereby authorized to locate ex- 
actly said small-pox hospital in such portion of said ground as to him 
may seem proper, and plans showing said selection and the space re- 
served for cemeteries be made by the City Surveyor and kept on file in 
his office. 

Resolved, That all resolutions and ordinances in conflict herewith be 
repealed. 


No. 3808, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED JANUARY 16, 1877. 


An ordinance to provide for the daily inspection of the city small-pox 
hospitals, and defining the duties of the inspecting physician of the 
same. 

SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the city of woe Orleans, 
That it shall be the duty of the inspecting physician to make a daily 
inspection of the Luzenberg Hospital, or any other place within the 
limits of the city of New Orleans where small-pox patients are con- 
fined, at any hour within the day that he may think most appropriate 
or convenient. 

SEC. 2. Be it further ordained, That said ine pocune physician shall 
make and keep a complete record of all patients admitted into said 
hospitals; their names, age, color and sex, and where received from: 
and he shall have the power to issue an order of discharge whenever 
any of said patients shall have been completely cured; and no persons 
in charge of said hospitals shall receive pay from the city of New 
Orleans after the date of said orders of discharge; and he shall make a 
monthly report thereof to the Administrator of Waterworks and SN

SEC. 3. Be it further ordained, That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or persons in charge of said hospitals, or acting as nurses or sery- 
ants therein, to in any manner obstruct or hinder said examining phy- 
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sician in the full discharge of his duties, or to refuse or withhold any 
information he may desire to obtain for the good of the patients, or for 
the protection of the interests of the city. 

Src. 4. Be it further ordained, That all ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with this ordinance be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed, and that this ordinance shall take effect on and after its pas- 
sage. 


No. 10,429, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED MARCH 12, 1895. 


Resolved, That the Comptroller be and he is hereby directed to ad- 
vertise, according to law, for sealed proposals for the erection and 
maintenance of a small-pox hospital within the city limits, for a period 
of five years from date of signing of contract, in accordance with 
plans and specifications adopted by the City Council and on file in the 
office of the City Comptroller. 


No. 10,430, CoUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED MARCH 13, 1895. 


' Resolved, That the following plans and specifications for the erection 
and maintenance of a small-pox hospital within the city limits be and 
the same are hereby adopted:

Sec. 30. Whenever any horse, mule, cow, or other animal shall die 


within the limits under the control of the Board of Health, the owner 
or keeper thereof shall have it forthwith removed to properly located 
and authorized factories to be disposed of for useful purposes under 
proper regulations, or bury such animal beyond the inhabited portion 
of the city limits, or cast the same into one of the boats moored to the 
nuisance wharves. 

SEC. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed, 
or in default of payment of the fine imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days for each and every offence. 


No. 6649, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 30, 1892. 


An ordinance to amend Section 29 of Ordinance No. 6022, A. S., 


appréved June 25, 1879, and to make a proper disposition for the’ 


treatment and disposal of animals sick or suspected of being sick 
with glanders, and to prohibit and prevent the introduction of 
animals sick with glanders disease into the city of New Orleans. 


Beit ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That sec- 
tion 29 of Ordinance No. 6022, A. S., approved June 25, 1879, which 
now reads: ‘‘All animals sick with any contagious or infectious disease 
shall be removed at once beyond the limits of the city of New Orleans 
by the person or persons owning or having charge of said animals, and 
in default of such action said animals may be removed by the Board 
of Health at the expense of such person or persons,’’ be amended and 


re-enacted by adding thereto so as to read: ‘‘ No person or persons’ 


shall bring into or within the limits of the city of New Orleans any 
animal sick with glanders. It is made the duty of the officers of the 
police force, and also of all owners or persons in charge of animals, as 


well as veterinary surgeons, to promptly report to the Board of Health 
any cases of animals sick with glanders disease, or any cases which

may be regarded as suspicious, or exhibiting symptoms of said disease;

expense of the owners or proprietors thereof; that in case any devel- 
oped case of glanders in animals shall be pronounced incurable by the 
veterinary surgeon designated by the Mayor, the Board of Health shall 
order the killing of the animal, and such disposition of the carcass as the 
veterinary surgeon designated by it may deem best. The Board of Health

No. 7741, COUNCIL SERIES—ADOPTED JUNE 27, 1893. 


An ordinance regulating the treatment and disposal of animals sick 
with glanders, or being suspected of being glanderous, and to pro- 
hibit and prevent the introduction of such animals into the city 
of New Orleans. : 

Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That no per- 
_ son or persons shall bring into or within the limits of the city of New 

Orleans any animal sick with glanders. It is made the duty of the 

officers of the police force, and also of all owners or persons in charge 

of animals, including veterinary surgeons, to promptly report to the 

Board of Health any case or cases coming to their knowledge of ani- 

mals sick with glanders, as also every case which may be regarded as 

suspicious or exhibiting symptoms of said disease. 


It is further ordained, That whenever any animal is pronounced 
gilandered by the Veterinary Surgeon of the Board of Health, or by 
any other graduated and reputable veterinary surgeon, the Board of 
Health shall order the killing of such animal and the disposition of the 
carcass in such manner as said Board of Health may deem safest. All 
animals suspected of glanders shall be isolated, at owner’s expense, in 
such manner as the Board of Health may designate, until the true con- 
dition of the animal is established. Any owner of any animal having 
cause to suspect the same to be glandered, or any veterinary surgeon 
treating any animal so suspected, who shall fail to report immediately 
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such suspected case to the Board of Health, shall, for each such neglect 
or failure to thus report, be fined in a sum not exceeding twenty-five 


dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days; and any owner: 


not_ submitting any animal suspected of being glandered to investiga- 
tion and proper inspection by the Veterinary Surgeon of the Board of 
Health for ascertainment of its condition, or not isolating a suspected 
animal as the Board of Health may direct, or removing, or killing, or 
disposing of any glandered or suspected animal in a manner contrary 
to the directions and intendments of this ordinance, shall for each 
offence be fined not more than twenty-five dollars or imprisonment not 
more than thirty days.

In the rear of the fire limits as per section 1 of this ordinance, and

without making such building fire-proof, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said sections respectively. 


SEC. 6. Be it further ordained, etc., Thatit shall not be lawful, and all 
persons are forbidden to increase or add to the dimensions of any 
building already erected under the pretence of repairing, or cause the 
same to be done, within the limits described in sections 1, 2 and 4 of 
this ordinance, or to repair the roof of any such building, or cause the 
Same to be done, except by using in such repairs non-combustible 
materials. 


SEC. 7. Be it further ordained, etc., That the owner of every house 
covered with wood shall provide it with a good ladder, of the height 
of the house, to be used in case of fire, and, moreover, he shall provide a 
ladder fixed permanently on the roof timber, under penalty of five ($5) 
dollars for each and every month the owner or agent thereof shall neg- 
lect to comply with the requirements of this section, after notice from 
the Mayor, said penalty recoverable before the Recorder in whose dis- 
trict the offence is committed. 


Sec. 8. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than five ($5) dollars, nor more than twenty-five ($25) dol- 
lars, or imprisonment for not less than five or more than thirty days, at 
the discretion of the Recorder in whose district the offence is com- 
mitted. 
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SEC. 9. Be it further ordained, etc., That also a further fine of from 
five to twenty-five dollars, or imprisonment from five to thirty days, 
shall be imposed for each and every month he, she or they shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with a written notice from the Mayor specifying the 
delay which may be adjudged reasonable by said officer to demolish 
or alter any such building in contravention, recoverable as aforesaid. 

SEC. 10. Be it further ordained, etc., Thatit shall be the duty of the 
-police to report all violators of the provisions of this ordinance to the 
Mayor, who shall cause the proper affidavit to be made before’a magis- 
trate for the recovery of the fines imposed. 

Src. 11. Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances or parts. of 
ordinances in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. 


No. 5322, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED May 26, 1891. 


Be it resolved, That any and all ordinances or parts thereof prohibit- 
ing the construction of frame buildings in that part of the city of New 4 
Orleans lying upon and beyond Esplanade street, in the 'hird District, .

Beit ordained bythe Common Council of the city of New Orleans, That, 
on and after the passage of this ordinance, there will be granted under, 
no circumstances whatever permission to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, the privilege to construct, within the limits known as the fire lim- 
its, a frame building or structure other than in conformity with the 
Jaws regulating the construction of buildings in the fire limits.

Be it ordained, etc., That Ordinance No. 8423, an ordinance preventing 
the erection of frame buildings within the fire limits under any circum- 
stances, be and the same is hereby repealed. 


No. 6533, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED JULY 5, 1892. 


An ordinance for the proper construction of buildings, more effective 
prevention of fires and for the better protection of life and property, 
and to be known as a General Building Ordinance for the Proper 
Construction of Buildings in the City of New Orleans. 

SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New- Orleans, 
‘That no building shall be erected, orits erection commenced, or any 
alteration made in any building already erected, or hereafter to be 
erected, when such building or alterations shall cost more than thirty- 
five hundred dollars ($3500), unless plans and specifications, or a copy 
thereof, together with the contract cost of such building or alteration, 
shall have first been submitted to the City Engineer, and a certificate 
of approval and a permit granted by himtherefor. It shall be the duty 
of the City Engineer, without unreasonable delay, to issue such 
certificate, when such plans and specifications conform to this ordi- 
nance. All plans submitted for approval, whether for alterations or 
new buildings, must be drawn to a proper scale in a legible manner and 
show foundations, front and side elevation, and all upper walls and 
all such piers, chimneys, flues, columns, girders and supports, as are 
intended to be used, and such other sections and elevations as may be 
required, to clearly indicate and represent the construction of the 
proposed work. No plans will be considered unless accompanied by 
the specifications, and such specifications must be written in a legible 
manner, and must conform strictly with law, and with the plans 
accompanying them, and must have the names and residence of the 
owner, or owners, architect and builder or contractor, and must set 
forth clearly and fully the location of the building to be erected or the 
building whereon alterations or repairs are to be made. 

1. Whenever a permit shall have been granted by the City Engineer 
for the erection of any new building, or the alteration of any existing 
building, he shall make a record of such permit, describing the exact 
location and cost of each building or alteration. 

2. If such building or alteration cost less than thirty-five hundred 
dollars ($3500), a permit must be first obtained from the City Engineer, 
as provided in paragraph 3 of this section. 

* 3. The following rates shall be charged by the City Engineer for per- 
mits for all buildings, repairs, etc. 

For the erection of any building costing less than $750, $0.50. 

For the repairs or erection of any building costing from $750 to 

_ $1250, $1.

For the repairs or erection of any building costing from $1250 to 
$1750, $1.50. 

For the repairs or erection of any cat costing from $1750 to. 
$2250, $2. 

For the repairs or erection of any building costing from $2250 to 
$2750, $2.50. 

For the repairs or erection of any building costing from $2750 to 
$3250, $3. “ 

The rate to be one-tenth of one per cent. on the certified cost, the rate 
of charge to vary at fifty cents, according to the proximity to said rate 
of one-tenth of one per cent. 


The certified cost shall be the whole of the contemplated repair or 


improvement, including all foundations, piles, concrete, plumbing, 


gas-fitting, paving, interior and exterior finish, painting, etc., all com- 
plete, which cost shall be sworn to by the owner, or his authorized 
agent, or builder or architect, before a competent officer. 

No charge shall be made for the alteration, repair or enlargement of 
any building already erected when the cost of such alteration, repair 
or enlargement shall be less than seven hundred and fifty dollars ($750). 


Sec. 2. (1) It shall not be lawful to erect and all persons are for-— 


bidden to erect or cause to be erected within the fire limits of this city 


any building, except the same be constructed entirely of brick, stone 


or other non-combustible materials, and roofed with slate, com- 


position or non-combustible materials; provided, that wood covered 
with metal shall not be considered non-combustible, except for roofs. . 


All buildings of four or more stories in height, within the fire limits, 
shall have flat roof covered with composition, metal or other fire-proof 
metal. 

No building shall be erected within the fire limits with wooden 
studding, faced and packed with brick. 

(2) No alteration, extension or addition shall be made, nor shall 
any person cause the same to be made to the exterior of any building 
within the fire limits unless such alteration or addition be of brick, 
stone or other non-combustible material, except on piers extending 
into the river, or on the levee where the same may be sheds or frame 
buildings, plans of which shall be approved by the City Council. 

Sec. 3. (1) ‘‘He who first builds in this city in a place which is not 
surrounded by walls, may rest one- half of his wall on the land of his 
neighbor; provided, he build with stone or bricks, at least as highas 


the first story, and not in frame or otherwise; and provided, the whole. 
thickness of this wall does not exceed eighteen (18) inches, not includ- « — 
ing the plastering, which must not be more than three (3) inches. But. 


he can not compel his. neighbor to contribute to the raising of this 
wall.’ C. C. 675. 


(2) All walls hereafter built in the city of New Orleans shall be so-

Sec. 4. All mortars used in the construction of brick or stonework 
shall be made of good lime or cement and sand properly manipulated

SEC. 5. (1) All brick walls hereafter erected in the city of New Or- 
leans shall be so constructed as to conform to the following table of 
stories, minimum thickness and maximum heights, to-wit:

- All stone walls shall be four (4) inches thicker than as above pro- 
vided for brick walls. 

All buildings of six or more stories in height shall be of mill or fire- 
proof construction. 

The height and thickness of walls of buildings more than eight (8) 
stories high shall be subject to the special approval of the City Engi- 
neer. | 

SEC. 6. All stone walls less than twenty-four (24) inches thick shall 
have at least one header extending through the walls in every three (3) 
feet in height from the bottom of the wall and in every four (4) feet in 
length; and if over twenty-four (24) inches thick, shall have one 
header for every six (6) superficial feet on both sides of the wall, and - 
running into the wall at least two (2) feet; all headers shall be at least 
eighteen (18) inches in width and eight (8) inches thickness. In 
every brick wall every fourth course of brick shall be a heading 
course, except where walls are faced with different brick, in which 
case every fifth course shall be bonded into the backing by cutting the 
corner of the face brick and putting in diagonal headers behind the 
same, or by splitting the face brick in half and backing the same by a 


- continuous row of headers. In all walls which are faced with thin 


ashlar anchored to the backing, or in which the ashlar has not either 
alternate headers and stretchers in each course, alternate heading and 
stretching courses, the backing shall be of hard burnt brick, and shall 
be laid up in cement and sharp sand.

SEC. 7. In all buildings where the walls are built hollow, each wall 
shall be nine (9) inches thick for two-story buildings, thirteen 
(13) inches thick for first two stories of three, four and five-story 


buildings, balance nine (9) inches thick; seventeen (17) inches thick — 
for first two stories of six and seven-story buildings; thirteen inches 


(13) for next story, and nine (9) inches for balance of wall. No hollow 
wall shall be built unless the two walis forming the same shall be con- 
nected by continuous vertical ties of the same material as the wall, and 


not over twenty-four (24) inches apart. The height of all walls shall — 


be computed from the grade level. No swelled or refuse brick shall 
be allowed in any wall or pier; and all brick used in the construction, 
alteration or repair of any building or anypart thereof shall be good,hard, 
well-burned brick; shall be well wet at the time they are laid, except 
in freezing w eather, when they shall be laid dry. 


Src. 8. (1) In no ease shall the side, end or party walls of any build- 
ing be carried up more than two stories in advance of the front and 
rear walls. The front, rear, side or party walls of any building here- 
after to be erected shall be anchored to each other every six (6) feet in 
their height by tie anchors, made of one and a quarter by three- 
eighths (114 x 3g) inches wrought iron. The said anchors shall be 
built into the side of the party walls, not less than twenty-four (24) 
inches, and into the front and rear walls at least one-half the thickness. 
of the front or rear walls, so as to secure the front and rear walls to the 
side wall, and all stone used for the facing of any building, except. 
where built with alternate headers and stretchers, as hereinbefore set 
forth, shall be strongly anchored with iron anchors in each stone, and 
all such anchors shall be let into the stone at least one (1) inch. 


The side or party wall shall be anchored at every tier of beams to 
every fifth beam, by wrought iron not less than three-eighths by one 
and three-quarter (3g x 134) inches, and with a lip on end of anchor 
notched in the wood, and the anchor spiked to the beam by not less. 


than two (2) spikes. The portion of anchor going into the wall to be | 


split, and the split portion to be eight (8) inches long. Where the 
floor beams are supported by girders in such manner that the floor 
beams rest on the top of girders, they shall extend full width of girder, 
and be spiked together. Where it is impractical to rest beams on top 
of the girder, they will butt against the girder, and be thoroughly 
secured thereto by wrought-iron straps, in such manner as may be ap- 
proved by the City Engineer, and every fifth beam will have a strap 
placed on top of beams connecting same together and spiked thereto. 


All joists or timbers shall be splayed so as to have the upper edge 


flush with the inside face of the wall. 

2. All plate irons shall be built into the side or party walls, and the 
iron anchors used to secure the plate pieces shall be at least two (2) 
inches wide and one-half (4g) inch thick; and the anchors at the end 
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Oz of every plate piece shall be worked or built into the side or party wall 
of the building, and the said anchors shall turn down at least four (4) 
inches. ¢ 

SEc. 9. No stone or iron cornice shall project more than the thickness 

of the wall on which it rests, unless made of sheet metal, and the stone 

- shall run through said wall. Brick cornice shall be carried on stone or 

_ iron similarly extended through the wall And inany case the greater 

weight of stone or iron, or other metal, shall be on the inside of said 
line of said wall or walls. 


SEc. 10. (1) All discharging or arched pieces used in the chimney of 
any building hereafter erected or built in the city of New Orleans shall 
recede from any flue in the chimney at least six (6) inches, and all 
chimney flues shall be lined with terra cotta lining from top to bottom. 


2. In no building shall any wooden girder, beam or timber, resting 
on the walls, be placed nearer than eight (8) inches of any flue, 
whether the same be smoke, air or any other flue. No chimney shall 
be built against any piece of timber, nor shall any timber be used in 

t he construction of any chimney flue. No plank or other combustible 
material shall be laid on chimney tops. No oven, furnace or forge 
shall be constructed against a partition wall, unless a counter wall of 
masonry be made; provided, that if a partition wall be made of brick or 
stone, a space of one (1) foot shall be left between, and if of pales or 
plank a space of four (4) feet; and if any one shall find any chimney, 
oven, furnace, forge or apparatus so defective as to be dangerous, he 
shall make a report of same to the Mayor, who shall cause same to be 
examined, and satisfying himself of the dangerous condition of said 
chimney, oven, furnace, forge or apparatus, shall, in writing, direct the 
owner or his agent to repair or remove the cause of such danger within 
such time as he shall deem reasonable. 


Sec. 11. (1) All buildings more than thirty-two (32) feet in width shall 
be built in such a manner that all the floors and roof thereof through- 
out their whole extent shall be supported by and rest upon one or more 
partition walls, or walls of brick or stone, and not less than twelve 
(12) inches thick, running from front to rear, or upon proper‘and suffi- 
cient posts, girders sustained by proper and sufficient pillars or columns 
of wood, iron, brick or stone, and so that through the whole extent of 
sueh floor or roof, and each of them, the said walls shall not be distant 
from each other or from such immediate support or supports of brick, 
stone or iron, or wood, more than thirty-two (32) feet, except when 
the joints are supported by trusses or truss rods; provided, such imme- 
diate support or supports may be wooden posts. or pillars; provided, 
further, that this section shall not apply to churches, libraries, armo- 
ries, theatres and other public buildings. 


(2) Floors of all residences to be calculated to carry a dead load of 
eighty (80) pounds per square foot, and floors of all office buildings to 
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be calculated to carry a dead load of one hundred and twenty-five (125) 
pounds per square foot. Floors of all stores and warehouses to be 
calculated to carry a dead load of two hundred and fifty (250) pounds 
per square foot. All calculations of the strength of floors and of ma- 
terial for the construction of buildings to be with a factor of five. 

It shall be unlawful for occupants of stores or warehouses to load the 
floors in excess of that which is calculated to be a safe load for the 
floors to carry, as provided in this section. 

SEc. 12. All scuttle frames or scuttle doors on every building re- 
quired by law to have a fire-proof roof, hereafter to be erected in this 
city of New Orleans, shall be made or covered with copper, zinc, tin or 
iron, and every window and entrance above the first story in the rear 
of every storehouse over thirty (30) feet in height to the peak or highest — 
part thereof from the level of the sidewalk, shall have shutters and 
doors thereon, made of copper or iron, or other fire-proof materials. 
All buildings having iron shutters on front of same shall have one or 
more of them provided with such arrangements for opening same from 
the outside as shall be approved by the Chief of the Fire Department _ 
and City Engineer. 

Src. 18. The planking or sheathing of the roof of every brick or stone 
dwelling, store, storehouse, or other building in the fire limits, so 
erected or built as aforesaid, shall in no case be extended across the 
party or side walls thereof, and every such dwelling, store, storehouse 
or other building, and the top and sides of the dormer windows thereon 
shall be roofed and covered with slate, iron, copper, tin, zine or other 
fire-proof material. 


Sec. 14. All beams or other timber in the party or other walls of any 
dwelling, store, storehouse or other building, hereafter built or erected 
of brick or stone in this city, shall be separated from the beams or tim- 
ber entering into the opposite side of such walls by the distance of at _ 
least eight (8) inches between the nearest points of such beams or tim- 
bers, and, when necessary. said walls shall be corbelled out to receive 
such beams. 


All side, rear or party walls of such buildings shall be built up and 
extended at least four (4) feet above the planking or roofing, and shall 
not be less than thirteen (13) inches thick, if brick; and seventeen (17) 
inches thick, if stone; which said fire wall shall be laid in and covered 
with hydraulic cement and sharp sand; provided, no Mansard or 
French roofs shall be built within the fire limits of this city. 


SEC. 15. No front, rear or other wall of any such dwelling, store, 
storehouse or other building now erected, or hereafter to be erected as 
aforesaid, within the city, or any brick or stone building or buildings 
in the city, shall be cut off or altered below to be supported in any 
manner, in whole or in part by wood, but shall be wholly supported 
by brick, stone or iron; and no wood or timbers shall be used between 
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such wall and such supporters, nor shall any wood or timbers be used. 
or bedded in any wall. 


Src. 16. The gutters to all buildings whereon fire-proof roofs are re- 
quired shall be made of tin, copper, zine or other non-combustible 
materials, and they shall be firmly secured to the building by irons. 


SEC. 17. No steeple, cupola, spire or tower shall be erected on the: 
top of any building in the fire limits, unless the same be covered with 
non-combustible materials. 


Sec. 18. All rooms to be built for sleeping apartments shall have at 
least five hundred (500) feet cubic contents for each person therein, and 
must communicate with the open air by a glazed and movable opening 
of at least ten (10) square feet area. 


SEC. 19. The occupant or occupants of any store, storehouse, manu- 
factory, or other buildings, in which hatchways or hoistways, or open- 
ings of any kind except the usual stairways, are used throughout any 
or either floor thereof, or in case the said building or buildings are 
unoccupied and not leased, the owner or owners thereof, and in case 
they are leased, the lessee or lessees thereof, shall cause the said hatch, 
hoistways or other openings to remain closed or protected by a railing 
at least three (3) feet high, and to be opened only when needed for 
the passage of merchandise, and the said owner, lessee or agent shall 
cause the same to be securely shut, closed and fastened at the close of 
each day. 

SEc. 20. The City Engineer shall examine, or cause to be examined, 
_ all buildings in the course of erection, alteration or repair, and inquire: 
into any and all violations of the laws regulating the erection, altera- 
tion or repair of buildings, and shall forthwith report in writing to 
the Mayor any violation of the laws he may discover, together with 
the street and number of the building upon which the violations are 
found, and the names of the owners, agents, lessees or occupants, and the 
builders and architect, or the artisan or tradesman who may be guilty 
of such violations; and further, he shall report the nature of the vio- 
lation of law and all matters relating thereto, and the Mayor shall im - 
mediately take action to enforce the observance of these ordinances 
and the law thus violated, and to proceed also to recover any and all 
fines imposed for such violation. 

SEC. 2]. Whenever any wall, building, staging or other structure in 
this city shall be so unsafe as to be dangerous to human life or limb 
or property, the Commissioner of Public Works shall, with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, be authorized to instantly demolish and remove 
the same, after having first given the owner of such building, or his 
agent, notice to remove said danger within three (3) days, and on his 
failing to do so. 

Any expense incurred in the enforcement of the foregoing section 
shall be borne by the party owning the said unsafe wall or structure, 
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which sum or sums expended in such demolition or removal above 
provided for, together with attorney’s fees, shall be recoverable before 
any court of competent jurisdiction, and the judgment of said court 
to constitute a first lien and privilege upon the property. 

SEC. 22. (1) No superstructure shall be erected within the limits 
of the city of New Orleans until the lot is raised higher than the side- 
walk, according to the lines and levels to be obtained from the City 
Engineer or his deputy. 

(2) No person shall build upon any lot or portion of ground in the 
«ity of New Orleans without first obtaining from the City Engineer a 
permit showing that the lot has been filled to the grade required as 
established by law. 

(3) The grade shall be from an established curb, sloping upward 
one-half (4g) inch for every foot in width of banquetté; front edge or 
portion of lot of ground to be two (2) inches higher than inner edge 
of banquette, and surface of lot or portion of ground gradually ascend- 
ing in grade one (1) inch to every ten (10) feet to the rear. 


(4) Should it be represented that it is impossible to obtain the filling 
for the proper grading of lot according to above section, owing to high 
river or other cause, a permit will be issued on filing of a bond in a sum 
equal to the filling required to fill lot to grade at the rate of one ($1) 
dollar per yard, to guarantee the proper grading when filling can be 
obtained. When lot is properly filled the bond to be cancelled. 

The portion of lot to be filled to embrace the whole area within 
fences. 

The Board of Health to have authority to withhold permit to build on 
unfilled lots in cases where ponds or filth exist, as a sanitary precau- 
tion. 


No. 6642, COUNCIL SERIES. --ADOPTED AUGUST 30, 1892. 


An ordinance to amend and re-enact the last clause of section 22 of 
Ordinance No. 6533, C. S., approved July 16, 1892, and to define 
the powers of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana in 
withholding permits. 


Beit ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That the last 


clause of section 22 of Ordinance No. 6533, C. S.,. approved J uly 16, 
1892, be amended and re-enacted so as to read: 


‘‘The Board of Health to have authority to withhold permits on un- 
filled lots in cases where ponds or filth exist, where the material pro- 
posed to be used as filling is sanitarily unfit therefor, where the drain- 
age proposed to be established is insufficient to properly drain the ~ 
premises, or for any other unsanitary cause prejudicial to the public 
health, and to that end all existing ordinances concerning sanitation 
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of such premises are hereby continued in full force and effect, and are 


not to be considered as repealed by this ordinance. 
Provided, That the preceding part of this article 4 of this section 
shall also apply to this clause as amended. 


SEC. 23. (1) All frame dwellings hereafter erected, or whose super- 
structures or frames are hereafter repaired, shall not have the upper 
portions of their joists less than three feet (3) from the surface of the 
ground. 

(2) All buildings hereafter erected within the city shall be provided 
with a healthy supply of water, not less than five hundred (590) gal- 
lons for each room in said building; provided, the aggregate capa- 
city of cistern capacity shall not be less than twenty-five hundred 
(2500) gallons. 

(3) All cisterns, the water of which is used for drinking or culinary 
purposes, shall be provided by the owner thereof with suitable covers. 

Src: 24. The chimneys of all forges and furnaces connected with 


steam engines, used in factories of every description, and other estab- 


lishments, shall be carried up at least twenty (20) feet above the 
highest peak or portion of any building within a radius of one hundred 
(100) feet from said factory or establishment, and all such chimneys 
shall have caps on them so constructed as to prevent cinders and soot 
from falling upon neighboring houses. 

SEC. 25. Where any debris remains in any lot or on the banquette 
contiguous in this city, resulting from a fire or in the demolition or 
partial demolition of any building on such lot, it is hereby made the 
duty of the owner, or his agent, of the property,to remove, or cause to 
‘be removed from the sidewalk and street, all such debris within six (6) 


days after a notice served upon him by the Commissioner of Public 


Works, or his assistant, and to place such debris in such manner on his 
lot as not to be dangerous. 

Builders in the repairing, construction and erection of buildings in 
the city limits shall use one-half of the banquette and one-third of the 
street, for the piling of material to be used in the construction of such 


building. During the construction of such building the contractor 
shall maintain free and clear one-half of the width of banquette, and 
shall protect pedestrians by placing a wooden awning over the whole 


banquette. 

Sec. 26. (1) From and after the passage of this ordinance no person 
shall set up or use a stove, any portion of which shall be within two (2) 
feet of any part of the woodwork or walls, partitions or floors of any 
building within the limits of the city without protecting such wood- 
work with metallic covering so as to effectually protect the same from 
fire. | 
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2. In all cases where a stove pipe projects or passes through the- 
roof, partition or wall of any building, a part or the whole of which 


may be wood, the pipe shall be supported from such roof or wood- 


work at least six (6) inches by sheet iron or other non-combustible 


materials, and shall project above or beyond the roof or wall of the 


building, as the case may be, at least three (8) feet. 


3. No stove pipe shall be allowed to project ever any sidewalk or 


into any street. 
Sec. 27. It is made the duty of the owner or his agent of any build- 


ing in the city of New Orleans having a balcony extending over any 
portion of the banquette to provide such balcony with a metal gutter 
attached to the outer edge, and leaning into a metal down pipe leading 


across the banquette into the street gutter; provided, when said bal- 
conies are entirely covered by roof, the gutter shall be attached to said’ 
roof in the manner above described. 


It is further made the duty. of the owner or his agent to keep the 
gutters in such repair as to prevent leakage and dripping on the side-' 


walks. 
All gutters across the banquette shall be of covered gutters approved 


by the Civil Engineer, or of proper size drain pipe. No awning or 
balcony shall drain direct into the street, and all buildings now haying” 


balconies or awnings draining direct into the street shall be required, 


within ten days from the passage of this ordinance, to provide the 


necessary gutters to cover the water, as provided in this section. 
Sec. 28. If the owner or owners of any lot or portion of ground 


whereon any building is to be constructed or erected, or of any building 


already erected whereon any repairs, alterations or additions are to be 


made, shall begin such construction or alteration, etc., without having 
first obtained the certificate required in section 1 of this ordinance, he- 


shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and he shall be subject to a 


fine of not less than five ($5) dollars or more than twenty-five ($25). 


dollars, and for each day he persists in such violation shall constitute a. 


new offence, and on his failing to pay said fine he shall be imprisoned 
in the Parish Prison one (1) day for each dollar of the fine imposed. 


If after obtaining permit therefor, any owner of lot or portion of 


ground on which a building is to be erected, or owners of any building 
which is to be repaired, in accordance with this ordinance, or whoso- 


ever shall violate any of the provisions of this ordinance, shall be 


deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and said owner shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than ($5) nor more than twenty-five ($25) for each and 
every violation of these laws, and each day’s persistence in said viola- 
tion shall constitute a new offence, and the owner or owners or his or 
their agent shall be notified by the Mayor to correct said faulty con- 
‘struction to conform to the provisions of this ordinance; on his or their 
failure to do so, in addition to the above penalties, proper action will 
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‘be taken to prevent his persistence in such faulty construction, and 
such fault shall be repaired or the work demolished at the owner’s ex- 
pense. 

On his failing to pay said fine or fines he shall be imprisoned in the 
Parish Prison one (1) day for each dollar of the fine imposed. 

Seo. 29. The powers or duties herein imposed or conferred on the 
‘City Engineer can be delegated by him to such assistants as are herein- 
after provided for. 

The City Engineer shall, by and with the advice and consent of the 
City Council, appoint one or more assistant City Engineers, who shall 
also be practical and theoretical architects, whose exclusive duties 
shall be to properly enforce the provisions of this ordinance. } 

The City Engineer shall have general supervision of this department, 
which is hereby made part of his office, and he shall have power to 
remove his assistants for incompetency, malfeasance ‘in office, or their 
failure to do and carry out the duties devolving upon them by virtue of 
this ordinance. 

The salaries of such assistants is hereby fixed at one hundred and 
fifty ($150) dollars per month. 

- Sec. 30. It is further made the duty of the City Engineer and his 
‘deputies to see to the proper enforcement of this ordinance, and to 
make affidavit for any violation of it, and to notify the Mayor of same. 

In case the violation is such as to give rise to civil action, the Super- 
jntendent of Police and the City Engineer and his deputies, as provided 
‘above, shall report the facts to the Mayor. 

Any owner or other party interested who shall feel aggrieved by or 
‘dissent from the rulings of the City Engineer shall have “the right to 
appeal to the City Council for relief. 

All laws or parts of laws in conflict:-with the foregoing ordinance are 
hereby repealed. 


No. 5884, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 29, 1891. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That it shall 
not be lawful to erect or establish within the city limits any forge, 
foundry or steam engine without special permission of the City 
Council. 

Sec. 2. All buildings for forges and foundries must be constructed of 
‘brick or other incombustible materials within the fire limits. 

Src. 3. All petitions for permission to erect any blacksmith shop, 
forge or steam engine shall be accompanied with the written consent 
of a majority of the property owners by the foot frontage within a 
‘radius of 300 feet of the place where permission is asked to erect such 
blacksmith shop, forge or steam engine. 7 

‘Src. 4, Whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall 
‘be subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned in 
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the Parish Prison for a term not to exceed thirty days, or both, or 


imprisoned in the said Parish Prison for a term not to exceed thirty 
days in default of the payment of the fine, to be imposed by the Re- 
corder of the district-wherein the offence is committed; provided, that 


the fine shall not exceed twenty-five dollars for each offence, nor the 


imprisonment more than thirty days; provided, further, that each day 


any blacksmith shop, forge, foundry or steam engine shall be operated 
in contravention of this ordinance it shall be deemed a separate 


offence. 


SEc. 5. Be it further ordained, That Ordinances Nos. 3176, O. S.; — 


5581, O. S., and 5612, C. S., be and the same are hereby repealed. 


No. 7621, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED May 24, 1893. 


Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, 
That section 10 of Ordinance 6533, C. 8., relative to flue lining in chim- 
neys be and is hereby amended as follows: 

All chimneys of dwellings, offices, stores, churches, furnaces: 
forges, ovens or apparatus, having an area not exceeding 250 square 
inches, must be lined with fire clay or terra cotta lining at least five- 
eighths of an inch thick, and from top to bottom. Such clay or terra 
cotta lining shall be immersed in water at least ten minutes and no 
more than one hour, before being laid in the chimney, and all bricks 
used in such chimney shall be immersed in water in the same manner; 
spraying from hose or dashing of water fiom buckets will not be re- 
garded as sufficient for bricks to enter into the construction of chimneys. 

All chimneys of an area larger than 18 x 18 inches shall be lined with 
fire brick laid in fire clay from top to bottom. All joints to be thor- 
oughly filled, struck and smooth. 

For the furtherance of the benefits contemplated in this section, the 
inspector may enter premises, may remove bricks from any part of the 
chimney for the purpose of ascertaining whether the lining has been 
placed in proper manner; the bricks removed to be replaced by the 
owner of the premises. 

The owner or builder will furnish every facility to the inspector for 
the clear and unequivocal examination of any chimney. 

Should it be discovered on examination that no lining has been put 
in any chimney which has been built subsequent to the passage of 
this amendment, said chimney shall be torn down and rebuilt with the 
proper flue lining, and at the expense of the owner of the premises. 

The City Engineer is obliged to keep in a proper book a complete 
record of all chimneys built in compliance with this ordinance, and 
shall, on the request of any parties, be obligated to furnish a certificate to 
that effect. | 

Be it further ordained, etc., That parties not complying with this 
amendment shall be subject to the penalties provided under Ordinance 
No. 6533, C. S. 
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No. 7943, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 15, 1893. 


WHEREAS, There are no provisions in the building law regulating the 
height to which parties may construct a chimney or extend a stove 
pipe through the roof of rear buildings, kitchen, sheds, etc.; and 

WHEREAS, A great nuisance from smoke is occasioned to neighbor- 
ing parties on account of the height to which the chimneys or stove 
pipes in these low buildings extend; and 

WHEREAS, It would abate a nuisance and provide measures for the 
better protection against stove pipes and chimneys projecting through 

_ the roof of low buildings or sheds, be extended to such heights as to- 
prevent danger from fire and nuisance by smoke; 

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, 
That all chimneys in low buildings shall. be extended to the height of 
three feet above the gutters of adjoining buildings which are located 
within a radius of fifty feet. 

Be it further ordained, etc., That no stove pipe shall extend through 
the side of any building, nor extend through the roof of ‘any building,. 
unless provided with a metal plate or earthenware protector, or a 
double metal thimble with two-inch air space, leaving an air space one 
inch wide between the protector and the pipe, and no woodwork shall 
be within a distance of eight inches of the stove pipe when a metal 
plate protector is used; but the earthenware or metal thimble with 
two-inch air space may be set tight in woodwork. When earthen- 
ware, clay or terra cotta are used, the ware pipe shall not be less than 

_ three-quarters of an inch thick, and shall be two inches larger in inside 
diameter than the outside of the stove pipe, and shall extend outward 

two inches beyond any woodwork on either side, and may be set tight 
in such woodwork, and opening between stove pipe and ware pipe 
may be closed with any incombustible material, and where through 
floors between two rooms, or where through partitions between two 
rooms, it shall in all instances be so closed. 
_ Beit further ordained, etc., That this ordinance shall go into effect 
from and after its passage. 

Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances or parts of ordinances 
in conflict with the provisions of the foregoing ordinance be and the 
Same are hereby repealed. 


No. 8316, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED NOVEMBER 14, 1893. 


An ordinance relative to public and other buildings over seventy feet 
in height, ete. 

1. All public buildings and every building hereafter erected, the 
height of which exceeds seventy feet, shall be built fire-proof, that is to 
say, shall be constrcted with walls of brick, stone, iron or other hard 
incombustible materials, in which timber lintels or bond timbers shall 
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not be placed, and in which the floors and roofs shall be of materials 
similar to the walls. : 

2. The stairs and staircase landings shall be built entirely of brick, 
stone, iron or other hard incombustible materials. 

3. No woodwork or other inflammable material shall be used in any of 
the partitions, furrings or ceilings, in any Such fire-proof buildings, 


excepting, however, the doors and windows, and their frames, the’ 


trims, casings, interior finish and the floor boards and sleepers directly 
thereunder may be of wood. ; 

4. In all fire-proof buildings hereafter constructed the following 
rules must be observed: 


RuLE 1. All iron columns shall be made true and smooth at both 
ends, and shall rest on cast-iron bed plates, and have cast-iron caps. 


which shall also be made true. 
All XX iron trimmer beams, headers and tail beams shall be suitably 


framed and connected together, and iron girders, columns, beams, 


trusses, and all other ironwork of all floors and roofs shall be strapped, 
bolted, anchored and connected together, and to the walls, i in a strong 
and substantial manner. 

RULE 2. Under the ends of all iron beams, where they rest on the 
walls, a stone or cast-iron template must be built into the walls, said 


templates to be eight inches wide in twelve-inch walls, and in all walls _ 


of greater thickness to be twelve inches wide, and such templates, if of 
stone, shall not in any case be less than twelve inches long. 

RuLE 3. All brick or stone arches placed between iron floor beams 
shall be at least four inches thick, and have a rise of at least one and a 
quarter inches to each foot of span between the beams. Arches over five 


feet span shall-be properly increased in thickness, as required by the 


inspector of buildings, or the space between the beams may be filled in 
with sectional hollow brick or burnt clay,.or some equally good fire- 
proof material, having a depth of not less than one and a quarter inches 
to each foot of Span, a variable distance being allowed of not over six 
inches in the span between the beams. 

. Rute 4. The said brick or burned clay arches shall be laid to a line 
on the centres, with close joints filled with cement mortar, in propor- 
tions of not more than three of sand to one of cement by measure. The 
arches shall be well grouted. 


FIRE ESCAPE. 
AcT No. 97. 


For the better protection and security to life, and providing for fire es- 
eapes on all buildings four stories high and over, private residences 
excepted. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Bee oy 


Louisiana, That all buildings, except such as are used for private resi- 
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dences exclusively, in the city of New Orleans, of four stories in 
height, shall be provided with one or more metallic ladders or metallic 
fire escapes, including from the first story to the upper stories of sueh 
buildings, and above the roof and on the outer walls thereof, in such 
_ location and numbers and of such material and construction as the 
Mayor, Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of their respective dis- 
tricts, the City Surveyor and Chairman of the Fire Committee of the 
City Council and Commissioner of Public Buildings, or a majority of 
them, may from time to time determine; after such determination shall 
have been made as aforesaid, the Chief Engineer of the Fire Depart- 
ment of said city may at any time, by a notice in writing served upon 
the owner or agent of any such building, by leaving with such owner 
or agent, or at his residence or place of business, a copy of such notice, 
require such owner or agent to cause such building, within thirty days 
after service of such notice, require such owner or agent to cause such 
metallic ladder or fire escape to be placed upon such building, within 
thirty days after the service of such notice. 

Provided, however, that all buildings more than two stories in height, 
used for manufacturing purposes, shall have one metallic ladder for 
every twenty-five persons, or less, employed above the second story. 

SEC, 2. In case such owner or agent, so served with notice as afore- 
said, shall not, within thirty days after the service of such notice upon 
him, place, or cause to be placed, such metallic ladder or fire escape 
upon such building, as required by this article and the terms of such 
notice, he shall be subject to a fine of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than two hundred and fifty dollars, and to a further fine of 
twenty-five dollars for each week of such neglect to comply with such 
notice after the service of the same. That the fines imposed for viola- 
tion of this act shall be collected by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

SEC. 3. That it is hereby made the duty of the parties herein desig- 
nated to execute the provisions of this act. 

SEC. 4 Be tt further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws incon- 
sistent, contrary to or in conflict with the present act be and the same 
are repealed. 


No. 6513, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED JULY 5, 1892. 


An ordinance for the better protection and security to life and property, 
and providing for fire escapes and stand pipes on all buildings four 
stories high and over, private residences excepted. 

SECTION 1. That all business buildings now erected or to be erected, 
being more than fifty feet high, covering an area of 4500 superficial feet, 
shall have a 214-inch or larger metallic stand-pipe within or near the 
front wall, extending above the roof, with suitable valves at each story, 
and arranged so that engine hose can be attached from the street. All 
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hose couplings shall conform to the size and pattern adopted by the 
Fire Department. 

SEc. 2. All buildings, except such as are used for private residences 
exclusively in this city, of four or more stories in height, shall be pro- 
vided with one or more metallicladders or metallic fire escapes, with 
Stand-pipe attached, including from the first story to the upper stories 
of such buildings, and above the roof and on the outer walls thereof, in 
such location and numbers and of such material and construction as the 
Mayor, Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, the City Engineer and 
Chairman of the Fire Committee of the Council and Commissioner of 


Public Buildings, or a majority of them, may from time to time deter-— 


mine; after such determination shall have been made as aforesaid the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department at any time, by notice in 
writing served upon the owner or agent at his residence or place of 
business, requiring such owner or agent of any such building, by leaving 
with such owner or agent, or at his residence or place of business, a 
copy of such notice, requiring such owner or agent to cause such build- 
ing, within thirty days after the service of such notice, to cause a metal- 
lic ladder or fire escape to be placed upon such building within thirty 
days after the service of such notice; provided, however, that all 
buildings more than two stories in height, used for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have one metallic ladder for every twenty-five persons, 
or less, employéd above the second story. 

Sec. 3. In case such owner or agent so served with notice as afore- 
said shall not, within thirty days after the service of such notice upon 
him, place or cause to be placed such metallic ladder with stand-pipe 
or fire escape upon such building as required by this ordinance, and the 
terms of such notice, he shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
twenty-five nor more than two hundred and fifty dollars, and to a 
further fine of twenty-five dollars for each week he or others fail to 
comply with said notice. That the fines imposed for violation of this 
ordinance shall be collected by any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Src. 4. That it is hereby made the duty of the parties herein desig- 
nated to execute the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent, contrary or in conflict with the provisions of 
this ordinance be and the same ate hereby repealed. 


ORDINANCE 6022, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SEC. 13. The Board of Health may, in its discretion, for the protec- 
tion of life and health, declare any place or structure unhealthy, and 
may order such structure or place forthwith to be vacated and closed; 
and the same shall not again be occupied until it shall appear to have 
been so cleansed or repaired as to be fit for human habitation, and per- 
mission shall have been granted accordingly by the Board of Health. 
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Sec. 14. All owners and agents of dwelling-houses shall provide 
that the same be amply supplied with hydrant water or with a cistern 
or cisterns haying a suitable capacity, except in cases where a supply 
of river water is easily accessible. 

SEC. 15. All owners of premises and cistern builders, in the erection 
of cisterns for drinking and culinary purposes, shall provide suitable 
covers for said cisterns, so as‘to exclude dust and other matters sus- 
pended in the atmosphere. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed, 
or in default of payment of the fine imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days for each and every offence. 


ORDINANCE RESPECTING HATCHWAYS AND STAIRCASES. 
No. 2400, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED NOVEMBER 25, 1873. 


An ordinance respecting hatchways and staircases. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That article 
674 of the Revised City Laws and Ordinances be amended and re- 
ordained so as to read as follows: 

The proprietor or proprietors of every store, warehouse or. other 
building, wherein there shall be hatchways, staircases or other exposed 
openings in the floor, unprovided with trap doors, shall construct a 
strong and durable railing around said openings, the same to be 
movable, if so desired; said railings or trap-doors to be suitably 


adjusted each evening upon the closing of the building. For any. 


violation of the foregoing provisions the occupant or occupants of the 
building shall be subjected to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered before any court of competent jurisdiction; and for 
further protection to firemen while in the discharge of their duties, 


and to prevent the depiorable accidents resulting from staircases and 


hatchways left unprotected as aforesaid, the police of the city are 
hereby authorized and required to inspect, at suitable hours, all ware- 
houses, etc., upon their respective beats, and to report all violations 
of this ordinance through the Superintendent of the Metropolitan 
Police to the Mayor, in order thatthe proper fines may be inflicted, 
and that this ordinance may be effectually enforced. : 


DANGEROUS BUILDINGS. 


No. 4430, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED APRIL 15, 1890. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That Ordi- 
nance No. 4340, Council Series, repealing section 6 of Ordinance 3192, 


A.S., relative to buildings and their construction, be amended to read 


as follows: 


* 
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Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That section 
6 of Ordinance No. 3192, O. S. (Jewell’s Digest, page 495, article 6), be 
repealed. 


Be it further ordained, That it shall be the duty of the Surveyor, 
Street Commissioner, and of the police officers, to inquire concerning all 
houses orother buildings that may be in a ruinous condition, as also 
about whatever might, by falling, impair the security of passage 
through the public way, or give occasion to any accident, and to report 
the same to the Mayor; and on the same report the Mayor shall order 
the owner of the house, or in his absence his attorney in fact or agent, 
to cause the danger to’ cease within such time as he may think proper 
to prescribe to him for that purpose; provided, always, that the said 
owner, or his attorney in fact or agent, shall have a right to contest 
the statement made in said report, by having the premises examined by 
a person of acknowledged skill, to be chosen by the owner of the house 
or other building, or his attorney in fact or agent, which person shall 
previously be sworn by the Mayor; but if, after said examination, it 
shall appear to the Mayor that the danger has been duly ascertained, 
the owner, or his attorney in fact or agent, as aforesaid, shall cause the 
danger to be removed within the delay assigned by the Mayor, under 
penalty to be imposed by the Recorder of the district in which 
the offence was committed, of not more than twenty-five dollars for 
each day that the owner, or his attorney in fact or agent, as aforesaid, 
shall fail to comply with the order of the Mayor, and default of pay- 
ment of the fine to imprisonment in the Parish Prison for a term not 
exceeding thirty days; and should the danger be imminent the Mayor 
may cause the building to be demolished at the expense of the owner. 


No. 7399, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED APRIL 5, 18938. 


An ordinance for the protection of life and property at fires to carry 
out the provisions of the Acts of the Legislature. 


In order to carry out the provisions of Act No. 109 of the Legislature, 
session of 1884, as amended by Act No. 39 of the Legislature of 1892, 
entitled *‘An act to amend and re-enact section, 1 of Act 109 of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1884, approved July 10, 1884, entitled an act for the 
protection of life and property at fires.’’. Act of 1892, pp. 44 and 45. 


Be it ordained, by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That the pro- 
prietor or proprietors of all buildings in the city of New Orleans, hay- 
ing iron shutters on their windows, shall cause to be attached to at 
least one shutter on each window on each story thereof, some device 
or apparatus as required by the aforesaid acts of the Legislature, and 
that the same shall be so applied in order that said shutters can be 
opened from the outside in case of fire to secure immediate access to 
the building on fire. As 
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Be it further ordained, That in case of failure to comply with the re- 
quirements of this ordinance, the owner or owners of said or such 
building or buildings, or his or their agent, or representative, shall be 
subject upon conviction thereof to a fine not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars and in default of paying said fine to imprisonment in the Parish 


Prison not exceeding thirty days. 


Be it further ordained, That all previous ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances On the same subject matter be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 


WATER SUPPLY. 
No. 127, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED FEBRUARY 13, 1883. 


An ordinance to carry into effect certain provisions of section seven of 
the charter of the city of New Orleans; to prescribe the means of 
supply and quantity of water to be furnished and kept on hand by 
owners, lessors, or their agents, of certain premises in said city; to 
prohibit the use of well and other deleterious water, in the manu- 
facture, preparation, or vending of articles of human food or drink; 
to provide for the enforcement of. said ordinance by fine or impris- 
onment; to appropriate said fines to the use of the Board of Health 
of the State of Louisiana; and to secure the enforcement of the 
provisions of said ordinance by said board and the police authorities 
of the city of New Orleans. 

SEC. 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That 
from and after the passage of this ordinance it shall be and is hereby 
made the duty of the owner of any premises or building situated within 
the limits of the city of New Orleans. occupied as offices, dwelling 
houses, boarding houses, tenement houses, lodging houses, hotels or 
private residences, to provide and furnish every such premises and 
building with an adequate supply of water for drinking, cooking, wash- 
ing and other domestic and sanitary purposes, by the use of either 
suitable hydrant connection with the system of water supply or water- 
works in said city, or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and 
storing at least two hundred gallons of water for each and every habit- 
able room in the buildings on said premises, and it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of every owner of said premises, by himself, or 
through his agent, to provide and keep on hand said quantity of water, 
and pay the water rates or charges for said quantity of water, which 


‘shall be supplied by hydrant connection with the water system or 


waterworks of said city of New Orleans, as heretofore provided, and in 
ease of drought or other causes, whereby the supply of cistern water to 
the amount hereinbefore stated is decreased or prevented, then the 
said owners or landlords of property situated on the lines and within 
the limits of the pipes of the water supply or waterworks, shall imme- 
diately supply such deficiency by hydrant connection and supply, so 
as to keep on hand the said two hundred gallons of water, as hereinbe- 
fore provided; provided, always, that nothing herein contained shall 
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be construed to affect or add-to the obligations of any owner or lessor 
under leases now existing, and that this ordinance shall only apply to 
' and affect premises leased subsequent to the passage of this ordinance. 

SEC. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., That in all cases where the owner 
or owners of the property or premises referred to in this ordinance 
shall not reside in the city of New Orleans, or where such property 
shall belong to an estate, succession or corporation, it shall be the duty 
of the agent, or representative of the owners thereof, or the persons 
who shall have charge of said property for the owners thereof, or who ~ 
shall collect the rent of such premises, if the same are under lease, to 
provide and furnish to such premises the adequate means and quantity 
of water supply by hydrant or cistern, at the expense of the owner or 
owners thereof, upon notice of any deficiency in that respect by the 
Board of Health or police authorities; and in case such owner, person 
or representative of the owner, shall fail or neglect to supply the same 
to such premises, within ten days after due notice, he shall be held re- 
sponsible as owner, as hereinafter provided. 

SEC. 3. Be it ordained, etc., That in all cases provided for in this or- 
dinance, when the owner or owners, lessors or their agents, shall fur- 
nish the cistern capacity required for the premises, it shall be the duty 
of said persons to keep the same and the conduits thereto in proper re- — 
pair. 

Src. 4. Be it ordained, etc., That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance it shall be unlawful for any person to use water from any 
well, canal, sewer, ditch or other excavation in the ground, within the 
limits of the city of New Orleans, for the purpose of making bread, or 
any other article intended for human consumption or subsistence, nor 
shall any person use the water so procured for the purpose of washing 
or cleansing implements or utensils used in the preparation, manufac- 
ture or vending of any article or commodity intended for, or used as 
human food or drink. 

SEC. 5. Be it ordained, etc., That any person or persons failing to com- 
ply with or violating any of the provisions of this ordinance, after ten 
days’ notice thereof by the proper officer, shall be liable to arrest and 
trial before any police magistrate, Recorder or other officer of similar 
jurisdiction, within the district where such offence was committed, and, 
after due conviction thereof, shall be fined in an amount not to exceed 
twenty-five dollars, or be imprisoned for a period of time not to exceed 
ten days in the Parish Prison; and that all such fines and penalties re- 
covered under this ordinance shall be paid over, when collected, to the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, through its proper officer. 

SEC. 6. Be it ordained, etc., That the Board of Health of the State of 
Louisiana, through its sanitary inspectors and other officers, as well as 
the officers and members of the police force of the city of New Orleans, 
are hereby authorized and directed to take proper steps to secure the 


enforcement and observance of the provisions of this ordinance. |

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No. 5955, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED JANUARY 19,°1892. 


Be it resolved, That section 1 of Ordinance 127, C. S., relative to 
water supply, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 
That from and after the passage of this ordinance it shall be and is, 
hereby made the duty of the owner or agent of any property situated 
‘within the limits of this city and actually occupied for the purposes of 
offices, dwellings, boarding-houses, tenement houses, lodging-houses, 
hotels, private residences, or for any other purposes by human beings, 
to provide and furnish every such property with an adequate supply of 
water for drinking, cooking, washing and other domestic and sanitary 
purposes; that the adequate supply of water intended by this ordinance 
shall consist of either suitable hydrant connection with the waterworks 
of this city, or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and storing 
at least two hundred gallons of water for each and every habitable room 
in the said property; and it is hereby made the duty of every such 
owner or agent to open said hydrant and pay the water rates for the 
supply of water from the waterworks, whenever the property shall not 
be supplied with the cistern capacity hereinbefore mentioned; pro- 
vided, that in all cases when, by a written lease, the tenant or lessee has 
assumed in writing the obligation of opening the hydrant and paying 
the water rates, it shall be his duty, and not that of the owner or agent, 
to open said hydrant or pay the water rates. 

SEC. 2. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with 
this ordinance be repealed. 


REGULATING THE SANITARY CONDITION OF HOTELS AND 
BOARDING-HOUSES. 


ORDINANCE NO. 5445; A. S. ADOPTED DECEMBER, 1860. 


Ordinance regulating the sanitary condition of hotels and boarding- 
houses. 

[Article 467, (1) Page 91 of Leovy & Luzenberg’s Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1870. | 

Hereafter any proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house kept in this 
city, and capable of accommodating more than seventy-five boarders or 
lodgers, shall keep a cart well covered and so constructed as to be capa- 
ble of carrying off all the slops and offals from said hotels, as well as 
the sewerage from their water-closets and privies, without emitting any 
offensive odors, at the hour hereinafter designated. 

ART. 468 (2) It shall be the duty of the proprietor of every such hotel 
or boarding-house to cause all such slops, offals and sewerage from 
their respective establishments to be removed in a cart, constructed as 
aforesaid, and emptied into the Mississippi river at the nuisance 
wharves of the city, every night, between the hours of 11 o’clock P. M. 
and 3 o’clock A. M.; and on failure to do so every night, as above or- 
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dained, each and every proprietor so offending shall be liable to pay a - 


fine of one hundred dollars, recoverable before any of the Recorders of 


the city. or any court of competent jurisdiction, for the use of the city. 


ArT. 469. (3) Hereafter it shall be unlawful for the proprietors of 


any hotel or boarding-house in this city to empty, or cause to be emp- — 


tied. the slops or offals of their respective establishments in the streets 
of this city, or to establish and maintain, or to maintain and carry on, 
if already established, any sewer from their water-closets or privies in- 


to the gutters of the streets of the city; and every proprietor of any Ay 
hotel or boarding-house violating this section of the above-named or-— 


dinance shall be liable to a fine of one hundred dollars, recoverable be- 


fore any of the Recorders of this city or any court of competent juris- — 


diction, for the use of the city, for each offence and for every day 
that such sewer may exist. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 
No. 7336, ADMINISTRATION SERIES.—ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 13, 1881. 


An ordinance designating the places for slaughtering animals intended 
for food in the parish of Orleans, under Article 248 of the Consti- 
tution. 

SECTION 1. (Superseded. by Ordinance 7437, A. S.) 

SEC. 2. That all slaughterhouses, abattoirs, live stock landings and 
pens, or other places keeping, preserving or slaughtering animals in- 
tended for food in the parish of Orleans, shall be provided with ade- 
quate steam pumps and water pipes, and an abundant supply of water, 
cold and warm, for flushing and daily washing, and keeping clean and 
healthy such places, with large. closed pipes leading into the river 
below low water mark, amply sufficient’ for carrying off into deep 
water all the washings and water used in washing and flushing, and 
shall, moreover, be provided with a nuisance boat or barge or barges, 
constructed in a manner similar to the one now in use by the city and 
vidangeurs, amply sufficient to hold and contain and carry off all offal, 
filth and waste of such slaughterhouses or. abattoirs. And no such 
offal or filth shall be emptied into the river within the limits of the 
parish of Orleans, but the same shall be daily emptied into a nuisance 
boat or barges and daily towed and emptied in the middle of the river 
below the line of the parish of Orleans. Such places shall be subject 
to such further sanitary regulations as may hereafter be preseribed by 
the municipal authorities. 


SEC. 3. Any person who shall slaughter any cow, bull, steer, beef, 
calf, sheep, lamb, hog, goat, kid or other animal within the parish of 
Orleans, above or outside of the limits designated in section first of this 
ordinance, or outside of slaughterhouses or abattoirs provided with the 
cleansing apparatus, and boats or barges required in section second, or 
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who shall fail to tow away or empty daily all the offal and filth in the 
middle of the river below the parish of Orleans, shall be fined on con- 
viction before any Recorder or Police Magistrate not more than twenty - 
five dollars and imprisonment not more than thirty days, or both, at 
the discretion of the Recorder. 

Sec. 4. The first section of this ordinance shall be submitted to the 
concurrent approval of the Board of Health or other sanitary organi- 
zation. 

Sec. 5. All laws, ordinances and regulations inconsistent with this 
ordinance are repealed. 

SEC. 6. The Mayor shall appoint, with the advice and consent of the 
‘Common Council, one or more veterinary surgeons or other persons 
skilled in knowlege of the diseases of cattle, inspectors of cattle, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all animals intended for food before and after 
being killed, and who shall have power to destroy and have thrown 
into the nuisance boat any diseased or unhealthy meat unfit for food. 
The said inspector shall receive as his compensation a fee of five (5) 
‘cents for each and every head of stock to be inspected, the said fee to 
be paid to the said inspector by the owner or possessor of said stock 
slaughtered. 


ORDINANCE NO. 74387, A. S.—ADOPTED OCTOBER, 11, 1881. 


That it shall be lawful for any person or corporation to erect, keep 
and maintain slaughterhouses, abattoirs, live stock landings and pens 
within the following limits: 


The lower. line of the parish of Orleans, Reynes street, the Mis- 
sissippi river and Goodchildren street, on the left or east bank of the 
river, and below the depot of the Morgan’s Texas Railroad on the right 
bank of the river. 


No. 1272, CounciL SERIES.—ADOPTED May 12, 1885. 


An ordinance amending Ordinance 7336, A. S., passed September 1, 
1881, designating the places for slaughtering animals intended for 
food, under Article 248 of the Constitution. 


In section 1, line 3, after the word ‘‘be,”’ strike out the word ‘‘law- 
ful,’’ and insert in lieu thereof the word ‘‘unlawful.”’ 

In section 1, line 3, after the word ‘“‘river,’’ add the following: ‘‘Ex- 
cept permission be granted by the Council of the city of New Orleans.”’ 


No. 5180, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED MARCH 31, 1891. 


WHEREAS, The sanitary conditions, and convenience of slaughter- 
houses supplying this city are defective and obsolete, and constitute a 
monopoly, contrary to Articie 248 of the Constitution of Louisiana; and 
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WHEREAS, The inspection now provided by law is deficient and be- 
yond the control of the city of New Orleans; and 


WHEREAS, It is of vital importance that all articles of human food be 


subjected to a rigid inspection; and ‘ 
WHEREAS, Article 248 of the Constitution guarantees to every parish 


and municipality the undoubted right and privilege to establish 


slaughterhouses within their respective limits; therefore 


SECTION 1. Be it resolved, That permission is hereby granted to: 
A.J. Forstall, Pierre Lanaux, J. W. Westerfield, J. Trisconi, their 


heirs and assigns, for the term of fifty years, to construct, use, main- 
tain and operate a plant for the landing, penning, sheltering and 


slaughtering of all kinds of live stock; to construct, use, maintain 


and operate, in connection with the above, a plant for the manu- 
facture of ice and other cooling and refrigerating substances, with a 
view ‘of keeping, preserving, refrigerating or freezing the carcasses or 
other parts of the various animals slaughtered in said above-mentioned 
establishment; and to sell or dispose of to others the meats so 
slaughtered or refrigerated, and also the ice and other refrigerating 
substances which may be in excess of their consumption; and generally 
to conduct and carry on a slaughtering and refrigerating business in all 
its branches, storing, importing and exporting. 

SEC. 2. Be it further resolved, That the said persons or corporation 
shall execute a bond, with one or more good and solvent sureties, to the 
satisfaction of his Honor, the Mayor, in favor of the city of New Or- 
leans, in the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), conditioned that 
the said persons or corporation shall not at any time sell, transfer or 
dispose of this franchise to any persons or corporation except for the 
purpose of organizing a company or corporation to carry into effect 
this resolution, and in any case of sale, disposition or transfer, for any 
other purpose, this resolution shall become null and void, and shall be 
of no force or effect. 


Sec. 3. Be it further resolved, That there shall be appointed by the! 


Board of Health, and confirmed by the City Council, a special inspector 
who shall be a veterinary surgeon, or a person skilled in the knowledge 
of the diseases of cattle, whose duty it shall be to inspect the carcasses. 


and interior organs of all animals intended, for food, and who shall | 


have power to destroy and throw away any diseased or unhealthy meat 
unfit for food; that the Board of Health, with the concurrent ap- 
proval of the City Council, or either, shall have the right to remove. 

said inspector for cause; that said inspector shall receive a salary, to be 
fixed by the City Council, and which shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred dollars per month, to be paid monthly through the Treasurer 
of the city, by the persons or corporation availing themselves of the 
privileges of this ordinance; it being well understood that this shall in 
- no manner dispense with the inspection now provided by law. 
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SEC. 4. Be it further resolved, That all pens, slaughterhouses, refrig- 
erators, constructed and operated under this ordinance, shall be con- 
structed upon plans and specifications approved by the City Council 
and the Board of Health; and shall be supplied with all modern con- 
veniences necessary to carry on the business contemplated, and to re- 
move daily, according to law, all offal, droppings and blood from 
slaughtered animals. 

Src. 5. Be it further resolved, That there shall not be allowed within 
a radius of two thousand feet of said slaughterhouses and refrigerators 
any establishment for rendering dead animals, or those known as bone-

SEC. 6. Be tt further resolved, That all ordinances or parts of ordi-> 
nances in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance, and especially 
Ordinance No. 7336, A. S., entitled ‘‘ An ordinance designating the 
places of slaughtering animals, intended for food in the parish of 
Orleans, under Article 248 of the Constitution,” 

And Ordinance No. 1409, C.S., entitled ‘‘An ordinance regulating , 
the slaughtering of animals within the limits of the city of New 
Orleans, — 

*‘And providing for the designation of the places for slaughtering the 
same,’’ and repealing all provisions of Ordinance No. 7376,A. 8., adopt- 
ed October 13, 1881, and Ordinance No, 7437, A. S., adopted November 
18, 1881, designating the territorial limits within which slaughtering 
could be done within the city of New Orleans, 

And Ordinance No. 2506; C.S., granting permission to Louis Barthet

And Ordinance No. 3710,C.S., granting permission to the New Or- 
leans Slaughterhouse and Live Stock Company, Limited, to erect and 


operate a slaughterhouse under certain conditions and restrictions, be 


and the same are hereby repealed, except in so far as this may affect 
any and all slaughterhouses now operated in this city under any ordi- 
nance, resolution or State law. 


Be it. known, That on this twentieth day of February, in sthe 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five (1895), 
and of the independence of America the one hundred and nineteenth 
(119) before me, Nicholas Browse Trist, a notary public, in and for the 
parish of Orleans, State of Louisiana, duly commissioned and qualified, 
and in the presence of the witnesses hereinafter named and under- 
signed, personally came and appeared the several persons whose names 
are hereunto subscribed, who severally declared that availing them- 
selves of the laws of the State of Louisiana relative to the organization 
of corporations, they have covenanted and agreed and by these presents. 
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do hereby agree and bind themselves, as well as all such persons as 
may hereafter become associated with them and their successors, to 
form and constitute a corporation and body politic in law for the ob- 
jects and purposes and under the agreements and stipulations fol- 
lowing: . 


ART. 1. The name and title of the said corporation shall be The New 


Orleans Abattoir Company, Limited, and its domicile is hereby estab-— 


lished in the city of New Orleans, State of Louisiana, and under its said 
corporation name said corporation, shall have power and authority to 
contract, sue and be sued; to make and use a corporate seal and the 


same to break and alter at pleasure; to hold, receive, lease, purchase, — 


improve, alienate, convey, sell, borrow, pledge, mortgage and hypothe- 
cate under its said corporate name, property, real, personal and mixed; 
to name and appoint such officers, directors, agents and managers ‘or 
employees as the interest and convenience of said corporation may re- 
quire; to make.and establish such by-laws, rules and regulations for 
>the proper management and regulation of its affairs as may be deemed 
necessary and proper, and the same to change and alter at pleasure, 
and to do all the other acts and things permitted by law, or as shall or 
may be necessary and proper to carry out the objects and purposes of 
said corporation; and said corporation, unless sooner disssolved in ac- 
cordance with its charter, shall exist and continue for and during fifty 
years from and after the date hereof. 


ART. 2. The objects and purposes for which this corporation is or- 
ganized and the nature of the business to be carried on by it are de- 
clared to be to conduct and carry on in the city of New Orleans the 
business of slaughtering live stock and the refrigerating and packing 
business in all its branches, including storing, importing and exporting, 
and for the proper and better accomplishment of these purposes to con- 
struct, purchase, use, maintain, own and operate a plant with all the 
buildings, appurtenances and appliances, ete., necessary for the land- 
ing, penning, sheltering and slaughtering of all kinds of live stock; 
also to construct, use, maintain and operate a plant for the manufact- 
ure of ide and other cooling and refrigerating substances, with a view 
of keeping, preserving, refrigerating or freezing the carcasses or parts 
of the animals which may be slaughtered or imported; and to sell and 
dispose of such meats, blood, offal and other matters as may be ob- 
tained from such slaughter of such meats and dispose of and sell such 
surplus ice so manufactured; also to acquire the original rights, 
privileges and franchise granted to A. J. Forstall, Pierre Lanaux, John 
W. Westerfield and John Trisconi. original grantees by Ordinance No. 
5180, Council Series, adopted by the City Council of New Orleans on 
the 21st day of March, 1891, and as amended by Ordinance No. 5242, 
Council Series, adopted by the City Council of New Orleans, April 30, 
1891, and Ordinance No. 6112, Council Series, and any other subsequent 
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rights and privileges that may be obtained by municipal ordinances or 
otherwise relative to the slaughtering and refrigerating business and in 
pursuance of such ordinances and the general laws relating thereto. 


POLICE JURY ORDINANCES. 


Be it ordained, That it is hereby agreed between the Police Jury of 
the parish of St. Bernard and Messrs. Pierre Piat, J. W. Sorniquet, 
Dominique Ellane, Joseph Lalanne; Alexandre Martet, Fritz Macker, 
Carl Hahn, Sylvain Blousson, Wm. Mehle & Co., operators of gut, 
tripe, tallow and rendering establishments, that they, the parties of the 
second part, bind and obligate themselves to erect and maintain, not 
later than November 15, 1895, covered troughs leading from their 
establishments into the DeLesseps canal, the said troughs. to be pro- 
vided with sifters at the end thereof, in order that none but liquid 
matter or clear water be admitted into the said troughs. 


Be it further resolved, That itis specified and agreed thatthe proprie- 
tors of thesaid establishments. who are not situated on or near the said 
' DeLesseps canal, shall carry daily by means of a cart and barrels, all 

of their refuse matter, liquid and solid, and throw chem either in the 
Mississippi river or beyond, and not less than five hundred feet, in the 
rear of the tracks of the New Orleans & Southern Railroad, in the De- 
-Lesseps canal. The persons above named, except those who are other-. 
wise situated, both as to location and manner of operating, further 
bind themselves to connect their said troughs aforementioned with a 

main trough to be erected and maintained by the Crescent City 
Slaughterhouse Company, but this is not to be taken as a pretext for 
not placing the covered troughs with sifters to the DeLesseps canal, as 
aforesaid, pending the completion of the main trough. 


_ Be tt further resolved, That the said tripe, gut, tallow and rendering . 
establishments shall be subject to an inspection to be made by an 
officer to be designated by the police jury of the parish aforesaid. 


The above named further bind themselves to pay into the parish 
treasury a fixed annual license to be paid and collected as other 
licenses under the laws of this State. 


The said licenses by agreement shall be fixed and based on the fol- 
lowing: William Mehle & Co., one hundred and eighty ($180) dollars, 
Sylvain Blousson, twenty-two ($22) dollars, and all the above named. 
with the exception of above named Blousson and Mehle & Co., shall 
pay an annual license of fifteen ($15) dollars. . 


And it is further provided that all others not herein mentioned, and 


employing less than five persons, shall pay an annual license of fifteen 
dollars. ‘ 
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WELLS ON BAKERIES PROHIBITED. 
No. 4267, CounciL, SERIES.—ADOPTED FEBRUARY 4, 1890. 


Resolution making it unlawful to excavate or sink a well on any prem 
ises used as a bakery, ete. 


Resolved, 'That it is hereby made unlawful to excavate or sink a 


well on any premises used as a bakery, or bake shop, within the city | 


limits. 


Resolved further, That upon any such premises where a well now 
exists, it shall be the duty of the owner of the property to cause same to 


be immediately filled up to the surface of the ground; provided, that 
nothing herein shall be construed as prohibiting the boring of artesian 
wells. 

Resolved further, 'That any violation of the provisions of this resolu- 
tion thall subject the offender to a fine of not more than twenty-five dol- 
lars, or in default thereof to imprisonment in the parish prison not 
exceeding thirty days, to be imposed by the Recorder of the district in 


which the offence shall be committed, and every day during which ~ 


there shall be a failure to comply with the requirements of this resolu- 
tion shall be considered and taken to be a separate offence, in the party 
so failing, and punished accordingly. 


MILK. 


ORDINANCE 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


SEc. 6. No person shall sell, or offer for sale, any unwholesome, . 


watered or adulterated milk, or milk known as swillmilk, or milk from 
cows fed on swill, garbage or other unhealthful matters, or any butter 
or cheese made from any such milk, or any unwholesome butter or 
cheese. 


No. 4966, CouNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 16, 1890. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That Ordi- 
nance No. 6022, A. S. (Jewel’s Digest, p. 73, Art. 5), relative to sale of 
adulterated milk, be amended to read as follows: 


That whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars or imprisonment in 
the parish prison for a term not to exceed thirty days, or both, or im- 
prisoned in the said parish prison for a term not to exceed thirty 
days in default of payment of the fine, to be imposed by the Recorder of 
the district wherein the offence is committed; provided, that the fine 
shall not exceed twenty-five dollars for each offence, nor the imprison- 
ment more than thirty days.

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No. 4627, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED JULY 29, 1890. 


SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New 
‘Orleans. Whoever, by himself or by his servant, or as the servant 
or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges or delivers, or has in his 
’ custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or expose or 
offers for sale as pure milk, any milk from which the cream or any part 
thereof has been removed, shall be fined not more than twenty-five ($25) 
dollars, or be imprisoned in the parish jail not more than ten (10) days 
for each and every offence. 

Src. 2. No dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such a dealer, 
shall sell, exchange or deliver, or have in his custody or possession, 
with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, milk from which the cream or 
part of the cream has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place, 
above the centre upon the outside of every vessel, can or package from 
which or in which such milk is sold, the words ‘‘skimmed milk’’ are 
distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than one 
inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by the penalties provided in the foregoing section 1. 

Src. 3. That any person offering milk for sale from a cart, wagon or 
other vehicle shall be required to have painted on both sides thereof, 
in uncondensed Gothic letters at least three inches inlength, the loca- 
tion of the dairy from which the milk is obtained, the name of the pro- 
prietor thereof; if a street, the number, and if a road or a place outside 
the city limits, a proper designation thereof. Any person failing to do 
so shall be punished as provided in section 1. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect ten days after 
publication in the official journal. 


No. 6596, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED AUGUST 2, 1892. 


An ordinance to define what is adulterated milk under Ordinance No. 
6022, A.58., adopted June, 1879; to fix a standard of purity of milk 
sold in the city of New Orleans; to provide for the gratuitous fur- 
nishing of samples to Health Officers, and provide a penalty for 
the violation of said Ordinance No. 6022, A. §., adopted wane 
1879, and of the provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New 
Orleans, That the standard by which the adulteration of milk shall be 
determined under Ordinance No. 6022, A. 8., adopted June, 1879, shall 
be as follows: Normal or pure milk shall be considered to be such milk 
as will upon the test thereof be found to possess a minimum specific 
gravity, actual density, of one thousand and twenty-nine (1.029) at: 
sixty (60) degrees Fahrenheit, and shall contain not less than thirteen 
(13) parts of total solids in one one hundred parts of milk, as 
follows: Butter fat three and one-half (314) per centum, solids not-fat 
nine and one-half (91g) per centum, and water not more than eighty- 
seven (87) per centum.

which it is sold to the public, and sample shall not exceed one-half 


pint, and there shall be no charge therefor. 


Sec. 4. Be it ordained, etc., That any person who shall be found 
guilty of selling milk below the standard herein fixed, or otherwise 
adulterated or modified, as provided under section 2 of this ordinance, 
or refusing to furnish the sample as hereinbefore provided, shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than twenty-five dollars for each offence, and 


in default of payment thereof, to imprisonment in the Parish Prison for 


a period of not over thirty days. Said fine or imprisonment to be en- 
forced by any court of competent jurisdiction within the corporate 
limits of the city of New Orleans. 


No. 7584, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED May 16, 1893. 


An ordinance to prevent the carrying of water by vendors of milk in the 


public streets and places of New Orleans. 
WHEREAS, It has appeared that there is a persistent disposition on 


the part of certain vendors of milk upon the public streets and places. 


of this city to dilute and adulterate the milk they sell, to the defraud- 
ing of the public and the injury of health; 


WuerREAS, The water thus fraudulently employed for milk dilution 


is often impure, rendering the milk thus diluted additionally danger- 
ous to the public health; 

WHEREAS, Certain milk vendors carry spd with them water in sep- 
arate cans or vessels, wherewith milk sold may be diluted, as the same 
is used, or in such other way as to render detection and prevention more 
uncertain and difficult: 

Beit ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, That 
no vendor of milk in the public streets and places shall place within, 
or carry, or have, in or about the vehicle in which the milk shall be 


carried or kept for sale, or from which it is sold, or have in any can or — 


vessel carried by hand at the same time as milk is similarly carried for 
sale, any water or liquid of any description other than milk or cream. 
Be it further ordained, That each and every person offending against, 


or contravening the provisions of this ordinance, shall be arrested and

Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, 
That from and after the adoption and promulgation of this ordinance, 
it shall not be lawful for any person afflicted by any contagious or in- 
fectious disease, or for any person who is intoxicated to enter any car 
within the limits of the city of New Orleans. 

Sec. 2. Be tt further ordained, etc., That it shall not be lawful for any 
person to place any obstruction on the track of any railroad located or 
running in or through the city of New Orleans, or unnecessarily to in- 
terfere with or obstruct the free passage of any car, or to endanger the 
safety of any car or any person in any car running in or through the 
said city of New Orleans. | 

It is understood, however, that the provisions of this section shall not 
in any way conflict with the privileges and right of way granted to fire 
engines, hook and ladder trucks, wagons carrying Babcock fire extin- 
guishers, and other vehicles belonging to the fire department. 

SEC. 3. Be tt further ordained, etc., That it shall be unlawful for the 
parent or guardian of any minor child to allow such child to hang to or 
swing on the outside of any car of any railroad within the limits of the 
city of New Orleans, while the same is in use or motion upon said 
roads. 

Src. 4. Be it further ordained, etc., That it is hereby made the duty 
of the company owning the aforesaid railroad, their employees and the 
police of the city of New Orleans, to use due diligence to secure the 
enforcement of the provisions of this ordinance. 

SEC. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person who shall be 
found guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of sections one and 
two of this ordinance, before any of the police courts of this city, shall 
be fined not less than $5 nor more than $25, and, in default of payment,

dog secured by the owner or keeper within his or her yard, or by a 


chain, out of the premises of such keeper or owner; nor shall any one 
molest or seize any dog upon the public thoroughfares, or in the publie 
squares, when such dog has attached to his collar the tag obtained 
from the Treasurer, as provided for in this ordinance. 


Sec. 6. Whoever shall keep a vicious dog, and shall permit the same 
to run at large, unmuzzled, in the streets, squares or public thorough- 
fares, shall be subject to the penalty imposed by section 19 of this ordi- 
nance, and it shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and 
Public Buildings, or his assistants, and the members of the police force, 
to slay such vicious dog wherever found. 


Src. 7. [If any one shall be injured in his person or apparel, by a dog 
on the streets, in the squares, or on the public thoroughfares, the owner 
or keeper of such dog shall suffer the penalties provided in section 19 
of this ordinance. 


Sec. 8. The Treasurer is directed to cause to be made, about the first 
of January of every year, metal dog tags, stamped with some device 
deemed suitable by him and numbered, and he shall furnish them to all 
persons applying for the same, at the rate of two ($2) dollars each, 
said tags to be available only for the year in which issued. 

SEc. 9. Any person who counterfeits or imitates the tags made and 
delive red, as herein provided by the Treasurer, or any person who shall 
put on a dog any such counterfeit or imitation tag shall suffer the 
penalties imposed by section 19 of this ordinance. . 

SEc. 10. Any person who shall maliciously or wantonly remove or 
cause to be removed, directly or indirectly, any such tag from the dog 
of another person, shall be subject to the penalties provided in section 
19 of this ordinance. 

SEC. 11. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and Pub- 
lic Buildings, through his assistants,.to take up, and impound in the 
workhouse all dogs found running, or being at large, contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 12. The Commissioner of Police and Public Buildings is author- 
ized to appoint, with the approval of the Council, a keeper of the dog 
pound, a driver of the dog wagon, and such number of assistants, of 


age, as he may deem necessary. The pound keeper shall furnish secur-_ 
ity in the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) for the faithful discharge 
of his duties, and shall receive a compensation of fifty dollars ($50) 


per month, and also the profits, if any; that may accrue from the keep- 
ing and feeding of dogs impounded under this ordinance. The driver 
shall receive a salary of forty dollars ($40) per month. The assistants 
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shall be paid at the rate of one 50-100 ($1.50) per each day they are on 
duty. 

Src. 13. The city shall furnish a police officer to the Commissioner 
of Police and Public Buildings, whose duty it shall be to accompany 
said commissioner or his assistants on the dog wagon, and to aid in 
‘the enforcement of this ordinance. 

SEC. 14. It shall be the duty of the keeper to keep a book, to be fur- 
“nished by the Comptroller, in which he shall register daily all dogs 
brought to the pound, by whom brought and the time of their being 
released or slain, and the amount of fees and fees paid, which book 
shall be open, at all times for public inspection under the penalty pro- ~ 
vided in section 19 of this ordinance. Moreover, the keeper shall make 
out and furnish weekly to the Commissioner of Police and Public 
Buildings, who shall forward to the Comptroller a detailed statement 
of the amount of pound fees, and all moneys received, which pound 
fees, etc., shall be deposited with the said Commissioner, who shall 
cover the same over into the treasury, and the pound keeper failing to 
furnish such statement, keep the book and make deposit, as provided 
herein, shall be dismissed. 

Sec. 15. Upon the production to the Commissioner of Police and 
Public Buildings of the tag provided for in section 8, the keeper or 
owner of any dog LA may redeem the same upon paying the 
following fees, viz. 

Redemption fee ae ($2) dollars, and the further sum of five (5) 
cents per day for each day said dog shall have remained impounded, 
which shall reimburse the keeper for any expense he has incurred for 
food for the dog.

SEC. 17. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and Pub- 
lic Buildings, or his assistants, to kill any vicious dog found in violation 
of this ordinance, which can not be safely taken up and impounded, 
but it shall not be lawful for any other person to shoot or use poison 
for the purpose of killing any dog at any other place than at the dog 
pound, and should any dog be found at large by the said commissioner 
or his assistants, and escape from said commissioner or his assistants 
by entering the premises of his owner or keeper, and said owner or 
keeper refuse to deliver up such dog to the said commissioner or his 
assistants, then such owner or keeper shall be subject to the penalties 
provided for in section 19 of this ordinance; provided, that nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to authorize the said commis- 
sioner or his assistants to enter the premises or yard of said owner or 
keeper in pursuit of such dog.

SMOKE CONSUMERS. 


No. 11,406, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED OCTOBER 1, 1895. 

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, That 
on and after the passage of this ordinance all parties requiring steam 
plants having a capacity of over ten (10) horse-power shall proyide 
such plant with the necessary appliances to properly consume the 


smoke from said plant, the appliance adopted to be such as will con- 


sume not less than seventy-five (75) per centum of the smoke. 

Be it further ordained, etc., That all steam plants now existing shall, 
within six months after the passage of this ordinance, proceed to make 
arrangements for the necessary appliance to consume not less than 
seventy-five (75) per centum of the smoke, and they shall have the 
appliance in complete working order within twelve months after the 
passage of this ordinance. 

Be it further ordained, etc., That immediately on the passage of this. 
ordinance the City Engineer shall notify, in writing, all steam plants 


now in operation of the provisions of this ordinance, and shall take — 


the necessary steps to enforce same. All appliances which are adopted 
for the consumption of smoke to be such as will be approved by the 
City Engineer, 

Be tt further ordained, etc., That any. parties now operating steam 
plants requiring a smoke consumer to conform to this ordinance, and 
who shall not place same within one ‘year after the passage of this. 
ordinance, shall be subject’ to a fine of twenty-five dollars ($25) for 
each and every day that said plant is operated thereafter, without the 
appliance; said fine to be recoverable before any court of competent 
jurisdiction.

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CEMETERIES AND INTERMEN'TS. ° 
ORDINANCE No. 3174, O. S.—ADOPTED DECEMBER, 1856. 


(J. D., Art. 102, pp. 92, 93.) 


Sec. 9. At the expiration of every month it shall be the duty of 
keepers of burial grounds within the city to deliver to the Recorder of 
Births and Deaths of this parish all the original certificates required 
by the ordinances, by virtue of which the said keepers have received 
bodies for interment. And the said Recorder of Births and Deaths 
shall carefully file and preserve such original certificates, and keep in- 
dexes of the same, so that they may be easily found and referred to, 
and shall give copies of the same duly certified whenever thereunto 
required by the persons interested. 

SEC. 18. Hereafter no person shall be buried in the ground of the 
cemetery on the square comprised within Washington, Sixth, Prytania 
and Plaquemine street, of the Fourth District, and in future no inter- 
ments shall be made therein except by persons owning lots, vaults or 
tombs; and further, that the St. Joseph Asylum, of the Fourth Dis- 
trict, may use square No. 271 for burial purposes. 

ART. 160. (2) [Page 76 of Leovy & Luzenberg’s Revised Ordinances 
of 1870]. Whenever the keeper of any of the said burial grounds shall 
discover that the formalities required by this ordinance can not be com- 
plied with by the bearers or the carriers of said corpse, or by any per- 
son or persons bringing the same for burial, he shall immediately in- 
form the coroner thereof, in order that said officers may proceed to as- 
certain whether-any crime has been committed; and for any neglect to 
comply with this provision the said keeper shall be fined as DEO 
for in the preceding section. 

ART. 161. (3) All tombs must be built of the best kind of brick or 
stone, laid in mortar, with the proper proportion of the best cement 
and sharp sand, and covered’with bitumen on the ground floor of each 
tomb, with walls not less than nine inches in thickness, and plastered. 
All the tombs must be kept in good order, and it shall be the duty of 
the sexton to notify the owners thereof to have them repaired, other- 
wise it shall be done by the city at the expense of the owners, who 
shall be fined ina sum not exceeding fifty dollars. 

ART. 172. (14) It shall be the duty of every person at whose domicile 


any person shall have died to cause the same to be buried within forty - 


eight hours after his death; and any person offending against this sec- 
tion of this ordinance shall pay a fine not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars for each offence. 

ART. 180. (22) After the passage of this ordinance there shall not 
be established within the limits of this city any cemetery or depository 
of the dead without first having obtained permission from the Common 
Council under a penalty of twenty-five dollars per day for each and 
every day such establishment shall exist. 
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ORDINANCE No. 6022, A. S.—ADOPTED JUNE 25, 1879. 


Every sexton or other person haying charge of any cem 
etery, graveyard or burying ground shall, on Monday of each week;

The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, recoverable 
before the Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed, 
or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days for each and every offence. 


No. 507, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED DECEMBER 11, 1893. 


Be it ordained, That section three (3) of article forty-five (45) of Jew-

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Be it further ordained, That the exclusive use of said wharf for the 
period of seven years shall be given to the party or parties to whom 
the contract may be awarded under the terms and conditions of this 
ordinance, to-wit: That the following charges shall be the maximum 
for the removal of the fecal and other matters from the private vaults 
or privies or closets within the limits of the city of New Orleans, to- 
wit: For each vault, privy or closet containing eight barrels of twenty- 
two gallons each or less of fecal or other matter, three ($3) dollars; 
for each vault, privy or closet containing twelve barrels of twenty-two 
gallons each or less of fecal matter, four and a half ($4.50) dollars; 
for each vault, privy or closet containing sixteen barrels of twenty- 
two gallons of fecal or other matter, six ($6) dollars. 

Be it further ordained, That’ said contractor, at his own expense, shall 
construct said wharf, keep at all times the approaches thereto in good 
condition, furnish and at all times have moored to the wharf a nuisance 


boat, the same to be constructed under plans and specifications to be 


furnished by the City Surveyor and subject to the approval of the Board 
of Health of the State of Louisiana and the Committee on Public Health 


_ of the City Council. 


Be it further ordained, That all vidangeurs or others shall have the 
right to use said wharf and boat at any and all times for the purposes 
hereinbefore mentioned, on payment of the following fees to the con- 
tractor or lessees, to-wit: For every load of eight small barrels or less 
of a capacity of twenty-two gallons each, seventy-five (75) cents; for 
every load of nine large barrels or less, of a capacity of forty-five gal- 
lons each, one ($1) dollar; for every tank of four or five hundred gal- 
lons or less each, one ($1) dollar. And it shall be the duty of the con- 
tractor or lessee, at his own expense, to furnish and keep on hand two 


' laborers, whose duty it shall be to assist in dumping all fecal matter 


from the tanks or barrels into the nuisance boat at all times between the 


hours of 7 A. Mand 7 P. M., Sundays excepted. 


Be tt further ordained, That said contractor shall at his own expense, 
and without cost to the city, remove the fecal and other matter frona 
the closets of the public institutions, viz.: City Hall; First, Second, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh and Suburban Police Stations; 
Recorders’ Courts, Criminal Courts, District Courts, Parish Prison, 
Workhouse or Police Jail, Boys’ House of Refuge, Supreme Court and 
the Shakspeare Almshouse. 

Be it further ordained, That the said contractor shall enter into a 
good and solvent security in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5000), 
in the form of a bond, in favor of the Mayor, asa guarantee of the 
faithful performance of this contract. 

Be it further ordained, That the comptroller be authorized and 
directed to give public notice in the official journal for ten days, fer 
adjudication by sealed proposals, said proposals to be opened at the 
proper time, in accordance with section 21 of the City Charter. 
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Be it further ordained, That in case of litigation, owing to this ordi-. 


nance or any part thereof, the said contractor will have no recourse on 
the city of New Orleans. 

Be tt further ordained, That the amount to be paid the city in com- 
pensation for this privilege shall be paid monthly to the City Treasurer 
in cash, or in such other manner as the Council may hereafter desig- 


nate, by resolution or otherwise; upon the failure of the contractor to 


carry out the provisions of this ordinance within ninety days, he shall 
‘pay to the city the sum of two thousand ($2000) dollars. 


No. 2987, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED JUNE 5, 1888. 


SEcTION 1. That permission be and is hereby granted to Messrs. 
J. J. Keegan and R. B. Benton to carry on the excavating or vidan- 
geur business within the limits of the city of New Orleans, provided 


they comply with all the existing laws and those which may hereafter — 


be passed appertaining to the same. 


SEC. 2. That in order to facilitate the said Messrs. Keegan & Benton 


to carry on their business, as above, that permission be and is hereby 
granted to them to construct a suitable wharf at the head or prolonga- 
tion of Delachaise street, in the Sixth District of this city, according 


to plans and specifications to be prepared by the City Surveyor, and — 


the construction of same to be under the supervision of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and City Surveyor. 

Sec. 3. That the said Messrs. Keegan & Benton shall bind them- 
selves in a bond satisfactory to the Mayor that said wharf shall not be 
used for any other purposes than is hereinbefore stated during the con- 
tinuance of this privilege, and that all fecal matter received by them 
in their said business shall be hauled in sealed barrels from the sinks: 
or vaults to said wharf and from which they shall be removed daily by 
means of a water-tight barge to a point below the limits of the city of 
New Orleans and there emptied in midstream. The said wharf shall - 

be kept at all times ina perfectly clean and sanitary condition to the 
satisfaction of Committee No. 4, on Public Health, etc., of the Council, 
ang the State Board of Health. 


That the barge used in removing said fecal matter in their busi-_ 


ness Shall beso constructed as to be water-tight in all of its compart- 
ments so, that in case of the bursting of a barrel, or otherwise while in 
transit no fecal matter will be discharged into the river above the city 
limits, and the same shall be thoroughly cleansed by washing to the 
satisfaction of the oflicer in charge. 
+. That for and in consideration of this privilege the said Messrs. 
‘Keegan & Benton shall pay at their own expense an officer who shall 
be selected and appointed by the Mayor and who shall be commissioned 
as a police officer without pay from the city and whose duty it shall be 


td see that the provisions of this ordinance,.and all other ordinances or. 
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laws relating to sanitation in connection with the same are properly 
enforced. ; , 

5. That the said officer so appointed shall accompany said boat or 
barge on its daily trips as hereinbefore stated, and shall see that the 
same is properly cleaned, as well as all barrels therein contained, and 
shall make a report monthly to committee No.4 on public health of 
the Council of all matters pertaining to the objects, intents and pur- 
poses of this ordinance, 

6. That in connection herewith the Commissioner of Public Works 
be and he is hereby directed to enforce the provisions of Ordinance No. 
2701, C. S., relative to the removal of the boat house formerly owned 
by the Southern Boat or Boating Club, now occupying the said space » 
allotted in this ordinance as before stated in contravention to the pro- 
visions of said Ordinance No. 2701, C.S. 


ORDINANCE No. 3329, C. S.—ADOPTED NOVEMBER 15, 1888. 


Be it ordained by the Council of the city of New Orleans, That ordinance 
No. 2987, C. S., be and the same is hereby amended as follows, viz.: 


In line 14, after the word ‘‘of’’ strike out the word ‘‘ Delachaise,”’ 
and insert in lieu thereof the words ‘* General Taylor.”’ 

After last section add: Be it further ordained, etc., That the said J. 
J. Keegan and R. B. Benton shall furnish a good and solvent bond 
made payable to the Mayor, in the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1000) as a guarantee that the privileges herein granted will be in 
_ full and complete operation on or before the Ist day of March, 1889. 


ORDINANCE No. 12,141, C. S.— ADOPTED MARCH 31, 1896. 


That permission granted to J. J. Keegan and R. B. Benton by Ordi- 
nance No. 2987, C.S., for the carrying on of a vidangeur business, which 
is transferred to the Sixth District Excavating Company, is hereby 
approved; provided, that the parties to whom this transfer is made bind 
and obligate themselves to comply fully with the terms and stipulations 
of Ordinance No. 2987, C. S., and other and Sobre ccna ordinances 
aga to same. 


CABMEN. 
No. 3310, A. S\—ADOPTED OCTOBER 30, 1888. 


That each and every cabman or driver having'a vehicle or vehicles of 
any description whatever for hire, located upon any of the thorough- 
fares of the city as authorized by Ordinances Nos.1722 and 5222, O. 
S., be and the same are hereby required to remove or cause to be 
removed all offal or droppings created by the animal or aninmls 
attached to said public vehicles, twice, daily, to-wit: At or before 12. 
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M., and at or prior to 5 p.M. Any failure upon the part of said cab- 


man to conform to the requirements of this ordinance shall subject such 


driver or cabman so offending to a fine not greater than twenty-five — 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, at the discretion of — 


the Recorder of the district in which the offence was committed. 


EXCAVATIONS. 
No. 3254, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED APRIL 8, 1888. 


SECTION 1. That it shall be a misdemeanor for any person or per- 
sons, corporation or corporations, to make any excavation in the soil, 
grade or open any street, dig out or clean out any canal, within the 
limits of the city of New Orleans, from the first day of May until the 
fifteenth day of October, of each year, unless permission shall have 
been first obtained from the Board of Health for such excavation, 
. grading or digging. 

SEC. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., This act shall not apply to exca- 


vations necessarily made to secure proper foundations for buildings to — 
be erected; provided, the contractor or owners of such building, sepa-— 


rately or conjointly, shall cause to be used such disinfectants and in such 
quantities over and about the excavated material as the Board of Health 
may direct. 

SEC. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., Any person or persons violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined a sum not less 
than $10 or be imprisoned a period of not less than ten days, or both, 
at the discretion of the court having competent jurisdiction. 


DEAD BODIES. 


No. 6720, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 20, 1892. 


Be it ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Orleans, 


That whenever any person shall have come to his death by violence, or 
whenever the cause of death of any person shall be. unknown, it shall 
be unlawful after the death of such person to touch or remoye, or in 
any manner to disturb or alter, the position or appearance of the dead 
body until the same shall have been viewed by the Coroner; provided, 
that any person who shall haye knowledge of a drowned person, or 
shall find a corpse adrift, shall be authorized to take it ashore and 
shall be required to cause notice to be given to the Coroner of the parish 
of Orleans. 


Be it further ordained by the Common Council of the city of New Or- ih 


jeans, ‘That whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall 
suffer imprisonment in the parish prison for a term not to exceed 
thirty days, or be subject to a fine of twenty-five dollars, or both, at 
the discretion of the Recorder having jurisdiction. . 
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HOGS. 


: . ORDINANCE 235, N. S.—AuGUsT, 1866. 
It shall not be lawful for any person to keep a hog or hogs within 


_ the pound limits of this city, nor permit the same to run at large, 


under the penalty of not less than five dollars, nor more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every offence. 


STAGNANT WATER AND FILLING OF LOTS. 


ORDINANCE 3121, O. S.—DECEMBER, 1856. 


No person shall suffer stagnant water to remain on his premises, or 
in any lot owned by him; and any person who shall fail, after sixty 
days’ notice given to him by the Street Commissioner, to fill up his 
said lot or premises so as to cause the water to run off into the streets, 
and not on the adjacent lots, shall be fined in the sums hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Tt shall be unlawful to fill up, or partly fill up, any lot with manure 
or other offensive or deleterious matter. 

Any person or persons committing any offences, or violating any of 
the provisions hereinbefore named, shall be fined not less than ten 
nor more than fifty dollars, and in default of the payment of the penalty 
he shall be imprisoned not exceeding’ thirty days. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
. ORDINANCE No. 6022, A. S.—JUNE 25, 1879. 


SEC. 31. No person shall hereafter deposit or throw any dead animal, 
carrion or other offensive or unhealthy matter into the river, except at 
the points and in the manner designated by law. 

SEC. 32. The fees for permits issued by the Board of Health shall be 
as follows: Building permits, 25 cents each; permit for opening a 
cemetery vault, 25 cents; permit for bringing a corpse into the city, 25 
cents; permit for the removal of a corpse from the city, 25 cents; permit 
for emptying a privy vault, 25 cents. - 

Src. 33. All citizens are hereby authorized tolodge complaints at the 
office of the Board of Health, or with the sanitary inspectors, or with 
the sanitary police officers, of any violation of this ordinance; and in 
order to facilitate such complaints, books of complaint shall be kept at 
the office of the Board of Health, and at the office of each sanitary in- 
spector, and said books shall be at all times open for entering therein 
any complaint or wrong. . 

SEC. 34. No person shall wilfully obstruct, hinder or resist any officer or 


| person, duly authorized by the Board of Health, in the execution or en- 
forcement of any sanitary ordinance or order of said board, or in enter- . 
_ ing into or upon any premises for the purpose of examining the same. 
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Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding $25, recoverable before the 


Recorder of the district wherein the offence was committed; or, in de- 
fault of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty days 


for each and every offence. 


INSPECTION OF COOKING, ETC., UTENSILS. 
No. 4736, COUNCIL SERIES.—ADOPTED SEPTEMBER 30, 1890. 


An ordinance to protect the public health and to authorize the in-~ 


spection and regulation of the utensils and apparatus and materials 
used for the preparation and sale of liquors and food in licensed public 
places for human consumption, and to punish violations thereof. 


Be it ordained, That the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana 


be and is hereby authorized to inspect, through its proper officers, all 


public places, licensed under State laws or city ordinances, in which 


food or liquids are prepared or sold for human consumption, and to in- 


spect and examine the utensils and apparatus used therein, and in case 
that any practices are ascertained, or utensils or materials are used dele- 
terious to human health, to order the discontinuance thereof. 


Sec. 2. That any person or persons who shall fail to comply with the 
order of discontinuance, after due notification thereof, shall be fined 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars or imprisonment not more than thirty 
days, after due conviction before the Recorder of the district in which 
the offence is committed. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, OF THE STATE 


OF LOUISIANA, GOVERNING THE PORT EADS INSPECTION STATION. — 


ADOPTED APRIL 20, 1893. 


1. The boarding limits proper of the Port Eads Inspection Station 
shall extend from a point one mile below the Quarantine Inspector’s 
residence to Picayune Bayou above; but, if necessary, the Inspector 
has authority to board vessels at sea or upon entering South Pass. 
When necessary to have a vessel anchor for inspection, said vessel must 


anchor in conformity with United States laws governing the naviga- 
tion of South Pass. . 

2. No person other than one branch pilot and the Quarantine In- — 
spector is allowed to board any vessel outside the Jetties except in case 


of distress or by special permission of the Quarantine Inspector, who 


may also, at his discretion and on safe conditions, allow one river — 


pilot to board the incoming vessels outside the Jetties. 
3. All vessels, except those from non-quarantined ports, on arriving 


off South Pass in the night-time, shall remain at anchor outside the — 
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Pass for daylight inspection; those from non-quarantined ports, arriv- 
ing at night, may proceed to the upper station, there to await daylight 
inspection. All fruit vessels shall be inspected at Port Eads or at. the 
upper station only during daylight. In case of gales or storms, the 
Quarantine Inspector may, in his discretion, allow vessels to anchor 
- inside the Pass at the anchorage designated by the United States laws 
governing the navigation of South Pass. 


4, The quarantine physician’s or inspector’s signal shall be four long. 
ee and one short whistles for steam vessels, and a yellow flag hoisted at 
4 the foretopmast for sailing vessels. 


5. The branch pilot, on boarding any vessel outside the Jetties, shall 
, hand a printed form of instructions relative to quarantine service to the 
_ ~~~ master, who shall fill out, immediately, in writing, the names of the 
_-——-«erew and passengers, and answer truthfully the questions therein 
7b asked, and return same, together with the bill of health of the vessel, 
to the quarantine inspector, upon his coming on board. The branch 
pilot, upon boarding any vessel, must at once ascertain from what port 
or ports the vessel is from, and if from a quarantined port he shall 
immediately have the yellow flag hoisted at the foretopmasthead, and 
prohibit any person boarding the vessel prior to the visit of the quar- 
antine inspector for inspection, and when said inspector arrives on 
board the pilot shall notify him of any facts in regard to the sanitary 

condition of the vessel which he may have learned while on board. 


6. Branch pilots or other persons boarding vessels off Port Eads shall 
remain on board the vessel and shall not be allowed to leave the same 
except by express permission of the quarantine inspector, and this rule 
applies to all pilots, whether in charge or ‘not. The branch pilot in 
charge shall report to the quarantine inspector the names of all per- 
sons boarding the vessel prior to the inspection of the quarantine 
inspector. 

7. No intercourse shall be allowed between vessels : arriving off Port 

' Bads and any other person except as heretofore provided, from the 

igs time of arrival off Port Eads and the arrival at the upper Quarantine 

ne Station. United States Custom Officers in discharge of their duties are 

_—-—s§excepted from this rule, but when said officers board quarantinable 

sh vessels, they must comply with the rules and regulations of the Board 
of Health, and, if necessary, go into quarantine with the vessel. 


8. All vessels arriving at Port Eads for orders are under the super- 
vision and surveillance of the quarantine inspector. No vessel for 
orders that arrives from a quarantined port, nor any vessel that has 
contagious or infectious disease on board will be allowed to anchor over 
night in South Pass, but she must proceed at once under orders from 
the quarantine inspector, either to the upper or lower station, and 
failing to do so she must go to sea. 

9. The penalty for violation of these regulations, or any one of them,
